\kpuLr 1 Indep^eace came, the power strocture at tbe 
f ¥ State-level in the country aaed to he dominated by 
tamindars, reaUer classes and profesaioftals. In caste 
terms, they were from upper lamkd castes like Tbakur, 
Bhumihars and Brahnuns. Ibe mtroductioa o( adeK 
francbije broufbi out the dkhoUMny that tbeae 
were cootrolUng the power strocture at the graaaroot 
level beloac^ to clasaes and castes which were in a 
tolAOritv. The posHioB ef the old nilinf elite becnme 
more shaky when, with economic growth, peasants, who 
numerically are tbe siogie largest productive data, began 
to come into their own. 


This started a chela of potitknl tremors in tbe 
States. Sons of tbe soil, repreofaHag peasant rtiaaei 
■tartdd repladng represaot^vm ot foMuiscd classes and 
Kecnai 


cutes. Kecperaj replaced Roiaii In TamD Nada, Chavan 
replaced the Khar group in Maharashtra, SAieeva Baddy 
re^eced Prskasham ia Andhra, Baanmanthmya replaced 
JattJ b Karaatako and Fartep Singh Kairon replaced 
Bhim Sen Sacbar in Pnnjah. Tbe **rovolittQB'' was 
delaj^ la reaching the HiDdi Whet happened In 

those States In the eaiiy and oMFIMes, babated M 
U.P. in tbe late Slztiet when Chandhnry Charan Singh, 
who represents broadly the anme pbeoMBcnoo, became 
the C^f Minister of the State. 

Tbere is a qealltative rtiiags now. Tbe Cbaodhary 
hit acquired a doaiinant say in tha powo struc t u re at 
tbe Centre. It may therefore be interesting to study 
his power ba« and the iniuencas which worked m 
him to shape bis ideas which he has blown up to the 
level of a complete eodoa c oeomk policy framework 
and El threatening alnoet every day to impoae It on the 
country. In his struggle to artkuata the demiads of 
the peasant claas, Mr. Chsrcn Singh InitUlly fell hack on 
owde castcism. Starting u a Jat leadar of Wastan 
U^., be enlarged his appeal to Ahirs and Yadavs who 
are domlottt In Bastcra U F. Tbs Jet Ahir combifta» 
tSon Is so formidable that MosUms end many other 
floating sectiosu grsvHatt toward this c uuiUn atloe. This 
eaplaios the strength of tbe Cheodhiuy lo U.P. Be has 
QOw arrived on the oatiooaJ scena witbwt living down 
hla cute image in bis bome belt 

Mr. Cbaraa Singh bu dane practkallr nothiag either 
for his vtUage or for Us relative For laitance, tn tbe 
village, there is no pow e r, no diipensery and no high 
school His endeavov from the v«n bu been 

to emerge dot u a local lendv out as a loader of 
castes iM classes. A number n stories were anrrsted 
about bow tbe Chaudimry refnsed to do any spedal 
favour for tbe village or his Uth and kin end always 
related tbeir problemt with tbeae of rural devt^pmeat 
and peasant claatis as sneh. It is a tifbota to kis 
leadership qualitMa that this affront to parochial eeoti* 
meats has* not diminished the esteem in w hkh he is hi^ 
by his fellow villagers. In fa^tho feel that Mr. Charan 
Singh daaerved to cBish win hagber In his pi^Ocni 
future, meaning by that that he should be the Prime 
Minister. Mr. Ghsran Singh’s strength bu In tbe feet that 
be talks in a language wnkh striku • sympathetic ^ord 
to the mind of peasnnts whe feel that no other potttteal 
leader bu beu able to a^redate their prouma m 
clearly u be dou.

Mf cent voteiMUed as tiainat 7339 per oeat 
pelrafuai, 73-44 by CheDdra Sbekbar and 6903 per cent 
of the average vetet polled by the Janata caaMate la 
How ctstaltm reatricta the popular lupport beae be- 
came obvious to the writer when be visited the consth 
tueno^ of Mr. Cbaria Singh. A group of Hariian brick kilo 
workers laid tbit If the Chaudhury captured power their 
wages would be reduced. Another group of Barijaas Mid 
that the Chaudhury would like agrlculturel worken to 
have only (anpoli, do rott" (one la^ cloth and two 
loavei). 

A group of Gujiars. who by caste are cattle breedera, 
said that it tbe Chaudhury bad bis way, they would be 
made to be content with a cow and a calf, and land 
would be exclusively reserved tof Jats and AhJrs. Even 
! Brahmin peesants expressed loul lack of 

filth In Mr. Charan Singh's leadenhip. However, this was 
more tbsn counter balanced by the solid sunoort even to 
him by Jits. AUrs and Muslims. 

In order to have some idea about tbe IndueDrea 
which might have worked on him to shape bit personality 
and ideoloo, SUNDAY decided to atudv bis home 
village—BhadoU. where the Cbaudhuryspent his formative 
years. Bhadola Is about 10 kilometers of ModJaagar. a 
sprawling Industrial empire owned by the b^ basineas 
house of Modis. By Indian standards, it is a relatively 
prosperous village, connected with metalled road tbougn 
a is not yet electrified. The village took to the commercial 
sugarcane crop in a big way after tbe Modi Sugar Mill 
was set up 4S years ago. 

Bhadola is a small village of about 325 families. 
Forty*fifty years ago, the village was owned by the 
family oi a famous U.P. ZamlQdar>politicaan. Or. Secu 
Ram. The land was later bought mostly by Jats and later 
sUU by Gujjars. Of tbe 225 TamiUei, nearly 100 are Jat 
84 Horijaii, about 30 Cujjar and tbe rest are Brahmm 
and Muslim. Mr. Charan Singh's father and bis four 
brothers booght 33.25 acres each. Mr. Cbaraa Singh had 
two brothers so his share was about 9 acres. 

Cbiran Singh's Bhadola can be a good case study 
of seething socIo-Konomic conflicts in the countiYside. 
When this writer visited tbe Hariian basti in tbe village, 
it appeared as if Harijana were waiting for aomebody 
to pour their heart out to and relate their woes. This 
ntrridon revealed that their land huufer ia moat ncute ' 
they want land for cuitivatioo. they want land for bouae 
sites. l%ey know that laws have been made to help them. 
But they complained that local Jat peasant proprietors 
would not let those laws be implemcoted. 'They were, 
however, not that harsh towards Gujjar land owners. 
They auWiotiated I heir grievances with e number of 
Instances. Once the Deputy Director of Land Conaoli- 
decion end the SDM came to tbe vilisge. They were 
feted by local Jats. When Rarljans w^ to see these 
officers, Jats Just drove them eway. On aobtber occasloo. 
when these officers came, Herliaoa were told thet if they 
wanted to meet them they should go to Meerut, the 
district beedquerters. The Hariiani were ctiU not 
deterred, la tbe last winter, uearlv 20 Marijans set out on 
foot tor Meerut, which is over to miles away, nt foar in 
the morniDg to make a representation to the deputy 
director. Imy were for too poor to pay the bus fare to 
Meerut. But nothing much has happened. 

Ihe Harijana' version about bow they were dmated 
is as follows. According to them, a large number of 
Jats escaped the ceiling V bribing officers and r«E|$ter* 
Ing land in the name M their wives and minor chudreo. 
Then whatever little surplus land was available lor dis¬ 
tribution to Harijana was adjusted against tbe link rood 
for the villege. The village pridhan said that J3 Hnri* 
lao farrulies have bM given one aae each of ''knlar'* 
laod, which la of the moat inferior quality. Harijans. 
however, dlaputa this cUlm and aaaart that none of 
them owns avan a bigba of laod. So far. no land has 
bean given for their houaa rites. But now land conaoU- 
daiioo is over and it is expected that half of Ihe Uarljen 
famiUna would be given ''pattu** for bomeateid. nkh

Next to land, the Harijm* other complalot wm that 
J»y could not get any loan from cooMrativa and other 
)Aaal tieodei. All the iattltutieeaf loans were cor* 
lered by Jats. the Harijios complained. They nonnally 
wrrow from milk veodors. who buy tbelr muk. to pur* 
aaM their butTaloes. The interest rate worka out to 
n more than 7S per cent and ii paid In the form of 
llaoeupt on the milk they sell to the vendor, daily 
9tt$ level for Harijant is Rs. S for men and fU. 4 for 
eoinen. Harijens did not complain mnch about the wane 
atea but said that work was available* only during the 
DOfltba of peak agricultural operations. There are Uve 
iOftdtd Had Jan labourers in the village and they tel a 
oenthly wage of Rs. 90-100. 

There is no crude aodal oppresrion on Harijana to 
hli viUata. A few days before Uua writer visited the 
illate. toe headmaster of the locel prlmiry acbeel, Wbu 
a g Harijan. was beaten up by a dmokeo dat boy. 
rhere were suspicions that the ioddent bed caste 
ivartooes, but, there bad never been such incideata be* 
ore. The oppression in this village, however, takea a 
ubtla political form. All the eight Harijana I 
alkad to. complained that they bad not been anewad to 
■Jri tb^ votes by local Jats to the last Lok Sabba and 
UaanbJy elections. They ^u$t dM not go to the polling 
mei^ aa Jets bad threatened them of dire conaequeDces 
f UM dared go there. One Harijan youth In the group 
did that he mustered courage and went to the polbng 
lantb. But there the presence of many Jata aenred Un 
0 Oacb that be decided that diacreban being the baner 

M valoar. it was best to put the merk on the Jenaia 
t asked them repeatedly; Given a free Choice, 
fBOm would yon have voted fort They bad one Mswor: 
mro wu the free choke? They are nattsta. They aoM 
lit tMy would vote for the Ra^ wbia la fomumd by 


the local Jata, particolan now that there it the raJ 
of the Cbaudbury. meaning Mr. Cbaran Singh. After elk 
we have to live in the village, they said in a sense ol hel^ 
leaaness But they did not leave me io any doubt about 
what lies in tbrir heart. They aeJd that when tbay 
went to see oAcers visitlaa the village, tbe Jata turned 
them away to taunting; *'wby have you come here ? 
Go to your lodira ma.*' Ad idea of now subdued they 
feel could be bad from another fact. A roiddle'paaa 
Harijan boy showed me a file of copies of a numher of 
petitions pven by them for land Tor cultivation and 
bomeateao. In one petition there were thumb Imprea* 
rioQs of hrods of all tbe Harijan families. When 1 toM 
them that these petitions would not do and tb^ wonld 
have to organise and put up a more miUttnl fight, tbair 
reply was : **Who will bell the cat?” 

To eum up. Bbadola. like most of tbe Indian villa¬ 
ges. is split into two camps, one of land owners and tbe 
other of landless Harijans. There are some minor sub¬ 
divisions amoM land owning classes, owing to caste 
articulations, ine point of confiict is land. But with 
fragmeotatioQ of land among brothers and sons, there 
is not mod surplus land available. The sodo<ecoaomic 
landscape of Bbadola which has probably influenced tbe 
outlook of Cbaudbury Cbaraa Singh, in the sense that 
he puts forward tbe case of tbe laooowing classes moat 
aggressively to tbe exclusion of the interests of Oder 
sections of tbe society. This restricts bis appeal to only 
one cUu end be fails Ur gel any respunse from other 
classes. Ihis makes him a class or sectional leader and 
■ot a national leader with a mu1tj<lass appeal His 
additional handicap is that in his home re^on, be still 
has a caste image, which further restricts bis popular 
ippeal. II is to he seen whether, now that m has 
arrived on the national scene, be will project a new 
image and succ ee d In living down his sectional Imige. 
Perhaps, the landscm of Bbadola and other wester' 
U.P. villages has left too deep an Imprint for him to 
fbfwgf at this late age.

|OOd—In every way. 

The poor folks of Chtodwa. a medium-sited village 
)o the outskirts of Arrab town, do not resent Babuji'i 
luccess, or at least they try bard to show that they 
lon't. 'Hiey would tell you bow |H*oud they ere to 
tave such a greet man born amMst them. Not a 
lingle lamp wai lit in this part of tbe vtUage.' said an 
lid Harijan lady. *tbe day Jagjiven Baba did not be- 
t>me the Prime Minister.’ Those were not really ber 
vords. but that's wbat she meaoL Not Prime allais 
er, but ’Raja* was tbe word she bad used. 


tme, but it is sadly neglected inside. Ther^^ ha* never 
been enough time to fumtsh the place. There arc 
cobwebs covering tbe mod electric (Smogs and laches of 
dust in some of the rooms. Tbe oil paintings of Babuji 
and bis parents gelber dust and moisture 1 b a store 
room which does oot seem to have been opened for 
months. It stays locked up. awaiting tbe occasional visit 
of one of tbe members of tbe family. 

‘When Babujj comes, (t turns into a mela in the 
vilUge.' said a poor neighbour of the great leader. 
'There are rows of People in these streets awaiting their 
turn to go in.' Inoeea, the villagers made it sound as 
though the house were a temple whose deity sometimes 
chose to make a personal appearance. And when that 
happened, tbe whole village turned up for a darshon. 

A marble nlidne outside tbe bouse carries tbe 
legend : Guru santl PaH/Sant Sbobbl Ram/Ma Basanti 
Oevi/Smriti Sadan/ $ March. 1976/ Cbaadwa, Arrab. 

This lender of the untouchable!, or rather tbe un¬ 
touchable leader, has obviously travelled a long way 
since tbe time hU father was a low-paid comMuoder 
in Calcutta, but there is not mucb to show that his 
community or even his own kith and kin. except per- 
bapa *he very dose ones, have gone very far from 
where they surted. The beeoilful mansion that aits 

E etty amidst an untouched area of darkness is not 
St an anachronism; it is the very symbol of wbat 
went wrong with the ao-cellad Kerijan movement fa tbe 
country. 


The construction of fagjlvan Baba's house was 
ulle an event for Cbandws. Teams of builders had 
eKended on the village at dlBerent points of time. 
Architects, masons, carpenters, etecirtdans. bouw 
laiuterv—most of them came from Babuji's Tta^hanr 
1 ^ young boys of the village still remember a Punjabi 
dectricisn who bad gone a little mad and become 
luiie a tott for jokes from the little children of 
%aodwa. 

It Is an attractive modern house, built in the same 
lUa where the mud-hut of tbe Ram’s had been at one

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Cbcndwa wbo sh$ sorawled bcsHe tbe moddy laoe that 
niaa through the vOlage. Flow does be feel aboot the 
big maasioA next to bfs hut ? He does sot give you 
my answer, but the way be looks up to Ibe oeaelated 
veniDdab of tbe bouse, you can see how be takes it 
'Ihat's an insult to tbe poor’, his looks seem to say. 
And that is how one would have taken it in bis place 

The young man wbo gets the keys of the bouse to 
show us around also belongs to Babuji’s community. 
Wbat does he do ? we asked him. *’l used to read, tbea 
gave up. 1 am a nonmatric’ For a long time be has 
been trying to gel into the army but has not succeeded 
Un spite of Babuji*s belp*. *1 have been running to the 
recruitment office but iwy demand money.' You know 
what be means. Hasn’t be complaioed to Babuji ? Well, 
be has, but that's tbe system I Kotblng moves without 
money. 'They iust don't listen. Ibey say your height is 
not up to the reijuirement. Ibe rule is that a forward 
class man must fcw five feet six inches, but a scheduled 
caste cin do with an inch less. Bot they are not 
listening to me. f hid gone to Babuji in Delhi. Arora 
Saheb TSabu^rs F.A .) bad him seif measured tny height 
and told me it was okay, it tvouM be done. But nolbing 
happened.' 


Contriry to the general impression that Mr. Jagji- 
van Ram had packed the railways and tbe post and 
telegraph and tbe defence services with men of his 
community, one gets tbe impression that he has doee 
very little even for tbe Mopte whose buts ere crumblini 
outside bis bilcony. '1nere are four persons from our 
community in the railways,' says the young man, 'five 
or six in the post office. They are cleaners in the 
raJlweyi or postovn m the P and T, Isn’t that peanuts 
for I leader who has been In tbe GoveramenI ever since 
Ibe country becime free ? In fact, he was there even 
In tbe provisional Government. 

We run intr another young man who claims ibatJagji- 
van Babu Is his uncle. But he is a frustrated young man. 
'lam Just being kicked around ever since 1 passed B.A..' 
says the young chap. When he loci to Delhi, he slays 
In No. 6 Krishna Mecion Marg (the official residence of 
the Defence Minisierj He is given food by ’malkim’ 
Cthelr honorific for Mrs. Jagjivaa Rim), but nothing 
lanilblc ever comes out. No job for bim. 

Jagjivan Babu is undoubtedly a great Harijan leader, 
but if you stroll around bis village and pick up the ftray 
remarks and comments of tbe Harijans themselves, it 
would appear tbat Babuji is one Haruan leader wbo has 
really risen above tbe Harijan level, some of bis biggest 
favourites in the village, fou are told, are tbe Brahmins. 
He bss done a lot for them. And there are people who 
say that every time a Brabmin touches Babuji's feet be 
feels a greater sense of fulfilment than oae esn imagine. 
If that IS so, it is i^uite understandable. Behind H uere 
are centuries of pain. 

Close to tbe mansion lives a niece of JaiJiven Babu. 
They are worlds apart. She sits on a wayside stone with 
her back to a wafl plastered with cownung cakes. A 
dark, thick'set women of abm*t 40. Sbe is somewhat shy 
to begin with and is heaitaat about taking me to ber 
house. But wheo slio nalises that f mean it, sbe rubes 
down a Itoe tn open Ibe door. A shabby tumbledown 
place, with e little courtyard. These two little rooms 
were built by chachaji (Jagjivan Rami', sbe says. Hiw 
are dark, dank rooms, with very little in them. A 
ramshackle cot here, some utensils there. Tn the little 
mud courtyaid some wood chips are laid out to dry. A 
broken lantern bangs from a hook oo tbe wall. 

I oak ber husband's name, but iastesd of reptying 
she shouts for a boy lurking outside tbe door. ’TeUMm 
his name', sbe tells tbe boy. 

'Devdas', says tbe boy. As If tbe very name has 
brought pest'Up feelings welling up, tbe woman begins 
nerreting her tale of sorrow. Her busbend bad got 
inarrfed thriro and he seldom visited her. It wes ner 
ancle wbo bad got him a job ns a peatman, but tbat 
hiagrateful wretch* cared two boots for that Nevec 

t lves a penny for tbe bouse. Sbe just lives from day to 
ay. 
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Doesn't her uncle help her ? Why doesn't be fet 
her bouse repaired? 'Doo’i ask me wby. When tfii^ 
come here and I tell them my woes, tbey last recoont 
all the help tbey have ^>en us. Job for husband, two 
rooms and a set of clothes whenever they visit the 
village. What else can we do ? (hey say.' 

Her clothes are torn and dir^. But she bis to wait 
till her uncle and aunt come. T^n only she can hOM 
for another sari. Her father was a cousin of Mr. 
Jagjivan Baui. He is dead now, bul Babuji still cares a 
lot for his 'bhabhi' ube lady’s mother.) Sbe bad 
gone to Delhi and was very vrell looked after by 
%atkior (Mrs. Bam). 'They ^ve her their own food.* she 
tells you excitedly. 'She even gets cow's milk there'. 
That really was a big achievement ia the eyes of the 
woman from Chandwa. 

This is a very different village from. say. Belchi or 
Birahiya. There are no tensions here, or at least none 
that you can aee. The Chomors are only about 3d to 40 
bouses as compared to about 300 to 400 houses of Brab* 
mins and other upper castes. But they tell you tbe 
relations between ^ Htrijani and the BrihoiJos are 
most cordial. 'If there is any oppression here it is on 
account of a Kayastha gentleman.' one young Hari^ 
tells you. 'He is a real crook. Exploits the poor, tla 
oppresses them. He is a moneyed mao. Babuji bad 
caned bim some time back but he just slipped oat 
Doesn’t listen to him even. He used to be just a low 
grade employee In the block, but the way be has Iron* 
bled us is nobody’s buslMSi' 

This little irritant apart, this Is a very diSereot 
Village as far as the Harijso'Upper caste eqvaOoo toes. 
Ko fear or insecurity. But if you think tbe lot of the 
Harijani. or even the Chomors. is any better because of 
Babuji. you arc sadly mistaken. Between the mansion 
•c»d the crumbling huts tics a yawning gap. They are 
worlds apatl.

Ye$» it costs RAW Rs 22 to write a letter, 
says DHARMENDRA GAUR, former Intellh 
gence officer who has worked with RAW's 
erstwhile chief, Mr R. N. Kao. 


N o scirmiRc study hat evrr been done on how murh 
it CQsti to product an official letter in (hr Retrtnh 
Qfld Analysts Winn <RAW) of ihe Cabinet Srcrotariai. 
Mitrr known ar the erstwhile Prime Minister Indira 
CandhTs CIA» or still better known a« her KtiB. ^fore 
/ make an estimate, let me tell yon someihine .ibout 
this super secret IntalliBence and ctmnter intelliKenrx* 
organisation of Mrs Gandhi, metint primarily lo *atv' 
lunrd her *Mddr by any means possible and to coMert 
vital iptelligencf io and outside India. 

RAW was founded in the South BUxk of the Cen* 
tral Seirctailat ui New Delhi on October 1. 1966 with 
a hujte budiret divided under various heads of ditirrent 
departments to make it thin in appearance with a view 
to avoidJnff suspirion It was designed on the hoes ol 
'I'orcc 136’ of llritifih intcDincnce and 1 had the oppor 
(unity to serve this dreaded force durlns the World 
War M in the Kaslern thealre. Aerordinelv. i>eonh> 
wciv specially recruited from the Army. Navy. Air 
Korci', fnlcl}i«eiice nurcaii Secret Scrvio’ Bureau, A»r 
KoC(>nn:iis«>Anc(* Centre and the provincial CIDs for 
RAW. ft iMd its hist olTrri* in the Ra^hirapali Bhawan. 
but later, after sUutiline of} Mr Man Muh.in l.al llnoja’s 
liit^lliaenre Uurvau In the Konh lllork. Mr Aaineshwjr 
Nath Kao’s RAW occupied the moNi piesli^ious position 
a moilK’ the Army and Navv Chiefs nf Stall od the 
second door of the South Block. 

From (he very beginning. RAW was controlled by 
Mr Kao, a Kashmiri Brahmin, who was closely rebted 
to the Nehru family. Mrs Indiia Gandhi had full faith 
in him, Kao’s second-in-command was Mr. K. .Sanka*an 
Nair. also an TP (now IP.S) ufKccr from south India. 

Now, lei me come 10 Die main point. Normally, a 
letter is processed faster in private firms tbao in the 
Govemmen.. I aaalyse here only the Oovemment letters 
produced in RAW, I had the privilege to work under 
the erstwhile Head oi this organisatJOD. Mr Kao. at 
various times betweeo 1941-1966, 

While asso.sslog the cost of a letter, wc have to 
consider the time consumed by dilTeteot persona at 
diflerGnt levels, who think, dictate, type, transcribe, read, 
write, sign, carry, register, mail, and also the rost of 
paper, carMn, ribbon, ink. eraser and several other 
Items. 

All the letters in RAW big classifled and divided 
iaiO'tour categories, vis; (1) Top Secret ft Personal. 
(2) Top Secret, (3) Secret, and (4) ConfideatiaL There 
is no ordinary tetter in (his orgaoisation. All these 
letters do not cos’ the same amount since the decision- 
making may involve either only one person or. at 
dmes, everybody from the dealing assistant to the 
Spedat Secretary. In between, there are about a doxeo 
channels through wbicb an average letter has to pass. 

The time consumed in such cases is definitely high 
^very high. Among the cost factors mentioned, time is 
ytry Important 

After Independence, the Indian traditioB to attach 
Importance to time baa considerably deteriorated, espe* 
dally in the Government. However, lime is money and 
everyone is peid for bis time. An IPS officer in HAW. 
for instance, works eight hours a day. His average 
salary including allowances is Rs. 3.000. ib. Rs. 100 a 


day. It roughly cnmp« to R^ 12.50 an hour. If he takes 
an hour iu dealing with one IcIUt, Rs 12.S0 would 
enter in (he cost of producing that lelter. The longer 
the time taken, ihe costlier the tellei* becomes. 

I.el us now consider (he situation when the decision 
is taken by a Class 2 officer—-Senior Field Officer (SPO) 
or the Section Officer (SO). Normally it is such juoior 
officers who deal with routine cases. Thev arc not cm* 
powcfbd to deal with top secret and wrsonat. and tnp 
secret Idlers Only the bead of the office cuo handle 
ibem, 

The ax^crugr nay of a SPO or a SO is Rs J.50U, 
wIikN approKimatcly comes in As 50 per day and Rs 
6.23 an huur. First uf all he will write a memo. If he 
Iakov h.ill an hour, U would cost ibe Government Jls. 3.12. 

1he memo is (hen forwarded lo the asiilstanl. who 
reads it. iorms his opioion and writes hri views oo the 
*N.O. Shec't' pri taming to ihe subject. He also Likes an 
average of halt an hour to complete his job. His average 
salary ii Rs 1.000, or Rs 4.1C an hour. So Uie cost of 
lhi> half hour taken by him i« Rs 2.8. 

The memo comes back (o the PFO or SO, wbo goes 
through it, lie (hen a»ks hb assistant to prepare a 
drafi Iu loliow up the memo. Not as a rule, but as a 
(rodiiMin. (Ik* latter prepares the draft wbJcb is actually 
noi his job

’Hie main villain in the murder 
most foul is alleged to be the $5- 
yearold Cbaodrekant Desal, i smell 
time, petition writer at the Ixal 
magistrate's court whose wife has 
been unable to conceive even after 
two decades of marriage Tbe other 
is the 2l*yearoM Subba Mivan. who. 
the police say wa.s merely hired by 
Chandrakant. to abduct the child. 
The priest of the Ralika tempi*. 
Bhagwati Narayan. is charged %^tb 
having advised Desai on the grisly 
Tantrlc ritual of sacriiidng seven 
children to the goddess to invoke her 
blessings so that Chandrakant’s wlte 
nuld bear a child. 

His wif*. of roMr.«e., haA pleaded 
ignorance of the plot altogether. Tbe 
couple has been pining for chfldreo 
of their own for years. To fill the 
void, they had two or three pet dogs 
in their first floor residence In a 
dilapidated bouse in tbe town. 

It eppeirs that nearly ei|bi 
months ago, running from pillar to 
noil for some miracle that would 
enable hii wife to give Urth to a 



child. Chandrakant bad mel tba tem¬ 
ple priest. Quoting an Aohor PmUt 
Mdhu, Bhagwati Narayai\ls believed 
to have told him that if the lone 
brother of several si*ters was sacri 
ftced bis wife could conceive. If 
seven such children were sacrificed 
he could even hope for a eon. 

But, Insists tbe priest now. this was 
an advice on the basis of Tantne 
rituals and be thought Chandrakant 
was fflorelv curious. The priest 
claims he did not know the petllion 
writer would implement tbe ghastly 
ritati. 

Tbe plot to abduct Tlnu nod ofler 
his life as tbe stOTfice was apparent* 
ly devised early in Angust. Subba 
Miyan. a jobless person, was retained 
to befriend the chfld who used to 
enme refuUrlv with hJs father le 
tbeir shop. Subba Miyan freonented 
Sukhadia’s shops and used to play 
with the boy. Re was noticed near 
the shop ID the aflemoon of Augusl 
n. mornenU before Tlim was whUked 
■way. The theory is that be enticed 
Tbe dilld. wbo knew bim well by 
BOW. to come away from tbe shop 
with him and disappeared. 

Wben SukhndJa bectmc alnraed at 
tbe prolonged abaenen of bis child, 
a search began. Aj the mellow 
afternoon aUp^ Into amaing. peo* 
pie begin to suspect some foul play 
and some of tbacn cottoned on to 
Subbn idyafi. He wan taken to tba 
police lUtloa bat IroBicaUy It wn» 


Tlnu’I father who came to bis rescue. 
The simple sho>keeper Just did not 
believe that Suobe bllyaD had any 
thing to do with the abduction of 
Tinu. People unneccssirily suspec* 
ted the poor mao Just because he 
was friendly with Tinu. be thought. 

II Is believed that tbe child was 
prepared for the ritnal sacrifice 
through the evening by Chandrakant. 
The boy*s bead was shaved, leaving 
I paten ot hair. Rot iron was 
touched at different places on his 
body before a ribbon of doth wia 
wound round his neck to strangle 
him. The body was later thrown 
away in a field from where It was 
found on August 2fi. 

Cfaaadrikadt, according to tbe 
priest, bad visited the temple 
around II in the night on August 27 
to offer puja. Later, he came again 
at about 4 In tbe morning of August 
28, Though he was alone, it is be¬ 
lieved that between these hours 
Tlnu’s sacrifice was made. 

The murder just on the eve of the 
Rtkhi festival enraged the town so

Indian Doctor: 
Heal Thyself

Once again, ytt learn the disproportionalely loud 
voice of the Weatem tralned expert Sudi experts have 
given ns dubious gains in hea]tD» edacatioo and social 
services in urban areas, but have done predoua httle 
in the villages. What alternatives does medical 

pTofessioo suggest for rural beahh services ? Or do 
they prefer no health measures at all to letting loose, 
what Dr. Shukla calls 'instant doctors' ? 

It is perfectly evideot that it will be a kng time 
before the country has the funds needed to spread 
health services properly to India’s 600,000 villages. But 
even If we did. could we get city •trained doctors to 
work in vtlldges? Have rural medical trainlBg ceatrci 
been set up in adequate numbers in the last io years? 

All over the vrorM. health services are generaliy 
considered e fuadsmeotal right of dtiaens Bocent 
eurveyi by WHO and other agencies beve also shown 
that estabUsbed systems of m^dne ve belM evahga 
ted afresh, maioly because medical aid does not reach 
those who need it most. The affluent coattnna to 
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get tbe ban services of every kind, while the poor 
aspedal^ in mrel and remote areas, are dealt the 
worst tbe reason for this is not only lack of finance. 
It ia also due to tbe irreconcilable distance between 
modem professfooil medidne leemed In the West, and 
raral people who In the absence of modem mMicsl 
s ervic e s, often have to find mide solutions to various 
aktoesscs. in the process, they have learnt to rely 
upon local people wise in herbal lore, upon priests or 
npon holy men who promise to placate the deity in 
tlmea of distress. Ihjs was not even quackery, but 
this was ill they hid. 

Only Cbini dared to tell the professional medicos 
that there was another way to help niral people solve 
tbelr itmMa beahh proMe^. So they went ahead 
with radical new measures by establishing small village 
clinio manned by barefoot doctors. The Chinese use 
words like symhom Hiese village workers are neither 
barefoot nor doctors. They are chosen ly villagers 
tbeoMlvas for training in alleviation of distress and 
pain for ordinary ailments, assistsnee in childbirth 
and Uentlficatiea of more serious diseases for reference 
to a proper bospiuJ. And they also help set up proper 
ho^tab: Hmpla ones In the provinces ana more 
sophisticated ones in the cities .ind towns. 

We cannot afford to forgot uiat modem medical 
sdeoce b extremely cosily. What is perhaps les» 
known b the drive towards greater specialisation by 
top professioDil men. which Is even more expensive. 
Tlus is the glamour world of medical science and a 
very large number of well quelified doctors dream of 
MW tecwqoes. succeaaful transplants and research 
which will bring fame and glory to themselves and the 
nstioe. 

Spodalisi requirementa form a very small percent* 
age. nowever. of India's real medical needs. Her 
villages ^ffer tbe same ills that the rural or slum 
poor suffer from all over tbe world. They are clearly 
not top priority In the minds, if not the plans, of tbe 
planners They share a common bond in poverty, mal* 
nu^tira, bad water supply, insanitary habits, unclean 
facilities and edvironnent. faalty weaning practices, 
none or distant medical services fur their inimedlatc 
needs, and crowded booring which render them more 
prone to epidemics. 

The major diseases of the poor are either respire 
lory or jntesUjtul. There is widespread worm Infests 
tion end bookworm contracted through their bare feet. 
They have skin tod eye infections, boib and goitre 
where iodine b ahseet In water or diet. They also 
^ve constant fevers from either maUria or TB and 
women suffer particularly from anaemia and from 
hatiog too many babies. 

To help rural people in their times of distress, the 
herbalist, oe village Dai or traditional birth attendant, 
the witA doctor id parts of Africa, or the Bftoot- 
Bhapone-vola fn India, tbe Pashpkpgrs in Iran, the 
Frldshor in the USSR or the Curandero in South 
AjMticn use herbal remedies and ancient svstems of 
core. These, among others, are tbe "quarks*' so feared 
by tbe medial profearional. If they tolerate the local 
dA who b often only a simple viRege woman abo 
nsing traditiottM methods of delivery, doctors do Mt 
Any Mb«r fyrteiti rif rafA beyond tbe 

iBopethic systasi in which they have been trained. 

And this has led to a form of sdeiitlfic arrogance 
today that bolates tbe medical profession from the 
human nee^ they should be servina. You cannot 
flul^ sdence a cult. The onderstanoina, values and 
attitudes of people in hundreds of Tnma's vlltagers 
tteoi from a ba^round based upon tradition and not 
on scieace. Th^ Iber^ore trust people and systems 
familiar to them, and they will adopt new ways only 
tf they feel it works. Tvs adaptabfnty is alugularly 






mlfQQdtfstood. A mao does oot have to be »cp b i*tica» 
led or educated to have common sense. 

India's older syatems of oedidoe, wbctber Uoani, 
Ayurveda, or Siddha, relied primarily upon the use ot 
herbs, dM elc which help toe body rnamtaio its own 
equilibrium. This is perhw why il vs not very 
effective eceiost masaive inledMns, enemies and virus 
diaensci or those requirin« comples surfery. but was 
effective in desling with problems of respiratory ail* 
meoti. kidney, liver, circulate^ or urinary diseases, 
and asihma. Modern medidne ctmceotrates upon 
nirini disease and h^htina it by dru(s or suryery. It is 
conae^uently an entirely different system in which 
many poweKul druas can have side effects damagioc 
or disruptinc tbe body’s natural interacUoos. Not 
nearly ebou|n work bas been done tu cateiorizc tbe 
niethods in each system which are truly effective and 
useful, or to establish for geoeral medidne tbe ele 
mcnis In each that can contribute towards a relatively 
inekpenii\e improvement m community health. 

Medical workers In a village do not require pro 
found medical knowledge and experience for treating 
simple ailmenls and recognising more serious ones. 
There ii. howe>c*r. great psycb^gical value in training 
a local wurher who is known and re^peried in bi^ or 
her community. Tu be chosen by your peers Is a sort 
of honour, and no one so chosen would be circkss 
nr negligent in his or her daily work, as is all tou 
common in the case of fully trained dt^nrs banished 
to rural or district health centres, who regard tbeir 
polling as a slight to their professional staMing. 

The cuncepi of the village level health worker is 
out new. In a recent study eondseted by the Family 
f^lanning Foundation, delsiled analyses have heeo made 
of 13 countries where various experiments have been 
larried out aurressfullv. and of several excellent pmr 
iects in India like Jatnkhed. Gandt^ram in Tamil 
Nadu and Tiloma in Rajasthan. TVre are many 
others 5iignihcanlly. what emerges in all these atodiaSi 


is tbe need for community participation and state 
assiatancF especially in the inlllal pmed. 

Tbe Chinese 'barefoot doctor” has been the most 
publicised, but there are excellent experiments in other 
countries like Venezuela. Tanzania and India itself 
which are similar. Since proper sanitation, drainage, 
disposal of wastes and clean water supply are funda* 
inertial needs, trained tetm« which will work with 
local pec^e to improve the health situatun are a 
necessity The lack of such trained teams has general 
ly been tbe bane of all our rural development. Our 
own **ma-bap” svndrome bas cnntributerl towards tbe 
failure by making all village improvement government 
conferred. We have thus delib^ately created a bene* 
factor recipient situation lo which the poorest elements 
luakf demands and tbe benefactors Rod they cannot 
deliver Ihe goods ? 

No govern meni in ibc world can, however, deliver 
Nuch goMt. more particularly In ■ country of $.75.721 
villages and some 700 million people China with a 
similar problem of massive population. losinJtatlofl 
and (initially) a less advanced medical services than 
India. mobiHsed its people to build their own health 
cent rev out of commune product ioa surplus and per* 
suaded tbefr trained medical manpower to train 
villagelevel health workers. The general health pattern 
all over China improved substantially in 8 to 10 years. 


^PHERC are three main systems of medical care 
I operating in different countries today. One is a 
Stair*controlled and financed hetlih service radiating 
with a comprehensive Infrastructure of hoapitala. 
leachirtf servkes. speciallsatton surgery and advanoea 
research fadUlles. with a periphery of district hoapiuta 
and village dispensarki with loss and leas equipment 
and peraosnel This pattem Is followed in India and 
the USSR, though the latter, aa long ago h 19S6 
incorporated Ihe Feldsher, rural bealtn worker of the 
l$th century. In its modem medical services. Tbe 
RnaeleB beeltb workers are trained for relatively abort 
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tMriods as middk grade medtcal woricen for whldi 
there are now 6So trafoing scbooU to tbe Soviet Uaioo 


But tha$e experimental profrunmes have atreadj 
ed tbit tbe Direfoot doctor type of worker has 


‘Hie secood medical system ia force In afflueet 
lOdustrSal sodetJes like the United States and England 
depends upon a vdde network oi poblic and private 
hos^taU and presHgious teachiag ceatres like 
Hopkins in tbe U.S.. Middieses and Edinburgh m the 
U. K, axtd private metres of high spedalisatioa like the 
Mayo CHaic In tbe US. Natloaal Health and Medkare 
systems take care of ordinary health problems of the 
people, and cover everything from new tetth to glasses. 
Rnt medical care has become exorbitantly expensive 
in all these countries. 


K ed tbat tbe barefoot doctor type of worker taaa 
able to reduce tbe JnddeDce of coniUDctivltis. 


bees able to reduce tbe JnddeDce of conjUDctivltis, 
skin diseases, deal with simple injuries and improve 
village aaoitatjon, which in turn, reduces infant mo^ 
tality and death from water borne diseases. Far from 
proving t ''quack**, a young person with mioimum basic 
educauon, and some traming, already treats minor 
ailments, diagnose more serious ones for reference to 
the nearest hospital, notifies the authorities about epi* 
demies. He mw not be a doctor, but is stIU a vital 
link in the bealtb service network. 


Tbe third syslem is one that has evolved in reoeot 
years in newly developing countrie* with a W gH 
poverty level and a low tax and fiscal structure. It is 
in such countries that significant experiments of many 
kinds hsvc been . made. Some depend upon training 
of low level medical workers, and find, as w GuateEnala 
that 70 fucb useful workers can be trained for the 
price of one fuH-fiedged doctor. Some have evolved a 
aietbod of insurance, as in tbe Saw project in Bangle 
deib, where irettmeM for a nurnwr of allm^ta ia 
asaured through small monthly health cootributiw. 
In Niger it is the community itself whJcb aet up phtr* 
macies and trained health pcrvonnel for its own need*. 


Hitherto professional medical men have failed 
miaersbly to reach India's sufienpg milUona. Tbe 
danger therefore does not lie in training aod "lettiog 
loose" iboosan^ of ill equipped medical desperados 
armed with weapons they do not know how to use, but 
in bow and by whom they are trained. 


In all these rural experimenu, training of local 
people has proved a superior system to sending highly 
trained people into a village from the dties. Work 
which «teins from a sense of coocom la always aupe- 
rior to that which is simp^ a return for salary. Sw 
Tied jobs often end only in an increase in dissatisfac* 
lion and In more and more demands. Moreover a 
village worker does not need bousing, transfers or 
speciel education for his children. Where a community 
Itaeb sets up services, tbe village worker has a greeter 
sense of commitment aod ideamkatlon. 


If the attitude of modem doctors io charge of 
leaching rentres re Arris the iUp>sbod. cynical disregard 
for patients you see all too often in PHCs, and Pistrict 
Hospitals the new rrcruU will be corrupted from the 
vtart. Further, tbe ayurvedic system which already has 
ov‘er soo.OOO practitioners in the field (of whom 4S,000 
are trained in both allopathic and ayurvedic systems) 
nas to be streirelincd too, though ibis is far from 
simple, since they are two totally different systems. It 
is net enough to make a rural medical kit out of a 
mixture of herbal remedies, Mexafoitn and aspirin. 


*nie medical profession must And solutions to 
enable community medical services to be develops 
more competently then whal they have desired bilhertn. 
Rural people have as much right to proper bealtb 
services is people In cities, sod It Is the prWary res' 
ponsibHily of tbe medical profession to respond 
positively to aoy proposal that makes this possible.

1 Wheo this was demonstrat* 
ed SO years ago hy emioeot 
astronomer Cdwin P. Hubble, it 
created a hubbub among cosmo* 
logisif. Aacently, two astrono* 
mers proved tbat the universe is 
not only expaadjnf, its expan* 
sion*rate is also iacreasing. In 
other words, the universe is 
accelerating. 

Some 1$ to 20 billion years 
ago, it is claimed, the unlveraa 
was bom out of what is known 
as a “Big Bang". Just as a 
cracker explodes with a bang, 
throwing its contents in all 
directions, huge chunks of ma* 
tier, called galaxies, were thrown 
away from a concentrated *cort' 
when the “Dig Bang” took place. 
Because of the 'push’ imparted 

then to the lalaides. th^ are 

moving away from not on\y the 
centre ‘core* but also from each 
other. The further they are from 
the *core*, the faster the move. 
As gravity—the uoiverial attrac* 
tive force between maner— 

always exists between the gaU* 
xies, it cavses them to attract 
each other so as to stow down 
their speed. In other words, the 
oxpansiou'raie of tbe universe Is 
made to slow down gradually, 
which is contrary to tbe recent 
hndlni of James E. Gunn of 
Yale Observatoriei and Beatrice

It spread as a 
bbgnt thronghoot Europe and Aauatod 
its most lerrifyleg fonna. lo its heyday 
it was practised as as art wnh boondkaa 
poasibiblies. It affected the Uvea of 
tbousandi of people, oot spirfog the 
rulers of tbe Churn and ibe Stale who 
ruthlessly struggled to root It oot.

But tbe super 
natural pow e r s m wfichos were genereth 
rockoDeo with. 

It ia. bovrever. dlAcuH at this tfistancr 
of tirne to resUte the sinister loftnenca 
which witchcrafl bod oo the lives of nor 
aactstora. U Is sarprlslog that uaVke 
othtf ageold npersOtions or ritual coa 
toms, R baa left very few trecea h» 
oiodcra Hfe. Now wltdMs ere as rare a 
pbcaoacDoa ii flying ancen. 

Most of the speUa cast by witches 
were done wAb tbe aid of a wax-tmagr 
of the destined victim. Needles or pros 
were strudi in the [mate at ^ots aod 
It was said tbe person In whose hnagi’ 
tbe wax bad been moulded would at once 
feel tbe pain at tbe particolar qiot and 
contlaue to su ff er pain so loag as the pm 
remamed in the wax. Tbe earliest reem 
of this curse Is in tbe celebrated trial 
cf some women aod ottoers of the harem 
of Ramoses HI io Egypt ibout 1100 B.r 
They msde wax-4magm of tbe Phnruoh 
with magi^ Incintatmia. 

A paitkularly fieadUi exam^ ol 
such a calculatlngly fobuman crime 
ocrarred at Coventry m the 14th Century 
In 1323 ■ qotekaklooking ‘aigromauii’ 
ceC named John de Nottingham hved in 
the town and with him lodged Robert la 
Mcresdial of Leicester who alao po s se a» 
ed some magical knowledge. On Vovem- 
ber 30 they ware secretly approached by 
TJ burgbem who comuaioed that tbe 
tyranny the Prior m Coventry was 
neb tnat they could betf It no longer 
They proponed that tbe 'nlgromiuacet 
should destory not only the Prior but 
King Edward Tl ond the two DUpenaen 
who supported him in his exactions, and 
two of ua servants, ibe Cellater and tbe 
SeneachaL By April of the following year 


tbe six images w«re made. But befors 
they were put to use, John aod Robert 
wanted to be abaolutely certain that tbeu 
w<^ would prove fatal, 'nicy made i 
seventh image and experimented upon 
It They dtoae u tbeir subject a local 
man named RldiSTd de Sowe. At mid* 
night on April 27, a sbsrp piece of lead 
waa driven Into the forehead of the 
Image.

Hm 'nlgro- 
raauncer’ was arrested but died In prwMi 
before the diy of his trial. 

It is a curious phenomenon that 
witches were initructetf by tbelr-chlaf Is 
tbe method of dlvioloi by queer anlmali 
known as familiars. Agnes Sampson ol 
North Berwick divined 9/ vicioua lookhil 
dogs. To EUiabetb S^le. a notorious 
witch lo Soccer^ tbe faiBlllar waa a 
spiteful dog. Id 1324. Dame Alice Kyte 
ter of Kilkenny, was charged vtith wtuB- 
craft by bv bubaod. Sir John, and 
brought to trial before tbe Blibep of 
Oesory. Sbe bsd been married tnree 
times before and was suspected of on* 
caremooiouily destroying ber previous 
husbands by witcb^ift. Sir John thought 
she was trying to do tbe same to him. 
Tbe candid motive in escb case appears 
to have been the enrichment of WiliiaA. 
the child ^ her first mirriage aod ber 
only son. Witnesses at tbe trial asserted 
that they bid seen ber raking the dirt 
of tbe streets at twiligbt towards the door 
aod saying as sbe did so, 

'To Ibe bouse of William, my son.

The ioddont occurred in I BBS. when Gandhi was 
dxicen and had been married for three years. Kasturbai 
was in an advanced stage of pregnancy, and Caodhi 
says he fell that this, i^ulte apart from bis father's 
illnes.s, xhauld have led him to refrain from sexual in- 
tcrcourse. But it was not until some fifteen years later, 
after the birth of bis fifth child, that be began in 
earnest to try to restrain his senai needs. He did not 
want any more children, and he bad long believed that 
■bsUMvnev wtfs tbc ooly morally defensible meibod of 
birth control. He started sleeping apart from bis wife 
and retiring only when he was utlerlv exhausted. Yet 
he was still no I able to master his sexual needs. Because 
be was growing more and more preoccupied with what 
became bis lifelong searih for Cod. be resolved to take 
a vow of brahtuochorpfi, or cclibary. which among Hindu 
mvstics and ascetici it ronsidered the ultimate act of 
aclf iacrifice and personal rrnunciation—the surest way 
of avoiding all temptation and of finding G^. Bui five 
years mure pBSserl hofnir he .'ctually found the streni^h

to take the vow. By that time, be was thirty'Slx years 
old aod had been married for twenty*four years. ‘''The 
elimlDation of carnal relatioosbip with one’s wife seemed 
then a strange thing.’' be writes. '*But 1 launched forth 
with faith in the sustaining power of Cod." 

Nevertheless, Gandhi says, he found masiering bis 
sexual needs a daily struggle, like ‘'walking on the 
sword’s edge.'* He eventually come to blame bis diet 
for his daily struggle; like most Hindus, he believed 
that the palate, Ihe source of an infant's first gratl 
fkation, was the source of all pleasures. He had 
always been a vegetarian and over ibn years he bad 
renounced stimulants of the palate, like spices, but. as 
other vegetarians did. he had continued to rely on 
rertaio animal products—milk, curds, and gbee—as the 
staples of his dirt. He now came to believe that these 
were responsible for bis animal passion. But. try as he 
might, be couM not give them up. liken, In IBI2. he 
read that some Indian dairymen were in the h$\»t of 
Mowing hot bquid through a pipe into a cow’s uterus, 
a process that somehow enabled them to extract tbe 
Iasi drop of milk, ud his compassion for the tow at 
Ust gave him the strength to take a vow that he would 
never drink milk apis. But doing without milk did 
SCI bring him relief from his struggle. He contioued 
to have sexual dreams and an occasional Illness. 

4h»mso~"love force", or "nonviolent force 
▼olvang reverence for all life, is a notion with s long 
religious history and has been interpreted to mean 
either that men aod women should avoid evil by with* 
drawing from the world or that they should fight evil 
by doing good deeds in the world. For Gandhi. 
*’ahuB$s...is not merely a negative state of barmlessoesa 
but...a positive stete of love, of doing good even to Ihe 
evUdoer." He believed that only love or nonviolence

A lthough truth and nooviulence were the fM*ces 
governtog all Gnodhi'a dvil disobedience campaigns 
aeainst iniustice. oppression, and religious strife in 
South Africa and India, his belief to their power was 
put to its moat severe test in IS46 to Noakhali. a remote, 
.^wampy rural district lyiog in tbe delta formed by tbe 
Ganges and Brabmapulra rivers, in wbal was then 
Indian Bast Bengal and is now Bangladesh. At the time, 
eighteen per cetR of Noakbali’s population of two and 
a half fflllUoo was Hindu and eighty-two per cent 
Muslim, but a small number of Hindus owned three- 
quarters of tbe land, and most Muslims were little 
better tbto serfs. In October of that year. Muslims 
started torturing and killing Hindus, raping and kMtoapp' 
ing Hindu women, looting and burning Kmdu sbopa and 
dwellings, smashing temple idols, and forring Hindus to 
redte the Korns and to slaughter and eat their own 
rows It was one of the most savage ontbreaks of tbe 
religious rioting that accompanied Ibe partition of India 
and tbe creation of Pakistan, and it marked the first 
lime tbal the religious violence had reached into a mra) 
area. This waa espeda&v alarming to Candbl. He bad 


abrayt token pride to bis knowledge ti India's vOlagce 
—where most Indiana Hved^-and be now thought that 
If be coaid get tbe Noekhali Hindus to go bode to their 
vfllapee and coukl persuade tbe Muslims to acceot them 
assd love tbem se brothers he might have a hope of 
preveotiog and contoloing riolence. and so prevail on 
India to stev united in reMgtooa toleration. Therefore, 
with a band of dlsdples and dedicated vohurteert. he. 
set out for Koakhatl on a missioa of peace and recon- 
cibation. despite his are (be ^as then seveotv-Mven>. 
and despite warnings from the Indian authorities and 
some of hJs followers tbal (he Koakhah HusUms. always 
orthodox, bad turned fanatic, and thal he would almost 
rertatolv be assassinated^on evenl that would engulf 
the entire eubcontlnent in the very violence he hoped 
to quell 'T am prepared for any eveataalitv,” he wrote 
hiv cousin Naraiodas Gandhi from Noakhali. ** ’Do or 
Die’ has to be put to tbe lest here. 'Do' bare means 
Hindus and Mussulmans should learn to live together 
in peace and areitr. Otherwise. I should die to tbe 
attempt.” 

Cbaru Cbowdbury. a Bengali Hindu brabmacheri. 
who made most of (he arrangements for Gandbi’s (our 
through Noakhali and was at his tide during much of 
it. is. like most of Gandhi's disdples. old now. More 
(ban a quarter century after Godhi's pilgrimage, be 
still lives not far from Noakhali^u Dacca, (he capital 
of Bangladesh. He makes bis borne in (he Ramakriabna 
Mission, whirb 1« the principal Hindu cultural and 
educational institution to the prodominantly Muslim 
country. 

Two men—who prove to be fully dresaod—peep out 
from under (he covers on the beds. One of them greets 
me warmly, bids me sit down, gets up. and goes out 
with tbe water jug. He soon returns, and gives (be jug 
to (be other man. wbo now goes out wllb U, and tbe 
first mao draws a chair up (u the table and tits down. 
He bar a square face wjth heavy jowlt. a bulbous nose, 
ratber thin lips, discoloured teeth, sb^, tbinning dark- 

! ray bair. sod small, parched, wrinkled bands. He is 
ressed in a kurta tod luogi (a sarongUke ganneol) Ot 
white kbadi. has a white knadi scarf around his neck, 
and is waariog glasses with heavy black frames. He 
looks to be about seventy. He is Cbaru Cbowdbury— 
or Cheru Babu. as he is more generally knowu, Babu 
beiog to botiorific title io Bengali. 

’’When Bapu was in Noakhali. Muslims used (o 
come add harass him at prayer meeliogs.” Cbaru Babu 
says. "They would ask bim sucb questions as 'Why are 
you here in Noakhali when Muslims are dying in Blbar 
and in Delhi? Why don't you go tbere wito your peace 
mission?* Tbeo. one day. wbeo Bapu bad been to 
Noakhali for about four months, be actually received t 
messege from tbe Government of Bihar saying. 'You 
come to Bibar at once sod talk peace here.' 1 went 
with him as far Ss Calcutta and put him on a train for 
Bibar. As 1 bowed goodbye, be said. *Wbat ire you 
going to do?' I Slid. You are not taking me to Bibir. 
What more have 1 got to do?' Hr sato 'You go badt 
1o Noakhali and carry on mv work until I come bick.' 
He never came back-^e was shot in Delhi. Bot I stay¬ 
ed cm in Noakhali, through all the cbengos. First it 
was PakistiQ. Then it was Bangladesh. But I stayed 
on. That’s what Bapu told me lo do." 

I ask bim about Gandhi's lour through Noakhali. 

"T had been wnrkiog for Bapu for many years in 
his Coflstmcttve Programoie. for the development of 
khadi and village lodustries in Bengal, wbea Bapu 
decided to go >0 Noakhali. Some of my friend and 1 
went there immediately, as an advance party, to make 
amngemeots for him. Tbe moasooo bad Just ended, 
AOd streams and canals were overflowing with water 
and sludge In some places tlv' water was koee-higb, 
m other places breast-high. It was almost impossible 
(0 ttt aroood. But Bapu came. I remember Bapu 
walking throusb villafe after village. I remember tbe 
broken glass, brambles, and filth somctimei deUterately 
strewn in bis path. Yet Bapu alwavs went barefoot 
He said it was pan of his penance. I remember Bapu 
wading through water, trudging through bogs, aome- 
times croating canib in boats that baa to be puaM 
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nd psBted tbracb weed$. Bapa acw tte Rfaidii re* 
fu^Ms—tbousaodi of meo. «vOfBeo tod t^Odree. all 
uflfontrollablj. Bipv sew tb# streems end ctiiels 
filled wiih bameo aod inimal bodies. Bepa saw Ibe 
bunted Bftd rotting crops. Bapu saw the sAea of buta 
aod shrines. Bspy weei froa village to viDage collect* 
ing testinioar of tndivldntl rafferiags and asaimog the 
amount of food and niooev n ee ded for rcbabilititiod. 
Bapu Iri.ed to streogtben tbe Hindus spiritoelty. so tbst 
tbev wHikl be prepsred to ssnifice even tbeir Vves lo 
order to bring about i change .of heart in tbeir MosTim 
persecutors Bapu begjred tbe Hindus to return and 
rebuild their villages. He tried to get tbe Muibrns to 
rediscover tbe goodness that was witbifl them. He 
begged tbe Muslims to stop perseniting tbeir Hindu 
bretnrea. He fasted for tbe Hiodu-Mualim violeoce. 
But neither Hindus nor Muslims bad any use for bim 
or bis nonviolent melbods. Tbcn. one damp, dully 
raomioi. after Bapu had been in Noakbali ieu than 
two weeks, he gathered all of ua around him in our 
camp lo the village of Kaarkbll. Bapu bad dedded to 
leave us all and go and live iu Srirampur. Srtrafflpnr 
was a amsll. ravaged village four miles away* from 
which almost all ntadua bad Bed. He aakf. ^AU tbe 
while 1 have beeo lookiag for tbe light in Ho^all. 1 
have been groping in Ibe dark. I know now what I most 
do. It's time for Mina^for yet another kind of peni* 
tential sacrifice Paiber and daughter, brother aod 
sister, buiband aod wife most part company and work 
alone. We must all reooumx each other.* We protest' 
ed, and said we would all be killed if we didst slay 
togetbar. But Bapu ioiistad that only by being more 
on his own could be find bis bearings aod test bis faith 
sot Just in truth and nonviolence bM also in Cod. He 
counselled ua to do tbe aaoin-^to go and live in riot* 
tors villages, too, and work for our own salvation aod 
that of NoaJchali and Mother India. We sM a sb^ 
prayer; we tang a byms; we wept" 

A boy servant comes to with tea. and Cbaru Btbu 
strokes tbe boy's chin. 


Gonrae. Bapu want coo^etely aloBe In 
Srvcmpar." be condones, takidf aome tea. "He did 
have three ettestdanta with him. But be want happy 
there. He aeemed to feel that be was not rnaking ny 
progresa in his aotitary quest, and ao be decided to 
resume bis tour of tbe devastated Noakbali countryside. 
He was old, restlea, weak, nod dispirited, and not able 
to walk much at a stretch, ao vre arranged for overnight 
stops in villages a few miles apart, to make It possible 
for him to go from one village to tht nevt as his morn* 
ing walk. Since *aQ tbe parapberoalli he needed^tbe 
budgets, tbe hatbluba, tbe commode, tbe syringes, aod 
what not—had to come with us. It wis do easy task 
getting frofli villnge to vniage." 

Charu Babu is an assodable. irrepressible man, and he 
bolds my band as he talks. Like other brahmacbaris 1 
have net, be seems to feel tbe need to touch, as if the 
austere practice of brahmacbarya were insupportable 
wilbour some form of physical communion. 

"Doe» anyone in Noakbali remember Gudhi today?" 
I ask. 

"No." be >ays. 'There are no monuments to Bapu 
anywhere in tbia region, except for a Gandhi ashram in 
tbe village of lo Noakbali>wand there's little 

enough of that. Irw ashram’s four custodians—they 
were Hindus—were butchered by tbe Pakistanis in 1971, 
during Ibe struggle foi the independence of Baoglidesh. 
! would have been butihered. too. if I hadn’t been in 

E risen at the time. I was consideied Pakistan’s Lnamy 
o. 1 sod spent twelve years in a '^akJ.itanl jail. But 1 
was treated weU. because I was a model prisoner sod 
spent my lime reading and tending s garden. Just ia 
Bapu would have done. I was very proud of my 
gju^en " 

Ifi/TTH Cbani Babu as my guide, I drive In a jeep to 
W tbe house of U.A. Abdullah, wbo was one of tbe 
few Muslims in Noakbali to lake Gaodhi's message of

After they retired him, altboudb be was an bis fifties, 
be became a studeat. quahAad as a lawyer, and devoted 
bis eoerces to the betterment of the poor. He’s been 
a bachelor all his life aod as food as a brahmacharl. 
He’s really one of us.’* 

The jeep stops abruptly, and Chan Babo balls an 
Impreasive'lookiBfi larfe*bonedi wizeoed old mao 
wrapped in a loop Mae sbawl who is walkioji along tbe 
street. 'This is Monindro Bhatuebary" Cbaru nebu 
says. ’*Hr’s a true Gsndhiao. and he’s carryioa oo the 
work of Gandhi’s pllgrimage alt by bimself He walks 
at least twenty miles a dav. ail over Dacca, preaebiog 
Doovioleflce and brotherly love.” 

Munindro Bbattadary lauodies into wbat turns 
out to be a speech that Gandhi gave on sa^agraha lo 
1920. He baa a squeaky voice but is sometnina of an 
orator. He recites the speech in lu entirety and Ibeo. 
without aootber word, stumps off. 

Abdullah lives on the ground floor of a large old 
yellow house off m oafrow alley in the noisy, congest 
centre of Dacca. He Is lyjng propped on one eltKw oo 
a chiirpoy without any beddotbes. in the middle of a 
large, open, but musty room, which smells of sfckness. 
Hr is sixty.seven but looks older. He is bald, with 
small eyes, and has ao enormous growth oo bts lorebead. 
and a jungus'likc skin disease on one foot. He wears 
a while undershirt and dhoti. In the room are several 
trunks, a dusty radio, clotbes banging on a line, a 
bicycle leaning against a wall, and books aod yellowing 
pv^rs all over, on shelves and on the ffoor. ’Through 
the open door, an immense and meuaang black beebiw 
can seen banging from a braocb df a Urge trcv lo 
the courtyard 

‘‘Pariiiion was caused b> hatred.” AbdulUb says. 
"Hatred was of this worM. Candhiji was of tbe other 
world. Common men could not put his ide^ into 
oractice. T never thought of myself as a Muslin, a 
Hindu, a Christian, or a Parsi^mly as a policeman.*’ 

Abdullah’s vnice Is indistinct and hesitant; be seems 
to be in pain aod talks with his eyes dosed. <1 leinicd 
later that he was dying.) '*There is .no positson I can 
Me in comfortibly,” m save. ’*Thc whole of my insides 
shakes and rattles when I breathe.” 

”What was it Uke trying lo protect Gandhi to 
Noakhali?” I ask. 

”I bad a good number of policemen to help me do 
ihe job,” he says. ’’And tbe Governraent of Bengal bad 
ilso assigned eighteen or twenty armed soldiers to pro* 
lect him. We all moved along with Gandhiji from vil* 
lage to village, but Candhiji bad no use for ns and 
moved freely in hostile crowds. Any mad man coold 
have assassinated him at any time, but we aU took it 
for granted that no one ever would. No, in a way we 
tvere aU responsible ultimately for his assassinjtjoiL” 

Abdullah probably «booldn’t be talking at all. but 
luring hia reminisung his voice becom es animated. 
’Noakbaii is a long story, and it will take a fang time 
10 tell.'* be says. ’’Leave me your address, and I'u write 
lo you.** 

T tbe time Gaodbi decided to leave bis foUowen and 
go and live in Srirampnr, be wrote. '’TTu^ aod 
^himsa. by which f swear tad which have to my Imew* 
ledge sustain^ me for atoty years, seam to fall ... To 
leal them or. better, to test myself, t am . . . cutting 
myself away from tboae who have been with me ^ these 
rears, and who bava made life easy for me. ... 1 do net 
propcee to loave East Basgal tfU I am aattaffed that 
nutual trust baa bees osUbUabed betweaai tbe tarn coor 


invnicies and tbe two have resumed tbe even tenor of 
ibeir bfe in their villages. Widiout this there is neither 
Pakistan ikw Hindustan—only slavery awaits India, 
tom asunder by mutual strife and engross^ in bar* 
berfty" Gindbi bad lost his will to live. lost all hope 
for a uniled, free, and peaceful India, lost confldence in 
tus aMlitv ever to becoiDe a perfect instrument for tbe 
pcaAicc of aatyagraha aod ahimsa. bzmI therefore of 
brabmaebarye He wa< often heard to mutter. “Kyo 
aantn ^ Kyo ?

Tbe most reliable fimbaod accounl of Gandhi's 
vursonal crisis la Noakbaii Is to be found in a book 
entitled My Dow un(h Gondhi. It was written by 
Gandhi’s Ben gab interpreter. Nirmal Kumar Bose, who 
accompanied Gandbi even lo Srirampur aod lived there 
with him. Bose was unique among Gandhi’s aRendants 
in that be was not a lonigtiine diaaple but a Left-wing 
latellectual, who had taka i leave of absenrr frain 
H leaching post at tbe University of Calcutta In order 
Ki accompany Gandhi to NoakbaU as hlf interpreter. 
He was consequently a more detached observer tbao 
any of tbe other sitmaats. In Noakbaii, Doaa says, 
Gaodbi was apt lo wake up io tbe middle of tbe night 
shivering lie would ask toe attendaoi sleeping next to 
him—usually a woman—to bold bim for nve or ten 
mioute^. uoiil tbe shiveriag stopped. ”He somelimea 
asked women lo share bis dm azn even tbe cover which 
ha used ” Boae reports, in "and then tried to ascertain If 
even Ibe leasi trace of sensual feeling bad been evoked 
10 bimscif Of bis companioo.” In Gandhi’s view, sucb 
rvntacts wiib women were ’’experiments in bfahma* 
chary a,” an esaential part of hts aspiration to bocono 
"Co^’s euAueb.” as be put It. but in Bose's view they 
were a form of exploHatlon. however unceosdous, arnco 
the women Demg used iD Ibe experiineoU were In a 
^•ose being treated as inferiort. He says be noticed 
ibal each of the women around Gandhi considered her- 
vetf to have a spedal ralatioDship with him and was 
so jealous of bar place in his affections, ao fearful of 
losing it. tbit (be sUgblest sign of rejection from him 
made bar 'bystaricai*' Bose remarks. ’’Whatever my 
bo tbe value of the proyop (crperlmeot) in Gandbiji's 
uwa esse, il does leave a mark of injury on tbe person 

lUty of others.for wboro sbariog in Gaodhi’s os* 

penmeni is bo spiritual aecesslty.'’ When Bose coo* 
fronted Casdhi with wbat be considered tbe unhealthy 
resutis of tbe bribmacbarys experiments. Gandhi re¬ 
plied that the women bad assured him that boldiDg bim 
or rieeping neat lo him bad no ill effect on them. 
GandM majBtaiaed that the brabmacharya experiments 
were a crucial test of his reoundation of scx. a neces¬ 
sary part of bis yoToe for the violence of Noakhali. He 
eparged 8 <m with *'uowarranted assumptions” concom 
ing w relationship with tbe women. Bose became so 
troubled about tbe issue that be ;(brupilv left Gandht*« 
cervke and returned lo Calcutta, hut the argument con 
tinu^ Ibrougb correspondence, which Bose reprints in 
bis book Gandhi wrote to bim * 

I do not call that brabmacharya Uial mearis not to 
toudi a woman. Wbat I do today is oothiog new tor 
oe. . . . I sm amated at your assumption that m> 
experiment implied any assumpiion of woman's infc 
ri<^ty. She would be. if T looked upon her with lust 
with or wHbont her consent. ... My wife was ”in 
ferior*’ when sbe was tbe instrument of my lust. She 
ceas^ to be that when she lay with me naked as n\\ 
Bister . . . SbouM there be dinerence if it is not my 
wife, as she iHice was. but someotber sister ? I do 
you will acq^ me of having any lustful designs 
upon women or firb wbo have been naked with me. 
A or B’s ^steria (Bose omits names) had nothing to 
do frith my exporimost.

Because of his indisputable 
talent. Diiip ha« always been in a position to call trumps 
all the way. Besides, you do not sue a politician: vou 
merely play the came his way until you can find the 
right moment to hit back.

Thai superstar Rajesb Khanna wa» proving lo be a 
dlfflcull proposition (because of hit movdincss. tantrums 
and childishness) helped Amiiabh's pUu more than 
Rajesh or the industry will ever realise. (However, the 
industr> was aware of the antagonism between Rniesh 
and Amitabb) To start with, Amitabh began building 
up relatloBS with all those Ra^esh bad sailed his rt.& 
tions with : Yasb Chopra. Salim Javed. (julshan Rai. fi. 
R. Cbopia, etc. And it was this 'enemy cump’ which 
burn( midnight oil and charted out one 'bit* film after 
another for Amitabh. just to spite Rajesh. Amitabh. and 
by then He was one of the busiest sta^^. gave them 
dates without fuss and he even reportedly did their films 
for less money — tod bis calculations paid off. Oeeiper

said it was not). Amitabh was able to achieve this by 
virtue ^ his supposed frieodsblp with the then import 
ant Saojay Gaoifti. Whether he really approached Mr 
Gandhi for help is not known, but it is true tbit tl^ 
general impression of the San jay* Amitabh relationship 
made many producers confident ibont signing Amilabh 
for their films.

But since Mr. Chopra had decided to 
take IKUp Kumar. Dilip it was, and Rajesh stormed out

He acted as a 
liaisoD officer for the Chief Uin» 
ter.

Vacuum cleaners of the skies 


A fdmadp U an axtramaly 
violanfr, rapidly whirlin9 
>torm af graat Infantity, 
small diameter and steep 
pressure gradients. It is easi* 
ly recognised by its dark fun* 
nel-shaped cloud. The most 
violent of all storms, it is 
highly destructive, but fortu¬ 
nately short-lived. M. P. 
RAO, an experienced meteo¬ 
rologist, writes about the 
phenomenon.

A lomodo tore ecrose 
with violent fury. kiUins more then 
GOO people, with some four times 
the! numbe r in tbe injured list 
Almost «x«4tly five years aco, i.e, 
on April 2. 1972, a tornado accon* 

C imeo by heavy dovmpour of raia 
■d swept across parts of Mynen* 
sinfh district ia the evenins. This 
tornado, which atuioad a maximum 
speed uf 240 km/hr 11SO mi/hr) 
lashed the Pulbart area (about 16 
km from Mymensingh town) leavina 
a trail of devastation. At least 200 
persons were killed and scores of 
others Iniured, not to speak of a 
large number of houses rated to tbe 
ground Thirty thousuod people were 
rendered homeless. Twenty-seven 
days later, i.e. on April 29, 1972, 
another tornado roared through 
Mymensingh district, killing agaio 
200 people and mRiding tremeadous 
lOM to property and crops. At the 
time of writing, a tornado bit Krish- 
nagar in West Bengal on April 9. 
1977 but fortunate^ the death loll 
was only 7 but the lojuied ran into 
a few hundreds. 

The word ''lornado’ is derived 
from the Spanish “tornada*. mean¬ 
ing a tbunderatorm. A t<^nado is an 
CKplosively violent %veather distur¬ 
bance of small extent and of short 
duration, formed of winds rotating 
at very hi^ speeds, usually in an 
aaticlo^wise direction. 

A hot sultry summer day favou* 
ratio for the build-up of cumulonj- 
mbu& cloud (thunder cloud). Light* 
nlog Rashes from tbe cloud and 
slowly a funnel-shaped cloud emer- 
fes trom tbe base of the thunder¬ 
cloud. which exteods downward to¬ 
wards the earth in a twisting fashion 
and touches tbe earth. A tornado has 
formed! If your ears are sharp 
eanuih. you will bear a hissing 
sound, growing louder and louder as 


the tornado epproecbos you. When 
tbe tornado 1$ close to you, tbe 
ocm assumes deafenJaf proponSons 
which bas been described by some 
at reaembiog the ''bellowing of a 
rallUoD bulls*’, by others as 'tbe roar 
of teo thousand freight treins** end 
by yet others as ’the roar of a 
thousand iet planes." Beware, keep 

Central and eastern USA are very 
prone to visitatioiis of deadly tof* 
nadoes. Africa and Australia come 
next. In India, tbe stretch of tbe 
coontry extending from Kashmir to 
Assam is snsccptible to tornadoes, 
especially. Assam. Megbelaya. Miso- 
ram. Tripura. In Bangladesh, tor¬ 
nados arc fairly common 

The tornado of March Id. 192$ 
is the worst in living memory of 
USA. In a matter of minutes 690 
people were killed and 202 S iniured. 
The tornado blasted almost In a 
straight bne 200 mites across sou* 
them Illinois and btew Itself out 10 
miles inaide Indiana, travel hog at 
tbe average speed of 60 mpb. Loss 
of property was estimaied et twelve 
sores of rupees and 3000 bouses 
were comptetely wrecked. 

Coming nearer home, the Coodi 
Behar tornado ^ April 19. 196S Is 
worth mcotioning. Dark churning 
ckwds resembling ihidi black smoke 
developed oortb of Cooch Debar 
about 4-$0 p.Ri. resulting in a tor¬ 
nado which swept across Soladanga 
village and nioe others in Cooch 
Behar. two in Bangladesh (theo 
East PakisUD) and tin In Goelpara 
district of Assam. A 12year old ciri 
named Agamom bad tbe distiocaon 
of being airborne by tbe tornado 
and deposited at a distance of 
miles, onburt! This tornado kilted 
in all 140 people end iojur^ iMh 
tber 20.000 people to some degree 

or other. Three thousand seven hun¬ 
dred and sixty familias lost tbeir 
homes. Large fairly drcular hail* 
stones, 1$ cms. in diameter and 6 
cms. thick fell around but rainfall 
was negligible. Roofs of buildings 
were torn off and flung far and 
wide. Bjg trees w^e uprooted end 
carried over large distancea Bam¬ 
boo groves were torn from tbeir 
moorings and lifted eu mosav and 
thrown away. Loaded steel trunks 
and uteasils of vlllairerf were suck¬ 
ed up by tbe tornado and atrem 

over a wide area of iwo nrilaa. 

Calcutta vrill remember May 21. 
1959. On that fatHul day. a severe 
tornado hit southern Calcutta. Full 
grown trees, numbering about 500. 
some with trunks tvro feet In dia- 
merer were uprooted by winds of 
velodtv €I mpb aod CDac» hatAaois 
and bustees collapsed '*tike a pedt

of cards." Sheets of comigeled iron 
were lifted up end carried away 
for 200 yards. Telephone and tel^ 
graph poles were broken. Fortunate¬ 
ly. tbe death toll was not heavy: 
only 11 persons InctudJng 2 dilldrea. 
More than a hundred people were 
Injured, some of them grievously. 
Actually, some 10.000 people were 
affected in one way or other. 

A tornado over a water surface 
tike a river, lake or sea is known as 
a water spout. A water spout, 
however. Is far less dangerous than 
its land counterpart, tbe tornado. 
In tbe case of the water spout water 
Is sucked up to a height more than 
20 feet aod ships wlucis have ua- 
koowinxly passed through a wate^ 
spout during poor rislblUty did not 
have any bitter experience except 
sbght flmlag of ibo deck. 

A water spout connects the water 
surface with its parent tbuoder 

cloud. One of the most intereiting 

phenomena connected with water 
spouts ia the "rain of fish." Occasio¬ 
nally we bear about fish raining from 
tbe riues along with rain, This is 
due to tbe water spout sucking vmter 
from a river, lake or sea along with 
tite fish and deposiling them along 
%vllb rain in some other place, Some 
years back. in Bareilly (Uttar 

Pradesh) tbe military parade ground 
of four acres was strewn with small 
fish. In 1906. the lawn of Beauvdris 
bungalow in Lucknow was covered 
with fish eboul one end a half ioebes 
long, following a heavy shower. 

Can silver coins raJn from the 
skJest Here is an interesting true 
etoTT. On June 17. 1940, Jo tba 
Corky region of tbe USSR, silver 

kopecks fell from tbe skies during « 
tornado. Enquiries showed that 
heavy rains had washed away tbe 
surface soil cx>veriag a buried trea- 
sore. A tornado happen^ to pass 
over it, tifted the old ooins and gifl- 
vd them to the village in a bounti¬ 
ful sbowevr. The villagers collected 
et least a tbouaand kopecl^ 

Are man-made tornadoes possible? 
Certainly yes, though indirectly. 
When the first atom bomb was 
propped on HiroshJfBa on Aug. 5. 
1945. It started several fires in the 
mlserebte city. Tbe beat was eo 
intanjto that it iaduced circulatory 
wind xnoUOQ resulting in a tornado 
which merdfully poured water from 
the beevens on a dying dty aod put 
out many a fire.

I 
went, althoueh 1 was sure we wouMnt cone out ahve. 
In no time at all. I was doing everything for him ~ 
flursina him. massaging him. bathing him. Wherever 
be was, be kopt rigidly to his daily routine. He was 
so mu^h prrni'cupird with the physical details of his 
daily life because mastering Ms physical self was part 
of his programme of mastering his spiritual self. I

Bapu's great work In Noakhali") 

"Have you told all vou know about the brabm.r 
eharya axperimenu ?"

Nor had Ihes 
Ix'i'n crmcinrecl hv CiimlhTs prntc slot ions Ihot there wa- 
r>o (irivaev ohoiu his b.ilhs ond massages, during which 
hr said, he nften rr.vd or felt asleep; that he considered 
himself a parent to the cirN who serxed him ami 
walked with him: that his brabmacharya vow bad 
nothing in d" with oiihodox hurs and therefore be w,o 
free to frame hie rwn riiiec as he went along provided 
they did not violate his principles. His public r«veU 
tions, in the name of triilh and nonviolence, about hi« 
hrahmneharya expermienis shocked not only orthndov 
Hindus hut atsn snmr rif hi* closest disciples, who 
hke nose, armcked him end parted company «Pih hin 
<111 .iciiiunl r>f them. 

<iBn(ihi. however, continued his hrahmachar^a ei* 
(K*r<Tnenis through whol were to be the last moolhs 
of his life, in Noakhfih and lO the suburbs of Delhi, as 
he tried to stem the tide of religious violence and 
turmoi! of retalMlioo and cnunter*retaliaiiiin spreading 
through I he entire submniincni. He cunlimied lo delend 
bis brahPMclurva ex pen men is with such slaicmcnis as 
"I hiive t.ilird mv present venture a vajiut—o sacriiice, 
a pen.mce. ... How can there be th^i self-purifisaiioo 
when in m> innii) I entertain a ihing which I dare not 

t ut oponl) into praciieeT” And “Mv meaning ol 
r;ihm?i haiv.i is im* : ‘One ... who. by consiaoi ai* 
trndantr upen t*o(l. has besonie,. v.ip.ible of Iving 
naked with n.iked wottien. however bejuliftil they may 
be. wiihuul bi'ing in an> manner whatsoever scvually 
rveitt'd.* And ‘When the copis (milkm.<idH> were 
Ntiippcil of ihocr clothes bv Krishna, the legend so>s. 
ihe> showi'cl no sitm of embji i avsment or dos cunscious* 
ness but vtood Oifurr* the Lonl In rapt dovciliun.’* And 
“The whole wui Id ni.iv forvike me bul f darr not leave 
nhat I hokl IS I he truth for me. It may be a dHu<ion 
<ind a snure. If so. 1 must realize it myself*' 

Whatever the spiritual source of Gandhi’s brahma 
chary a expcrimenij. Bose, for one. maintains m his book 
that their psvcholoRjfal source was ‘'represviun of the 
sexual instiiirt.” prompted by a self>inipo><*d penance 
tor ‘'having proved unlrue to hi* father during the l.ist 
moments of his life" and for not having nursc^ hi* 
father 11 $ a mother v juld have. Tuk Knkson. in hi* 
book Gandhi\ Tnifk, agrees, and. in h«s discussion of 
the brnhmathurva expiTiments, goes on to develop the 
I heme of Gandhi's matcroalism : 

'The whole epi*od^, as Bo$c brilliantly recognized 
at thi^ time, points to a persistent importance lo 
Gandbi’s life of the theme of motherhood, both in the 
vpn.se of a ne«*d lo be a perfect and pure mother, and 
in the sense of q much less acknowledged need to be 
held and reassured, especially at the lime ol his hojie 
loneliness. In this la*t crisis the Mahalma appears lo 
have been almost anxiously eager to koow what those 
who had studied the ‘'philosophy” of that dnciur in 
Vierrnir might say about him. although be probablv 
could dn little wilh the interpretation offered by one 
of his fricndi. namely that hi$ shivering was an orgasm- 
coufvalnnl. 

”As to the Mahatma's public private life, all wa 
caa say is rhai here w.i$ a man who both lived atw 
wondered aloud, and with equal ioteDsity end depth. 
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about • inultilonnity af inci/natNMa wbidt other meo 
hide and bury in atreoueus coAffsteocy. At tbe end. 
freat cnnfUMon can be a mark of creatneit. too 
etpeciaJly if it results from the ioeecipahle coaflicts of 
existeacr. Gandhi . had wasted to purify his relation* 
imp to his father by oursios and motbertnf him; cod 
he bad waoted to be an immaculate mother. But i^eo. 
at the cod, he was defeated in his aspiraUeo to be tbe 
rouAdmK father of a united India, he may well bav# 
needed maternal solace bimseir 

The women who may have fiveo and received this 
"niaternel solace" have, with one exception, passed in* 
to the Gandhi bioeraphi^s and memoirs as do more than 
letters of the alphabet, and cveryooe, ioefudiof Erikaoo 
and Buse, ha^ assunird that the story of tbe evperimenu 
will never be fully told. The exceplioo is Manu Gandhi. 
4 distant Diusm, wUu wrote a little memoir of her own. 
entitled Baj^u^My Mother, in which she tells how 
Gandhi tried lu be both a father and a mother to 4er. 
It seems that in 1940, when she was twelve years old. 
her mother, who was dving. asked Kasturbar to bo a 
mother to Manu and Kasturbai took her in. When 
Kasiurbnj was on her deathbed, four years later, she 
•«ked (tandhi In be a .mnlher to tbe girl in ber ^acc. 
Candhi look Kaslurbai's last wish very seriously. He 
camr lo hiivr a molhvriy interest in the cirl’« i^yska] 
drvelnpmrrtt end in the fninuteri details of her life. 
He told her how to wash her hair, how to wear her 
(Iethe5(, what, how much, and huw oflco to eat. He 
took charfic of her reliitious education, teaching her the 
Rhasavjd (iiia and the pronunrialion of the diflicvlt 
Sonikrit w'oids. Shr rnoked for him and served him 
his food ^hc wAshed his feet and mnsiaged him. 
She read h u the newspapers, and kept a diary {a whkh 
she rrrordM the minufcvt detaiU of his life. At first, 
she dept by his pallet, and doesn’t seem to have min¬ 
ded when he woke her up in the middle of the nichl 
to t.vik. When ahu was about nineteen, sbe started 
sleeping in his bed. and that, she implies, happened 


in Noaktaali But. discreetly, that is all sbe does srr 
about the brahmacharyi experiments in Bavu—My

M anu died young. In 1969. but Abha Gandhi _ tbe 
wife of Gandhi’s grandnephew Kami — who was of 
aboBt the same age ts Manu, and who many Gandhiana 
say in private wai even closer Gandhi than Menu 
was, is stin alive, Gandhi liked to cell tho two girls 
bis *Valking slicks”. Toward the end of bis life be 
was almost invariably seen walking with his hands 
resting on their sbouMers-^s he was when be was 
ascasaiosted on tbe terrace of Blrla House, in Delhi 
Abha is in Abmedabad visiting ber elder sister. Mrs. 
Vina Palel. who lives in OM of the old houses connec* 
led to the Sabarmati Ashram. At the time I at<m by 
the house, some women are dtllog sewing on a Targe 
wooden swing on tbe verandah while at tbdr feet two 
boys are shrlling a Mg pile of peanots. 

One womsh gets up and comes forward to greet 
me. She is .shwt and plump, with black rurly hair 
pulled hack in a bun but straying loose, and has a 
round fate with large eyes behind spectacles with black 
balf rims. Sbe is wearing • while sari with a hand* 
sHtchecI blue border and a white choli sparsely seal* 
tered with nurrocwork. .ind she has a red bangle on 
each wri«i. ivhe has smull feet and hands, and her 
vo'.cv is light and sweet. She is Abha. 

’ My husband and I now manag ‘ tbe Kasturbai 
Ashram. «ome distance from here," >.Se I el Is me In 
coilouuial Hindi, going on wilh her sewing. **We star* 
ted the ovhrain in 19$6. in the summer rrsidenre of 
the raia of Kukot. with the help of the Candhi Nstio* 
nol Memorial Trust, 1l)e summer residence is one of 
ihe pJacev where Ba was imprisoned for her part in 
the satvagrsha campaigns. Its one of the few memo* 
riaJv lu her.” 
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B«pu wiB taken swap ffoiti isc forever, all 
1 coDJd tbiok about wai dyins," the aaya. **After he 
waa abot ifi front of ray eyes> I roaldn’t apeak for aii 
znontbs, but I west back to Nfoakhali and threw myaelf 
into bii work. One day. a chitd came up to me and 
•iked me somethin£. and suddenly I found I could talk 
tM'n. But it was sometime before T was able to talk 
easily. No orie can £ivc mr *lie kivp Bapu gave me 
1 think of bim all the time.’

“We took pains to keep up good relations.** she 
says. “Alsu, we were good ai doing different (hing& 
Manu wo« good at taking nolCN tor him; I was good at 
cooking and washing Bapu never wanted his ctothe* 
ironed, but I kept ihcm washed and neatly folded. I 
loved taking rare of him.- ii gave me a lot of haopi 
iifss. of the kind that a mnthn gets from tending Mr 
rhild. Bapu often s.tid. ’You .ire like a mother to me. 
Once. T was bathing him aod he a«krd me to hurry up. 
He had an appoindnent. Me told me to hurry up 
thn*e times, and l $.iid. 'You .irr h renowned Mahatma 
and yet ynii are so impatrcrit, hke .my other common 
mortal. What does it matter if you're a little late ?’ 
Baoii laughed ’] like youi spirit.* he said. 'Only a 
mother would darj talk tn her child iht way you talk 
to me. 

"irow ^ad he was m Delhi ^ NoakhaN had dis 
turhed his pence of mmcl along with his routine, t said 
to him. Tm with you ail dnv long and you don't an 
much as smile, and then in the evening Jawaharlal 
Nehru conies and vou laugh with him th#'Whole time.* 
Bapu said, 'You're such a foolish girl to be jealoua of 
Jawah.irlat Don't you under slaod that 1 laugb and 
joke with him so that we won’t cry?’"

'•It was common knowledge that Sushila Nyar 
iften slept neicl to Bapu. He first ^ked n» to alw 
lext tn him when I was siJdeen, I ibought be jusi ^ 
mid at niabt and wanted me to sleep with him to 1^ 
lim warm.

He mM 
our sleepiflf together was a way of tesliag that he was 
as pure in mind as he was in body, as free from lustful 
thoujihu as he was from physical desire. There was a 
lot of hubbub among tha men about the experlmenta. 
and Kanu and the other men saw Bapo and said. *Bapu 
you are a renowned Mahatma. There Is no need sof 
you to test yourself in this unaeealy manner. Any< 
wiy. such • test would be more appropriate for • virile 
young man.' Bapu heard them out hot said nothinl and 
continued with his experiments." 

"What did Kanu say *" 

"Wbat eoeld be say ? 1 had always spent all my 
nma looking after Bapu, and Kanu took care of bin- 
self. He was Bapu’s typist and photograplMr, and be 
kept himself very busy. Cod bas given Kanu a ilrong 
coosliluliou. He's never needed much looking after." 

rkR. Sushita Nayar was Gandhi's pcnocMl phyridao. 

Although she received training in Western medidne 
and served for five years—between 1962 and 1967—as 
the country’s Minister of Stale for Health, she is one 
of Gandhi’s most orthodox disciples, spousing such 
causes as legal prohibition, and sosUcieiice as the ooU 
morally accepubte method of biiib control, 

"I believe, as Bapn did, that if you ere a brahma 
iharf and live in harmony with the laws of naiore you 
wtll not fall sick", she mys. "If you do fall sick, you 
should first use natural, simple remedies...nature cures. 
A good night’s sleep for high blood pressure, fasting fm 
dysentery and datulence. That’s what Bapo dJd. 11 you 
get desperately sick, however, and tbe simple, natural 
remedies don’t work, tbeo it is all right to experiroeol 
with modern medicines. Bapu was not above taking a 
little quinine when he was down vrith malaria. Bui I 
wasn't just Bapu’s doctor. 1 was his masseuse, his 
travelling companion, his secretary. If 1 was in ^po*s 
tiut and he was talking to a visitor . I took down tbe 
conversation. All the seoelailM there did. and after¬ 
ward Bapu picked for mblicatiofl the versioa he consi¬ 
dered most accurate. He once picked my version over 
Dose's. I was just a student at the time, and Bok 
fancied himself a distinguished scholar. He never for¬ 
gave me and sought every opportunity to maUgn me 
after that as "a hysterical, jealous woman who regard¬ 
ed Bapu as her i^vate possession." 

I ask her rf she knows bow and when the brahma- 
charya experimenta got started. 

‘There was nothiag apodal abonl sleeping next to 
Bapu. I beard from IMpr’s own Upa that when be Bret 
ask^ Manu to sleep with him, in Noakbali. they slept 
under the same covers with their doCbes on and that 
even on the first night Mami was saeriog within miooies 
of getting inlo his bed. Sometltne later. Bapu said to 
her. 'We bodi may be killed by tte hfosUnis at any 
lime. Wo most both put onr purity to the ultimota tost 
so that we know that wo are offering tbe purest m 
sacrlllns, ond we sbouM now both start sleeping naked ’ 
She aald, 'Of courae.' and I board from Bapu's own bps 
that neltber ho nor ebe feH any sexual <Mro whxta^ 
over. Menu wanted to serve Bapu in Hoakball btcnm 


it was the worst place poadbk. full of mortal danger. 
But long before Maou came <ntD tbe ptciurc T used to 
sleep with him. just as 1 would with my mother. He 
might say. *My bsdi aches. Put some pressure, on it.’ 
So 1 might put some pressure on it or lie down on bis 
back and he might just go to sleep. Tn the early days, 
there was oo question of exiting Inis a brahmachdry^ 
experiment. It was jost part of the nature cure. Later 
on. when people started asking questions about bis 
physical contort with women—with Manu, with Abha. 
with me—the idea of brahmacharya experiment a was 
developed. Don't ask me any more about brahmacharya 
experiments. There's nothing more to say, unless you 
have a dirty mind, tike Bose. 

G andhi beUeved that sexual intercourse was a reli- 
Kiou^ duty purely for the purpose of procreation but 
ihal service to society wa» a higher religious duty than 
prooreation. He therefore advocated Ihal his married 
disrinles take a vow of brahmacharya as soon after they 
had completed their families as they could—which was 
what he had done—and that those who had never 
married and wanted to dedicate themselves totally to 
service lo societv eliminate sex and marriage altogether. 
Some of Gandhi's brahmachari disciples, however, met 
and fell in love in the course of their service and. 
without abiunng their vows of brahmacharya. started 
living logether In what thev called a ’’spiritual 
marriage" or "spirltoal family", insisting that they were 
cai vying oul. in Gandhi's Iradition. furthar experiments 
in the practice of h'ahmachirya—further explorations 
of the purily of saffifice 

J. B. and Sneheta Krlpalani are perhaps the moit 
eminent of Gandhi's disciples who entered into a brah* 
maebari marriage (Sucheta Is also known to have 
participated in Gandhi's own brabmadiarys experi¬ 
ments.! When I meet them. Krlpalani is in bis late 
eighties and Suebeta Is in her late sixtiea 

I ask them if they were brabmacharls before 
ilieir marriage, and, if so. how they came to marry and 
whether thev haw continued to be brahmacharis 
throughout their marriage. 

"We've always been brahmachirls," Kripalani asya. 
"When we married, in 1936. I was in my late forties 
and Sucheta wss in her Iste twenties, so she was not ex¬ 
actly a child bride. In fact, the had already bean a 
eswr for iix years at ihe Hindu University at 
ires". 

"We met through Bapu." Sucheta goes on. "I was 
one of Bspu's volunteers in Bihar after the earthquake 
there in 1934. So was Kripalsniji. but he had been 
working for Bapu for fourteen years before that. For 
me. it was love al first sight. I fell that Kripalaniji’s 
gentle oersontlitv and mv forceful, idealistic nature 
would make a good combination. When Bapu heard of 
It. Im said *lf you marry him. Sucheta, you will break 
my right arm. Yoo must give him up. His life Is dedi¬ 
cated to our struggle, and vou wouldn’t want him to be 
diverted Crom it. would you?’ I sajd. ’Why do vou 
think our marriage would take hint away from your 
work? Our marriage will simpiv enrich your work. You 
will have two dedicated workers instead of one.' We had 
this argnment again and again over several months. 

1 was a very stubborn woman, but Bapo was a vary 
persuasive man. and 1 finally lave up any idea of marry¬ 
ing Kripalani ii. Bat then Bapu Insisted oot only that 
I renoonce Kripalaniji but that 1 marrv someone else. 
TBit was too «nuck, so Kripalaniji and I got married 
after all Baou gave his consent grudgingly but witb- 
heM his blessing.’’ 

"Bapu thought that Kripi:anlii was a confirmed 
bachelor and that T was the one goading him into 
marriage." she saya. '^e wanted all his close associatea 
and workers to be brohmaebaris. because he felt that 
marrkd people couM not be inlensaly single-minded 
about tlw Constructive Frogrammr and the freedom 
struggle, aboot our aarvice lo aoefety. We agreed. 8e 
even though we got married, from the very beginning 
wa contlo^ to be brahmacharis, ai Bapo wanted ua to.

Yet it was big busioesa and indostry which foi 
tnore bank loans from the nationalised MOks than the 
rural indebted poor. 

Why did she undertake this crueltiog I00(kkm tnp 
by car through south Gujarat? Why did the bear tbe 
torture of the scorchiog sun with a day that started 
around 7.15 a.m. and ended well after U pm., with 
90-km forays into remote villaies like Nisar where no* 
('ongres .1 or Janata leader bad ever been* Was ii 
Just to collect crowds? 

Asked about her visit, Mrs. Gandhi said "I make 
no moves. 1 am not playing ■ game of chess. I go 
where I am invited.*' Her chief host was Mr. Jioabbai 
Darji, a rlreless. gcouioe Congress worker who looks like 
a younger verMoa of Sheikh Abdulla—tall, erect, with 
a strong jaw line. He heads the Guiaral Khei Vika'> 
Pnrishod that plaru to adopt 7.000 Adivasi families in 
the Coming montiia Mr. Darji says. *'Ther« is nothing 
special about the visit We invited her in April and 
because of one thing or another she couU not comp 
till now. We wanted her to see the work we ere 
duiog.” 

Mr. Morarji Desai's name Is soeoingly a hated one 
among the Adivasis and tribaU in the parts of Aouth 
Gujarat that Mrs. Ciandhi visited *'For so many weel« 
now there is no sugar or jowor in the fair prices shops, 
but you can got them on tbe Mickmirket. Oil prices 
are very high", said a young mother of tbe Vasuva 
tribe who. I I asked her why she bad come to meet Mrs. 
Gandhi. She prevented a pretty posey of yellow and 
white forest dnwers to Mrs. Gandhi, as her white limou 
sine swept past Veldara village up its way to Nisar. 
alout 175 kilometres from Surat. They call the Jatfeia 
rule *'baoia rule" in these parts. 

It 1$ important to know tbe peculiarities of south 
Guiarat to understand why Mrs. Gandhi chose Id 
visit this area. The land there is very fertile. Its black 
soli sends farmers into raptures but tbe region's three 
million people remain poor. They get only the oiunba. 
''Three miHion hungry agricultural labourers welcome 
you Mrs. Gandhi", said one of tbe banners welcoming 
Mrs. Gandhi. No one cared to questiOD bow their oam 
bers swelled to 30 lakhs from IB lakhs in 1971. all 
during Mrs. Gandhi’s so-called developmeot decade. 

Mrs. Gandhi's foray into the areas oi tbe poor and 
downtrodden had been carefully nlaaned to show Mrs 
Gandhi as tbe ‘'l>c.«h Sevika" and 'The Saviour of the 
Poor." as was evidoot in the highly emotive slogans and 
banners that greeted her—'‘Tortured Harijaos Look to 
You Mrs. Gandhg'p "Mrs. Gandhi Yoo are tbe Trae 
l•eader, Tbe Rest are Bakwas". '*Desb Vi Neta’ and 
in Muslim areas "Inquilab Zindibad”. All her meetings 
began with ''Mahatma Gandhi ki jai'’ and Mrs. Gapd)ii 
herself en^d them with "fibiuat Mata ki fai . All very 
emotional. 


people who came by *'Viju>ba express" (a term used for 
those who walked for miles). ''Darshan Ityp'* ex 
plained some Adivasis. though they could see her only 
as a tiny speck from where they were stendlng. They 
anderstnod aothing that she said because they speak 
a peculiar dialect that is not even Gujarati and Mrs, 
Gandhi spoke in Hindi throughout her tour. But thrir 
mere presence was a powerful iotoxirant for Mrs 
Gandhi whose constant refrain has been that she 
draws her strength from the masses. So intoxicated 
was she bv their overwhelming re.tponse that she made 
boM to tell the audience that "she would use them as 
a werpon lo tight the Janata Party". In a voire Ailed 
with emotion and drama under a make*shlfl shamianii. 
Mrs. Gandhi hollered. ''The Janata Party ts using 
all its money force and might to crush me and I wit! 
hghi back with the ontv weapon 1 have (hot is the 
people, Rveo if they hang or jail me I will still be 
with the people" U she taking them for granted? 

S HE passed tbrongh treas where selfleu workers 
inspired by Gandhlji have set up Aihram Sholaa, a 
nstem peculiar to Gujarat. Maroll, the last spot where 
Gandhlji Slopped before going for bis famous Dandl salt 
satyagraha. hiu prosperous sugar factories, but the peo* 
pie are poor. It is said that Mithuhai Petit, daughter 
of tbe millionaire Parsi house of Peilts, told Gandbiji. 
"You might ool come hack from your satyagraha so 
can you tell me bow I can help the people ?" 
Gandbiji said. "Absorb yourself into this land. " She 
did so selflessly, neither marrying oor living luxuriously. 
It was the work done by people like Mithuhai and 
Jinabhii Uaru that Mrs. Gandhi capitalised on during 
ber visit to Gujarat 

The class image that Mrs. Gandhi wants is dear. 
When Mrs. Gandhi entered Vapi Industrial Estate on 
her way from Maharashtra to Gajarat the workers in 
boiler suits ran out of their factories to wtOcome her. 
As she left Surat on the last lap of her visit that was 
to have ended in Baroda. i sea of adoring, worshippiog 
people mco. women, cliildrco, school children in uni' 
forms, sweepers etc. formed a warm human corridor 
for her convoy to pass through. They showered her 
vritb rose petals in places. And only the rich, who are 
concentrated in one area of Heripura, were against her ' 
one saw the fat young sons of Imanciers, mnneylendcrx 
and landlords shouting slogans like, "'Indiro Cendhi chor 
hoi.** Mrs. Gaodhi eojoys nothing better than the rolo 
of saviour of the poor. The poor don't nsk questions, 
they live in eternal hope, because they have nothing to 
lose except their poverty. They came in huudreds in 
some places, in thoosands in others, and in lakhs in 
yet other places, like Navsari and Surat. 

It was a love they could not explain m words, it 
was as if the prodigal daughter had returned. Mr

The real leaders of these people, the Coodreasmee who 
have worked tirelessly amon# the people, who have 
fiven their lives for them, say nrivetelv. "She will have 
to show that she will not rule by the caucus again 
She will have to go time and again to the peoplo.** 

As an ex-Congress Minister explained, *'BardoU. for 
instance, provides a classic instance of class war in 
action. There is always tension between the Faleb who 
are the landed gentry and the Haipatia. Mrs. Caodbl's 
2 ApolDt programme with its promise of land to tbe 
landless end house sites to the bousetess was tbeir 
opium. It diffused the frustrations of tbe poor that 
could easily have been channelised into a mass revolu¬ 
tionary upsurge, Thf 20-poiot programme and tbe 
hopes that it raised, gave them the glimmer of light 
that is so electrifying at the end of a long dark tunnel 
that has been their lot through generations. It was in¬ 
toxicating. They intoxicated her with their preaencu and 
she intoxicated them with her promises, and beautiful 
words of sympathy and bbpe." 

Mr. Maganbhai Berot. Gujerari former Education 
Minister, put it well when he told me : "For hundreds 
of vears they had never had anything. And here was 
someone showing she cared for them. Imagine history 
being made when a man in dirty clothei with dirty feet 
could walk Into a bank end get i loan, or the banker 
came to him, as during the Emergenev. History was 
made. Or a land «ite ving given to him. For yean 
he wax being thrown out of his borne and now aomeooe 
was giving him a home. And imagine that to .South 


Gujarat alone debts worth Rs. 90 lakhs were wiped out 
overaifbt. People were no longer indebted to the hated 
Ronevlcader." It drd not matler if everyone didn't gel 
a lovo or a house site or land. At least some of them 
got it and this was the Carrot being held out for others. 
It spelt hope. 

But Mrs. Gandhi, of course, never serinusty intended 
to implement tbe programme, because that would mean 
blood<hed and suffering for the elite. Th:t would hurt 
ber class, the men and women who hting around her 
SOD. tbe people who made tbe rronrv and ^pent it like 
It was going out of fashion. She didn't want her class 
wiped out. But tbe poor In whose name Mrs. GandbJ 
always spoke did not know who was holding their 
programme back. She always Mamed vested interests 
for iL And ber revolution remained a paper revolution. 

But Mrs. Gandhi once again was making pro- 
misex : "Mv Government opened the road to oppor¬ 
tunity for the poor, the downtrodden, the minoritlM, 
Harijaus and women and students and now tbe 
Janela Partr is reversing alt this, they are taking a 
different path." In Gondal near Rajkot, for Instance, 
some fanatics formed • group and went to a HarCian 
ffluhalla and told the frightened peoplr. "Your mother 
is dead, now it's vour father's rule." Harijans are being 
harassed. Land is being taken awav and moneylenders 
are asking for their old debts. The Janata Party fs 
plaving into her hands, while careful, clever propa¬ 
ganda is bein g done to show her as the only protector 
of tbe poor. Tbe preseoi Government baa for all prao 
tical purposes abandoned Ibe 20-pojnt programme and 
thrown Ibe people back to the woVes. 

Now Mrs. Gandhi is asking tfae people to tell bar 
how sbe can take up tbeir caukc before tbe JaaaU 
Goveroment, Can sbe ever lead them as a crusader ? 
"No, I’m loo tired; 1 have borne the burden for too 
long*', sbe told me wbeo I asked ber how she would 
cnocretise tbe love that was being showered on ber. 
Then why Ibis trip, and tbe many more planned ?

Mrs Gandhi was arrested on 
October B. She was aecus* 
ed of (I) havin9 procured 
over ICO jeeps worth more 
than Rs. 40 lalchs by using her 
office of Prime Minister 
and (2) of having caused a 
loss of Rs. 11 crores to the 
national excheguer in a deal 
signed with the French t\rm, 
Cie Prances des Petroles. 
Others arrested, for these 
and other cases, included 
former Union Ministers D. P. 
Chattopadhyaya. H. R. Go* 
khale. P. C. Sethi and K. D. 
Malaviya, two Secretaries to 
the Government of India and 
some other officials and busN 
nessmen. The report given 
below captures the drama of 
the events that followed.

Hod the passed, asd ipert frois 
tired statements from the nihnic 
Party’s leaders that Ibe ^Ity would 
not get away, ootbiag taagihle 
happened. Bebiod the sreoct, CBJ 
teams were working overtime, 
erurrving to distant motinmtft 
like North America and South 
America, lo gather evidence lor a 
criminal ca^e against Mrs. Gaodbi 
and her caucus. Opinion in the 
Party had crystalUsed to the view 
that Mrs. Giodbi's group would 
only he arrested if charges coukl he 
brought tgaiost them in ihe frame 
work of the prevailing laws. Tbet 
meant she could not be charged with 
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baving subverted tbe Constitution or 
for MviDg denied basic human 
rights. It was about that time that 
Uaudhuri Charan Singh said that 
Mrs. Gaodbi would be charged with 
mmioal offences. 

It was obvious, however, that the 
Chaudbury would wail for tbe politi 
catiy opportone time to strike.

Her 
frat vHt to Rae Bareli after the 
March fiasco did not quite win the 
hearts of her constituency's voters 
Iwt it was increasiociv bcmininit 
cvidcat that she was dra.wing larger 
crowds, whether nut of curiosity or 
charisma was irrelevant. 

By the third week of September, 
the C6I was sure it had enough

The timing of the 
aire^t was left to the discretion of 
Hr. Cbaran Singh and Mr. Morerji 
taai.

Ibe Cabinet bad 
not been informed of this because 
it was fell that tbe news would 
leak out At S p.m., Mrs. Gandhi 
was informed of ner arrest and was 
given an hour to consult ber law> 
yers. Almost immediately, nembera 
of ber family were on the telepbona 
to tip the Preas of tbe arrest wbeo 
tbe first reporters and cameramen 
leroed In on 12. Wilhsgdod CraKeni. 
they were given a prepared statement 
that tbe arraat was ^'poUticnl". Thu. 





before any cberges bad been sped* 
fted. 

When tbe CBl and the police arriv¬ 
ed at 6 p.m., they were freeted by a 
ravina Mrs. Candbi who shouted at 
them . ’'Bring the bandculTs. Other* 
wiM! 1 am not goioe with you*' 
Deputy Superintendent of the CBT. 
Mr. N. K. Singb, c^tplamed to her 
thal Tho CBl reserved the right to 
handcuff her, tbai she was being 
arrested under the Prevention of 
Corruption Act., that all such offen¬ 
ces were aon-baJIable and that they 
did not need a warrant of arrest. 

For over two hours. Mrs. Gandhi 
stood her ground. While she con 
ferred with her lawyers, Messrs 
Frank Aotony and A. N. Mulla be¬ 
hind locked doors, ihe cheerleaders 
tod by Sanjav Gandhi and Yashpaf 
Kapoor proved they hadn’t kn<t any 
nf their acumen for collecting 
crowd* And as the CBI fidgeted 
aad the helpless Delhi police frown 
cd. tbo . lod stroni crowd chanted 
"lodlre Gandbi Ziodabad’’. "Charoo 
Sloth ki taoasbabi oahi chaleti" and 
"Hir soolum kev takkar mein saa 
iram bamara oara hai**. 

Shortly after 8, Mrs. Gandhi wav 
ready to go, Her suitcase had been 
packed by Sonia Gandhi and the 
steadfast Sarvodayce. Mrs, Nwmala 
Deshpandc. who would accompany 
her. was ready with the flask of ho'i 
Mffee. For the fifth time that even 
Ing, Mrs. Gfindhl came out nf her 
bedroom — in which the only pic 
lure nf peace was presented bv her 
two Afghan hounds who were laring 
around listlessly — and sorted her 
long walk to the CBt car. She 
was alternnlelv frowning and smil 
ine at the TV camera* and «howed 
a flash of the fnmous Nehru lempei 
when, josfkd, she barked. "T am 
net going like this**. 

At 8.1S p.m, her car moved out. 
Earlier, the police had in remove 
one fanatic who hnd spread himself 
before the car, 17100, behind her 
Mr, l(» oth'.T vehicles moved out. 
The poliee had made a vain aflempt 
to prevem Snnjay Gendhi frnm fol 
lowing the cavafcedc in his Matador 
van but Saitjav had. in no time, 
canaht up with the others oo 
Willingdon Crescent. 

Elsewhere, the Congress Working 
Committee had met hurriedly aod 
issued a statement urgin? the T>eopIc 
to meet this "challenge’'. All ♦he 
top Party loudens had called at Mrs 
Gandhi’s house. When she was be 
ing taken away, a sli>ean-shoutiog 
young Indira devotee had broken 00

The cavalcade was now in 
Haryana, waiting for the barriers to 
lift at a railway crossing, on them 
wav to the Badhktaal Lake tourist 
complex.

SYED NISAR MEHDI ABDI 
reports on the events lead¬ 
ing up to the firing and its 
consequences^ one ot which 
IS the continuing dissatisfac* 
tion with Bihar's Chiet 
Minister, Mr. Karpoori Tha- 
kur, about the way he hand¬ 
led the issue.

The chain of cvrnts (hat culniinat* 
cd in the police Armg on .Seplember 
2 bi'gon on the evening of August 31, 
when Prjshanta Kumar Singh, a rosy- 
checked boy of 14, was forcibly taken 
awav from the football held by Kama 
Singh and Devan Singh They took 
him to the rhakurbah and the two 
in turn had sodomic intercourse wUb 
the boy. This was later confirmed by 
Dr Bam Bachchan Thakur who coti* 
ducted the medical test to esubllsb 
the allegation. 

Momosexualilv is not an unknown 
thing in the Arrah-Harahiya- 
Chapra-Darbhanga belt Bat this 
time something unusual happened:

thin^. The students were getting 
restive and soon enough their anger 
showed in the animat^ shouting of 
the slogan —‘'Bhraatochoor doropa 
vopox fuo. vopas aao, uopos oao." 
Without arretling Devan and Kama, 
the da^ga began to walk towards 
the gate. “For after all. bow can you 
arrest someooe with whom you drink 
and gamble every day", confided a 
focal sepTuagenariaD to me later. 
Meanwhile, Ihe crowd's store of 
paliencf was running low and as Mr. 
Singh tried to pass through the door, 
the crowd landed him a few blows. 
But the ailuation waa Immediately 
brought under control by Mr, Sarao- 
dhar Singh and the daroga made a 
aafe exit. 

The next day. September 2 . a pro¬ 
cession was taken out by students of 
all the four high schools and the 
local college. Its atm was to hlgb- 
Hghl the hoeilidency of the police 
and to demand prompt action 
against the offenders. The strength 
of Ihe processioD Is estimated to have 
been approximately 15.000. About a 
furlong before the thana. the pro- 

eessron was intercepted by the nSP.

Op|>ovite Ihe thana is Kannorla 
Buildhtg, which also houses two 
srn.'ll temples. Six women pilgrims 
died there, swore thi* elderly gate¬ 
keeper in the lew minutev he spent 
with me. As the sliuuling intensified, 
Ihe Mimnlev u( Kannoria Building 
opened their gates to shelter tha 
fieeing crowd. Hut quite a few died 
qear the gate itself. Among them 
were Indra Dev Saha (12 years) 
Surcsh Prasad Singh (18 years) 
S.injay Kumar (12 vear.«) and Sunil 
Kumar (12 ycors). The firing which 
began at approximatclv twelve noon, 
contineed for the next 45 minutes 
or so According to local sources, 
and a few Government officivls who 
prefer lo remain annonytnous, 27 
people died and over two scores 
were left with injuries varying from 
minor to grave. 



The first official release said that 
only 20 rounds were fired. When I 
saw the thana register, the entry 
clearly read 50 rounds. But a few 
d«iy« before my arrival, the DIG 
had visited the spot und had order¬ 
ed ih«’ counting of bullet-marks on 
the walls o( Kannuria Building and 
other adjoining structures. His con¬ 
clusion was that 44 rounds were fired 
on the walls alone. Besides, every 
injured p(*rsnri I visited at the 
Nararelh Hospital, Mokameh, and 
Medical College Ilosoilal, Patna had, 
on an average, rereived two bullets 
each, Cuunting the bullets which 
hit those who died, no Icsa than 150 
rounds must have been fired.

The situation became more ex* 
plosive when three days later six 
corpses were mound in the Ganyt a 
few miles upstream, near Barb. Tbe 
popular belief is that they were the 
dead bodies of Barahiya victims, to 
tentiosally drowned by the police to 
keep the number of casualties low. 
l^e bodies were mutilated, and id 
some cases, tbe hands and leps were 
chopped off. TVo bodies were head* 
less. These bodies were shown to 
the twfrman fact*findiAf committee 
of Sarvodaya leaders, constituted by 
J.P. They reroanized bullet marks 
un the water*bioated rorpses, but 
their viewpoint did not find a place 
In the subsequent postmortem 
reports. 

Local people say 'doms* (mortuary 
workers) were en^toyed by the 
police to hack on the bodies of 
those victims whom the police want¬ 
ed to drown in the river. The dom.s 
reportedly confessed this before 
beini forced to leave Barahiya in 
the face of popular wrath. 

Dr. Ram Sharan Singh, a surgeon* 
lecturer of Patna Medical College 
was called to Mrform the post- 
niurtem. Eveo pefore he entered 


tbe Qpentloa theatre, he bad an 
houTvIoof meetiog with Mr. Jabir 
Hussain, the Sta^ Health Minister. 
This went a tong way in strengthen 
ing the impressioo that the whole 
operatioft was rigaed. But it was 
left to the Chief Minister. Mr. 
Karpoori Thakur to deliver the 
coupde-grace. Even while tbe post¬ 
mortem rep^ was being orepared 
at the Sadar Hospital, the C.M. was 
quoted by AIR as oeiag of the 
opinioo that tbe tix coipses bad no 
bullet iojurtea and thus were in no 
wav connected with the Barahiya 
police firing It is unlikely that 
Bihar will ever forgive Mr. Jabir 
Hussain and Mr. Karpoori Thakur 
for the brazen lie. 

0:i September 11. a lO.OOO-sirong 
crowd had prevented Mr. Thakur 
from setiiog bis foot in Barahiya. 
*n)fy surrounded his while Ambas* 
sador and jammed all four doors. 
While he sat a helpless prisoner, tbe 
ngitaiurs raised slogans of— 
*\Xarpoori khooni /fa<, mo hi gods 
srtoni her/’ And finally they ebased 
his vehicle out of the boundaries of 
Barahiya. across tbe piciuresqur 
bridge where Mooghyr and Patna 
district meet. The crowd's con* 
siemation had its root in the C.M.'s 
fniliire io punish the police officials 
rtinnectpd with the firing and his re* 
fosal in compel Mr. Kapd Deo Singh 
the State Agriculture Minister and 
the local MLA. to resign oo this issue. 
Incideniallv. the two criminals con¬

Per¬ 
haps the moat damning iodicUnent ol 
bathing came from tbe Ebtebeibaris 
who had a veritable loathing, an aver- 
rien to tbe ritual of bathing. They con 
sidered bathing as a sacribgt. TV 
annoyance of the Victorian peers at *a 
bath a day' knew no bounds. T1ie> 
would rather commit suktde than face 
the daily bath. Some English priesis 
thought It was s penance to take a bath 


Till as late as 1840. baths for phvatr 
homes were denounced in America as 
repugnant to the American way of life 
None were miroduced at the Wbiii- 
Houar till 1051 The State of Mava 
chuaetts poned a law in 1842 permittini; 
a person to bathe only if a doctor eer 
tffled that hr could stand the immei 
idoA. 


Bailung among the undents took 
various lofm^, the earliest and commo 
nest being swimming in the river 
Written records indicate that the Greek 
tribes emerging from barbarism used to 
bathe in tbe river.

Gandhiji pui great empha%ii on his Cortsfw> 
five Programme—the positive counferpari of 
non^cooperafion and civif disotedience^which 
he hod inifiaf/y conceived of os ‘spirifuol 
sociotism'. Most people dismissed the pro^ 
gramme as anemic and visionary bvt for 
Qandhiji if ^•'05 really another form of sofyo- 
graha, and the only rood to economic deve¬ 
lopment for a poor country like India. Like 
most other Gandhian ideas the Constructive 
Programme was abandoned as soon as the 
tdohatma died, but there remain dedicated 
individuals who carry on their mentor's 
message. In this third instalment af excerpts 
from h:s forthcoming book MAHATMA 
GANOHI and his APOSTLES, be published 
by Indian Book Company. VED MEHTA writes 
of his visits to some of them.

Tbe rest were fit to 
maoige tbeir own affairs in the villages, because they 
were godly men and women, tbe custodians of andent 
Indian wisdom, of India's morality and religion." 


GaodhJ put all his emphasis on agrarian ralber than 
industrial development, to achieve sodal and economic 
regeseratioo at tne grassroots level throogh radi simple 
self'belp measnres as growing cotton and spinaing yarn. 
This was bis Constructive Programme—bis revolutioo. 
Tbousiods of ConstruAive Workers, in all paru of tbe 
GPun^. dedicated themselves to it. eadi to bis or her 
own fashion. Mioy of them are still alive. Wbat kiod of 

S le are they? How do they reflect Gandhi's worfc and 
:? Wbat )<ind of lives ^ they kad now? Seeking 
aa«wef> to questions such as these brtaa me to tbe last 
leg of a journey that has turned out to m aomewbat re* 
mmiscegt of Captain Marlow's in Joseph Conrad's story 
’'Heart of DarKHesa*; "To him the meaning of an 
episode was not instde like a kernel but outside, envelop¬ 
ing tbe tale which brought it out only as a giM brings 
out a base, in tbe likeness of one of those misty bsloa 
tbst aoreetimes are made visible by the spectral illoni' 
nstlon of moonshine". 

Each Constructive Worker I met seeau to take 
refuge in bis or her own way from Iba despalrlaf task of 
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coming to grips with Indian poverty without Gandhi.., 
Bui at least three Constructive Workers—Vinoba Bhave. 
Satish Chandra Das Gupta, and Abdul Gbaffar Kban^ 
cMtinue to do battle for Gandhrs ideas and Ideals, 
undaunted by Gandhi's absence. These men are Gandhi's 
real beirs-miahatmai. or "great souls." in tbeir own 
right. 

Gandhi considered Vinoba Bhave tbe purest and 
must uBcomprnmisint of his workers. Vinou became 
a brahAacbari when oe was r^^elve, never married, never 
formed any other wordly attachments, ind never held 
aay p^Ucal ofllce He ioined Gandhi's ashram at 
Ahmedsbad in IBIS, when he was twenty-one. and 
tbereifler devoted himself to religious scholarship, 
.satyagrabi. and tbe Constnictivf Programme. In 19S1. 
tbr^ year* after Gandhi's death, when it seemed un¬ 
likely tbet land reform would ever be effected in India, 
because the new ruling classes were property owners 

were committed to the invtolab'llty of property 
rigbu. Vinoba launched the largest nn.] >jn some ways 
the most heroic experiment ever undertaken in the 
Constructive Programme—the Bhudan. or Land Gift. 
Movement. He walked from village to village, covering 
.‘rbout ten miles s day. and held public meetings in which 
he solicited land from landowners for the laodless 
contending that Cod's earth belonged not to iodlvfdualc 
hot to everyone, and that Che landowners' acceptance of 
Ibis prindpie was tbe essential first step in creating 
Gandhi's Just Sockly. Within the Aral three years, be 
sod bis toUowerh succeeded in collecting four million 
acres of land, but much of it proved to be barren or 
rocky, wilh scarcely a blade of grass on it, or In auch 
odd parcels tbat it could not be cultivated. $tiU. over 
tbe next thirteen years or so the Bhudan Movement 
became a raftyiDg point for all workers in the Con 
structive Programme. 

Is tbe mid'SixtieS. Vinoba retired from tbe world 
to pursue a life of mediuition. He now lives Is bis own 
ashram, near tbe town of Pawoir and sixteen miles from 
Sevagram. Tbe ashram sUods high on a bill overlooking 
(be nver Dbam. In the middle of the river is in osdent 
white pedestal witb a secriftdal turn on it. A coooretf 
ramp leads from tbe nverbtnk to tbe pedestal. lUslag 
out of tbe river are lavalike black rocks, on some ^ 
whicb. when f visit the asbram. white cows ore standing 
lackadaisacnDy drinkinf. The aahram, wbicta consists of 
a fairly large red buldiAg, aereral low white buildings 
witb Nue windows and doors, and a vegetable gardeu. 
is next to a white temple. Pieceu of broken statues of 
gods asd goddesses are strewn about on tbe ground near 
the temple. 

I wait for Vinoba rn ■ small room witb a polished 
stone floor. It bas windows looking out onto the garden, 
where an old man wftb a young man at his ride cen be 
semi bending over, enttisg grass. They presently leave 
off tbeir la» and come into tbe room, scytbev in band. 
Tbe old men bos a abort white beard and moustadLe; 
ibe rest of hb face is almost bidden by sunglasses and 

S f a green clotb helmet wftb earffapt and a diin strap. 

e ia lean and end ia naked except for a skimpy 

fchedi dhoti. His manner Is somewhat aloof and defiant. 
He is Vinoba. 

"You see. Vlnobaji still works in the garden every 
day.

To meet Satisb Baba, as be is affectiooitely koowo. 
t take as oversight train from Calcutta to tbe sew steel 
town of Durgapur, where I Wra a taxi and drive twenty- 
fight miles southwest toBenksra. Since the road to tbe 
whraa, which fs asother twenty eight miks away, u 
not segottible by car, 1 hire one of tbe feepa. *Tbe 


ridrta a low UU that ta proflie leoka aomethioi 
ske the hack at an ekpbant. and cornea out onto u 
wasteland of dry. crumMy red soil relieved osly by a 
few patches of grata or rica and a line of thatched mud 
buU. TTiU is Gogra. the last hamlei before the ashram 
and is as far as the yeep *^iii go. 

I get down, jump over a ditch, and continue on foot 
for a.couple of miles to the ashram, which appears to 
be merely a series of rice Adds in various shades of 
greeo^lbat is, various stages of cuItivatioR'^ad a 
Straggly line of mud huts. A laigf. Ia» tree shades the 
frnol of tbe sturdiest lookuig hut. which hat a fed tlk 
roof, and windows barred iu kerp out bats and preda- 
tory birds. Inside the hut. an claerly man, flushed and 
perspiring, lies heavily on a wooden charpoy. Hr U 
Saiisb Babu. 

’T have just made tbe fuur-mile walk lo Gogra and 
bark**, he telli me. not getting up but dispelliag an.i 
notion that be might be ill. He slips a set of false 
teeth into his mouth with scarcely a pause in his talk 
*'I do the four miles in flfly ihree minutes, and Tm 
omrtydhree, friend. Night and dav. I try to live as the 
Mahatma lived T go for a long walk, as he did; bavi- 
a good long massage io keep cirnilHliutt toned up. as hr 
did: cat sparingly, as be did; make a ngisonco of my 
self to the auihoriiir< with my wriiing. ai hr did.’* 

Hr sits up and pulls rm>rgclicaliy at his iocs. He is 
wearing a white dhoti and no shirt; his arms and 
stomach are a bit withered, but hr seems remarkably 
well preserved. Hr is bald, wears hrown rienmed specta¬ 
cles. and ha' blue eyes with large puoiU; a small mouth; 
and a chin covered with while vtubhie. On the charpoy. 
near his heMl. is a little barnboo tray holding a hand 
fan, a book, pens and poprrs. and a clipboard with a 
page of two neat columns of cramped writing. A table 
(in which arc a stack of Tile folders and a covered tyK* 
writer stands at tbe foot of the charpoy. On the walls 
are a nomber of soil maps, a photograph of Gandhi 
spinning, and several shidvrs of books, medicine bottles, 
and miscellaneous objects. Thne is a garland of wild 
Bowr<^ woven with shes>es of rice around the pholcv 
graph of Gandhi. 

"I'm writing a storv on population control for ri 
Bengali newspaper." Satish Babu says, tapping the clip' 
board. “Like the Mahaimu, friend, I helirvr thil the 
onlv bonest way lor our peoole to conquer thr pupule 
tiun problem is lo restrain tnem.srives. and oot 
these saianie diaphragm things I came to the conclu¬ 
sion long ago that it was impossible to be an honest 
man in society as it was," He points to 

Gaadhi*s photograph. *TI was Ihcp, fnend. that I 
met the M ah alma, I knew right away that this 

mao lived by truth and truth alone, that be was a 
mouotarn high m.ia. 1 shook and shouk with emotion.' 
He throws b^k hU head, rolls his eyes, and flails his 
arms about. One imagini-.s that he could be a great 
actor or a powerful diriaior, "Hr became my piru, tn> 
god. my reliRioo, and I threw mvsclf into his Construe' 
live Pribram me—selling khad* and setting up cottage 
tanneries for untouchables’*

"I came here during the Famine of 1960,*’ be says, 
'"nioosaods of our countrymen were dying of hunger, 
asid everyone was crying out for more and more Amo' 
ricao fid. But had not the Mahatma always said that 
foreini aid was cukniatisjn. enslavement, and strugnla* 
tfoo?" He becomes very agilnted. "Wbat wat wrong 
wHb os T&dians, that with so modi Und and rala we 
had been dying of bongcr teoec Ibo beginning of time ? 
Id tbe same of Cod and tbe Mafaatma. I took up the 
ctaalleage, I bad beard that in Israel they were able 
to grow three mpe a year on desert land. Here in West 
Bengal akne, we bad two thousand square miles of 
barren land, on which DOthtDg bad ever grown and on 
which K was supposed that nothiiu ever would. So ! 
came here with a handful of diicfpM. took tan aoaa of 
Ibis barren land, and begtt experimentifig with nda- 
mation and cultJvatiofl. *fbai was seven or aigtrt years 
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AKo, atid. fHcnd, ii tha rmhi of ay npcrimats «erc 
xpnerally applied, all tba proverbial dcserta vroald 
bloom, 1 was just reading tbal our Central Govern¬ 
ments budget 10 this year is almost fortyfour billon 
rupt^s. If they adopted my methods aiMj reclaimed and 
4u!livaied all the barren land in India, they could have 
ii budget of two hundred and fifty billion rupees—al- 
rnobt SIX limes as much, from being one of tbe poorest 
countries in the world, we would become one of the 
richest. We woudn't know what to do with oor weahb. 
wc would be so rich. Bui I can’t get anyone to listen 
to .me, let alone get anyone io the Government to try 
ni> methods. C«n you understand why I am going mad^ 
I’m going mad bcroiise 1 can’t gel anyone to Usten to 
me.*' 


I know all too well from my journey in search of 
(<aiidhi that men of goodwill bere--even when tb^ 
sftved thoir apprenticeship in Indian reality undei 
(landhi. who knew more about it than anyone else 
iifien take refuge from that bleak reality in utMan 
ur visionary schemes, but remembering that Satisb Bahu 
was trained as ■ scientist, T ask him lo tell me precisely 
what his experiments consist of. Whereupon be jumps 
ofT tbe chnrpoy, lurks bis dboii around his knees, slips 
Mnck sandals on his feet, wraps a white shawl around 
Ui< shoulders, seises a long, stout staff, and sojs oS ai 
•I very fast pan* from Ibe back, he has ao uncanny 
rc.«cmblaace lo Gandbi—the sbawl, tbe sandals, the 
staff, even his bruring and the shape of bis bead. He 
leads ihe way along a narrow grassy path, ibrongb 
c'lu^ti-is of butterflies, to tbe blgbest point of bis laiM. 
heluw which can be seen, in Ibe middle of the waste 
land the ashram, with its cultivated fields. 

' When I took possession of Ibis land. I asked 
iny.H'lf, ’Why has all (his land been barren since time 
Mill i>l n-iod?’ he says rhetorically. ”Whv. iriendt Well. 
J can nuw tell you why. 1 concluded it's because the

I’m on Ibe verge of fioding 
water.’ lie wrote me another stern letter saying. *Cive 
up your project; there is no water’ To break thmocb 
the rocks. 1 needed power compressws, but I had no 
money, so 1 had to w everything by hand. I begged 
ind nexged until my friends got me some dvnamite, and 
I blasted through the layers of rock. And, sure enough. 
1 found wafer, pleoty of water, water In plenty, which 
T could pump out by sinking a very deep wcil, Thai’s 
it. over there," 

He points to a nearin' well, above which hundred of 
dragenffie^ hovrr, and apes on. **But how was I to use 
Ihis water? How was I to got the soil to retain some 
of it long enouph to grow something? It came to ne 
like .1 dream: if I could isniale aome of the day from 
the soil and mix tbe day with water. I would get a 
t'lillftidid Kit<ppnsion that would .seal the uirfare and bold 
the rainwater there. With wh^ little money I coaid 
raise. I hired some labourers. First, we mark^ off this 
land into plots and built up several of the plots into 
terraces, moving Ihe earth we needed in head loe^ tod 
shaping the ridges with our own bands. Then we Seoded 
the terraces with water from the well, so that we could 
plough. We hitched up Ihe bollock teams and ploughed 
and ploughed and plougbed, in order to separate the 
various Uteritic meleriala clay, sand, stones. We re- 
nM)ved the stones with raitas and wire mesh, and mixed 


the cUy^hicb; bdag tbe imffUer partkiM. wif to 
suspension on Ihe surface—with more waler. We a dde d 
^i« cow dung as compost, spread It evenly over the 
terfwes. and planted rke. Tne colloidal day did Mil 
the surface so lhai tbe water stood on it. just as I bad 
thuughi. and we were eventually able to harvest the 
first crop ever grown OD this Mrren le^. And the 
beauty of (his experiment in land reclamation and 
ciiltivalioa was that it was all done by manpo^r. 
bulbNTk power, and dung power—resources we Inojans 
poisos in abundaaca.*' 


Tbe method seems slow, primitive, and ^back- 
breuking^suliable at best for only small patches or 
barren land But il is. of courae, completely GaPdbian 
m ihal it relies only on men and animals and on tbe 
simplest of implemenls and explosives to tap baturaj 
rcftources Moreover, like Gandbr. Sattlh Babu, with 
his work, manages at the very least to sustain bop^ 
no vmall achievement in this impoverished, desperate 
land.

A BDVL Ghaffar Kban—offertionatcly called Badshah. 

or King, Khan—is tbe patriarch of tbe Pathans. a 
group of mountain tribes numbering some thirty 
millioo, who live mosilv io Afghanistan and in the part 
of Pakistan that used to be the North-West Frontier 
Province of British India. The Palhans are followers of 
(slam, and most of them speak Pakbtu (also called 
Pushtu). Iliroagbcmi the Moghul and British Mriod',. 
they were ootorTous for their feuds and their rrequrnt 
outbursts of violence, even as they were renowned for 
their martial tradition and fiercely independent spirit. 
Becaose their vwleoce was legendary, it was often for 
gotten that they were essentially a baj»y. carefree 
people, who roamed the mountains and valleys eing^g 
and laughing, and that al^ough they always hM a 
weapon m one hand they often had a musical instrument 
io \ht ether. Attempts to establish political dominion 
over them amounted lo little more than punitive ex* 
peditioss to their mountainous preserves to Impoae a 
semblance of oMer. Badshah Khan was tbe first Pathan 
to embrace Gandhi's prinbpie of nonviolence and teach 
it to his people—ihro»fa a society be founded in 1929 
and called luudsi Kbidmatgar. To become Khudai 
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JCliidiiKtfan, or ServanU of Cod. iha Palhaos ivcrc 
quir^ to swev that they would sever sse Weleftcc. 
never lake reveiiM> aod never be a parly to aoy feud 
but, rather, vrould forgive anyone who wronged them, 
consider all Pathans brothers, and. osiag the methods of 
Gandhi's f^ostroctive Programme, work for the welfare 
of their people 

After the partition of India, the Palusunr Govern 
ment tried to assimilate the Pat bans into Pakistan in 
the name of political stabilRy and unity. Bui H failed to 
got Padshah Khan’s cooperation. The Preotier Oaodhi 
nnd the Pathi^ns had no more use for miHury rule as it 
developed m Pakistan then they bad bad lor British tuit. 
and they sought to establish an iodepeodent Slate of 
their nwn, lo be called Pakhlunislaa, The Pakialam 
government therefore tried to suppress Khudai KhW 
matfar by Imprisoning Radshah Knan. his family, and 
bit followers. And Badshab Khan, who had spent Afteen 

S ears in British Jails for his part in India's struggle foi 
ndependence. spent Afleen more in Pal<i<tani jvis for 
bit opposilloa to the Paki<iani Governmenrs poUev 
toward His people. In 196a. when Badshab Khaft wan 
seventy-four years old, he wav Anallv allowed to leave 
Pakistan and go to London for medical treatment, because 
bis years in the Pakistani taik—where he was always 
in Bohtary conhnemrnt^had broken his health. In 1966 
be was granted political aMlom in Afghanistan, which 
ever since the partition bas been serving as a refuee 
and a guerrilla headouarters for divcontenied Pathanv 
from neighbouring Pakistan

“Jt all started with my early educatloii. as a 
Chnstlan/* he says. After the First World War. tbe 
British looked on our attempts to provide educatloo for 
Pathans as subversive, and arrested all the leaoiefs and 
workers connected with our schools. As a rc»^ J 
spent over three years io jail. As a young boy. I had 
had violent tendendes; the hot Mood of the Pathans 
was in loy veias. Bat ui Jail I had nothing to do ence^ 
read tbe Korn. I read about the Prophet bfuhainmad 
in Mecca, about his Mtience, his sulfenog. his dedica¬ 
tion. rd read it aJl before, as a child, but now I read 
it in the light of what 1 was bearing all arouod me 
shout Gandhiji's sJruggk agamst the Bntisb raj. TV 
British said that Ulam was a relrgmi not of peace hut 
of the sword, -niw ju« isn’t SO. They Mid it 
they wanted Hiodus and Muslims to cat each Qtpeca 
ihroBfs. There was a lot of violence m .the 
ijmc. just as there was in Gandbips time, but ual 
dnesoT mean that the Prophet Mnhammad w« a. man 
ftf the sword, any more than it meaas that Gandiuji waf 
When 1 Aoallv met Gaodhiu. I learned all ahont ^ 
ideas of nuoviokoce and bis CmBtruciive Program^ 
They changed my Ufe forever. I TOted to an^^ 
these Ideas within our cotiMui^ m tbe name of Allan, 
so I helped to atari Xbodal Knidmaicar, Wp trained 
volunteerito go out to 0e reaotoet Pathan vtDagea to 


teach OUT people hygiene and aenituiien, better farming 
methods, aod ooaviMtw. The Bhbsh took fright at 
the rapid spi-ead of our movement. They wanted the 
Pathens to remain divided and unorganiind. Tbev 
burned down our villages, ihey jailed *i% and beat u^ 
UP All tbev viKceeded in doing wj« turning a wh[ 
rr^vemeot into a potiticti one. We Pathans eventuatlv 
threw in our lot with Gandhtji and made ht« struggle vur 
siiURgJc. In I9SI. after Gandhi ji ncgotiairit ih,> Irwm 
fl.indhi Pact, most dvU-disobrdiencc privunw were rc 
leaded but I was not. Gandhiji went to U^rd Irwm and 
said 'Badrtiah Khan is ooe of us Congre*;^ worUers, and 
hr vhould he released, too.' Urd IrMin made some 
such reply av You are isikiog about a Path an now 
You should go to the Nonh West rronlirr Pruvincr and 
ver for yourself what a violent people Ihev arc. But 
t'.andhiii wouldn’t take 'No’ for an an-iwer. and l.ord 
trwin. much against hla will. evMtually did celrate me. 
After Gandhiji returned from Ihe unsuccessful. Second 
Round Table Conference in Undon jn,l951. ihmgs got 
^twky again, and we were all nut back lo jail. We were 
lule;^ in 19J4. but I was forbidden lo return to the 
North west Frontier Province. Gandhiii invited me lo 
Ku and li\«‘ with him. and I did. for three or four 
months. I used to read the 

iiieelings. If I forgot my spectacles. Gandhiji would 
lend me his."

Q: Wh«( do you Ihiak of the

A: The stability of my Ministry 
depends on how Central leaders look 
ai the tivfld of puUlic% in the State. 
The Central leaders should appre¬ 
ciate my problems to ensure stabi* 
lily. 

Q: What is the main reaooa why 
ibe dbaJdenl group waMa a ehaage 
in leadenbipT 

A: There is no basic issue. I could 
not accominodate some of theia ia 
my Ministry, and certain leaders have 
bf^n bent on breaking my Ministry 
from the beginniog. ff tney have 
any complaint against me they ctmid 
have discussed the matter here— 
either in tbc Janata Legislature 
Party meetlBg or in the raeetiag of 
the State Committee. I do not know 
why they went to Delhi. I must know 
what the grievances againit me are. 
for proper redress. 

Q: Were the reeeal arreata of 
fOBe leaders nf your Party politically 
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motivated, ti they are In Hb dM- 
deot group? 

A: There was no quesbon of 
that. In fact, I had no hand in the 
arrests; Some people camplained to 
the police, who made their own in* 
vestigations and arrested then. 

Q; What li your vkv ahoot cor. 
npUoB iB the State? 

A: Corruption is very deep bore 
—all levels of admioistraiioiL I 
have taken certain steps lo Agbt ll. 
Bui stability must be there. Wbea 
there is corruption, money coming 
from Ibe Centre goes waste. Omp’ 
tiOB has adected the developiBeBi 
of the Slate, t am planning certaia 
radical measores to root out comip* 
lion, but I seed the supped of my 
Party here and in Delhi, and the 
support of ihe people. 


Q: Row far do yoo feel that cou* 
(rectors* money eod compUon In Ibe 
idnirksiralioa are responsible las 
petttkil MabUlly In tbe 8UUT 

A: Some tug coQlractors* money 
has also been a rorrupiing loeuence 
in Ihe politics Of Ihe Stale. Some 
olAciols are also involved. The con 
Iraclors’ money and corrupt officials 
arc working (o break my Mini¬ 
stry. but my crusade agaiosi corrup¬ 
tion will continue. 

Q: There is on accisetloB that 
you are nefloctiBg the Valley. 

A: How can I. as Qiief Minister, 
be parM«an just because f bekpQg to 
the Hills (Mr. Shatsa is a Taofikbul 
Naga). The whole Slate is my con* 
cem: All areas must develop etiually. 
Rut the backward areas like the bills 
should get more attention to come 
up U) Hie standards of Ihe Valley. It 
is the policy of the GoveroiseDl of 
India to give more attenlion to the 
weaker section and ba^ward areas. 
The hill areas come under flui cate¬ 
gory. But (here are also some bade* 
ward areas in (he valley which need 
proper attention. Tbe ailotment of 
funds should be areawise and not 
on the basis of population. We must 
stop diversion of funds meant for 
hill areas. 

Q: There Is ioother aecuaaUao 
against yeu. that you have boI elev* 
ly Slated ysor view* oa the terri* 
torlal ialefrtty of Manipur. 

A: 1 have categoHcally staled on 
many occasioos that the biBs and 
plains of Manipur arc, and will re* 
main. one. Our main pi^len is that 
our brothers from the plains dio not 
like lo go lo hills aod serve there. 


It is through tervice that we can 
bring about better understanding 
and emotional integration. 

Qi Wlial da you tblnk of tbe 
Sbllloeg Accord? 

A: The Shillong Accord should 
be implemented fully. The Under* 
grouno people have already accep* 
led the country's Constiiution. I 
want that (he underground people, 
who are outside our border, should 
come and join our national life. 
There is no Undergrourd activity in 
the State. But when there is any 
Ironbla in Nagaland. It spreads to 
Manipur also, and our develupmeot 
activity suiters. We want peace so 
that we carry on our pro* 

gramme undisturbed, 

Q: What about prahIblUon in Iba 
State? 

A: There is no going back on it. 
We have asked the lndia*made Uguor 
dealers not tu replenish (heir stocks. 
A sv^comniinec has been appointed 
to recommend appropriate steps for 
prohibition. Tbe question of bringing 
armed forces under prohibition <s 
also being examined. 

Q: BbI the prices of eesentLal 
coDBoditlea are very hl^. 

A: Yes, we are subsidising rice 

E rices, but about other things, as 
mg as the prices are high at the 
sources, we nnd it difficult to bring 
down the prices. We will set up a 
Corporation for Essential Commo* 
diUes. 

4|: Hiere is another point: You 
have not yet reelgaed as MP. (He. 
was elected to (he Lok 6>obha in ihe 
loaf eiectionj. 

A: t am following the Consti* 
tutlonal provision whiot is known lu 
everybody- 1 have not received any 
directive from the Party High Com¬ 
mand 00 thj$ matter. 

Q: Bow do yoo propoae to atm* 
gtben the Janata Pairty In the State? 

A: We shall have to create confi* 
deace among tbe people by doing 
some concrete work for their weT 
fare. We must inteosify our develop¬ 
ment programme. Tbe people must 
feel tbai we are sincere in our 
efforts. And for Ibis, stability of the 
Government is e&sealial. 1 am pre* 
pared lo sit across the table wth 
the dissenters to sort out the diffe* 
fences. We must remember that 
some people are interested In brea* 
king up tV Janata Ministry end 
bringing about Presldeat's Rule in 
tbe State.

In a poor couotry. if tbe averafe poor mao oal> 
dreams of livini like a city *babu* then corruption is 
bound to emerge For emergence M Ibis tendency 
and. Indeed, iU coAtinuing growth. ! hold Pandit Jawnbar< 
lal Nebni responsible. It was our misfortune that after 
Independence the reigns of the country were held a 
man who was not only a votary of tbe modem, oty- 
oriented way of life but indulged in the day-dre&m that 
overnight a miracle wouM turn Indli into England. 

G ^DHIJI committed two mistakes and these two 
errors erased all the good work that his great soul 
did. His first miitake was that he always ctMisidered 
those involved in tbe Khslafet movemesi to be better 
»wople then Jinnab. 1 did not know Jionah too well boi 
1 do believe that Jlnnah was the only spokesman of tbe 
Muslims, (bet w« did not give bim his due importance 
at the right lime, with the result that wr ilieoaled bim 
from tbe oatlona] maiostreare Jlaaab repeatedly toM 
Gandhyi that tbe Khilafal moveoeet would result in tJw 
coontry'i partition, bnt Gaadlklf would Aot ecc^ Jiooab'i 


conedusioe. ft is one of history’s ironies that the same 
Jinneb whom Gandtaiii spurned on the advice of Nehru 
was able to wresi Pakistan from us. Gandhiji’s disciples. 
People maintain tbe* Jinnah was for partition frum ibr 
beponing. but I doubt this Jiooah was pushed Into 
lakiflg that stand 

Gandhiji’s setimd mistake was that he selected 
Nehnji to be the Prime Minister If we had then got 
a siroag leader with Indian wavs. India would hnve 
a powenul country loday. What artuslly happened was 
lhal tbe Eoglisbrneo departed but kFt bchino Tnglish 
ness*: It wasn’t just left behind, il was given the where 
wilhal lo grow. I remember that in the past, regional 
languages were spoken lb ibe homes of Ine well to-do. 
Hut loday. whether Beogali or Tamil, the an^iocracy 
always speak in English. Lei alone in the office, you wifl 
look fooflsh if you jppke in Bengali or Tamil to your 
chiMreu at borne. This is the legacy of Nehru. 

Nehru was ao prejudiced that any man who wore a 
dhoti and spoke in an Indian laniuagc was immediately 
dubbed a ’gaowar* (villager). Use same man a I tired in 
.1 suit and speaking En^isb would be held in great 
esteem by Nehru. In the Plans, Nehriiji never gave 
agriculture tbe importance it deserved He always plaon* 
ed big. He was never prepared to accept Ibe fact that 
small units, both in industry and agrirulture, gave a 
higher return on the capital invested than the big units, 
He would not even accept (he po.ssibilitv that there was 
a Gandhian altemarive to the development models pro> 
vidvd in the tevt^booki. 

Ostentatiousness ranked high m his scheme of things. 
It was important, he believed, that the country aenuired 
all tbe symbob of modernity. This attitude percolated 
down to each and every cflisen. Without exception, 
everybody got busy in acquiring status symbols: cars, 
refrigerators, coolers In a poor country like ours, lalari* 
ed peraoAAol could acquire these goods only If they 
beeamc corrupt. 

NDiT Nehru was neither corrupt nor did be Ilka 
corruption. But wbrn he did come across anv in< 
siaiico of eoiTuptlon, it did nut send him Into a fury, lie 
was not impatient esougb or aogrv enough with rorru^ 
tioA to want to root ji out from the country. He was 
afraid that the Congress would he defamed If oewii 
.fbout the corruption spread. And if the Cnngrcsa was 
defamed that would weaken the country. It never 
occurred to him (hat if he had punished the corrupt 
leaders, tbe Congress would have gamed In prestige. In 
his eyes, tbe political hold of the Coosross was the only 
tbiog that mattered. *nie shadow of corruption never 
touched Nehruji but (hose who lived in his shadow gave 
him (he impression that all (boae who talked of rorrui^ 
lino were shallow people. Any accusation of corruption 
made against his followers was immediately diamissH as 
a Trivolous charge*. Hie result was that while he reigo* 
rd, no leader icmscd of corruption was punished because 
he Ihought Ibat would be bad politics. 

If a person wa< loyal to bim. then Paoditji would 
protect him even if be was proved to be corrupt. Hiere 
was this instance when one senior bureaucrat, wbo bad 
just returned from a diplomatic posting, was accused of 
being corrupt. Hie CB.T even rnnductpd a raid at bis 
bouae and foaod a lot of material wbicb would have 
built op a case agvnst bim. But Nehruji paid no heed 
to all Ibis: What mattered for him was that (he re- 
levant High Commissioner had said that the official was 
liH man. 

Another time, a senior administrator submitted a 
tals^ account of bis travel expenses and was caught. But 
Nehruji pooh poofaed away the loddeot with. *Tt*s ufr 
thinkable that a amdor officer like him should be aensed 
nf a simple misdaiMan>ur like this.” A big officer bad 
been caugbl in a small crime: (he result was that no 
inquiry was held.

Kafki was the first mao to recognise 
his stature as a dramaUst and called 
him the '’Bernard Shaw of Tamil 
Nadu*' and gave him and hi» Dravi* 
(tun movement respeciability 

In 1941 Kalki and S. S Va«an 
quarrelled over the former’s pariicf* 
patron in individual uiyaaraha. 
Vasan did not ike the idea of hiv 
editor bring jailed but Kalki willing 
iy oaderwent imprisonment lor three 
months. When he came out of prk 
too. he started his own magatioe 
XaIW oo August 1, 1941. In his 
elTortb, he wav Kiivelv supported by 
Aajaji M S biibbulaksbmi, the stir 
singer of the South, aad T. fC 
Chidambaranatha Mudaliar. a cUssi* 
ill scholar and hternry* rnlic of do 
mean repute Kalki's formidable 
writing talent enabled him to evtab- 
dish hiv magazine on a firm footing. 
Hiv own contributions totalled 12 
novels and 111 storlea. 

Though Kalki had been imprison¬ 
ed thrkr during British rule, when 

tbc country became irKlepvndc^T, he 
refused to enter politics but stayed 
at his editorial desk. When people 
u«ked whv he did not become a 
minislei. he said. "1 do not think 
that being a minMer iv better than 
being an editor. So my job will do 
fiir me** 

But even in the ear|y hftles be 
leallsed the need for an effective 
opposition to the Congress and want¬ 
ed the Socialists to occupy tbit 
position 

He died in 19&4 and then Kalin 
began to mouth Rajaji’s slogans. 
Aaja^i became a writer during bis 
pnfiliral ‘vaoa prastha* days mamfv 
through the columns of Kalin. His 
reielling of Bamayana and Mahibha 


rata in simple Tamil prose earned 
him enormous fame in Tamil Nadu. 

When Rajaji also passed away 
there was a void in the editorial 
pohey of Kolld Kalki’s sod K. 
Bajendran was appointed as the edi¬ 
tor and be took his job seriously 
and handled it admirably But the 
magazine’s conservative outlook 
rouM not be changed all of a sud¬ 
den. Naturally, the magaiiac In¬ 
dulged in a bit of Dostalgia. ’Ibey 
began lo repubUsh Kalki's popular 
novels and went on reprodudog 
Bajaji's saylflgs- 

But onr thing must be said In 
Kalki’s favivur. When all other 
Tamil magazines looked like dne 
magazines, Kalki kept aloof. They 
were reviewioi 61ms no doubt but 
no coverage was given to cine stars 
nr other cine personalities. 

Writers whose carters have been 
vhaped through Kollci have wnu the 
mavimum number of Sahltva Aka- 
demi awards in Tamil. Kalki him- 
velf was given the award posthu 
mously for his novel Alai Oial 
Rajaji was awarded for bis retold 
version of Rimayana. Somu, Nia 
Panhavarathy. A. Srinivasa Ragha- 
van and Akilan are tome other 
writers who eained fame through 
the pages of rCoHci and they all won 
Sahilva Akademi awards subse- 
'iiirnUv 

'l>e magazine was also responsible 
in spotting new writers. Thev had 
an annual competition in short 
<t»rv writing and used to award 
prizes in the name of Kalki. the 
writer. But literary circles of Tamil 
Nadu, felt that was a Kalki was a 
Rrahmm magazine fBrahtnins conA- 
titule only 4% of Tamil Nadu's total 
popuUtHiti), ‘nic reprodu^Tlon from 
the speeches of Sankaracharya of 
Kancheepuram a gearing regularly 
in the pages uf Jvallct made some 
people think so The niagMZine's 
«ymbol. Lord Ganapatbi reading a 
bmk. also looked suspicious. But 
this was not quite true. The values 
arH) attitudes of the magazine were 
feudal. conservative and anti¬ 
communist. If at all the magazine 
could be criticized, it could be on the 
baM« of ’class’ not ’caste’ 

'Rh' circulation of the magazine 
was dwindling. It bad come down 
from around one Ijkh copies tu 
around 4S,000 copies and tbe com¬ 
pany was incurring losses. The 
workers chose a most inopportune 
lime to press their claims for interim 
reKef and the maaageigent chose to 
rhHe the publication A chapter in 
the history of Tamil journalism is 
over,

What held sudi disp^traie characters together around 
Indira Gandhi? On ttu*. ooe hand, there was Band 1^1 
(**ao inhumao mixture of cruett^ and subservience"), 
and on the other band were Rarooah (*'the great bard 
and cnny to ibe mother and son”) and Dbirendra 
Bhthmachari C^ndian Tsarioa’s Rasputia. the ruUng 
Maba's guru"). Each otm of them probably hated th* 
other fmoi the bottom of their hearts because small men 
are hard put to share power. Their rise could be ex* 
plttued by the fact that there was a sharp decline in 
politicnl values which enabled such pecpk to coree up. 

There are other characters equally unsavoury who 
pnlM the strings from behind or operated on the stage 
in full view. Those who come for special attention in the 
book are V. C. SbuWla, Pukhsana Sultana artd Ambika 
Softi. betides the deniserts of the political underworld 
mrlnding Yashpal Kapoor and R. K. Dbawan.

Tn the straight, the 
ct able mate streaked away and look* 
cd as if hr was home and dry. Tn 
Ihe twinkling of a second a mortal 
danger appeared In Charlayar, rid* 
den by that brilliant jxkey Bill 
Stevene; tlir combination got up to 
the seemingly home and dry horse 
and on the finishing hnc had a 
short head to spare. The formw 
favourite finished a living fourth.

The colonial idea 


JOHN KENNETH GALBRAITH. US AmbaiM* 
dor to Indio during tho Kennedy administra* 
tion and lon9tlme professor of economies at 
Harvard, was recently commissioned by the 
BBC to do a television series on aspects of 
the history of economic or social ideas. His 
script for the programme has now been 
poUished in book form, under the title *The 
Age of Uncertainty*, by the Indian Book 
Company, v/e publish axcerpts, 

C OLONIAUSM beiRS fo sen«r»l t pbcooroeaott, eoe 
would htve expected the ireei eevnomists to hove 
cOQiJdercd it at length, produced it m^jor iustiheetloa of 
ITi purpose^ and « deiaUcd consideration of Ito tn^ods. 
They old nothing of the sort 

Marx, in contrast, did rnitke the colonial world an 
urganic port ot hiS eystent. Ho sow the ru^h for coloales 
as a way of gaining markets for canilatlsi prrtduciiao. 
Thus it postponed far a little the still incvliable crisis 
•nd collapse of capitalism. But. like earlier ecooomists. 
Marx's primary ^nlere^( was the advanced capitalist state 
itself It wa» here that the climactic struggle between 
bourgeoisie and proletariat was coming. Thi« was the 
Focus of all Marx's passion. 

The colonial world, in contrast, had no bourgeoisie, 
no proletorfat. So, for it the climactic struggle was far 
in the distance. It was ca|>ita|i5m that wi>uld transform 
production in these countries and develop a disciplined 
revolutionarv proletariat. So in the colonial world 
capitalism was something to be urged—* progressive 
force. If. as in India. coTonidlism help.*d to break down 
the feudal structure and nurture capitalism, that was 
progressive. 

The ideas that interpreted cspitslMm. at least in 
its early stages, were reasonably caodid. Ilie idra« that 
justified colonialism have never bren candid. There is 
nothing remarkable about this On many mailers men 
sense that the underlying reasons lor atlkm are b?«t 
concealed. Conscience is better served by a myth. Aod 
to persuade others, one needs, lirst of «/]]. t» persuade 
ones soil Myth has always been especially imporiani 
where war wus roocernod. Men must ha«e a fairly 
elevated motive for getting themselves killed. To die 
to protect ur enhance the wraith, power or privilege of 
acmeone else, the most common reason for conflict over 
the centuries, lacks beauty. 

The case of colonialism is the same. Tlw real 
motives were, they stated, would be altogeiber too 
uncouth, srilish or obscene. So where colooiratioa has 
Involved people—where it has not meant merely the 
appropriation and settlement of unused lands—the 
colonialists have almost alwavs seen IhemM'lves *.r the 
purveyors of some transcendental mural, .spiritual, ooliti. 
cal or social worth. Tbe reality has as regularly includeO 
a considerable component of pecuniary interests, real or 
antidpaled, for impnnant participants. Those who have 
questioned the myth have been thought onpairiotic or 
traitorous 

Colonial rule, the government of one people by 
Hnolher and geographiCiiUy or ethnically dictant power, 
hos had another great consequenct. Sooner or later il 
always comes to an end. Usually the end is bloodv, both 
for those leaving and those remaining behind. Always 
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the deparrure ia leaa the reanlt of the rising power of 
the coloiiial people than the diminishing interest of 
those wbo leave. All modern empirea—Spanish. Brltlsb. 
Trench. American. Portuguese, most likely Dutch and 
Belgian—could have been kepi If the cwpte of the 
metropohian country bad thought it worthwhile to do 
so. But none was as wlUlAg to expend blood and treasure 
to keep tbe colonies as it nad bern to win them. Also, 
an important point, tbe people of these countries were 
no longer willing to suspend disbelief as to their purpose 
in bdttf there. They would no longer accept the myth 
of righteous purpoae as opposed to the lower facts of 
pride, prestige or the pecuniary interest of those who 
had committed tbemaelv’es aod their money to the 
cokmies. 


One Final feature of cohmialism must be stressed. 
To this day in the United States, the other one-time 
colonies of Britain. Latin America. Africa and Asia, 
much that happens and more that doe« not happen can 
be explained by tbe colonial experience—by the wav 
ihc land was held, the way tbe economy was develop^ 
or Ml developed, the justice or Iniustice uf the colonial 
rule. No memory is w deep and enduring as that of 
colonial humiliation and injustice. But. it must also m 
added, fiolhidg serves so well ai an alibi. In the newly 
independent countries the colonfal experience remains 
the prime excuse whenever wmetbing goes wrong, In 
these countries much does go wrong. So. in ibis resMct, 
too. colonialism ramains a lively sourre of myth. Once 
the myth was made by those wbo colonised. Now by 
those who were colonfted. 

M ention colonialism, and the flm image Is of a 
great Ibrest westward by Europeans into the New 
WwW. tn fact, the first great colonial ontorprlxe of 
Western Eurc^ans was to the eastern Mediterranean. 
It began nearly nine hundred years ago with the HrA 
Crusade; it continued for an incredibly long time. Had 
the Crusades begun in the year of American in* 
dependence, they would still be very actively under 
wav. Were Ibey noder the auspices of tbe Pentagon, 
it would stHJ be beard that, Is tbe Holy Land, there 
was light at tbe end of tbe tonnel. However, In more 
skeptical quarters there wouh3 be emerging doubt as to 
the oHimatc success of tbe enterprise. 


The Cmsades are important for tbe singular and 
eadnrittg imponance of myth Hv# myth was of men 
M the nlgbest regions purpose, Ibe most selfless sense 
of commitment. Ine purpose was to redeem Jerusalem 
from the infidel and to save the Eastern Christians in 
Coastantinople from the Turks. A crusader to this day 
is a man wno is ruled by basic moral or spiritual force; 
in politics no one is viewed with more unease than *'a 
crusader type" the less avowed motive of the Crusades 
was the acquisilion of land and other property. PreaebinR 
the First Crusade in Clermont to 10^, Pope Urban IF 
was candid enough to say that good real estate wav 
available for the Christian taking iu the Holy Land. Thi^ 
was a deeply inspiring thought to ibe younger and land 
less sons of tbe Frankish nobility. Later scholars have 
suggested that ibc Holy Father had also ia mind to find 
"a )ob for the unemployed brigandage of Europe/' 
Better to have them in Asia than at home. 


We do know that tbe Tooting of Constantinople in 
I2M by the Fourth Crusade—the dty that the men of 
tbe Cross were initially sent to save—was one of the 
most impressive operations of its kind In history and 
designed to make tbe inhabitants yearn For the Turks 
Even the improving myth was cast aside for the momeni. 
Pope Innocent 111 was moved to say "The Latins have 

S hftt an example only of iniquity and of works of 
arkiMSs." Certainly It was noi an act of Christian 
beneficciice.

disunt losl. Jerusalem was wca. So was ibe real 
estate that reioforced he commitinent lo the Cros 
Thrn there were reverses. lo leJa tbao a eeetury bulb 
Jeruialem and tite land were lost. Tbere now came 
yet loter Crusades, and now also the reports that with 
■ little mere effort, a few more men. all vrould be wen 
The losses continued, and. when another ceotnry b^ 

K s»ed. the invaders had been forced back to a few 
3thold$ iloag the Mediterranean shore. Though the 
leod was iKDc. the pride of the Westerners was atill 
fiifiCod. It was thought Important as was later 
auggesled in Vietnam, to retain enclaves These would 
elso be good for trade. 

Of the enclaves, Acre, In wbst Is now northern 
Israel, was the most ImMrtant. On IS, 1291. it 
too came under assault. Things were muco es in Saigon 
seven hundred yerrs later. A blood bath was promised 
for all the survivmg defeaders, wlib tbe dilfereace tbit 
the validity of this promise was not In doobt And to 
have planned the '*vacuatiOB would have been to con¬ 
cede defeat. So when hope was gone, there was tbr 
same anarchic rush to escape. Space, as later, was eoki 
to the highen bidder; fortunes rttanged bands dvring 
tbe course of that single eight Passage out waa bv 
ship, not helicopter. 

Ibe younger sons were not the oniy ones ioterested 
fo property- sword arm of the kings of Jemsakm. 
aoo M the later Crusades, was tbe military orders, tbr 
armed monks. Of tbeae there were tbreew4ba taiabts 
of the Order of the Hospital of St. John of Jerusaleni 
known as the Hospttallecs. the poor Kni^ts of Cbhsi 
and tbe Temple of ^kmon, known as tbe Tempinrs. and 
the later Teutonic Knights. Tbe military orders were 
espedelly notable for tbeir coobiaalloo of motives, tbev 
were devout, disdplioed <*nd esceedingly ruthless in tbeir 
service to the crusading cause. They ware also escep 
tionally committed to ue acquisitloo of wealth, and in- 
creasiofly so wiib tbe passage of time. Tbe Tem^nrv 
the poor Knights of Christ and the Temple of Soletnoo. 
the moat austere of tbe Orders, became highly accoa* 
pUshed intematloaal bankers. Tbeir interest revaonea 
were admired by all the early ftnaodal world. 

The Hospitallers, a aligbtly mere relaxed cnavocatioe. 
hod, before hMining • miUtan force, rendered care to 
pilgrims to tbe Holy Land. Tbeir military architectnre, 
which Rands to this day. is one of tbe wonders of tbe 
medieval world. Krak dei Chevaliers on a motuuia la 
western Syria bad been calM the ooR nearly pnrfart 


castle ever builL I vidtpd it Ig 19SS. What I saw 
throueb a biinding rainrtorm fulAlled every expectatioo. 
The Hmpitallers who escjoed from Acre came to Rhodes 
Tbe Palace of tbe Crand Master there is also ooe of 
the superbly graceful sights of the islaad. (I coco 
visited it sod spent the better part of a week recording 
a television discussion—with, among others, the late John 
gtrachey—in the great courtyard. Tlw programme wav 
not a success: it aevclnprd at tho'end of ihc week that 
the sound apparatus had not been recording) Fur the 
nert tvro and a half centuries thr HospiUllers wrre the 
nabcenen of the eastern Mediterranean, combining this 
lunctien with service lo the Lord and occasional lapses 
into piracy. Agaio Ihc undisclosed but deeply reel 
admivture of motives, and among the holiest men in (he 
service of tbe cause. 

Tbe long shadow of colonialism has been menlnmed. 
No shadow rt so long as that of the Crusades. It re- 
rnais^ in the memory of Islam that men hsd come 
f.'om afar, with religious purpose and saoction. to occupy 
Jerusalem but also to laVe up tbe land and engage in 
other secular pursuits Tbe fear persisted (hat one dhy 
they would come back. It was inevitable that snv who 
did return would be viewed with the utmost hostililv 
and especially so if they claimed anything that seemed 
remotely like religious taoctinn. Thus it aid not mattei 
ton much whether Ihnse returning were Christiaos oi 
Jews. Tbe shadow of the Cru«ide« is still over Israel. 

H ad ihe Crusaders been exclusive^ cnocenied with 
proteriing or regaining Christian Itnns from Islam, 
they could hive found work closer to home. Not many 
years after the fall of lerusaleni to Ihc Arobs in 637 
and long before the Turks Ihreiiened Constantinopie, 
Moslem armies had moved along the southerr, shore of 
tbe Mediterranean and then aernss the RraJti into Spain 
—into Europe (Lvlf. Then, as the crusading spirit waned 
in the Ra<i. «o did the power of the Moors In tbe Wait. 

It (ells ^melhmg of (he strength of the cnlaniol 
idea Ibai in the same year that Spain freed h.'raelf from 
the Moors, her colonial masters, she launched the moat 
spectacular of alt colonial ventures herself. Christopher 
Columbui was in Seville thal veer—1491—on a aalun 
(rip. he had come lo persuidr Queen fsabelle to back 
hr$ voyages but could not get her attention until ahe 
had hnished with the Moors. Immediately that he did, 
(he building of Spanish America was under way. 

The Spanish Empire was a remarkable creatioD. 
That of the Ron>ans took renturiea to build. Likewise 
that of Rritain. Within a very few ycaiw Oi thr voyages 
of Columbus. Spain was in possession of • major share 
of the American continent. By the middle r>f the 
sirteentb century. Peru, a vlce-regality of tbe Spanish 
Crows, was being administered on a parity with Spam 
herself. Spaniards thought of It almon as they might 
thbsk of Holland. Oregon, Washington and Brltrth 
Columbia, only a little mori remote but out of the 
Spaaiah orbit, remained anonymous, trackless wilderness 
for another three hundred years. 

With Spain, the colonial idea took definite and ex* 
pUdt form. To nrtcue souLs was a strongly avowH 
purpose. As Adam Smith ob&ened. "Use pious puTpo«ft 
of converting... (the inhabitants! to Christianity sanctifi¬ 
ed the Injustice of tbe project” But economic purpose 
was now also openly proclaimed. No one doubted that 
tbe purpose of the colooifs was to enrich tbe colonists 
and tbe Spanish realm. The effort being Spaaish. there 
was no reason fo share 'hese rewards. Accordiogtv. the 
ealoiiJal trade was monopolised by Spain. MercsntiUtm. 
tbe notion that trade must be managed by tbe State, 
and the idea above ill tbit Adim Smith attacked, hid 
its dissk expreiston in tbe Spanish Emigre. Land, mioa* 
and inhabitants in tbe Americtr were to be worked 
exclusively to eorkh tbeir Spanish masters. 

There was recurrent conflict between the two 
purposes, attbmgh elso a fairly adept reconciliation. The 
coogoest ol tbe Americas by Spain was so fortunate as 
to attract tbe interest -f one of tbe greatest histortim 
•f tO tine. William Hicklinj PreacotL His Hutory of 
the Coiagaosf of Mexico aiM Its compinios. fivtorp of

laborloosly made copies ot original manuscripts from 
Spain to Boston for his peruMi and use.) Prescott had 
respect for the religious motive in Spanish cokmialism. 
The Dominicans, be telb admiringly. deviated them* 
selves to the good work of conversion in the Kew World 
with the «ame seal that they show^ for sersecution in 
the Old...** But this did flol exclude useful tMl A 
solemn priestly commissioo on eotonial practices con* 
eluded, in Pre.^rotfs words, *that Ibe Indians would 
not labour without compulsion, and that, unless they 
laboured, they couM not be brought into communlratinn 
with the whites, nor be converted to Christianilv.'* By 
these means Christianity became the sanction for alavery. 
ft was not an asaodation. it may be added, (bat escaoed 
the notice of (he inhabitants. Around 1S11. an Indian 
chief named Hatuev was taken Into custody in Cuba for 
developing a smel 1 *icale resistance movement and was 
sentenced to be burned at Ibe slake. A« a romeaaaionate 
gesture he was advised to embrace OnsOaoiiy »o he 
would, in the end. gain admission lo heaven. He In- 
nuired if white men would already have arrived. On 
beini assured of thi.v probability, he said. “Then f wltl 
not be a Christian; for I would not go again to a place 
where I must And men so cruel" 

The Crusaders were subject to np control bv borne 
auverrtmeois In Prance. Pngland nr Germany, and only 
(he slightest by Rome. The Spanish Empire, In cooirast. 
was a rloselv administered enterprise or was meant to 
be so. Wonderfol proof of this, and of belkf In the 
higher wisdom of the State, is available to this day in 
Seville. Until 1717. Seville was (he headquarters for 
colonial administration. The coloniel Ales survive there, 
row upon row. room after room, in the Archivn General 
de Indians Built in IA96. this great squarr buiMing was 
(he .stock exchange until 167$. a place where business 
men of various sorts met to exchange mnnev. pmperty 
or goivdt After that, it was u«ed. av it still is. to house 
(he paper produced by the colonial bureaucracy. 

The amount of paper so produced was truly immense. 
By 1700. xome four hundred thousand regulations govern¬ 
ing colonial affairs had been Issued. An effort in 1681 
to consolidate ?nd codify these produced some eleven 
thousand laws All these the colonial administrators 
were presumed to know and follow Tite Spanish Empire 
may well have woiked only because Us reguTatioos were 
so numerous that no ore imagined they would be enforc* 
ed. Ilie petty annoyances that caused the English 
colonies to revoll^the Stamp Acts, for examp1e-.^woold 
never even have been noticed among the Spanish 
regulations.

Even today, in practice, it pidu up and acts 
upon tbe cries tbe Congress or Mrs. Gandhi rabe 
aguinct ihe .luftata Government The gulf seperatiog 
the CFKM) and the CPI is wide indeed. Tbe CPt has 
a point when it says that a nationwide Left force wUl 
not emerge unless the two Coaununist Parties come 
together for joint work. 

Mrs. Gandhi is still a very powerful for^t in the 
Congress and is determined to re^stabhah her strangle* 
held on it. If tbe is back In power at tbe head of tho 
Coogreu. Janata leaders fear, she will go ahead with 

K eter determination and rutbleaMOSs to dedmale all 
opponenis. one by one. Sbe not only has no re> 
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•n morse for whit happened ooder her dictetorsbip bal 
she elco insists that she did the rifbt tbidi at the right 
time hjr imposing the internal Emergency. 

She herself does not, however, tmagioe that the 
Janata Party and the Janata Govemnent are collapsing 
soon. ‘Tower is a great cementing forc^', she says. 
She should know. Tnts is also one of the arguments 
Mr. Chandrasbekhar advances to explain why he is 
confident that the Janata Govcmineot will last Hs full 
term of five years, and that, if it does that, it will have 
earned the confidence of t^ people to be voi^ back 
to power for a second term. 

Ihe JsJisU Piesldeni Is a hard headcd poUtidsn He 
is enlitlcd to this optimism which has grown out of the 
Janata** spectacular elertoral victories in the teeth of 
tremendous organisational and financial handicaps. 

Nevertheless, the political situation is in a flux. The 
Coagress has lost Us moorings. Over a period of thir^ 
years it learnt to use Governmental machinery as if it 
was one of the organs of the Party. That is jone. The 
electorate sprung a surprise on it ta a different way 
the Janata was surprised, too. There were some, in¬ 
cluding the Jana fisngh elements, wbo. fearing defeat, 
bad advocated boycott of the Lok Sabha election. After 
assuming office. Mr. Charan Siogb declared the Janata 
would be in power for at least as long as the Congress 
had been—30 years. The electorate bad suffered the 
Congiass that tong only because there bad been no 
viable atternative. If the Janata does not behave, the 
electorate will dismiss it whenever the opportunity 
comes in the form of an election. Janala leaders 
themselves say this. 

rpKE Janata Party has already received a warning 
1 from the clcrtorate. Three months separated (be 
Lok Sabha and the Assembly elections. Within litis 
short period the voting pattern in (he Stales underwent 
very signifcani changes In all these States the per¬ 
centage of voles polled by the Janala went dowi|.w-in 
some States very substantially. In LIP and Bihar, its 
share of votes decreased by as much as 20 per cent or 
more, in Haryana by 24 per cent, and In MP by more 
than 9 per cent. This was partly the impact of ibe 
furious rnternecine fights that bad broken out in the 
Janata Party over nominations. Each constituent unit 
manoeuvred to have as large a share as possible. 
People also bad begun to get disillusioned with it 

In January, when Mrs. Gandhi announced tbe Lok 
Sabha election, tbe Jana Saogh. (be Cc^ngress <0). tbe 
Bharatiya Lok Dal. Use Socialist Party, and expelled 
Congressmen like Mr. Cbandrasbekhar formally joined 
hands within a week of tbe release of their leaders and 
decided to fight tbe election on a a>mmoa platform. 
Ttey produced an elaborate electiM manifesto. Within 
a few more days Mr. Jagjivan Ram, Mr. H. N. Babagnna. 
Mrs. Naodioi Satpathy and otben came out of tbe 
Congress, formed the Congress for Democraor and 
announced their deosion to fight on tbe Janau plat¬ 
form. The last nail on tbe Congress coKn. so far as 
tbe Lok Sftbba election was concenied. was thus driven 
in. 

All tbe»e Parties formally merged to form (he 
Janata Party In May. Formal merger is one thing, 
actual functioning as a unit is aootber. It does not 
need to ultpa-acnitiniiing eye to see that tbe con¬ 
stituent units are maintaining their separate eusteace 
behind tbe scene. Etch bas a mind and a programme 


of its own. and often the views of one on socio political 
issues clash violenliv with those of aootber. This is 
not surprising, considering that tbo Congress iiseli. ever 
since its formation in 1865. has never ceased to have 
people and groups with an eKtreme diversity of views. 

By destroying democrat in the Congress. Mrs. 
Caodbi had given it a iacade of unity. How hollow 
Ibis unity was, the happenings since the Lok Sabha 
election nave showed. At this moment. Mrs. Gandhi 
seems bent upon spliilmg tbe Party in case she cannot 
make it her personal instrument again.

The methods used by Mr.<. Gandhi as Prime Minis¬ 
ter, first, to send the Party's organisational leaders into 
Ibe wilderness and then to establish her dictatorship 
over it cannot be used by the Janata Party for tbe simple 
reason that none of its leaders can hope to come to 
the positwn in (he Party that Mrs. Gandhi did In the 
Congress. In lime* of difficulty, tbe Congress could 
hark back to its glorioui past to crave tbe indulgence 
of tbe people The Jenata Party cannot do that. It 
can hope to remain in power only if it ensures that 
there is no wide gulf between its promises and perfor¬ 
mance. In other words, unlike tne Congrers, it will 
have to be true to its word. 

The Lok Sabha election was a classic fight between 
democrecy and dictatorship. The Internal Emergency 
and censorship were revoked by Mrs. Gandhi only after 
she bad lost and it had became clear that the Janata 
PiMly bad won a great victory It stands to reason 
that had Mrs. Gandhi won. she would have fouod m 
the victory justificalion for her dictatorship and would 
have gone on buttressing it with more draconian powers. 

ERE is at least one great achievement to the Janata 
Covemmeot's credit — revival of the democratic 
atmosphere. Not all Ibe draconian laws have been 
withdrawn. Even MI$A continues to be in tbe statute 
book. Some leaders have even suggested that for cer* 
taia purposes MISA might be usefully employed. 

Tlie bureaucracy finds tbe going easy with laws of 
this kind. Over thirty years iif Congrea rule the 
bureaucracy bas been much strengthened. Mr. Nehru 
bad taken over intact the bureaucracy left by our British 
colonial exploiters. The Janata Government has made 
some Ranges in tbe senior executive positions in the 
Government, but tbe bureaucratic machine as such 
remains untouched. Under the Congress, tbe privileged 
classes immensely increased their economic and political 
power. Tbe bureaucracy seeks shortcuts to administra¬ 
tion. Tbe amended MISA the Janata Government in 
Madhya Pradesh has introduced should not be treated 
ss an aberration, but as a danger sign a 1. 

Granted that the Janata, whatever its aberrationa 
io tbe sphere of democratic rights, will not reintroduce 
the type of political conditions Mrs. Gandhi did. the fact 
remajDs that in the long run it will be Judged by the 
electorate oa the score of its *c<ooec9aotpic achieve' 
meats or failures.

It is obvious that the Jackata GoveraineDi vrill not 
be iMe to survive for all the five years on the basis 
of restoration of democratic ripbts only. If it faib on 
tbe socioeconomic front it will have an ipnomiooua end. 
The Government hasn't formulated its detailed ecoaociuc 
prapramme. ConAJcts within the Party are very sha^. 
Different forces are pulling in different directions. As 
for the Prime Minister himself, be has given top prio¬ 
rity to probibitioo. Like Confess leaders in H>e past, 
he has been making promises nbertlly. Even before tbe 
Party has been able to formulate an ecnomic prtK 
gramme, be assured tbe country that he would solve the 
unemployment problem in tea years and abolish casteism 
in an even shorter period. 

The Janata Party's election manifesto speaks ci 
decentralisation of power. The first things tbe Govem< 
meot has been angling for Is greater concentration of 
power. Mr. Desai wants to bring prohibition in the 
concurrent list. Mr. H M Patel, tbe Finance Minister, 
wants the only remaining expanding source of $Ute 
revenue — sales tax — to be replaced by a Central 
excise duty. 

The Constituent Assembly itself, under Congress 
control, gave tbe country a Constitution which was fade* 
ral in form but unitary in fact. Since 1951. through

amendmeota and arbitrary decisions of the Centre, the 
States* rights were further curtailed and the Centre's 
correspondingly increased. If tbe Janata is serious about 
deceniralisaUQit of power, it will have to do much more 
than undo what the (Egress did to tbe CoosUtution 
aace 1951. Many of the original powers of tbe Centre 
will have to be curtailed and those of the States In* 
creased. There is no sign that the Janata is even think* 
Ing on these lines. 

The Janata constituents came together because all 
of them were victims of Mrs. Gandhi's ruthless rule. 
Fear of Mrs. Gandhi can**nt k^p It unired for all time. 
Organisationally, all the other constituents are raspicieiis 
ot tbe Jana Sangb whose basic arm is tbe BSS. There 
is no promineot Jana Sangb lender who has not been 
assigBed to. It bf tbe RSS« Of tbe volunteer organise* 
lions of tbe constituent units of the Janata, only tbe 
RS5 has been spreading its influence a; a tremendous 
speed. The demand that Mr. Madbu Limaye has made 
for tbe merger of all these volunteer organisations into 
a single volnoieer body of the Janata has bees vioieotly 
attacked by the RSS which has once again begun to 
proclaim that it is not Is tbe interest of Muslima them* 
selves to join organisations which have and will always 
bave a dominating Hindu majority.^ There are other u* 
ternal conflicts, such as those between the Congress for 
Democracy and the BLD and tha Jana Sangb. 

The internal coofiicts. which touch on the objedives 
of the constituent units, will beCDoir sharper if tbe 
Jaoaia does not have something to show by way of socto* 
economic performance, 'niese may even come to Ibe 
breaking point if Mrs. Gandhi spUts the Conceal. A 
new alignment of groups and factions is then Mund to 
take place. The Janata will net remain unaffected. 
This It the fear Mrs. GaodM expressed at the AITC 
when she said that tome Congreas leaders were colhid* 
in with tbe Janata against her.

( would like lo say ihdt the pcrformaoce of the 

Government i% most disappoiDtiif. It has created 
a disenchantment. The main reason, in my view, for this, 
Is that though they got a massive mandate in the Iasi 
Lok Sabba elections, the forces which formed the Janata 
Party lacked ideological coherence. And coBtradictiODS 
among the cocutituents of the Janata Party are verv 
serious on the main socioeconomic Issues. There is no 
common nound between (he RSS. Socialists and o’d 
liberal Congressmen. This is (he mam reason why 
they have failed (o evolve any definite economic pro* 
ramme. One only secs sheer confusion on (he economic 
root. The main feature of (he Janata Party from the 
very beginning has been that they failed to check 
rising prices. Anil*sociel traders are taking full advaot* 
age of the soft policy of the Janata Party towards them. 
This failure has brought disillusion me at m sections of 
(he society. I strongly feel that rising prices will go 
OB Increasing. Jenata Party will continue to depend on 
the support of vested interests. They are paying only 
Up service to (he people and Bothing is being doise (o 
strengthen the public distribution system. 

The Janata Party will also not be able to do any< 
thing sigaiftcant in the field of developmeBt. They lack 
courage lo mobilise more resources and under pressure 
they will give conressiofl^ to industrialists. Alread.v 
defl6t financmg has significantly iocreased and 
political and administrative compulsions are such that 
they are likely to end this year with a greater financial 
defirii. Thr Janata Government by introducing the 
concept of the Rolling Plan has said goodbye to (he 
genuine concept of planning. Because of the confusion 
on economic policies, Mioisters holding different import* 
ant economic portfolios and organisational leaders of 
the Janata Party speak in contradictory languages. 
Already the impression has been created that the Janain 
Party is against heavy industry and the public aector. 
They seem to have opened the door to tnuHiaaUooal 
corporations at (he cost of our national economy. 

India has been able to evolve during the last two 
and a half decades of planning, an economic polio in 
which the public sector is given an importaat role in 
our economy. Dnt the contribution of tbe private 


sector was also recognised. In the M«t few years Ihe 
public sector has turned the corner and ils performante 
cmiM have been compared with the most efficient lodus 
trial enterprise in (he world. Precisely this sUgc 
(he Janata Government chose to decrease (lie role of 
the public sector in (he economy, just to open the door 
for mullinationals. This poses a serious danger not 
only to our public sector but to our indiistriahsts also. 
This policy will ultimately destroy our effort at srll* 
reliance in (he field of science, technology and heavy 
industry. 

Prime Minister Morarjibhai presiding over a 
G overnment which Is a coalition, of ronvenience and 
individuals having very strong and very rigid conlrn* 
dictory views on socio'ccoeomic programmes, Vnfrjr* 
tunalcly he is exhibiting all hi< old rigidity and seems 
to coniinue with his fads and fancies. 

Ills intentions may be good but he has failed to 
recognise the natiofl's piiorities. He wants to pursue 
(he policy of prohibition instead of controlling rising 
pricei. and mobilising bigger resources. He has taken 
the ridiculous view that if the Congress Government 
lost because of 'Nasbandf he would nol mind if he goes 
due to 'Nasbaodi*. 

Anolher major failure of the Morarjl Government 
ts its inability to give protection to Harijans. The oues* 
(ion is not of a few atrocities here aad there but (he 
fad is (bat Sdseduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes feet 
a sense of insecurity and they are living in a climate 
of fear. Vested interests in rural areas are altackiog 
them and tbe admiaistration is looking on as a silent 
ppectator. 

Then, the RSS issue. Everybody knows the phllo* 
sophy aad tbe fascist tactics of RSS. Even when 
Mr. Jayapfikash Narayan came out openly and asked 
the RSS to disband itself and tu merge in the Janata 
Fart*.

By askiog 
one person in the Janata Party and anotber ia the 
Congress, if you expect to come up with a balanced 
detete. that would be asking for too much. 


I esQ recall (he conversations of 1964 and 1966 and 
the exasperatioa one fell at the inability o( the new 
Governmeot to take any new dedsion at alL 1 can 
vividly recall Mrs. Gandhi alt the wa> till 1969. besitat* 
ia| and fumbling and supremely uoaware of what was 
going on around her. 


If 1 were to give a truthful answer to your question 
T would have to say: ‘T do not know". 

Moiariibhal Is not a new peraonaUty on the IndJao 
political scene. That he is very atffi and removed, both in 
his appearance and thInkiBg, is now a legend, That he 
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baa eertala eccaotridttaa la a matter el knew* 

ledfe. But In ^tc of all thi^ that there ii a oertaln 
attractJvenesa In hla peraeoalitr and rincnrftr In Ida 
approach even hia iworat enemiea coocede. 

I remember haviof said ofl inoumerable occaaloiia 
io tbe past: ''Nobody deaema to be Prime Miaitter 
more then Morarji t^aaL He will make us craay with 
hia oddities aod drive us to pulling out our owo hair, 
but he will give India a good administratioo". 1 would 
like to believe that my earlier aaae&sateot is atiQ valid 
aKboufb it is inevitable that age must take its toD. 

There it, however, a very different situatiOA fadog 
the country. Morarjlbhai is not a Congresa Prime 
Minister. He is preaiding over a Government forged out 
of neassity, out of tbe compelling reason to save India 
from Congress bagemony and Indira dktatordsip Tbe 
Government cootaina diverse streams of thought and 
behaviour, all of which, until recently, were gomg their 
own ways and living in their ovm cocoooa. To forge 
such a conglomerate ret]uires very spetiat quaUties of 
head and heart which Morarilbbsi may not possess in 
abundance. 

On the other hand he does have a certain qnaUty of 
fairmindfdnru and the necessary personaUty to make 
a success of him. There is no question that his Covenv 
meni has been slow in reaUsing itself In various spherea. 
Bui for this there are certain historical reasons. 

Morariibhai was relaased from jail the day when 
electiun!! were announced. The Oppoaltioo was caught 
totally unprepared by Indira's wiKuI desigoa. Several 
leaders of (he Parties were still in Jail end many tew 
and fought elections from detention and a new Party 
had (o ^ formed without goiog through tbe legal necea* 
aities Five hundred end twenty tickets bad be issued 
end the electioo campaign to be organised aod fought. 
The election results catapulted ibe new Party to tbe 
Government. The Prime MioJsler had to be cbomn. • 
Ministry formed and legal barrlera removed for tbe 
creation of one Party. No sooner was this done when 
half of lnd‘a had to go through Assembly eloctiooa. 
Over 9 (bousind tickets had to be issued aod over one 
lakh as^rants had to be disappointed. Tbe outcome of the 
elecuons brought eight more States uoder Jaoata nil& 
Thfir ^ief Ministers and Ministries bad to be fomed. 
And at the same time the Party urgaoiaouoe bad to be 
crested. Immediately, thereafter, the vacaodea to tbe 
Raiya Sabha had to be filled aod tbe Prcsldeatial eleC' 
tiona to be beM. To have gone through all this and 
survived Is a miracle. 

Anyone with pobtical aeose could have seen that 
the new Janata Government could have do opportunity 
to breath, much less think, under political pressure 
before the middle uf August. With this background it 
is only fair to judge tbe success of this Oovenment 
from the middle of August That is a period of two 
months aod that is too short 

The problems faring tbe country art too oumeroot 
to be sorted out overulght. Thirty years of Coogreaa 
rule and. what Is worse. 30 years of Congress poUdes 
have allowed this country to go to rack and ruin. 
Tbe country was like a house in which no maintesance 
had taken place, for 30 years and in wbi^ oew 
aula moved in after • severe eartbduake — ia tbe 
form of the Emergency. 

These polidea and tbe Congress's attitude to ittalf 
have created unprecedented tafletios. monniDental nn* 
enploymeot, severe recesdoo end imimariftyble morel 
deterioratioa To reverse all this, and set India bade on 
the road ^ sanity nod controlled prices, create prodo^ 
dve employment, restore * production end rebuild ^ 
dierseter and tnorelity of the people is e abspeedoua 
task. Tbe new Govenunent has, in fact, bed only turn 
moDihi to govern. We have to evolve new cencepo of 

S owth to reverse tbe galloping forces d powty 
ipsrity and frame objeetbea of nttlongl pob9 fot 
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human development and economic growth coneistent 
with our Jiational etbas. 

It \% 9 l4>ng» hard aod uphill task which requires 
ekdtlng new thinking and the tedious process of remov 
Ing layer after layer of stagnation and decay. 

If you ask me from two years from now whether 
Morarji Jh’sai is a success or failure. I might be able to 
conjecture a reply. Today my answer must remain ; 
‘*1 do not knuw. ’

0 How do you oisess Ihe preteni poltlicef 
sieuafion? 

A'. The oirotities committed during the Emergency 
and the dictatorship of Mrs. fndiro Gandhi led to the 
forniAtjun of the Janata Party and this Coveroment. 
But its constituents differ in ideology on social and 
rconoiim' issues. At the time of the elections, the 
different constituents somehow or the other agreeij to 
a minimum programme-hosed manifesto. It is quite 
possihli' ihui m.my Uaders might not have seen the 
menifrMn .it lhat time. But now o thorough debate on 
everv iNiiur Is unavoidable. That is why there ore 
conlliiiing pohry statements by the leaders ol the 
Centre.

Sodoliat ideclofv want to ftx the inewne ratio ot 1:10, 
provide unemploynieot allowance aod replace the 
right to property with tbe right to work. But there 
are other leaders who want a rethinking about these 
promises made in the manifesto. 

Q: Vp to whof ezfenf is Mr. Mororji Deioi 
respoTuihfa for this situation? Would you say (hat h« 
has not been able to taekie tht situation? 

A: I hod a lack of will and desire in implement¬ 
ing tbe radical programmes regarding economic issues, 
f personally feel thal Mr. Desai neither at the phi lose- 
phkal level nor at the practical level wools 
social changes through radical moans. It is a bitter 
fact that in order to deal with the social and economic 
problems of this vast country a basic change in think- 
mg is required and I do not And tbe desire to do so. 

Q; At 0 Vuvo Janata lender, where hot ihis 
Copemment disoppoented pou? 

A: It was promiS''d in the manifesto that the 
minimum age for vollng would he reduced to 18. un- 
employmeot allowance will be given to youth. Ihe youth 
will 5f involved at all hvels in the administrative 
dedsion-making process and ihat Ihe education system 
would be overhauled. Nothing has been done about 
any of these. 

0’ VOH feel that Mr. DasaVt oovernmani hat nol 
been oble to achieve anything at ali? 

A; They have just one achievement. ti has been 
aide lo register in llic minds on the people th.it this 
Government would refrain fracn corruption and 
nepotism. It has also tried to bring the guilty of the 
Emergency to book. But this is not enough' 

Q: How do you set the future? 

A; The radical thinkers in Ihe Party are getting 
restless. They are not there only to share power. They 
want to fulnl the promises made at the time of 
elections. If something Is not done soon it may be 
fatal to the Party and democracy.

M r. Morarji Deifti bu $UU a lol pf aynpatbetsc 
tupport among the people here,* y/ho refuse to 
believe that he has failed. Whether ao ioduJtrialiai, 
affected by lack of clarity io Mhcraa. or ao oriliaary 
pertoa atandlng to aufler from ueh of growth, Ib^ all 
believe that Mr. Desai should be given more time and 
they are sure that be will succeed in the oe«l few 
ni oaths. 


Mr. S. Narayanaiwtmi, who has growa with the 
Mad/as Stock Eacbaoge and Tamil Kadu's i^ustrles to 
be the rhairman of a venarile industrial group, and 
who often apuka for the eatTOpreneum in this rogiofl, 
ronrodes that growth and developmeiil have been the 
ciiiualties io the unrertaiotins that have been created to 
tlie country in the last few meaths. His view ia that 
Mr. Desai bai not bad the time to settle down Io work 
out the economic policies. 

'Tt is too premature to say whether Mr. Morarji 
Desai has succeeded or noL The correct way to 
look at it all is to sea whether his political oi>ponents 
have givco him a cbaacc to wrestle with the lOOHaMf' 
able eroaonic issuer and to frame the economic pobewa 
that will reckon with Ihe development ao far and will 
help to boild a super structure oo the eaistiog edifice. 
It will be unfair to summarily coEKlude he bas failed," 
Mr. Narayanaswami feeU. 

Stating strongly that it wili be uncharitable to take 
any other view, Mr. Narayanaswami asks whether the 
Con ureas Goveromeot did not take a good lot o( time 
to take an obyectire view of economic issues, though it 
was not confronted with the militant poUtical oppositioB 
thill Mr. Desai faces today. "An Mposjtioa Ibai is deter* 
mined to deflect the energies and attention*'. And the 
new wave that bas emerged after Mrs. Gandhi’s arrest 
and relrase is hardly calculated to restore to the 
Cabinet the eHUamimty needed to frame polides. 

"What ia causiitK dismay", be remarks, however. 
'*i.« that the general situation boro of the inquiry com* 
nuxrioDs. the arrests and the disclosores reutifig to 
misuse of offidal powers, has had an unsettling effect 
on the minds of the people and do not conduce to 
promote new economic activilie&** 


Has Mr. Desai succeeded in keeping bfs coUeegnes 
together ? "Seoior Ministers have made di^arate 
pronouDCemeots and people have begun to doubt 
Whether some of the maior actions are dictated by 
Cabinet decUioos. Tbe impressioa bas gained groond 
Ibat tbe unity among members of tbe Cabinet exists only 
becaoae tbe Prime Minister sedulooaly avoids interfer¬ 
ing in the actions of his colleagnes. Such unity or 
unanimity may suffer a aetback hi tbe not too distaat 
futorv. It MufBs to bo door thot Mr. Desoi is playiag 

for time and in expectatfon of bis col^agnea 
lAcreadnfly abve to the need for csbesien*. 

Dr. N. Sivasobratnaniam, a anull feneril medical 
pnetitMoer. wbe bai a habit of discussiag the couotrY*s 
affairs with all those who come to him. believes that Mr 
Desai will improve In the next few months and will 
Mcoaad. 'Thirty weeks is too short a period, consider- 
log that tba new Government aecki to reortettale poli- 
oai. Yon can say Mr Desai ia suffering teething 


troubles relating to new policies. It is a question of 
convincing the people that the new poth is correct, thr 
range u# devekw.nt and the methods are correct.’' 


Dr. Sivasubramaniain believes the emphasis in the 
aew pobdes is correct. By and large, tbe people ought 
to benefft. get employment and get better wages. At 
the same time production of essentials should greatly 
increase. ''Nature seems to be favouring Mr. Desai. If 
farm ^oducteon Is good, as it seems to be, that will bo 
the ffrst step in briogiog down prices. Tbe Government 
seems to be bent oo proper distribution of essentiaU 
at reasonable prices." His belief is that even tbe com 
moo man today Is fully'aware that thinp cannot happen 
ovenitgbl. Tlw ordinary people seem lo have an Jm- 
pmsioo that things wfll Improve In course of time. 


Ka« Mr. Desai tbe charisma to impress the ordinary 
mao? Do the people believe he Is giving « proper lead 
to bis colleagues and tbe country ? The doctor believes 
that tbe reasonably informed and loteUlgeot common 
man knows that Mr. Desai seeks lo maJntain discipline 
(o his ranks and in tbe country. They also know this 
will do good. So far, his ministers have not apoken 
against him and neither has be shown any wetkoess 
Id supporliog iham. They also get a feeling that Mr. 
Desai is ready to consult as many of his coJleigues 
u possible before evolving pobdes. They do not mind 
tbe delay ia tbe process. Mr. Desai impresses them 
as a man from among them, not talking of Westernised 
high fahitln developineot programmes, but of schemes 
that art practicable. They do not raJad waiting some 
time more and giving him a chance.

Banana stuck to bira famously 
aod aniogly. Ooe of the main 
sources of bis Inspiration and 
strenglh was tbe Brahmo BamaJ 
which under the ivadership m 
K eshab Chuoder Sea had already 
become a formidable force In the 
context of racial activism. Among 
the many movements and InttiOi- 
(foes which derived their mooMn- 
tum from the leadership of Suren- 
drsnath Banerjes were : The In¬ 
dian Association, which be founded 
io Cakvtta in 1879, as a pobticol 
platform; tbe Bcupolae wnidt he 
edited with tiia teal and atnfle- 
miadednam ef a crusader; tbe 
Association for the Advancement 
ol Scientific and Industrial Edo- 
cation; the Bengal National Cbam- 
ber of Commerce; a college In 
Calcutta which he estabtfsbed al¬ 
most wholly through bis own 
effort; the Indian National Con¬ 
gress over whidi he pr es ided 
twice, in 1695 and 1902; and finally 
Ihe All India Liberal Federation 
which be beaded la 1918, Just to 
be able to give • trial to tbe mu- 
troverslal MMitacu-Gbelmaferd He- 
forms. He was also one of the 
propbets of economic natlenabsm. 

Every educated Indian knows 
one thing aboot Surendranalh 
Baneriea. tbe great Bengali natiw 
aatist leader's fiery eloquence. To 
gain bis main obiective, namely, 
the reform of the Indian aoedety 
at ill levels and in all forms. 
Baoerjea spared cio effort Indeed 
tbe mayic of his oratory and the 
power of bis pen invested the 
Swadeshi cult with a new spirit 
and substance. He eaorted tbe 
nation to eschew communaUsm 
and regionalism and to strive for 
economic seif-tcJiaoce end neti^ 
nsl integratioo. though he felt con¬ 
vinced of tbe fnevitaMliCy ef the 
British rule. In the urrumiUncee. 
bi« empharis undrrst.iodably could 
bu '^nJv on issues which werr fuiK 
damvmvi md they were economic 
and cultural

Two Prime Ministers, Onn of 
Malaysia and Yew of Siniapore, 
from ihi« reftion have visitM the 
USA in Oifober and met President 
Carter and other le aders there to 
tell them Iheir vuws on the kind 
of poJiry they would like the US to 
adopt lowards South*East Asia. Mr. 
l4>e Kuan Yew spent full ei^bt 
days in the USA. To some Asian 
lexers It appears u if the US is 

t ivini up (he direct military role it 
as played in F.ast and Sootb'Caat 
Asia since the World War 11. 
Followinit the end of the Vietnam 
war in 1S7S, the US oSdally closed 
duwo its military bases in Thailand 
in June last year. This year It 
decided to withdraw its ground 
force* from South Korea. China has 
forcefully stated that if the US 
wanted to establish full diplomatic 
relations with it. then it must end 
its defence treaty with Taiwan, and 
withdraw its forces from there. 

The five noo-rommunrst South* 
East Asian countries, Indonesia, 
Malaysia, the Pbilippioea. Singapore 
and Thailand, who constitute the 
Aaaodation of South Fast Asian 
Nations (ASEAN) feel concerned 
over the reduction of US military 
strength in this region. They bad 
always taken US military support 
for granted. They now want to 
know if they should not expect it 
any longer. 

The US admixustration has said 
that it wants to reduce or end its 
military aid to countries of this 
region and also cut down the aade 
of it# arms to them from the next 
fiscal year. 'Riis has caused further 
worry to these leaders. They want 
to know if the NUoa and Ford Doc* 
trines, which promised full US amu 
support to those South*East Aslan 
nations who wanted it. have sow 
become void. 

In addition, economic activity Is 
this region has declised greatly after 
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the changes in Indochina. The 
search for (Ashore Oil in the South 
China Sea and the Java Sea. at its 
peak betwecB 1972 and 1974. hat 
come to an almost complete 
halt. Foreign investment In this 
region has almoai dried up. 
Worse, both the and the Euro- 

C ean Economic Coenmuniry <FBO 
av« now imposed restrktioBS on im* 
ports like textiles, clothing and 
electronics, from this regton. All 
this has affected very adversely the 
newly started Industrial activity in 
these countries. Europe, the US and 
Canada, which bad beewne the prin* 
cipal markets for coowmer pro* 
ducU from this region, have now 
adopted protectionist policies id 
trade. 


leaders of (his region say that 
^ they have received feelers frvm 
US. olBdals. Uke Mr. Richard Hol¬ 
brooke. the Assistant Seoetary of 
State, who recently visited ASEAN 
countries, asking them to suggesl 
the kind of U.$. presence they would 
like to have in the regton. The 
ASEAN leaders are in favour of con¬ 
tinued U.S. military presence. Tlie 
only diJfereocc among thorn fs that 
while some went that preeance '*oa 
shore** (on the mainland), others 
like Indonesia and Malaysia would 
want that presence **off-sbore**. but 
dooe at hand. Similarly, there are 
minor dMerences among the ASEAN 
countries on the question of the 
wlthdrawel of U.S. forces from South 
Korea. Some of them are totally 
opposed to the withdrawal, white 
others Sty that though they anb- 
aofbe to the noD-ahgned pnodple 
that there should be no foreigo 
troops on sovereign lands, they thf^ 
this is a matter for the U.S. and 
South Korea to settle on the basts of 
whether such presence beoeSts both 
or not. 


Some oations are clearly conc er ned 
over the prospect of the U.S. either 
providuig ecooomk- or 

establishing econoaiic ties with Viet¬ 
nam. They believe that Indodiiu 
countries atd ASEAN, the two parts 
of South-East Asia, are now iadlr^' 
1y engaged in a competition with one 
another. It is a competition of ayn 
tens: between the sodahst systam 
of ladoch oa aag the fi u* snteioi Ue 

system ASEAN. In sudi a ritna* 
tion. if be U.S. provides ssdsHoce 
to Vtetojm. that astistance. ft ia 
feared in ASEAN. Btigbt contribute 
towards the sucoeas of the 
system Thailand and Singapore as¬ 
sert loudly that an ncooomlaUy 
successful and ceosaqueatiy imng 
VIetatA will poae all aorta of cw> 
tenges to ethers In this regkM. 


All ASEAN countries are eager 
for more U.S. investment. Two U.S. 
laws which encourage American cor¬ 
porations to invest abroad are expir¬ 
ing towards the end of this year. 
The 6rst it the U.S. tax deferral 
tew, wfaidi allows overseas profits of 
U.S. oirporationi to remain free of 
U S. taxes until those profits are 
brought back home. This mea.is 
that if the U.S. corporations use 
those profits for further investments 
abroad, they do not have to pav 
taxes on them beck home. If a almi¬ 
ter tew is ooi enacted to reptece the 
tax deferral law which expires to¬ 
wards the end of the year, the 
U.S. corporations* te^fits abroad will 
begin getting taxed back home, 
which in turn will reduce the chances 
ot tboK profits getting nveated 
abroad. 

The other law which also expires 
towards the year-end concerns the 
continuance of the U.S, Oversees 
Private InvefCment Company (OPIC). 
OPIC, jointly run by the U.S. Gov¬ 
ernment and private ioveitors, pro 
vides insurance to investments 
abroad in case those investments get 
taken over or are encroached upon 
by foreign Governments or their 
ngeodes through nationalitation or 
upheavals Uke amps, revolutions, 
etc. If this insurance tew tepeoA 
then U.S. corporations will be less 
enlhiuiastic about Investing abroad. 

Sou^-East Asia faces a number 
of soda] aod poUtical problems, 
which can deter thoM exmsidering 
investing In this reginn if the above 
two tews tepee, Mr, Lee Kuan Yew. 
in bis talks with President Carter 
and other U,$. leaders, emphasised 
the need of renewing the two laws. 
But h will be the U.S, Congress 
whkh will pass new legistetlon. 
Thai passage, however, will depend 
upon how the administration ^Mts 
the tefistetion* 

The VS. maiataina very good 
bilateral relations with indivi^al 
ASEAN countries. It also supports 
the ASEAN organisation. But it 
does not appear to be very clear on 
the kind of material supp^ it 
should extend to ASEAN.' besides 
the bilateral sumrt it ahudy pro¬ 
vides to its indlridnal meabera. 

The two visitJDg Prime Ministers 
have told the U.S. leaders ab^t tike 
kind of support they evMCt from 
the U,S. in economic and political 
fields for their own countries and 
also for ASEAN. Talks with them 
will help the U.S. admJnlstratJoa In 
underitaadiag their aspirationt bet* 
ter askd in aring shape to the new 
VS. policy towards South-East Asia.

Q: The first question is perhaps the meat obnoui 
onr IS 11 pr;riibi«' ftir the vorkmg Hess, the Le^l, <0 
urhiri'/* ]/cnoin<' power m a democratic set up? At least 
'dr*/oorrati<’* a.v defined by Ihe IVestmiruler model. 

A. Woll, crrtAinly we ia Ihc Ltbotir Party in 
Uriiiiin havi nlway^ arcued tbal we should seek to fft 
powoi by doniocralir means and we have many good 
rcMsuiis fur that view. Wc believe Ibat if power is 
soughi by other than Urmocratic means, well, it is very 
likclv that Ihc final re»uU «» not going to he any oorl 
ot dcinorrary at all. OF vourse there are countries in 
the world. South Africa fur example, and many others, 
where there is no demurralK system in existence wbai* 
soever, and wheu it may be that the only way in wbkb 
freedom at all ran be established is through other 
means. But. here in Britain we have always 
on the principle that we con establish sociaii^ aclioo 
by democratic means, aod we are still bound by that 
doctrine. 

Q; You did mention 'other means’ m relation to 
South Africax. 

A: Well, of course South Africa Is a predootinont 
example because there is a racial dictatorship: and 
where people with different coloured skins are denied 
democratic rights, effective democratic rights, it is in> 
evitable that ^ople will talk about actioo by other 
means. I still dom. we still hope, that the change will 
come la South Africa by peaceful means and titere arc 
people arguing hy the doctrine of those methods 
(peaceful methods). It may be that the most succta^fnl 
methods for deahag with Ibat situation would be the 
methods that Gandhi taught, in India. And I believe 
that those methods have always gel to be respecied. 
But South Africa Is one example, and there are many 
either examples and 1 don't need to say where is fact 
(they are)...It Is obvious that otHne kind of presaure 
will have to be applied by other mesas (in SMtb 
Africa). 
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any. 

A: I think there will he international pressure, 
and I think (he iaternitiooal pressure should be in* 
creased and I have no deubi that international pressure 
will play a very considerable part io the eventual 
liberatiM of the people of South Africa. I tbiak that 
the pressure (hat arises in sports has its effect and of 
course we believe (hat kind of pressure is going to 
increase all the time. 

Qr To pet back to our oripinnl cueslion. Do you 
really (hink fhol etinbiwbed mternsts. built up over 
ceelarias, will priw up power lo (Ac worWnp class, or 
(he Left, by lAe rulot of the democratic game? 

A: Well, that of course has been one of the groat 
arguments in all history. But here in Britain we nave 
always argued that we could do Jt by democratic means, 
and in this we have not only our own record to go hr. 
but the writings of Marx and Engels, which point Jn 
that direction too. Kngels, in particular, emphasised 
that the democratic institutions that had been ' tabliah* 
ed in Britain gave a special chance for ui to do it. And 
I think be was right. Amongst those democratic in* 
St it ut ions were the trade unions. And wr have very 
strong trade unitms in Britain. I'm glad to say. made 
considerably stronger by the measures we (In the 
Labour Covemmeni) have taken over the last few 
vears. and 1 think they also give us that opportunity. 
But I'm not denying (hat we haven’t got a long way to 
go yet. befm we establish a democratic, socialist 
aodety—of course we have. And I perfectly tgroe that 
there are many vested interests tbsl stand in the way. 
On the other band, the election of a democratic Labour 
majority in the House of Commons gives ns the chance 
to hove the power of the State on the side of the 
^mocratic process. I believe that pec^le io democratic 
oodeties bold this view all tbe more strongly because 
of tbe hind of developments that have taken place in 
the Soviet countries Hi tbe past thirty, forty years. The 
attempts to establish aodalist societies relying on 
methods of censorship and force—T think that they lead 
Id tbe opposite direction very often. 

Q; TTiia is very mtrenting, because vhtJe you can 
probaMy Ignore the Bernard Levins when they equate 
trade unions with lotalitaricnitm. when you find the 
Paul Johnsons moving towards tJwt kind of thinking... 
(note: Levin is a 'right-wing’ colummst of The Times, 
London, end Paul Johnson is c former editor of the 
New Statesman who KoJ i«it left the Labour Forty 
because he dosmod it was moving towards 
'totalstarieMsem'.) 

A: (laughs) Well I doot think there is much distine* 
tion to be drawn between Bernard Johnson and Paul 
Levin * I can't distioguish ooe frMn the other. But I think 
it is deffance d tbe history of Britain to talk of tbe 
trade oAioas as being aati*ilbera1 institutioso. In fact, 
tbe estibUsbment of self-respect for the British working 
people has been largely associated with the development 
of trade unions, first of oU. we. the trade unions, hod 
to Aght against (he efforts of tbe employing doss to 
deny any sneh movement fn that direction. And then 
of q)mae only a few years ago there was a great 

attempt by tbe niHoff drdes in Britain to force Ihrouak 
a CDonter-revolutios. to establish tbe Industrial Rela¬ 
tions Act in 1971 uoder tbe Heath Govenunent. which 
undoubtedly would have stripped from tbe trade unions 
effective independent rights. Well, we've beaten oft 
that sns^ and 1 think that Is one of tbe most aigni- 
ffcoat events in BriUio in tbe 19T0a—the defeat of (be 
attempted €ouote^^evolutloft. W« baveot fully achiev¬ 
ed thet yet; becanoe there is ftJD e very powerful 
attack upon trade unionism, and all it stands for, being 







mad(* by conservative forces in Bnialn. But I think 
that just as we defeated that attack m the befiaAinc 
01 the 1970s» we have a |ood chance of bealint it at 
the end. 

Q: YOM wU ohticnistv de/eol if onfy by ahowm^ 
economic reeuUs. 

A: Yea. Of course we've bad (he freatcsl 
difficulties in the last two or three years, because we've 
had to operate a Governmest without a proper majority 
in (he ifouse of Cornmons, in the midst of the worst 
slump which the Western world baa known siact the 
1930a We haven't esrnped from it yet, bot (here are 
aome sisns that we are emer|in| from it. and I'm sure 
that the slump would have been of a much more 
ferocious and decivseated character, it would have Had 
much worse effects on our iostitutioos altogether, if <t 
had been a Conservative Cevernmcnl in power in (hesc 
three years. 


Q: A lol of people seem to Oitnk (he rise of 
trade union influence oocr the Goermmmt of Bnlain 
has led to a pr<jparUonai decline m mdividuol liberty in 
(he couTUry—ond libcriu u o concept whtrh (he Brituh 
hove afwav^ voiued. /)(» you (hbih rndiindval liberty 
rail he pcocefully bolide a Irodes union run Ccorminenl? 

A: Well f think )t is a itreai falsiBcalian o( (hr 
fact when people siy ihut is tlie case. I know 
rhat it is said th.ii what we'w been c^tablisbiog 
or dccrnting here in llrilaiR is a kind of corporate 
state. That Is absolutely false A rorporate >lale 
is a kind of a ('•inspirucy between the state the 
trade unionv^fakc trade unl<inv-to impose Tlwir will 
on the people. Wc*ve had nothiu# like that in Britain. 
Indeed. we>r retreated from the teodmcics towards a 
corporate state: it could be said tba( the Heath Gov 
emment in 1970 and 1974 was seeking to establish 
somethiog like a corporate stale, partly by (be suH 
ordination of the trade unions to the Guvernment's will, 
and partly by the establishment of bureaucratic institu* 
tioos not properly answerabte to Parliament, which was 
the way they were seeking to do away with the pay 

K oblem. We abolished (bat bureaucratic instititjoa. 

e have made everything the Govemmcni has done in 
this field answerable directly to. Parliament 
We have been seeking to restore some of the powers 
of a free PartiBmmt which the Heath Government took 
away, We*ve been moviog away from a corpvale 
sodety rather than towards it during these past three 
yean. It’s no use people trying to suggest tut the 
developmenta in Britain were (he same during the part 
throe yeers aa they were in the period of the Heath* 
Thatcher Goveraineol. of whatever wu hke to ft. 
the one that we had in those days when Mr. Heath vsd 
Mra. Thatcher were stIU talking to each other. ..They 
certainly dM lead ua in what conld be described aa the 


eslabtiahmeat of boreauaa*K institutions instead of 
democrctic ones. Look at ait the rtiaages in local 
government which the Heath Covemment carried 
through-^wbicb were leiAjog in a demorratir vitality, 
to pul it mildly. We've been moving in the Ofiwsite 
direction. We've also been seeking in our devuTiitJUo 
proposals (be establishment of an assembly in Scotland 
and IB Woles to strengthen the democratic forces in 
Britain and 1 think that will be » measure alongside 
our measures fur the hade unions that will strengthen 
free, iudcpcodent institutions. What the Tories don't 
raderstand is (hat some people, the mass of the work- 
ing people in the country, can only establish their own 
individual freedom through the successful operalion of 
free iestitutioos—whether they are local authorities or 
trade unions, and alJ those kinds of institutions we heve 
been seeking to strengthen, not to weaken, and not to 
make suboroioate to the state And Parliament itself: 
we've tried to restore to Parliament some of the control 
over the Government which was seeping away before. 
Britiain is oot moving towards a corporate society; we 
are going in the opposite direction. 

Q: Would you 9cy that the hAtrilily of (he medin 
hod a lol to do with tuck public *misconrep(tona'? 

A: Well I do indeed. Ute media in this country 
(Bniainl. practically all the newspapers in the country 
and most of the other means of communication, are In 
the hands of conservative forces of one form or another. 
It is true that the BBC. the British Rroadcasiing 
Corporation, is independent; although a Government* 
appointed body it is not answerable to tbe Government. 
On tbe whole we've been fairly successful in having a 
body of that nature which has nni been plaything 
or puppet ol the Govemmcni in any sense at all I 
think there are many conservative Influences that work 
in the BBC that I deplore but I wouldn't like to con* 
demn ihr BBC aliogeihrr because 1 do b<‘lieve the BBC 
maintains, in many respects, a very high standard, and 
it does give access to a whole range of different views 
in the country. This also applies to the independent 
lelevisitm companies. In some respects, strangely, tbe 
visual media have been a bit freer (bar the newspapers 
In that sense, because the bulk of the newspapers of 
course are conlroUcd and owned by conservatives: not 
all. but most of them. 

t You iPffe confsdrred the ideologue of (he Loft; 
ve been o hero lo many young people, becouie 
WH re/aaed hr po near power. Do you (hinh yovr use- 
IttJnexr to I he movement or (he Party has been reduced 
nfler you became a Mrtusler? 

A: I don't think anybody could have refused to 
be a Minister in such a situation if he was offered the 
job because we were faced, in 1974. whnn wc came in. 
with an eatrcRiely dangerous vituatioD from tbe point 
of view of the country and from the point of view of 
deraocrotic institutions. As I have already mentioned, 
we were faced with an absolutely frontal attack on one 
of our main democratic institutions, tbe trade union 
movement. And so of course I believe (bat any socialist 
worth bis salt had to accept the responsibility of trying 
to dral with (bat situation. It's true, as I bare men¬ 
tioned before, that wc had to deal with it during a 
world crisis, an economic crisis, of very serious dimea* 
skms. and one which has presented us with appalUng 
problemS'^f unemployment, for example. But I’m aure 
that if a Conservative Government had been in power 
duriBg this period, tbe unemployment, for eiuinplei 
would have been very mudi worse. We have been aW 
to oiitigaie tbe effects of tbe slump; we haven't been 
aUe to master it. partly because we haven't had a 
majority to do it. but partly also because we are only 
one country amongst many; we can't solve Ibe problem 
all by ourselves. We are seeking to solve ibe problems 
by enconraguig other countries to tnke policies which 
would be wiser...1 tblsk we've bad some growing in* 
fiuenoe in that respect. I think the relations between 
tbe Labour Govenunent in Brliain and tbe sew Carter 
adalnistratioa have got advantages both for us here 
and in the USA. and Indeed for people all over the 
woild. Aod I think nsore and more P^le are begins* 
isg to see this; for example, in Rhooesfa, altboaib tbe 
Rbodeiian problein has sol at all been Mttled, the 
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rpiwmoo approach of Um United State* tod Britain dee« 
offer i bett er dunce of It fettiof eettled tbao we’ve had 
before. People haven't uod^ated the sicirtdcaoce of the 
growiac cIomcku in attitvple between Britala and the 
new GovemmeDt of the United States. 

Q: To eom$ to pour owR Poriv* ibere has been a 
film dedma m Labour support m Britoia, po/ticaiarip 
hi tu Uit two or three yooT9. Do you thiah this it 
bwettsf Ih# Forty hot become too identified with power, 
nad hot moved owop from its Ideoiim? 

A: I think it U one of tbe factors, and of coarse 
it Is perfectly true that people don't always apprediie 
t nave been the kind of dtflctthks and danien that 
Govenuneni have had to cope with—ine mh that 
Tve already referred to about tbe slump—and therefore, 
we've bad to deal with a situation in the country where 
for example the uoempioyment has been ver^ aeriour 
iode^; that naturally baa led to protest and diaillusieh- 
Rient in the Labour movement itself, because the 
Labour movement ii dedicated to the establtstuneot of 
full employment—that is one of lu major objectives. 
We've had setbacks, and that has affected the member; 
ship of tbe Party to some degree. I don't say it's only 
that cause, but that's one contributory cause, and 1 
certainly airee that we do need a great revival of the 
Idealism of the Labour movement in order to help 
overcome that kind of mood. Bui I'm not desMiring 
about Tbe aitnatloo and I think tbe more people look 
lo aee bow we've sought to solve our problems during 
this period, the more they will see tnai despite our 
difficulties, despite the fact that we haven't got • full 
majority, we have been moving in the right direction. 

Q; You've spoken of rociam m South Afrieo. f 
think thot racism in fintam lodey ss olao e problem. 
And Ihe British too44r$hip of both the major Persies 
leetRS to br rather coy about teckltnp the niuosion. 

A' 1 wouldn't say that we’re coy about It I duite 
agree with you when you say that there has hetn e 
serious resurgence of racism in different forms In recent 
months, whi» is greatly to be condemned. It is not 


Ime that the Govomraent Is not doiog enythiru about 
dt Tbb Goversuneat, Inaplte of its other dimculliei. 
has carried through the most stringent race diacrimina- 
tioo act that we've ever had put on tbe statute book 
in Britain. It's only just come into operation, so we 
haven't been able to aee bow it's going to operate in 
faU. but I've no daobt it’s going to play a considerable 
part in enabling ua to ttamp out this recrudescence of 
radain. And the Labour Peny fuelf has gone to work 
mcb mere overtly during the lest few tncniha to try 
tad deal with the pro^m. Tbe trade unioixs aUo 
have a verv big part to play bare. I myself went up 
for ezanple to an electioo that took place in 
Urmiogbam in Ladywood. a day after the riots had 
taken place there, and I went and talked to a number 
of people. iocludiAg many Indians, incidentally. I 
lalkM to many of tbe * epreaestativea of Indian instliu> 
tfoos and we bad • long discussion as to how we could 
go about (tbe problem). There are many thinp which 
Ihev wouM like ua to do oiore effecHveiy than we do. 
and of course there are critidsms about the way in 
which our Immigration laws have operated, but there 
again I believe that we have taken steps to try and 
overcome these difficultlea and certainly the whole aim 
of the Labour Government is to use the influence of 
tbe Government to defeet any signs, stamp out any 
rigna. of raciin. So. I certainly wouldn't accept that 
the Government la coy. 

Q: Perhopt you no reolise (hut uou would lote 
vofet^ tf you pressed roeud equoiHy too hard, if you 
criiieued the hfattonai From too herehlv. 

A: No. I don't think there is any besitatioQ In the 
Ubpur Patty in tackling tbe National Front; the 
NatMwal Front la an odious institution in every form, 
AVe Ulieye that it is aometblng astMemocratic. and 
anti-orltish. If you could describe it in that way, and 
tberefore J can eature you that the whole strength of 
the Ubpur movement, Mlitical and industrial, will be 
men Used to try and deieit tbe re-emergence of radsm 
m our sodety. We know wbit on evil it could be. and 
we haven't any doubts about that.

I N California. Texas. Florida and the south western ftates. 

tho United Stales ako had experience of Spenisb 
colonialism. But. with Florida •» a shabt exception, these 
wore distant and sparsely populated lands, and tbej 
remained unpnpulaird anif unused. 

Aciin eronnmirs and relifion was joined. Hie 
pursuit of precious metals was the economic objective. 
In 1719. John Law, of whom I later tell, was woina 
banknotes by the bah* in Farls. They were backed by <olo 
and silver ihM only remained tn be mined In the Missis 
sippi Vriley. This Aold and silver has ool yet been 
found but the prospect seemed better Iheo. Maps were 
in cireuUtion in France that showed mines of uoimaiin 
rj wenllh. tdl products of the Imagination. The Sivinp 
of souls was less important than m the Spanisb Empire 
partly. no doubt, because the French were less devout 
and panlv because there were fewer souls available in 
the areo for saving. A further problem arose from tbe 
very poor ouahty of the souls of the colonisers Ibeffl 
sel^s. In 1718. a hundred miloK up the Mississippi, tbe 
first small settlement was established. It was called 
NcM Urleons fur the Rexent—>not the best in nomeo- 
claiurr. One thinks of a city named, say. for Edward 
VTM—New Windsor. Soon after New Orleans was 
founded, an UrsuMne nun. Mario-Madeleine Hacbard, 
surveyed the state of morals nut amoflp the heathen but 
amonx the newly arrived Christians and concluded. 

.nut only do debauchery, lack of faith and all other 

vices reijin here, but they rei|n with immeasurable 
abundance!'* 

Unlike Spanish colonialism, that of Fraocc was casual 
in the extreme. Once the shortaco of predous metals 
became evident, interest declined, Freoebmen did not 
hunxer for preat estates in the wilderness. Natives 
were not available to work them. The Fteoeb did not 
forget lhai the colony was one of the pillars of Law's 
fraud. As ^n indication of how slight was the joteresl. 
the Louisiana colony in 1762 was c^ed to SpaJo. Iho 
colonists resisted the more systematic Spanish rule oolil 
Spain dispatched an officer of Irish origin. Alexan^r 
tVReiiiy. to W the goverM. OUeilly was a man of 
dfability and much ebarm. He woo tM besets of tbe 
dissident, invited their leederc to a reception and bad 
them executed. 

In 1600, Louisiana was taken back by Napoleon, and 
three year.s later it was sold to Thomas Jefferson. Witb 
Alaska, it wa.s one of the few great colonial areas to 
be acquired nm as booty or by right of discover but in 
<• straighttorward real estate trsnsactioa. Tbe 530 
million acres (embracing some water) cost $27.3 million 
including Interest, or about five cents an acre. 

Now. as m Latin America, land was alienated in 
large tracts. There it was the badenda; here it was 
I be plantation. Since no workers came witb tbe land 
and *hcy were needed to ^ani and cut the cane, end 
plant chop und pick the cotton, they were brought from 
tbe older states of the American union or from Afiicn. 
Tbe roignial idea took hold here »% completely aa So 
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Meuco. Only tbe superfidal forms were different. And. 
as m Mexico, it ordained a later revolt, one rejecting tbe 
power of tbe planters and aSrmidg tbe rights of tbe 
people. This oegan in 1661 with tbe Clvn War and 
has continued to our own time. Aa in Mexico, tbe Ovll 
War was Ibr tme revolt against tbe colooJal society. Ai 
in Mexico, it was • very bloody passage. 

Here too there was the classical admixture of 
•notivea. The plantation owners made much of their 
moral obligation to Ibelv staves. They provided for their 
reUgious inslruction and eventual salvation, protected 
them in i harsh, cruel world for which, being, It was 
held, happy, feckless children, they were unprepared 
Aeligioo entered io another way: men spoke of the 
sacredness of property rights, and slaves were property. 
But. as In tbe other colonial societies, none doubted that 
the people were very useful for growing iTopa and 
making mcmey. 

I N British times tahure. io what Is now the Paklrtao 
Punjab, was called tbe Queen City. The legend ot 
^balimar survives even now, as does tne Garden To be 
a Punjabi in the days of the Rsj wis to be thought 
adaptable, progressive. Intelligent, martial and. by Indian 
standaeds, relatively prosperous. This is still the case. 

When Briiish rule first came to Bengal and Madraa 
il was like that of Spain and France in America, a rela* 
lively candid thing. Indeed, no one aeriously suggested 
that the East India Company was ■ religious or phllan* 
ihroplc foundation It came to trade and make money. 
It conquered. parlAed and nited but these were neces* 
vary if moitev was to be madC' 

Colonialism came late to the Punjab; tbe Sikh 
rulers were finally subdued and the terriloiY was annex* 
ed only in 1049, By then tbe Honourable Company was 
^ing and British rule was acquiring a different faitb. 
Tiiis involved an important revision of the colonial idea, 
one of much ImMrtance alao for the French and Dutch 
10 the nineteenth century. Tbe higher purpose of Colo* 
nialism was no longer religion. Tu Church of England 
was for Englishmen; missiooariea were tolerated but not 
much encouraged, end to many colonial admlnlstratora 
ihry were fraukly a nulunre, Tbe new faitb was law. 
Tbe British were In India to trade and make money. 
There was nothing wrong witb that But tbe redeem* 
Ing purpose was to bring govertunent according to law. 
It was an idea of geooioe power. 

Id 1BS9. tbe year after tbe Honourable Company 
waa interred. • young Englisbmgn, Jobo Beames, aged 
twenty-one. came to the Punjab as a dvH servant He 
was posted to Gnlarat, a large district north and west 
of Lwore. Here he was Assistant Commissioner, which 
is to say judge wa6 feneral deputy to tbe Rian who ruled 
tbe repoD. i^ter, Beames weot on to serve in Bengal, 
Orissa and Chittagong In wbat is now Bangladesh. When, 
in tbe full co urs e of time, be retired to Britain, be set 
down tbe story of his career, Espedilly as regards bis 
early life, Beames bad something very near to total 


He was not himself concerned In the slightest witb 
making money; that would bave been antbinkable. Tbat 
other Englishmen found India a profitable poasesslon wax 
sometbiog be merely took for granted. Tma bad nothing 
to do %viUi bins; those so concenied. the businessmen 
and planters, were • thoroughly inferior caste, 
Beames's coflcem was with govemmeni — with 
tbe people being governed, with bts British 
colleagues and suMriors In tbe govemmant fof whom 
be was usatlly cnUcal) and witb the tasks of govern¬ 
ment which be epprmebed and of which be wrote with 
a a'afuman's pride. He confesaed bis faith. *'Coverntog 






ath." he wrote. frud work, the soblejt oT all 

occttpaHoni.thoufh perhaps the moat difficoh.** This 

fuoctiooil Mptrit/oii of covo/DSient /foa pocuBitry 
mctfia aad Its own catcaoricilly agpen'or status was 
toe prime taievemeat of late British colooialisn. 

Laraely in consequence, ia the bondred years lot- 
lowiBg Beanies*! arrival in the Punjab, India was one 
of tbe best-governed countries in toe world. Fereons 
and property were safe. Thought aad speech were 
more secure than in recent times. There was effective 
action to arrest famine and Improve communications. 
The courts functioned impartially and to the very great 
pleasure of the Utigiously mind^ lodiaos. The cost of 
tbe government, no detail where so many were so poor, 
was relatively llaht. far lower than under tbe rulers and 

C edators thol the British displaced. In other respects^ 
ilding railroads, putting down communai riots-^t was 
far mbre efficient than the petty, corrupt, arbitrary and 
anarchic deapoti«ni« which bad gone before aiwl which, io 
later years, the British toleratecT lTie British rulers were 
inobbisb. race-conscious and often arrogant. Bnl if 
colonialism could anywhere have been cunsidered ■ sue* 
cess (the empty lands always apart), it was in India. 
And it was the case above all that proves Ibe ultimate 
point: the one certain thing about the efforts of 
some people to rule other people at a distance it that 
it will fail, and the departure will reflect the wishes of 
rulers as well as ruled. 


The end in India came on August IS. Id47. The 
British, too. could have remahifd. The effort would 
have been cheaper and easier than defeating the Germans 
in which they hid jusi been involved. But they bad 
cci.«ed to believe that the culonial purpose justiflM tbe 
modest Increase in effort. And white Hindus. Sikhs and 
Moslems disagreed deeply on the terms of their going, 
they agreed in wanting them to go. 


The British reputation for fair rule survived the 
withdraws! fron: Indiii, a testament to tbe commitment. 
The law. in the imrrr^iate aftermath, did not In 
northern India the end of British rule brought what was. 
perhaps, the most intimate cruelty of modern limes 
Moslems slaughtered Sikbs; Sikha slauebtered Moslems. 
This they did with clubs and knives, by band. All of 
the pent*up lowicssnesa of a century waa suddenly re¬ 
leased. The rules governing colonialism were alGmied. 
They are the reaction to previous aebievement—and thr 
always messy end. 



was not the last sucb ending. There were also the 
Congo. Algeria, Ang<Ja, Vietnam. 


For the current gcficralion of Americans the expe¬ 
rience in Vietnam has fieeTned unprecedented, unique. 
We sought to guide the political development of a coun¬ 
try distant from our own. Wc failed and were rejected. 
Tbe end was terrible 

Having lived in Am erica, Kipling felt obliged to give 
advice when, in 1898. with the Spanish*Amer1caii War 
and the acquisition of the Philippines, the American 
colooial experience began. Mo one then blusbed to 
apeak of white men and tbeir responsibilfty. However, 
one should know what to expect. 

Take up the White Man's bordei^ 

Use savage wars of peace— 

Pill full the mouth of Famine 
And bid the sickoess cease; 


In Vietnam tbe words were different, the colonial 
idea was the same. Farliar rt bad been to re«cne people 
from backwardoess. idolatn, indolence, misrule. Now it 
was to save them from Commuaisin. Tbe British had 
governed in western India through tbe ^inces. in Malaya 
through the sultans, io Africa throng the chiefs. 

For some, saving Vietnam from Commoolsin was a 
crusade, wu so called, and aeemed as high minded as 
living Coojtantin^le from tbe TVrks or redeeming 
Jerusalem from the infldoi. For others, it was an ^ 
portuaJty to mike a link money. For yet otb^, the 
admixture of mollvga wgg mora subtle: united with free 
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enterpnc^ wu freedom. The second ws» boUi impor* 
ttflt end a cover /or tbe first. If Comnunisn succeeded 
[Q Vietnam, freedom and therewith free enterprise would 
be in denser io llteileod. Malaysia, Singapore. Hawaii. 
This was tbe domino theory; tbe economic motive locked 
just behind. Better to dght for freedom and free enter¬ 
prise in Vietnam than on the beaches of Oahu, Or 
after that maybe Malibu. 

The United States could have remained in Vietnam 
that there is not the slightest doubt. But. as with 
the Portuguese, the British, the French, ibe Spaniards 
and among the Crusading knights and kings, there came 
■ decline In the colonial trpni. What had been a slow 
decline in other countries went rapidly in the United 
States. People would no longer suspend disbelief, accept 
the higher motives, ignore the lower economic ones 
Again there was the messy end. 

As at Acre, they came with cash In Saigon. IVn. 
as noted, it was for space in the galleys. Now u was 
for space on (he helicopters. These were faster than 
the lalleys, and the trip out was more nuickly over. 
Alio it could all be watched on tele.vmon. Bv this 
much only, had the expericDce of colonialism changed 
mer seven hundred years. 

Does the colonial experience belong forever to 
history? Tbe United States has badly bum<^ fingers; 
ihe enori to govern indirectly and .shape pnlrtical deve¬ 
lopment In distant lands will beoceforth surety be view- 
(•d with caution. And it is not only Ihr UniM States 
that has hod this pain TTie Suviei Union, in the years 
following World War II. sought to extend ilv influence 
in Yvgoslavli. China. Egypt. lndone**iri and Ohano. 
Contempioting ihe n'sults. it can hardiv feel pleaded. 
When Ben Bella, a Soviet acolyte, was deposed in 
Alaeriii a Ru.tvi.in newspaper cnrrespondonl $a^d to me 
lather sodb'. ''Thev uvro our tanks. Wi*!!, at lrH*t they 
didn't uve our advivers ” The Chine.te. iu Iheir turn, 
became the biltcr rncinies of the Russi.mt, Once again 


'*Tbe Marne o( those ve better." One hopes that there 
is now a volume of Kipling in the Kremlio. 

But. though colonialism is dead, the .scars remsfn. 
'Rie old colonial powers are now the rich Industrial lands. 
’Hteir former colonies are the poor countries of tbe 
world. Cotoniali^im is blamed for this poverty. As 
earlier noted, it gets the blame when locil failure—that 
of local governments, poliucidos. businessmen or econo* 
mic policy—would be a more salutary rxplaoation. 

The colonial experience also maxes deeply sensitive 
the relationships between the rich countries and the poor, 
Hiat the rich laod« have an obligation to help the poor 
is widely accepted. It is one I strongly avow. But even 
if tbe money and the will to help are available, the 
difficulties do not end. if the assisting country remains 
remot*!. wait.s to be asked, dues nnt toierfcre. it will be 
thought if»dlfferent And. very often, the help will be 
hadly used. 

The alternative is tu be interested, forihcomfng. 
watchful, anxious to urge what .teems witd and right. 
Then you risk being called a neocolonialist, one who is 
Hiking to re-establish Imperial pre*eminenca or rule. 

To the delicacy of this line 1 ran testify as a one* 
nine ambas<iador in India, although India was never the 
most difliruli case. My instinct was to get involved. Eco¬ 
nomic develupmrnt is a great and fascinating enterprise. 
There none like it. Hnw does one ease the escape 
livm Ihe aacohj tradition of hunger and deprivailun? 

I had no ihort.iRc of thoughts. Also the United States 
was supplying much food and much money. For tbair 

T had in some degree to answer. The late Krishna 
Mcnon, in j memoir, concluded that it was my fa^fror^• 
secret purpose to be the new viceroy. By most others 
1 was forgiven. But, unlike numrmus other Americans. 
It was inv gixid fortune to have been warned, I had 
lived much of mv life >0 soutbeastera Vermoat aad 
knew all about Kipling.

THE VIOLENT 
DECADE 

Tht Naxalife movement suddenly burst into 
prominonee ton years 090. SUKHARANJAN 
SENGUPTA traces the origin and spread of 
the militant Left movement and shows how 
the insurgency was put down by counter* 
insurgency. 

r E arrovw thst KsDu Sinysl had shot from tb« Terai 
ireen in Nsxathari has crossed tone year& Its 
trajectory during the decade has not only been Ibeorc' 
Mcally controversial but so full of blood and violence 
at was unprecedented even in the days of Beogal lerro* 
rism in the early part of this century. The arrow now 
seems stationary. With the momentum it lathered from 
the shootini base in Naxalbari it brought at least 1,700 
deaths In its trail, both from insurxency and counter* 
insurgency The movement which originated from Naul 
bari in the district of Darieehng. was three pronged: 
(one! In Naxalbari, (two) m Debra and CopilMllavpur 
and (three) Urban guerilla operairnna which indued 
the action in Blrbbum. 

Geographically. Naxalbari is a part of the 275 square 
miles of the Terai region but politically since 18^. the 
entire Terai has assumed the name of Naxalbari, which 
wis a non*re|u}ated area, placed under the Governur's 
direct administration almost till the last day of the 
British Bij. The sleepy and slumbering bamlei of Naxal 
bari, which had witnesaed many invasions from Nepal, 
Sikkim and Bhutan till 1617, suddenly burst into poli¬ 
tical prominence in March 1967. Kanu Saoyal. then a 
prominent regional leader of the CPI(M). organised a 
group and began forcible occupation of land in the three 
police station areas of Naxalbari. Kharibari and Phao&i- 
dews. In Mardi and April the same year, there were 
65 incidents of landgrabbihg. arson and tooling. Bui 
the police did not take action on the pka that some 
ministers of tbe first United Front GoveruDeot bad 
declared that police would not interfere in any 'pro* 
gressive movement*. News of this movement reached 
newspaper oflUes and Left Parties* taeadqoarlera in 
Calcutta Many of them considered it a new kind of 
land movement in India and wished it success. 

Emboldened, Kaou Sanyal contended that he bad 
started a movament with landless people and adhiars 
(share-aoppers) who were tortured ^ the umiudars of 
Naxalbari. He also claimed that the judiciary always 
sided with the samindars in their disputes with tbe 
bargadars (also sbare'Croppers). As a matter of fact, 
there never existed a samindari system in Naxalbari. 
Tbere was instead the mahai system, which meant the 
State was the owner of the land. Apart from the tea- 
gardens and forest lands, there remained 60,000 acres 
for cultivation and homestead.*. The Khar Mahal Mana¬ 
ger selected 860 people (or managing those 60.000 acres 
on agreements varying between 20 and 30 years. They 
used to pay revenue and other taxes to the Governsoent 


and distributed tbe tand among iMkadars numbering six 
tbousand. But in 19S4 under the Estate Acquisition 
and Lamd Reforms Act. the thikadars acquired owner* 
ship ri^ts and became direct tenants (ryots) of the 
State. Under the same An. several thousand tea gar¬ 
den labourers of other States who were given 'Bakslsh* 
(incentive) lands by the garden^wners aUn became 
ryots. In the Siliguri court betvoen the years of 18G2 
and 1966. jotedars of the Naxalbari area filed ISO ejection 
suits against tbe adhiars but in iS9 cases the court's 
judgmefit went against the jotedars. 

to the initial stages Kanu Sanyil collncted 25 people, 
who were popularly known as being 'landless', to 
spearhead his movement. Bui according to sett k men I 
records of 1966, most of them had land of their own; 
Panchanan Sarkar bad 51 acres, Jlhan .Santhal 42 bighas. 
the family of Jangal Santhul 25 acres, Mujibar Rahaman 
2S acres. Lata Kishan 25 bighas. Machru Oraon 36 
bighas. Jbupra Oraon 20 bigh«'. Rupna Oraon 22 bighax, 
Bhakru Oraon 20 bighas, ^tai Mund«i IB bighas, Dha 
rani Burmnn M bighas. Teopa N.iik 15 bighai^. Muthura 
Oraon IS bifMs, Balartm Singh 12 bighas. Tut^l Kishan 
14 Mfbas. Subhas Karmakar H bigha*. Krti>lm>i Bithadur 
12 bigbas. Lukba Oraon 20 bighax. SiiKlal Orann IS 
highas and Kadam MiilKk 75 nrres of land. Only Kanu 
Sanyal had no land nr landed intore.*i there because he

The situation m Naxaltwn became tense in the 
third wet*k of Mav 1967. Along with the forcible occu¬ 
pation nf land, arson and looting, the Nnxalities corn- 
miMed four murders: two uf them, of a couple (Mr. atid 
Mrs. t^wrence of the Gangaram Tea Estate) who were 
tea-garden labourers. .) third one oi Nagen Roy Chau- 
dhuri. a Jotedar and a busine.ssmdn and Ihc fourth of a 
police inspector. Sonjm Wnngdi. The late West Bengal 
l^nd and l^nd Revenue Minister nnd a veteran CPI(M) 
tactician. Mr Harekhshna Kondr. then made several 
trips to Siliguri and li.id secret talks with Kanu Sanyal 
and Simren Bosu. his cluse assodaie, to channelise the 
movement towards the Pnrtv's aicepted line. But Kotiar 
failed. Not onlv did hr fall, but xerrous difierenres 
developed between the CPKM) hierarchy and Kanu's 
Dolitical guru. Charii Maiumdar. who later hcrome the 
rhairman of the new party. CPI (ML). 

Charu Majumdar. who was thtn 49 had hii irrsl 
lea.son in communism at the Pabns Edward College in 
1936 when he was stiidvina in T.Sc. His political tutor 
was then Madhab Das, a prominent coiiiinunist of the 
then North Bengal of pro-partition days. 1 .ater, he came 
under the infiueuce of Sachin Das Gupta, a dociui. Both 
Cbani Majumdar and Das Gupta had been together in 
their boyhood years in Jalpaiguri. Under Da& Gupta, 
Chero turned into a full-time communist worker and 
taler moved on to Boda and Pachagar (which now form 

K of Rangpnr district) to motivate klsani and landless 
urers. He shot ioto prominence during the tebbaga 
moveaent In the mid-forties. But the Party could not 
stomach bis mibtaocy even in those pre*partitio& days. 
He was withdrawn from tbe peasant front and asked tu 
form trade uniotis in the former Bengal-Doors Rly 
(exteodiof from Parbatipur to Domohani). But Charu 
Majoradar acted on his own nod organised a group of 
adhiars at DomohanJ. His activities ultimately led to a 
police firing, in whid) a doseo people died. This took the 
PArty by surprise. After the partition of Bengel he was 
sent 10 Mai in Jalpiiguri district to organise tea-garden 
workers. 

According lo some reports, the late Harekrishoa 
Kooar had met Charu Majumdar at his Mahanaodapara 
lesidence. Siliguri in or about May. 1967. During their 
nigtatlong meeting Knnar pleaded with Charu Majum 
dar to discipline Kaou Sanyal and his band of rebels 
and urged him to adhere to the ParW line. But Charu 
Mamcndar sent Kim away with the tnreit, "1 shall not

After 2S0 inddonu of forcible occupation of lanl 
arson, looting and IS deaths had gone oa record, thr 
United Front Guveniment finaNy directed the police to 
priest the Naxabtes. Before the police moved into 
operation in early July, three individuals of difierent 
IH/IUlr;il persuasions had organised local resistance lu 
the Naxalbari mnvemcni. Thev were Iswar TirkI of 
Hanglu Congress. Oto Trakash Rai of Corkha League 
who was then a Minister and Sampai fUi. the local 
Sothjii.sr J*<irty leader of Phansidewa. Of the I5 people 
killed, lU belonged to these three movements. Wlwn 
Iho police moved m. Kanu Sanyal. Janfil Sanlhal and 
niher workers went underground aod peace returned to 
NiixalhdH in August K<iim Sanyfll was arrested late in 
fdCS along with many others. 

In IdCih the Ifnitod Front again came to power in 
West lien gal (I (id »ll again»>t Kauu Sanyal and others 
were wiihurawn. The CPUM) thought they would deal 
with the breakaway group politically. But on the first

The Naxahtie movement had reachcii 
its closiog phase at Debra. 

Revohitionanes at Gopiballaypui managed tu hnatdi 
StkSS nfies from the iotedars aiid the rvlaiively wcll'Oll 
people. Here also, tlie Naxaiitc>» cunimvcl themsolvei: to 
tooling, arson and snatching of arms and (he jwople who 
Joined them were mostly S<*n1hals and tribals. >Vhen 
the E.F.R. moved in with light machine guns and other 
automatic weapons, lha Insurgents' acUvilies weakened 
aod tlie people who previously gave them shelter began 
refusing to do so now. Some infoimcd the police and 
got the insurgents arrested. Socialist leaders Dhananjo* 
Kjr and Raja ram Singh of Jhaiar.im played an nn[Kin 
tant role in organiaing resistance lu ilie Naxalites. The 
Naxalitcs of Gopiballavpur wc^re not very krrn os 
killing. They had just six killings on record, including 
that of a s^ool teacher whom they suspected of being 
a police informer. Before the second United Front 
Government broke down in March IPTO. normalcy had 
returned lo Debra and Copiballavpur. Santosh and Mihir 
Rant had fled

Bui were Debra and GopiballHvpur evei 'freed' 
during tbe movement? Certain^ not. When the police 
were silent spectators the Naxalitcs intensified llicir 
activiiy. but as soon as tbe furecs uf law and order 
began to act. Ihey relented. Like Naxalban Hobta* 
Copiballavpur too received undeserved publicity not 
only in Naxalite pamphlrts. but also in the mass media. 
Even the Intelligence Bureau irJed to paint the move 
ment as alJpervadmg. The runmur was spread thal a 
long March on tbe Chinese model wuulcl start from 
Debra-Gopiballavpur and the tnvtii w.is mi firmed in lit 
reporta But the myth was exploded in no time. 

C HARU Majumdar. Kami Sanyal and other pioneers ol 
the Naxalite movement wont iindergmund before the 
secood U.P. Ministry fell apart. A brief lull prevailed in 
tbe countryside and in the urban arcav Bui (he storm 
was gatberiag. Suddenly in the last week of July. 1970 
darkness descended. Calcutta. Howruh, the industrial 
saburba and the vast refugee colonies saw a revive' of 
Naxalite rerrorism, Polire constables were their main 
targets. The murders were committed before huodreds 
of people, none of whom had any courarc to intervene 
When the helplessness of Ibe police and administration 
became apparent people began to feel shaky and demo 
ralised. This strengthened (he hands of N.ixalites. 

Tbe urban guerillas Old not cunfioe themselves to 
mnnkiing policemen. Political itarlers, workers and 
other neo of repute were not spared cither. They 
allayed tbe twj Universities, Calcutta and Jadavpur. 
and tbe Presidency College. whuU had to be closed 
down lnd<‘'inJteiy. to one year suiting July 1970 , 331 
s^ooU j/)d colleges were ailacked and many uf them 
had (0 be shut ^wn for several munihs The political 
hfe (tf Cakuttg. which had endured the riots of Idtfi 
and 1647, was completely suspended. 
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Towtrdi tbe esd of 1979, utu^sl prtviikd in police 
htimcks in Calcutta and Howrab and a few cases, of 
o&sault of senior officers were reported. PoUcemea were 
furious over tbe deaths of hundreds of tbeir colleifues. 
The admiaistratioD, they felt, had failed to act dedsively. 
Plans for a counter iosurgency move were then drawn 
up by the administration Help was also given to other 
political groups to organise resistance against the Naxa 
lites. The counter insurgency move was put Into opera* 
lion in late November 1970. Some days later, the bodies 
of 12 young men were found near Barasal on the 
national highway. They were identified as Naxalite 
inhabitants of the northern suburb of Calcutta. People 
suspected the police were behind this orgaaiaed murder 
and they were strongly condemned for it Tbe murders 
were seen as even more grave than tlw murders of I>r. 
Copat Sen. the Vice •Chancellor of Jadavpur University 
who was hilled oo the campus. Sartto^ Bhattachariec 
CPi(M) 'leader at Berhampur.

In December 1970 and January 1971 an incredibh 
well organised attach was launrhe^ on Naxaliies at 
Co»*.sipur in Calcutta and Konnagar in Hooghly district. 
The Cussipur operation was attributed to the ruling 
0>nerps« Pony and the one at Konnagar to the CPIiMl 
Al CnMtpur. 15 hodlex were recovered from the 
Hooghly, three of which remained uaidentifted. At 
Konnag^ir several «ikults and buiu'^ with decomposed 
OcHh werr dug out in the presence of tbe Diatrirl 
Muglstraiot nf Hooghlv and Howrah from a field com¬ 
mon to the iwo districts. The discovery had ao imne* 
diiite impact on urb<in guerilla activities. Families to 
which NavnlitrH belonged began leaving Cofitipur.

admimsiraiion. Rirbhutn shot into the headlines. The 
law*i‘nforcing machinery had collapsed completely is the 
district between January and June 1971.

Relatively we]hlo<do 
people were temporarily evacuated from Bolpar, $uri. 

Kampurbai and Sainthio Many people locked Ibemsek 
ves bp in their houses even during daytime. Political 
leaders and workers went into hiburnation. They were 
scaled even when their telephone rang. Ofteo they did 
nut respond. The ronrlsi Lodge and Guest Houses at 
Santjflikalan remained, vacant for months on end. Delin* 
quent youths fi’om rich families were seen in Bolpur 
and Suri painting Naxalite skigaas across walla. 
Professor Amiya Saha of Bolpur was killed at midday 
in his house and the killers were given shelter, asto¬ 
nishingly enough, bv the of!itvrin<harge ot the police 
statiun at his house. Narayan Banerjee’s murder was 
witnessed by a vuung mao in tbe neighbourbood. He 
Informed (he poficr but they failed to respootT A few 
days later he was found murdered on SantinikeltR road. 
Pvopic became even more apprehensive about the police 
than about the Naxolites. 

Young Naxabtes with the help of a typed list of 
make and number of firearms traced the bouses of tbeir 
owners. Some T.B. officers sent from Calcutta were 
killed. In one case an 1.6 officer was slain in (be pre¬ 
sence of the officer-mcharge Bolpur Police Station and 
not a single puliceman came to his rescue. Tbe Nana- 
lites faced resistance at Santiniketan only once, from a 
retired I.C.S. Officer. Raojil Ray. a renewed hunter, 
whox wife IncideBtally was a terrorist *n Dacca and a 
member of (be Aous))ilan Samity. Three young men 
went to bis Purba Palli residence in the first week of 
July 1971 and asked for hia revolver. Asking them to 
wait he went inside a room, loaded his revolver and 
came back. But as the boys reached out to take tbe 
weapon lie pressed the trigger. One of the neo died 
on tne spot and the others fled away.

NnxiUte movement from tbe day it befen at Naxalbari 
in May 1967 — 1$ past its prime. It is as if the fever is 
gone and the main ^orry is coovalescecMe. Already 
newspapers have reported that the West Bengal Govern- 
ment's concern in the Naxalbari area is not a 
recrudescence of violence but the 'rehabilitation' of those 
who have been released from jails. 

Has the Janata Party victory really blunted the 
edge of revolutionary urge for change and ushered ia 
an era of a 'grand Mtriotic ahiaoce'? Par from it. The 
respite, in all likelihood is temporary; the calm, 
enforced. A Government whose first act was to raise 
the procurement price of wheat by way of an eketion 
gift lo the rich farmer lobby is not welle«)uipped lo 
Stein the tide of revolution. The idea is gaining ground 
ihal but for one's freedom to write what one likes and 
shouts what comes to one's head, notbing is altered. 
flBrljars still burn, the landless still starve, the uoem 
ployed still grow id number. To come to grips with 
ihesc problems is infinitely mure arduous than the grant* 
ing of seven freedoms. That alone explains the appeal 
made by I he Prime Minister to the business community 
nn India, distinguished only by its greed, to make less 
profn voluntaiily. Rven within the brief period ol 
seven months in power, the more intelhgrut among them 
have begun to sound apologetic. Mr. Chandiashekhar 
has wanted that the poor have waited long enough, 
though he has added that miracles cannot happen in a 
day. Mr. Jayaprakash Naraytn has spoken of the 
Inevitability of class war, though he has gone on to say 
Ihal hfiSA might iml be used against black/narketeers 
and pioAteeri. So the Janat.i Party's posture of a grand 
rewncilialiiin dnes not deceive anybody. To the revolu¬ 
tionaries. IhiH is yet another stratagem in (he armoury 
uf the ruling class to lonlain the dOgrr of the 
people against an inhuman system of waste and 
uniuncrrn, a rystciu whkh is always pregnant with 
violence A peaceful solution to this antagonism 
is deapeiaiely sought but that does not exist. Revolution, 
hence, ia always on ihc cards. There is no getting away 
from il Ail of us will be asked in limes to coiuc to 
lake sides, cither as mitioies or informers. There will 
he no fence to sit on. Like Yeats, (be Janata might 
well .say. "Altei US. the savage godsT 

There are two facets of the Naxalite movemcat that 
apparently conduce liberal self*satisfaction: tbe mistakes 
they made and the factions they are driven into. In a 
way the ten years of Ibeir activity cao be summed up 
ar. a series of errors and progres^ve division in tberr 
ranks. Their inilial dcclrration of 'hundred per cent 
aod unconditional loyalty to the Chioese Communist 
Party’, their negation o^ the role of forms of struggle 
other than annihilation of class enemies, their total 
disregard for nationalist sentiments as evinced in the 
breaking of statues, tlicii action in cities all roctived 
more than adequate attention in our Press and from (be 
pulpits of Parliamentary Parties. Tbe mistakes may be 
traced to their political lioc and orgaoisational prind* 
pies, and the price they have had lo pay for that, have 
led to rethinking amoog the revolulionartea ibentselves. 

Asit Sen. Nagi Reddy. Sushita] Royefaoudhuri. Kanu 
Sanyal. Ashim Chatterjee, Suniti Gbose aod o^rs have 
at different stages of the moaement come out against 
the CPKMD's domioant line chartered by Cbaru 
Marumdar, thus inteosifying tbe ideological struggle io 
the ranks of the revofutionaries. This has tnevilably 
given rise to factions and groups, who zealouslv advocate

Copybook maxims are of so use when a revoln* 
tioDjry Party seU itself to the task of orfanisof the 
people» to the task of seizure of povrer. lo our country 
the task is xnade more difficult because of the existeace 
«f Parties who, to borrow a description from Malraux. 
are revolutionary enoufh to thwart the growth of o 
feouine revolutionary movemeot, and weak enough not 
to carry out the task themselves. Ko Commoaist Party 
worth its name embarks on its revorutioaary task with 
the certain foreknowledge of the correctoesa of iu 
assessment of chances success. Mane knew it; 

when the communards went ahead despite hii warning 
that it would be a ^desperate folly' to take up arms, he 
did not hesitate lo bail their heroism ; "History has no 
Ilka example of like greatness," he wrote to Kugelroann. 
"World history would indeed be very easy to make If 
atruggies were taken up only on condition of infallibly 
favourable chances.’* Those who ayrepathiae with tht 
revolutionary movement in India may well remember 
these words of Marx. It it not the mistake — In 
l40in’s words, ‘errors on the side of rtvotobon*—that 
ought to concern them but the kssons the revolution' 
a ties have learnt from them. Tbe Birbbum'Mur^Udabad 
Regional Committee of the CPt<ML) in tbotr appraisal 
wrote that when tbe army was called out in their area, 
they did not And In their ranks ten peasants whom they 
could rely on. If the reports appearing in tbe Press 
are any indication, the revohrtionanei are not finding 
themselves left so high and dry in Bhojpur v^a con* 
fronted with the organs of State power. Tbe best anung 
them have surely lejrnl by tiMir expenence tbe truth 
of Stalin's statement: '’Without tbe support of akllhons. 
the best minority is impolent.’* 

Similarly, on tho question of partial struggles as 
complenentary to the confrontatioo with overall State 


madiiaery, the experience of Hie w ortt es^ movemenC 

et tbe DallklUjhere Iron ore mines in Madim Pradesh, 
one hopes. Is ceiteia to give rise to rethinidBf fa tbe 
minds of revotutkmeries who have Utberto frowned 
upon the trade tmJoo merremeat es something noworthy 
or attention. The heroic struggle there under the 
leadership ofi a Kexalite. uoaiden by ell tbe Mg central 
trade unioBS. has emce again shown that the wbate on 
the need for economic struggle Is far from aettled, one 
way or the other. Hie revolutionaries belonging to 
Voity Committee of Communist Ravulutionaries 
(Marxist'Leninist). who have all along advocated the 
usefuincs of trade nnlon activity In tbe political educa* 
tfoo of workers, may legitimately expect a revival of 
interest in their contention, in its wake. 

This leads ns to the question of the various fectfont 
to which tbe revolutionaries belong and Ibeir chances 
of unity. A revolutionary movemeot still tn its infant 
has to bve with faction feuds. A look at the history 
of tbe Russian revolutionary movemeot till the capture 
of povfcr in 1917 or at the Chinese Communist Park’s 
career up to tbe estabhihment of Chiirman Mao’s 
authority at Tsenuy Conference only confirms the 
view that tbe emergence of a corrert tine Is not achieved 
carily in any revolutioiiary movement The acerbity of 
lone is charaderistic of a group that holds fast to what 
It believes to be tbe only correct line. It Is in the course 
of tbe struggle that the groups wouW cone closer, 
appredate one another’s point of view and cease to 
doubt one anolber's bonafides. Behind bitter dr'putes, 
there will be always *unlry talks’. The graviUtion of 
revohitionarks Inin tbe foM of one command will be 
always on tbe lines advocated by Mao — 'unity — 
struggle — unilv' The urge for the vast majority of 
Indian people for a better life, which can only be 
wtMtted by tbe liberal democrat’s promises, but never 
satisM will always act as a stimulant for the revolu* 
tienaries to cloae their ranks, consolidate their forces 
and look abe^ with confidence. 


The unrepentant IMaxalite

D. Bandbapedhyaya, when he met ber et the 
President is relevant to those IntereAed in tbe 
radical moveownt 

Molina comes from Sukhjora, a tiny village 
ringed by rice fields. 2S km from tbe holy city 
Bishnnpur in Baakora district Molina’s father. 
Snrendra Nath Dbak. was the village schoolmaster. 
Thus, all bis five cblldrao received a c b ool education. 
Molina passed ber Higher Secondary from tbe nearby 
Raiagram Sbashibhushan Raba Institution in 1971. 
That would put her age el sround T2. theogb nobody 
in tbe Dbak household could be predse. 

From what we could gather after several boors 
of discuisioni with pobce authorities, friends of tbe 
Dbak family, and an interview Rmrw*r Beran

Dbsks being ST (They are Bagdli). Anil wouM 
hesitate to eat food at other bouses in the village. 
But Anil dunged radknlly after he spent n few 
years outside the village—Mdying egricultuze at 
Hiinsursb aod. later, working at Slndri and Bankurt. 

On his riita to Sukhjora, Jala I recalled. Anil would 
g^ agitated when talking about ’exploitation’. He 
%vas tlwD seen reading Lenin’s books. 

lo early 197$. Molioa—who. family members re* 
member, was never tbe leader type at school 
and would generally remain quiet at home, 
went to stay with Anil, tben working at 
Bankura. Some time later, both brother and 
rister went nnderground. ’Hie next tbe police came 
to know of Molina was on March $1. 1979. when 
Mobna and Saatimoy Akorey stabbed to death Anil 
Komar Biswas, a fortner employee of tbe Durgapur 
ADoy Steel Pleat and a one-time asaodale of MoKoa's 
group. 

Anil Dbak is stiD abacoodfag. A pobce 
warrant isaued for him has not bees vntfadrawn. 
'The autbevities beBeve that both Anil and MoBna 
bebog to tbe prwUn-Piao faction of the CPlfML). 
Tbey suspect that both had cpcne to tbeir fatiur’s 
funeral in July 7S but tbe family members deity 
tbk. 

MoUna's motber, fiS-year-old Sreemali Dhnk, 
wbo. people told u& has been keeping very bed 
beahh after these events overtook tbe family, can 
vouch for tbe fact tbit Molina continues to belMve 
that sbe did tbe right thing. When Sreeinati Dbak 
met Mobna la jail. Mobna toM ber, without a trace 
of repentance, that whatever she had done, ste h^ 
done for tbe nation, not for berself. There was no fenr 
on her fact, only tremendous self4elenBtaation. 
MoUna had oied sKgbtfy but ber last wor^ to ber

In the Utf f%w years it was 
common to hear ot people 
klited durin9 'encounters' 
with the police. It was only 
after a civil ri9hts committee, 
heeded by Mr. V. M. Tar* 
kunde, the noted jurist and 
fi9hter for civil liberties, in* 
vestigated some such 'en¬ 
counters' in Andhra Pradesh 
that people knew the vie* 
tims were unarmed, had 
been tortured before and 
were shot at point blank 
range most of the time.

VMT: Yes. under its Eiucrgency 
powers, the government bod banned 
the CPI (ML) and many other orgi- 
nisatioos But that was possible only 
under the DIR. Hie Constitution 
grants tbe people the right to form 
associations and also the Government 
must prove tbe reaaonableoess of 
a ban on aoy Party. I do not think 
there was much justiftmtion for 
the ban on either tbe CPI (ML) or 
the many oiher organlsationa like 
tbe nSS which were banned.

There is reason to believe (hal the 
police o(Beers concerned will try to 
harass the wMneaies.

U.K.. etc. According to one 
caimate. aroutM) S lakh Bobra.i live in these countries) 
were exhorted to sever relations with them. Not only 
Ibit, ptaysice] violence was provoked. Cven woisea and 
rUIdreo w e re oot spared. Whosoever uttered a word of 
synpatby for the 'apostatiTed* from Udaipur suffered 
Ihe some fate. The priesthood withheld permission to 
marry from young girls from Udaipur. All ihix jusi for 
4saertiog one’s right Io run a youth assodalionf 

Tbe movement exposed the exploitative character 
of tbe priesthood and brought about a new awakening 
io tbe community as tbe moveroent was centred around 
deiiMXjaUc demaods. The reformist Bohrns were clearly 
Agbtiog for two basic demands, namely. accauntabUiiy 
of tbe priesthood towar ds tbe community about huge 
&ums colleAed at religimis tHbex and taxes and repla- 
(iag Hie diitalorshlp of the priestly family by democratic 
nianagameni. As these demaods struck tl the very roots 
uf the exploitative character of the authoritarian adreloi- 
'trsrien. the priestly family was out to wipe out Ibe 
reformist movement at any coat.

M any were the modes of trying 
witches in the old days. A common 
but elusive way was by finding private 
marks on Ihelr bodies or by weighing 
the suspected witch against the Churdi 
Bible. *f he or she pioved to be lighter 
Than the ponderous veliime. it was a sign 
of guilt. In anothi*r method sbe was 
furivd to weep, since a notion pcrsisied 
ishat s witch can sbed no more than 
ithrec leers and Hmmo only from her left 
«yc. But the most efficacious of all 
witch tests was swimming. In this 
method, a witch wa$ stripjM naked in 
a crude manner and cross-bnund. the 
right thumb to Ibe left toe and the left 
to the right loe. In this slate she was 
cast into tbc river or pond with suitable 
prayers to tiM* Alinighly to deiUre Ihf 
right: *1 she sank sbe was consideced 
innocent, tf she floated sbe was guilty. 
Many floated ar>d were promptly pro¬ 
claimed wi(rhe« then and (berc, 1iicy 
were ducked again at a later dele. The 
la^icestcr witches of 1717 cwc.m like a 
cork. thuiJgh they «lro\e all they could 
In sink. Ihe Reverend John Lewis did 
not sink when ducked in ^ramliogbam 
moat. 


In Scot bod. the witch was strangled 
at the stake and the body burned but 
there arc several lurid accounts of tlif 
culprits being seotenced to bumiog 
alive. An incredible number of wllcbes 
were pul lu death by the inquisitors and 
other persecutors In the 16th and I7lb 
cenlunus. The severe laws once tn force 
agains’ witchcraft resulted in violent 
deat^ to a giral number of innocent 
persons. In cases where fury unrestrain¬ 
ed by law worked its own vengeance, 
atrocious crimes in ihe name of u(^ool* 
ing tbe evil occurred.

Sailors went in special dread of 
witches, for wilches by their practices 
could dratrov any ship, either by raising 
a storm of by some other queer means. 
There are several stories about sailors 
and witches raoung from the authentic 
to ihe apocryphal. The hie of Man 
witches, it was said, had three cords 
with three knots in them When 
first cord was losened a go(^ wind 
sprang up. the second raised a stronger 
wind and the third a gale. Is 1493. 
Ekna Dalok, whose nam^ was already 
mud, told tbc Commissary of London 
that ’'if she bids the r&jn to rain, it 
rains at ber commaod". In I91S, Mar* 
garel Byx confessed that sbe and an* 
other woman named Ellen Pendleton 
bad taken part in a plot to burn the 
town of Wymondham. The fire was 
surlod by ordiocry means, but to keep 
i1 going a powerfully strong wind wds 
raised by witchcraft. 


Belief in witchcraft died hard but 
Addisno probably expressed the view of 
the most enlightened among the people 
at tha end of tbe 17th rent ury and tfa« 
beginning of Ihe Ifitb t«iiiurv. He wrote, 
'i believe is geseial that there is. and 
bas been, such a Thing as Witchcraft; 
but rt tSe same time, can give do credit 
to any particular instance cd it".

WOMEN 

What wore the woman in Jawaharla^ Nthru's 
Jlfa flha ? M O. MATHAI, who wa» fha tor- 
mar Prime Minister's private saeratarvi has.

House, written a behind-the-scenes account 
of Nehru's women. In the following eitraet 
he dwells on some of the most amusing epi¬ 
sodes involving the women Nehru knew.

Napolron bad many mistresses; but women did not 
joflurocc* him in matters of Slate.

MRIDULA SARABHAI 

A FKMAI.E who pursued Nehru with deierniostron aod 
in an uniohiblted iranoer normally oot asaocialed 
wiLh Indian womeu. was Mridula Sarabbai, bdress from 
a woaltby Guiarati family. She was a dedicated and 
tireless Congress worker. By early 1^6 Nebru bad lost 
ji^leresi in taor. She lackca fenuoloe ebam. clad ber 
.self in the most atroaous clothes, and generally dishgur- 
eO herM'U. In 1M6> when Nrhru became Congress 
rrcsideni, he was led several socialists in the Working 
Commit loo, and two of them as Ccoeral Secretaries. 
Since they chose to keep cut, Nebru appointed Dr. B. 
V Kc«k;ir and Mridula Sarabbai as tbe General S^re- 
t'jries. Mridula knew very little English. So sbe cm 
ployed more than one ghost writer. Sometimes she ber* 
self wrote in Knalisb to Nehru on political matters. Few 
could make head or tall ou! of ber letters in ‘'Englisb". 

Id 1£M7 Mridula Sarabbai was put rn diarge of 
"Recovery of Abducted Women". In this she worxed 
urcirssly and wiib great zeal and rescued many women. 
StM.' showed great courage but it was the reckless cour* 
age of a wild boar. She possessed do more thra tbe 
wi.sdom of tbe same aoimaL There have been many 
allegations of Mridula inflicting physical violence on 
refugee women, especially on tbe abducted ones. In 
1947 and thereafter, many people thought that this 
Aiiiasoniao had missed ber profeasiou and that sbe 
should have joined tbe Military Polkv. Sbe utterly 
lacked humaneness in dealing with biunao proUems. 

Bhuta Singh, aged SS. a bachelor Sikh farmer, 
rescued a ITyear-old Muslim girl. Zamb. trying to flee 
her abdiirior He paid Rs. 1,500 to ber captor for ber 
release early in Iw7. He married ber aiH] within 
eleven mootba Zaaib gave birth to a daughter. They 
lived happily. A oepoew of Bbuta Siogb, having a 
eye on ihe uncle’s landed property, reported to tbe 
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Nebru with wife Konolo; No Nebru beUeeed H *<m» 
mow,* mie women* 


authorities the presence of Zanib in the village. The 
informatioD ultimately reached Mridula. Her group, 
with a police eiwort, arrived on the scene and forcibly 
took away Zanib, much against ber will, put ber in a 
camp for six months, aod Anally sent her to Pakistan 
*0 join ber relatives. How a forlorn Bhuta Singb knoc- 
ked at every door to get his wife restored to him, bow 
he became a Muslim for tbe sake of Zanib, bow he 
smuggled himself and daughter Tanveer to Pakistan, 
bow be managed to meet Zanib whom he dearly loved, 
bow Zanib's relatives forced her to disown bim, bow he 
committed suidde. bow be was buried with solemnity 
in Lab«*e by local MosUms, how bis daughter Tanveer 
was brought up fay fueter parents in Lahore and mar¬ 
ried off to an engmear, constitute a tragic story known 
to milboos in Pakistan aod India. Bhuta Singh came to 
symbobse to milboos of Punjabis on cither aide of the 
border the tragic aflermatb of tbeir insane conflict as 
well as tbe faint hope that man’s ceaseless quest for 
bappiDess might ultimately overcome the hatred that 
keepe them asuodav. 

In \9SZ aod ifUr. Mridula wu accuaed of anti* 
national activlUei in regard to Knabmir, and tbe Gov- 








€rDiTi«iit of lodio. OD tbo advice of Home Waitter 
Govlnd Ballabh Paot, arrected and impriiozied her. la 
my view $lie was not fuiHy of aoti oatiooal activities, 
but only guilty of foollsboesa arlaiog out oi moUahness 
and a total lack of sense of proportion. 

I had two tiffs witb Mhdula. One was in 1M€ at 
the ‘'Betreat" In Simla during the visit of tbe Britisb 
Cabinet Mission Dressed la a Pathan'i dotbas, abe 
barged into my room and started ordering me about.

such interference by Mridula Sarabbai was unauthorised 
and that In futore she should be ignore, i did not fail 
to iofom Mridula about what I had dt.:ie After thui 
she was careful.

Heavily burdeoM by huge hanging breast', 
s^ perfected (be art of folding them into ber bra to 
look tike Mae West. $be always wore low-cut blouse^ 
and deftly Danced to lei her sari fall frequently from 
ber sl^ider before men to bare her breasts and make 
tbem shake like jelly pudding. When she occupied hei 
room, sbe filled it wjib tbe aroma of powders and 
scents. I never considered ber to be attractive; but. of 
course, tastes differ. 

Invariably Padmaja turned up at Nehru's resident r 
from Hyderabad in ilw first week of November to relr. 
brate tbe birthdays of Nehru (Hth), Indira (I9th) ami 
of berseU (iTib). Indira dbapproved of Padn>j|<t 
coming (oo often and staying for too long; bill she coulrl 
do nolhing about H. 

One day Mrs. Indira Gandhi tnlci me that shr did 
net like Padmaja arriving with her father in publir 

K anes such as Baj Path on Republic Day, Red Fort on 
dependence Day and the like, and wunied me to 
something about it. I told her. "You stop going 
vour fatMr in bis car and let your two little boys \u 
with him; you and Padmaia should go together io iiii* 
vtber car ahead of your father" Thiv used to work. 
io the annoyance of Padmaja who was not free from 
waoiing to pve impressions. 

MARRIAGE 7 

Id (he winter of 1947 Nehru was NCheduled to pwv 
a brief visit to Lucknow. Sarojini Naidu. who was thrn 
the Governor of Utur Pradesh, spread the news to her 
inner decle that Nehru was going to prupose to Padmnja. 
And Padmaja was all keyed up and in great expecta. 
tioos. And Io ! Nehru arrived in Lucknow with L<idv 
Mounthatteo Padmaja locked herself up Jn her room 
aod went into taoirums. She refused to rncH L^Hv 
Mouotbatlen. 

SUICIDE? 


During the wrinter of lS4fi Padmaja was elected to 
ihe Constituent Assembly from Hyderabad. Soon after, 
she landed herself in the Prime Minister's Kou^e and 
occupied ber stretnglc room. Sbe had iiu iultation of 
taking advantage cd tbe Government accommodation 
normally allotted to a Coastitueot Assembly member. 
She bad every intention of overstaying her welcome* 
The problem was solved soon. She was told of the 
impeiMlBg visit of Lady Mouutbatten on her way to the 
Cast aod again on ber way back. A couple of dav« 
before Lady Mountbatten’s arrival, Padmaja moved into 
the Western Court, (a hotel in Delhi) where she e&lab* 
lished berself in a suite of rooms next to ber sister 
Leilamani Naidu. wbo was working in the External 
Affairs Ministry. 

After Lady Mountbattea’s arrival, Padmaja sent fur 
todira and told ber that she wanted lo hand over all 
tbe letters Nehru had written to her. Sbe also told 
Indira that she was going to comuilt suicide. Indira 

told me about this the same day: sbe waa somewhat 
disturbed. I asked ber to tell Padmaja that if she han* 
ded over tbe letters io a sealed picket, she would givr 
ii to ber father. Iben I burst into laughter and told 
her the story of a young married woman who lived io a 
bouse OP Ihe bank of tbe river Pamba near my ancestral 
home in Travaneore*. Ibe woman used to have perpe 
lull quarrels with her husband, One day, while it was 
rainlog very heavily ttd the river was lo flood, the 
woman tbonied at her husband and told him that she 
wu going to drown berself in the river. She rushed 
into her room, took an ambrella. opened ftt htid rushed 






ovt of the bouM towvdt the nver. T^t fooHib woomb 
thougbt tb«t the buoboDd would get a frti^ 9d ria 
after ber. He did oethlnf of tbe kind. Sbe ftealtbily 
returned to ibe bouse, crestfalleo. Then the baebind 
burst out Jiugbiog and asked her. ''Will anytte «d>o is 
serious about commrttiog suidde give nooce of it to 
others ? Will anyone who wants to drown bersetf in ifae 
river or the sea. ojMn an umbrella for prolectioa from 
the rain I advised Indira that "'hereafter if anyone 
tells you about the intention of committing suidde. you 
should encourage the person to XMny it our. 

ijiraiLE in Delhi. Lady Mountbaiteo wanted to meet 
VV Podmaia, She sent a message to Padmaja that the 
would rail on her at the Western Court. But Padmaja; 
who was in tantrums, refused to meet ber. 

After the departure of Lady Mountbatten. when 
Padmaja was composed and somawbat normal. 1 met 
her In Western Court. Among other things she told me 
sadly. "Jawahar is not a one^womao's man". I said In 
myself ""she has taken such a long time to discover it". 
She did not know when to retire. 

A year later, having seen two photographs of Ladv 
Mountballen in Nehru's bedroom. Padmaja could not 
bear the thought of not having one of hers there. So 

sbe hung a small but provocative painting of hers (bust 
ohowing) above tba Areplace in Nehru’s Mdroooi m 
tucb ■ position that Nehru could see it while lying in 
his bed. Htc moment Padmaja left Delhi* Kebru bad 
Ihe paiutiog removed and stored. 

Soon after Govind Ballabb Pant became Home 
Minister, be wanted to send Padmaja. whom be bad 
knovni personalty well and for long, as Govenor of 
Wesi Bengal. He consulted Dr. B. C Rev, the Chief 
Minister or the Slate, who was a long*gUouBg personal 
fhend of Padmaja. Or. Boy enthusiastically welcomed 
the appoinimeni. PanM also bad an inforraal talk with 
President Bajendra PrtMHJ. who also welcomed it. Only 
aHer that did Pantji broach the subject to the Primi* 
Minister. Nehru’.« younger sister, Krishna Holbeearng. 
wrote to nic an astounding letter asking me "was m 
dune for services rendered I wanled to reply and 
tell her that the initiative in tbe matter was taken bv 
Pantji without clearance from (he Prime Minister. But 
iben I remembered Nehru’s advice to me not to enter 
into any correspondence with ber insofar as possible. 


Padmaja proved to be a good Governor. After Ur. 
Boy, she got on well with his successor P. C. Sen also 
Sbo remained Governor of West Bengal (or a little 
over ten years. She revelled In behaving like a pucca 
"Lai Sahib". Her tiuly noo*commuoa] outlook and ap 

K osch (o problems in the problem State were emiacntly 
Ipful. Sbe retired from Goveroorsbip aometime 
after the death of Nehru. 


"SHRADHA MATA" lASSUMED NAME) 


I N tbe autumn of 1946 a young woman from Benaras 
arrived in Now Delhi as a sonponw named Shradba 
Mata. Sbe was a Sanskrit scholar and well yers^ m 
andeni Indian scriptures and mythology. lochi* 

ding MPs, thronged to hear her discourses. One day 
$. 5. Upadbyaya. Nehru’s old employee* brought a letter 
in Hindi from Shradha Mata about whom be ^he very 
highly. N^u gave ber an interview in the PhTs 


Duiifig one of Nehru's vlaita to Lucknow. Shradha Mats 
turned up Iherej and Upadhyaya brought a l«tW from 
her as usual* Nehru sent her the re^; and she visi¬ 
ted Nehru. Padmaja went byaterical.

Snddenly Shradha Mata disappeared. In November 
IMS a convent io Bangalore sent a decent kMkiDg person 
to Delhi with a bundle of letters. He said that a young 
woman from North India bad arrived at the convent a 
few months ago aod given birth to a baby boy. Sbe 
bad refused to divulge ber name or give any particulara 
about herself. Sbe left tbe cooveni as soon as sbe 
was well enough to move ouL Sbe left the dilld be¬ 
hind io the (OQvePt; bot she forgot to tiike with her a 
small doth bundle in which, among other things, aavera! 
Hindi teHert vrerc found. Tbe Mother Superior, who 
was a for'ifiaer. had the letters examined aM was toM 
they w'.e from Ibe Prime Minister. The person who 
brooght the letters surrendered then. But ne declined 
to f»e hb name, or the name of the Mother Soperfor, 
or tbe name and addreas of tbe convent. Nehru wax 
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told of tbe foots. He tore the letters without Afly 
emotioo reflected to his feet. 
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tu matters of sex or tbe coasequedces arfRQR 
therefrom, no poUtidan wfl) oormill? risk his Mliticai 
future by owning up and acceptiof the respooslhillty in 
all its aspects. 

Sbradha Mala returned to North India and dlscar* 
ded her »onpaam>*s robes. Tbe last I beard was that 
«be was in Jaipur and was floinfl about with bobbed hair, 
lipstick and all that. Never again did she attempt to 
see Nehru. 

I made discreet enquiries repeatedly about the bey 
but failed to gel a clue about his whereabouts. Con* 
vents in such matters are extremely tiibt lipped and 
secretive. If I had succeeded in locating ue boy. 1 
would have adopted him. He must have grown up as 
4 Calholic Christian. 

Whenever I think of the bey, the story of Napu* 
leoo's son by Countess Marie Walewska comes to my 
mind Napoleon knew about bis t vislence only at BJba 
While, with tbe connivioce of the Britlsb. Marie 
Walewskf visited him on the inland with her little son. 
As they vrere returning to tbe mainland, Napoleoa took 
the b(^ In his arms, kissed him and gently put him 
down. Then he started to preaeot him with a turord by 
saying, "My son. this was the sword with which 1 
CMquered Italy when I was twenty'aix**. Marie 
Walewcka asked Napoleon lo take back the svrord eod 
loM him. "Oh NapelMO. there are other ways of dls* 
Hnauishine onewif than by tbe sword*’. Her wish ultJ* 
mate IV canit* true. Her son. Alexandre Florlan Joseph 
Colonna Walewska (l61Ck18B6> was made a Count of 
France aivl became Ambassador to Floreoce, Naples and 
London. In l$SS be became the Foreign Mlalfter of 
Franc'e and acted as tbe French Plenipotentiary at tbe 
CODirecs of Paris next year. When be left tbe Foreign 
Odwe in 1060. it was to become Minister of State, no 
office which he held until 1863. Senator from jSSS to 
'€6. be entered the Corps Lcgislatif in 166S and was ins* 
tailed FteMdeni of tbe Cbamber, A revolt against bis 
aniborliy two years later aent him hark to tbe Senate. 
He died os 27tb October 1666. 

COUNTESS EOWINA MOUNTBATT6N 

O F all tbe women in Nehru's life after 1647, Lady 
Mounibaitea was pre eminent and occupied tbe 
pride of place. Sbe was a remarkable woman full of 
compassioo and nervosi energy. During the Partition 
period, she spared no effort in brlnting solace aod 
aaccour to innumerable refugees and displaced Muslims. 
Sbe organised the United Coundf for Relief and Wei* 
fare and brought together all the soeial service organi- 
satioos in Delhi under iu ambit aod provided the much- 
needed coordinatton Much of her time was taken up 
in visiting hospitals and refugee camps which were 
mostly iocaniiary. Sbe did not hesitate t4> visit dingy 
hovels. Gandhiji was so impressed by her ceaseless 
work I bat be publicly referred lo her as **tbe angel of 
mer<^\ 

Before the Mountbauens leD India, Lady Mount- 
baltcQ extract^ a promise from me that 1 would write 
to her regularly. Actually I did not have to, because 
Nebrv started to reply to her in Krs own band. Their 
letters were numbered in order to make sure that if 
any went astray, it could be deteaed. 

lo my office there was a carefully seliected Conh- 
dential Assistant to process mail. To begio with, I 
opco^ all communications marked ‘'personal'*, ’'aecret” 
aod ‘'confldentiaV. Their number grew so large that 
I soon discovered 1 could not cope with them. I asked 
(be Confidential Assistant to open them all except those 
marked "For Himself’ whidt were to be jivea to me to 
be placed before Nebni unopened. To begin with, 
fucb rearkrng was to be resorted to only to Indira. 
Nehru's two sisters aod Lady Mount batten. Ina mark* 
lag became known and aeveral people raaerted tn It* 







Letters of fuch uniutborised persou were opesed by 
me. 

One day the Confidential Assistant opened a letter 
From Lady Mountbatten. He brought it to me in (reat 
distress. I asked him not to yrorry, but to be more 
rareful in future. I sent K to Nehru with a eUp etmlaio* 
ing the drcunistaoces under which it aet opened and 
that I had taken steps to ensure that the mUtake was 
not repealed. Nehru was understandably annoyed, 
Lven today I cannot understand bow a woman of La^ 
Mountbatten’a afo could iwnte such adolescent stun. 
Since this incident Lady Mountbatten resort^ to tbe 
practice oF placing her letters to Nehu in a closed 
envelope which was put in an outer env^ope addressed 
to me. 

Rather early in life Lady Maunibalten developed a 
leathery skin. I have gone several limes to the Rasbtra 

K 'ti Bh. van swimming pool with Nebru tod Lady 
ountbatten and have seen ber in a scanty swimming 
censtume. There was nothing physically attractive 
<ibout her; but she had a nice face. 

Prodically every year Lady MoumbaiUn used to 
hah in New Delhi for a number of days on ber way 
to and biuk From Kast and SouihF.ast Asia, visits in 
her capa<tty os ftupcrinlendeni inCblef of the St.John 
AfTihul&me Brigade. 

One thing I could not fail to notice was that when, 
ever Nehru Mood by the side of Lady Mountbatten. he 
had A or use of triumph. 

THE BEAUTIFUL NILOUFER 

W HILE M. K Vellodi was tbe Chief MiAisler nf 
Hyderabiid after the integration of that State to 
the Indian Union, some wcii mesoiiig people approadicd 
Nehru to use his good offices with Im Nitam to nahe 
The long'OverdiM* financial settlement for NUoufer, tbe 
’I'urkivh wife of his second son from whOTi she had 
separated. She wav then living in Paris. Nehru wrote 
to Vellodi io persuade the Nizam to do tbe right thing 
III rhe matter. 

The Nizam, who disapproved of both bis softs, did 
iriake a rea^unable settlement This made toogues wag 
in Hyderabad and tbe gossip that Nehru was personally 
int'Tested in Niloufer spread lo Delhi, At Ibis time a 
Diicrior of ihr Tatas, Knows as a busybody, told Nebru 
tbui NiloufiT was aniiious to a>me lo Delhi to thank 
him personally for his kindness. Tbe Tata Director 
went to the extent of su^gest’Og that Niloufer oiigbt be 
put up in the Prime Minister's House. Nebru tou bitn 
that Niloufer whs wrlcoine Later Nebru told Indira 
about Nitoufer's iateniioas and told her that she tisould 
be put up in the FM'.s House as a personal fueat. 
Knowing the background, lodira was worried and wao> 
ted me to do somrtbing. I expressed my reluctance to 
interfere in a matter hke this; but she Insisted that it 
was really in her father's interest to do so. I sent for 
the Tata Director and told him that Nikufer’s proposod 
visit could only do some barm to tbe ?M. i added 
that it was inappropriate for ber to come, especiaDy 
after the PM had done ber a personal favour. 1 adied 
him to gel her visit cancelled and to tell her that she 
might meet the PM at tbe Paris airport on bis way to 
London within three weeks, f saw ber at the OrW air¬ 
port and found that she was more beautfinl than I had 
imagined. 

Sometimes Nebfo had to be saved frMB bunaeK 
and some of his so-called friends. Tbe Tata Director 
made me recall a saying of Vohaire : "Ob God. save 
me from my friends; I shall deal with my enemies 
myseir*. 

THE PRINCEiSS 

HE last female lo make a try at Nehru was a prinoely 
woman of northern India. She bad been nB•^ 
lied at tbe age of 15 and. before she knew wbit it waa 
all about, sfae produced four children la a row by the

time obe was 2Z. Afttr that ber eyes were opened 
about tbe ways of ber husband and bis keeping several 
women as bis mistressex. Even though they did not 
part, they were estrsoged. ind lived a life of niakw 
belteve. 

Two years before tbe death of Lady Mountbatten 
in 19^. tM priocefy woman persuaded herself that she 
was in love wl^ Nebru. Even though ^he met Nehru 
off and on. sbe not get very far. When Nebru died, 
she anaginad herself to be in deep private mourning 
whidi was a pathetic sight to watch. 

A few years after Nehru’s death, this womin'a 
bearded husband also died. Without wasting much time 
she found for hers^ another beard — this time from 
Western India, wbo prefers to be known as ''antbor 
and political thinker". 

R amsay MacDONALD. bimself a bastard, remained 
Prioie Minister of Great Britain despite many love 
aSarrs sod several illegitimate children. As his son, 
Maknhn HacDonpfd, almost boMolly put it: 
was probably tbd greatest natural Dos Juan in tbe hl» 
tory of British politics. To portray bis Ufo without 
taking into accoont this side of bis personality is like 
fatling to d^ct Beetboven's bandJeap of deafness du^ 
ing tbe composrtioe of bis greatest work^". 

Lord Krishna hod 15.006 women in Ms life. Neither 
ha nor Us favouHie Radba have Suffered in repntitioB 
on this account. On tbe contrary, they are laoaed and 
profuselv depicted in palsUngi and other forms of ait. 
as wall as la poetry, net is the basic Zadlao trgdJtios. 
Oo the whole tbe ladian people do not suffor from mid* 
Vktoriia pnid^.

Nehru or Netaji: 
Who was greater ? 


Whof IS e<i$hrined in infamous Tim« 

Cftpsule is anybody*s guess but many ot our 
historians have also bean nothing but 
sophists and sycophants, says SISIR K. BOSE. 
Executive Director, Netaji Research Bureau. 
Has Jawaharlal Nehru been glorified at the 
expense of Subhas Chandra Bose? What 
was the true contribution of the two to our 
struggle for Independence? 


A t:AM(*AI(5N aiialmt sycophsncy, dishooesiy and 
Mirrupiion m public lll^ i> nAW in full tmng in this 
nrunirv. Tlir »Hiiir rviK hive bren v^ry much cvidcni 
lor ihr past lew yrirs in the field ol histoncil wr>Unf, 
Uiirncuhilly in relation lu ihe history of India's ttnificle 
lor iieedum. A nation is what histon^ makes of st and 
India is no exception to 'Jiia rule. Ine most UBpertaot 
hij^ioriial elcmeut in our national life today ^ 

und arduous airu(gle for freedom. The priadpal task 
of the present teoeration of Indian historians is to he^ 
preserve, faithrully and truthfully, the story of their 
Hiru^ulr—iU pirns and course, in ill in aspects. The 
hMiurjulier huiofian. dcaliDi with the life and time* of 
lendiiiB fifures n( uur movement, has a special res* 
in this rc|ard. 

In order to do justice to bis task, the biographer 
hi.iioilan must, first, be sure of bis farts; second, bis 
unjJysii. and interpretation must be scienhnc and based 
on mrnniioveilible facts in their totality—not ignonng 
|,ifh unpalutnble to him personally or unfavourable to 
Jijs )ubirci: third, lie must avoid subjective generally* 
tions without basis in factj lastly but nol the least, be 
tniisl be pitrticiUarly alert in regard to Ihe treatment of 
iiiiporum contemporaries of his subject. 

Ilr, SarN^'otUi Copat's recently published biograj^y 
(il .1owah3rli)l Nehru laises an extremely serious 
n.ilionaJ lustorical question. This wrll-kDOwm Indian 
hiMoriun Ims claimed bis work to be "almost a history 
of the last thirty years of the Indian nationalist move* 
nienl". There can be no disagreemeot that Jawaharlal 
Nehru and Subhas Chandra Bose played key roks in 
the final phase of ^he movement. Therefore, Dr. 
Copal's general treatment of and verdict on Bose and 
his inierpreutina of Nehm-Bose reUtJMis have to be 
tnken seriously. 

Today, thirty vears afler Independence, no historian 
In hi< senses will dcoy that Bose played a key role in 
thr final phase of our {reedom struggle. Dr. Oe^l has 
however Riven very little space lo Bose. He might nave 
th ought rtiat w,^5 in order in bis particular hind of 
biography of Nehru. Nevertheless, be has, jd a supenor 
manner, given a swerpiog iudgemeot of Bose 1 shall 
iinalyse tbe historical validity of whatever little he has 
writieo on Bose, first as geoeralisatjon.« and secondly 
as pieces of information and interpretation relating to 
important events. 

A beginniag may be made with his general ebaraef. 
erUatiOQ of Bose while reporting on B^'s rc election 
as Congress President at Tripurl. Or. Copal says: 

• With hU fe-elacuon. Bose believed that his hour 
aa a chaninaiic legtfs/ had arrived. Impatient, wilful 

IB 


and endlessly ambitious, be. decided to press home bis 
vkiory. He ignored the fact that many local and 
regional factors for which be could take no credit 
had played a part in Ihe election. He stressed only 
that there was widespread dissatisfaction with tbe 
older leaders and believed that be bad been chosen 
to rcpluce them. Incapable of the wider view, be 
tended in see most events in relation to his own 
career. A dedicated yet egoistic, eimplicated. iU*fated 
being, he lived out the fantjsy of his life which ended 
in premature death; and there was aomething almost 
natural and inevitable in his loss of life in an air 
accidenr. The elements of iragedy were never 
abseot from Bose’s destiny.*' 

Leaving aside tbe manner and language of the 
above assessment, the historical situation as presented 
by Dr. Copal is completely distorted. There is ne 
evidence to suggest that Bose believed that with bii 
re*e1eciiOfi, bis hour as a charismatic leadei bad arrived 
and ihat he decided to press home his victory. Bose 
himself said at the lime; "...while analyzing tl<e 
siinlfirance of the election we should not draw on our 
imaginalion nor should we read into it more than Jl 
coAtaios.” U is clear Jrom his pronouncements of the 
time that he took bis victory calmly, humbly and in an 
obi^ve manner. A dispassionate study of tbe long 
correspoodence between Gandhi and Bose shows tbal 
was endlessly patient and utterly uowilful. There 
IS DO reference to these vital documents in Dr. Copsft 
work. As for dubbing Subhas Chandra Bose a careerist 
and revijiog him for the •fantasy of his life which 
ended in premature death", more fantastic nonsense 
cannot be found in modern Indian historical literature 

Let us now examioe in turn a number of other 
references in Dr. Oopal's book to Bose and relationj 
between him and Nehru, 


FMCIM OF BOSE_ 

Writing about the causes of Nebru's deapoodeirt 
state of mind in the mtd*Thirties, Dr. Gopal cites two 
principal causes in startling fashion: First, "^ubbai 
tiose in exile abroad fancied bimselt as a future Fascist 
Dictator*': second. Gandhi being more interested in ••the 
rekifve merits of cow's milk and buffalo's milk*' than 
in anti-British straggle. This is ibe only reference in 
tbe book to Bose's work for bis country in Europe from 
]$n lo 1936. Is Dr. Gopal trying lo suggest that this 
was Nebru's view at the time? He says that Mrs. 
Gandhi "bas given me unlimiled access to her father's 
papers". He should therefore produce contemporary 
evidence that Nehru was of the view ascribed to bJni 
by Dr Gopal and that made Kebru despondent! 

Ibis generalisation, nevertheless, can be analysed 
on the bi^s of available evidence from Nehru's own 
writings a^ utterances regarding Bose at the time pod 
secondly on the basis of what Bose was actually doing 
in Europe between 1933 and 1936. Calling Bose a 
Fascist IS an age-worn myth which started in tbe mid* 
Thirties and was ably refuted by competent political 
commentators. I quote from an article by Freda and 
B. P. L. Bedi entitled "Subhas Chandra Bose is not a 
Fasdsl". published in July 1936: "...with uWetive 
aoalv&is Subhas refused to throw mud at the emdeocy 
of the principles of organisation and tbe technique of 
mass propaganda which countries outside Bussia have 
used. He only condemned outright everything that 
Fascism stood for. His attitude towards these principles 
of organisation gave a handle to scanda^mongonng 
among those intellectually shallow and disboneat people

...This stupid whispering cempaign has gone on lone 
«nou|h.. and all real socialists and Coflgres&itos aboDld 
make it a point of honour to make every effort to slop 
the mischief fro^n spreading." As to Nehru Bose re* 
latioas the Bedis said in the same article: "...the 
basis of these accusations lies in the imagmaiion of 
some people who gave credence to a rumour that there 
was a tug of loyalties between Jawabsrial and Subbas 
Bose...that the aiflerencts between tbe two 'must* be 
based on the broader differences between Socialism 
and Fascism..." Oft the other hand. Nehru said this 
on "the future Kasrist Dictator” in his Paispur address;

F.arlier at the AlCC 
at Lucknow. Nehru made moving references to "our 
dear friend and comrade Subhas Bose” end 'the plans 
we bad made of working together.” These "plans” mnsi 
bftve been made when Nehru and Bose met in Europe 
when, accordiog to Dr. GopaJ. Bose "finded himself fta 
a future Fascist Dictator of India”. 


D OCCldENTATtON of Subhai Chandra Bose's pioa**rr 
iftg and nearmissionary work in Europe for ' 
and her freedom struggle is still in progress and i^ 

E lete but sufficient maleriel is already availH; ! 
istorians to study sod interpret. On the ideobgital 

t lane, the most in^rtant encounter that Bose bad in 
urope was with Romain Holland. RolUod’s diaries, 
published as early a$ 19o9. contain very importaat re* 
rerences to Nehru. Gandhi. Taaore and Bom. In the 
diaries Holland summed up Subhas Bose thns: "He U 
a man still youog with s partir ularly serious «md pre* 
occupied air. hardlv ever relaxing bJs frown. Intelligent 
^e has proved this by the book which he has just 
published...He has judged events and men with the oye 
of a true statesman and with a remarkable effort at 
objectivity...be does not regard tcrrorisio as a healthy 
pwicy and be is in favour of organised resistance, not 
excluding violence (and deffoKely io favour of it if the 
struggle makes it necessary)... Neither, naively does be 
hide tbe hopes he has in a Earopein war. wfaidi. by 
keeping Englaod occupied, will assure lodU'a chances 
eff victory. ...be also seems to have reached the frontier 
of Communism...'* 


Now let ui deal with Dr. Gopal's treatment of Bose 
u tbe Confresi President in 1930. *Bose.” be writes, 
"hardly took interest in problems of organiaaiioa and 

f ive no clear lead that came up before the Working 
ommittee”. Evldantiy Bose's Ksjipura eddreaf eacnpeo 
the eutbor's attention—a document that not only pro* 


vided a comprehensive lead and a new conct'pl in 
mailers of orgaiusetion of the Congress and ibo country 
but indicated clearly the road to soui^ectmomic rocoo* 
struction. Tbe monumental work of Bose a.s Congress 
Presideot was the setting up of the National Planning 
Committee of wbkh ho made Nehru Chairman—admitt* 
ed frankly by Nehru himsell. iJi. Cnpal has devoted 
several pages to the Planning Committee without 
nientioniag Bose even once. He says: '...Meantime at 
a meeting of Mioisteri of Industry of the Congress 

K »vinces it was dedded to set up a National Planning 
mmcitei with Jawaharlal as its chairman,' Nehru's 
o%vn version is as follows: "This is the National Plarm* 
ing Committee which was formed by Subhas Chandra 
Boec when ho was Congress Presinept. I wis made 
Chairman of this.” Here is an example of half tnith 
passed on as truth to gain advantage over a persona 
non grata. Dr. Copal does not of course take any 
notice of other important items of work by Rose during 
his prr«identsbip'»tbe overthrow of the reactionary 
Saadol'j Cabinet io Assam and its replacement by the 
u.st Congress Ministry in that State, vital though un- 

.. negotiations with Jinnah. tbe organisation of 

’*cai Mission to China, etc. 

I shall now refer to Dr. Gopal's criticism of Bose 
on ideological grounds. This is there without any sup* 

S rtive historical evidence, merely as a means to 
PeDdIng Nehru's ambivalent attitude in times of crises 
and particularly relating to the 1939 crisis in tbe 
Congress over Bose's rejection. In order to prove that 
Nehru was not a renegade from Leftism. Dr. Copal 
alleges that Bose was not a true Leftist, that ho bad 
been tardy io coDdemoiog Germany, Italy and Japan, 
had met the German Consul in Bnmbay secretly in 
December 1930. etc. etc. Any student of contemporary 
Indian histo^ knows that Bose's definitjons of Leftism 
■sd internatioaalism are dear and unequivocal and can 
be misuitenmeted only if one Is bent upon duing so. 
Bose did not of course believe in the fashionable mter* 
Dstioflilism that condemned imperialism abroad but 
burked fighting it at home and he did not believe in 
being an "inlernational chatterbox”. Dr. Copal further 
says that Bose bad “no acute ioternatjond sense Jo 
spite of long years in Europe”. The troth on the con* 
Irary is that Bose not only clearly understood what was 
in India's national interest In the ioternaiinnal field but 
he also wrote {Uuminsting analyses of tbe European 
oWi la the late Thirties. 

The blatant falsehood exploited by Bose's 
pnUtical opponents before and, now. by Dr. Gopal

It waa a meat* 
inf arraofed by N. G. Gaspuley, between Boae as 
Coofress nasdest and two representatives of tbe Ex* 
ternal Atfain Oraaoisation of tbe Germaa Forcia 
Office dealing vritb India and Cayloo. It was perfectly 
in order for tbe Confreas Presideat to have snefa a 
meetini in tbe national ioterest and it was Intended to 
be a djscuaston on Germ «)* Indian relatlODS. Tht report 
of the meeting, sent to Berlin by tbe Germans and the 
oriflnal of wbich was naturally in German, is a publish* 
ed document and a faithful EofUsb translatioo fs 
available at tbe Nelaji Besearcb Bureau, The fact is 
that the greater part of the report cMsists of Bose's 
complaints about German policies from the Indian point 
of view. In summary, according to tbe report itself, 
Bose made the following four points: 

**( 1 ) disappointment about the deatniction of the 
democratic principle by the National Socialist 
Movement! 

it) disappointment about the complete destnio 
tion of all international socialistic Ideas; 

(3) tbe Jewish question aod tbe racial question 
involved with it; 

(4) tbe foreign policy of Germany wbidi ap^ 
ercntly aims at a much closer relation willi England. 
England's friend would obviously be India's enemy." 

Dr. Gopal will. I hope, not fail to swte tbe 
diderencc betweeo Bose, who bebeved Io catching the 
bull by tbe borns, and the fashionable iotemalKioaUsts 
who fretted and fumed against Fascism under the 
protective wings of British Imperialism. 

Dr. Gopal has alleaed lb at Bose at one stage 
opposed acceptance of office while eTtempting later Io 
establish a coalition ministry* in Bengal. Bose was 
absolutely clear <n his mind about the pros and cons of 
office aceeptanc <2 and he had actually written a luod 
arfirte on this the me in 1937, ‘Htcre was no cnetrodJo 
tioii io Bose's policy in tbit regard. He recognised thei 
we had to rontend with two enemies simultaneously— 
British imperialism and the communal forces. He drew 
his strategy accordingly. In the aitempt to defend the 
ambivatent attitude of tbe CoflgreM High Command on 
Beogal’s communal question to which Nehru was a 

E :ty. Dr. Gopal ha» sought to mislead bis readers on 
se t stand and actioos which were calculated to 
defeat tbe communal forces ami dear tbe deck f<w a 
straight assault on imperialism. 


TAGORE AS 'LOBlYBr. . 

Having questioned Bose’s commitment to Leftism, 
internal ionali^ and even his judgement in what Dr. 
Gopal calls tbe "narrow*’ field of nationaUsm. he 
that Nehru was particularly put off fmm aapportinf 
Bose ^ tbe fact tnat the latter had desired re-election 
and "had Induced even ftabindra Nath Tagore to lobby 
for him." It is up to Dr. Gopal to produce evidence that 
Bose "induced" Tagore to "lobby for blm". It u kiDM 
that Tagore did communicate both to Oandbi Neoni 
his opinion that Bcm should be re-elected PreaidcBt fzr 
8 second term and that be explained his postnin very 
clearly. Tagore wanted a ’Snodenist** as Con/rcan 
Pr^siiVAiit aod another "modernist'' ti ChauTnan M l^c 
Planning Committee, tbe two modernists beini go« 
and Nehru respectively. There is no tbi*

Tagore bad composed an addre a i "Desh Nayak" in tbe 
last year of bis life in wbidi be hailed Bose as the 
"liberator of bis people" and whidi was published only 
posthumously. 

Dr. Copal has attempted to justify Nehru's attitude 
during the 1939 crisis by Stalina, again without aoy 
evidence, that (he sociausts and communists who in¬ 
itially supported Bose vvere soon dishearteoed to find 
themselves io elliance wiib "adventurist elements out 
for selfish advaotage". Socialists and communists 
differed io their respective assessments of the political 
situation et the lime of Bose’s rc-electlon and at Tripnri. 
but they never ascribed any "selfish" or "adventurist’' 
motives to Boar and bis followers. As to the very odd 
aod controversial attitude of Congress Socialists at 
THMfi. their tben leiidur Jayaprskasb Narayan admitt¬ 
ed nis error in a frank letter to Bose in December IW. 
reserved in the original in the archives of Netajl 
Itesesrch Bureau: 

", IVre were poUticel differences, which f did not 
try to bide. But aoything more than that there never waa. 
On the other band. I always admired your courage aod 
steadfastness. Aod now. when it has been driven home 
to me, I admire* your prescience and foresigbt...Rcccnt 
events have lod mu to reorient my entire thinking. 1 
admit that tbe Anti-Compromise Cooforence aod the 
stand that you took have been completely viodicated.’’ 

It look Jayavakash Narayan just a year to reorlcut 
his thinking and appreciate Bose's prescience and fore¬ 
sight, Tliirtyfive years appear to be inadequate for 
such reorientation m the tmnkiiig of some vt tbe lead¬ 
ing hislonans of lndi&

» btfulaeae can help wonder* 
this ft the rifst way of 
livlDf, obeeised only with poh* 
tka, day-today events end the 
affairs of the all-too>ienporsry 
freet ones of the world. There 
teems to be somethin! impor* 
tint la chin! Id this kind of life. 

A little tblakinf on our own 
will show UI that if Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi, on tbe day that tbe Alia* 
hibad iudffflent was delivered, 
hid stepped down instead of ta 
kifif the hard line of tbe Srner- 
geocy, ihe would have ettaiaed a 
ipirttuel stature that would havo 
rivalled if aot surpassed the pre¬ 
sent stature of Vinobba Bbave 
or J.P. She did oot. But is that 
a valid reason that we should 
seek to know and be bur^oed 
with tbe knowledge we seem to 
have acquired now about Bansi 
Lai and Sanjay Gandhi, Yasbpal 
Kapoor and suodry others? 
Could we oot carry on mr lives 
better without a knowledge of 
them? Journalists and paudils 
whose wisdom is questionable at 
any time, treat ua, perched on a 
precarious freedom of their own 
deAoitioD, to the two faces of 
lodira Gandhi. And none of us 
have been bold enough to say, 
**That*s enough! Tbe tvro faces 
of Gandhi do not delight me as 
do tbe ten faces of Sri Ravaoa.'’ 

There are other obsesaloiis to 
whidi we are subject, of courae 
'^he obaesaion with loud, aen- 
timeaut, trashy 61ms, or with 
melodramatic mediqpe reading 
or with keeping m with the 
Joneses. But this ooaeesion with 
politics can be more ' harmful 
than any of the other oMnsstons.

to an ioeKapabk admiratioo of 
mediooity, to acaptiag dwarfs 
ei UD men, to tbe tendaocy to 
accept the pr^Habla Ha as the 
only truth.

Thoreau called for *'a eutionty 
of one*'. One will ahvayt be a 
minority in the matter ^ coun* 
(iof bMds but It is a “majortty’* 
wbea it u tbe thiokiog and Che 
eight one. But Tboseau was a 
prophet unheard and unheeded 
in his own country. '¥fhy should 
others elsewhere heed him?* 
seems a pertioeot queation but 
H is only a political one. 

Theoretkalfy every one of us 
would agree lhai that Govemmenl 
is the best that governs the 
feast. From wise Solon (the 
modem geoeration mi^t a^. 
Who was he?> and wiser Confu* 
cius to the revolntionary Lenin, 
every political thinker is agreed 
that the best Govemmenl is that 
whidt gives rise to the least talk 
Mbout flself. We seem to be far 
from that idea) condition in 
fftdia. We wem to be a milieu 
that is given to glorifying what¬ 
ever powers are in power; once 
the power Is lost we seem to bay 
at those lately in power like 
dogs. mooUy those who profited 
moat from those hi power. Even 
our vaunted freedom in political 
thinking seems te derive mere or 
less from estabbshoieDts and of¬ 
ten at tbe cost of the modern 
law which has substituted itself 
for an other laws of hunan be* 
havioar—that mao should c^serve 
only the law of enlightened self- 
interest and none other. 

Tbe politicians in India as 
elsewhere, make easy promises— 
preunises come easily to them as 
they came to the Brahoiins of 
old. A land without poverty, 
vnthoul uoemployiseot. with 
bouses for all and equal Jnstke 
to all seems to be just arouod 
the comer, if yon hsten to onr 
politicians. But aU this has been 
just around the coraer since man 
began on earth. It might be a 
long time be^or^^ these promiaes 
vrlD be even distaotly realised. 
Why chon afajuU wc beVevc in 
tbe pt^tica) tie in preference to 
the aestbetic lie. tbe t«ligMus tie, 
tbe OMral tie and tise sdentific 
bet If msf has to llee by ties he 
should be fete to chcooe any lie 
ttat suits him, not Bceely tl.e 
politiea) tie wW^ seems to be 
the most evanencen* aod the 


most appealing to tbe gullible 
among ua 

The tentacles of politics 
to reach out and grasp every 
walk of our life today. Look at 
education. In the days of unbles¬ 
sed Eritisb rule there were at 
least a down educationinsts who 
thought for themselves sod gave 
rise lo institutions that would 
owe notbiug lo the Goveroment 
that was in power. Bducational 
freelhinking seems to hove va¬ 
nished io independent India. 
There is no institution or iadivi* 
dual education/si in India who 
dares to think for hlmMlf and 
steer clear of political control 
or Covemmeot subsidy—both be¬ 
ing nearly the same ihiDg. We 
leave it to the poUtidaa in po¬ 
wer. And If tbe Education Minis- 
ler happens to be a Keralite he 
wants a Keralite as the Vice- 
Chancellor of the premier Uni¬ 
versity of India; if he is a Ben* 
gaU he wants a Bengali; if a 
Mahtrashtrlan he wants a Maha¬ 
rashtrian—at whatever cost to 
ihe Institution. Not merely the 
top posts: even the smallest job 
in uur educational instllutloiu 
lake to politicking in a big way. 
tven <iiidfnt« are admitted or 
refused admission on poUtical 
grounds 

) cite I he instsDce of educi- 
rion as It IS tbe most obvious. 
Other walk* are not exempt; the 
hands of politics are on them all. 
Tbe current winner of tbe pres¬ 
tigious so-called literary priae of 
India wani« to be given the 
award by Ibe Prime Miniftar of 
India who in by all accounts in¬ 
nocent of literature. Tbe Prime 
Minister w.fv Indira Gandhi When 
the prise was announced; It is 
someone else now when the 
1 unction takes place; it does Dot 
mattn; il Is tbe PM who should 
iiwaril the prize.

ledne. But tbe paasaie of this cultural reoewaj was 
not easy. The powerful ptiU of treditiofi does not re* 
lent as soon as its rationale is lost. 


In India, as she stood at the threshold of industfial 
isatioii after Independence, the ethos of medieevalism lay 
thick and heavy like a mist. It blurred tbe vision and 
cast refracted imaies. A tree was not onlv a tre# hm 


cast refracted imafes. A tree was not only a tree but 
a iBln>4elty. An earthquake was a divine curse. Ibe 
mild ReaalsscQce that India experienced in tbe nine* 
teenth century was a spent force. Education bad spread 
but doymts and superstitions flourished vigorously, talk 
of scjedce being treated as trivial before the wisdom of 
Hindu tore represented by diverse customs and mores, 
many of which had struck deep roots in tbe psyche 


Not ilw^s visible 00 the surface, dogmas, Mdolrks 
and fixed belies operate in depth and weaken tbe modern 
India’s detennioaboo to lay tbe foundatM&s of tbe 
iDdustrial age. They slvw dowo tbe passage of mediaeval 
India jo to the modem age. They resist tbe emergeai 

S ;e and emergent values. The modern Hiodn recog- 
ses that tbe institutions he inherited have worn away 
and have been rendered obsolete by the changing times. 
But much of wbat he accepts rationally he is unable u* 
accept emotionally. Though India has changed vastly m 
the last one buodred years on tbe surface, at depth she 
remains much the same Her mummifled institutions 
srill command her children, speak to them in a voice 
they alooc understand and lay Ibelr icy ^nds on all 


eflerts to move forward. When they could not call aloud 
— as India at last donned a thin coal of sdence and 
rationalism — they spoke in a whiiwr in the name of 
the sacred texts, of Hindu lore, or the limitations of 
^eoce and unlimited knowledge of his forefathers. 
They came to him as tbe torments of a stricken cons* 
cwnce. 4 $ divine will, as dictates of fate disturbed him 
when be was asleep and tormented his peace when he 
was awake He attained temporary escape only when he 
bad shut his eyes, to (be heresies of science tod offered 
his prayers lo a deity of Hay or meral, visited the astro* 
loger to find the most propiilouK nmjnneiion of planets, 
bad laden himself with laiismans and amulets and bro* 
ken his earthenware when an eclipse took place. They 
commanded all alike, the prince u well as tbe beggar, 
the soldier as well as the tradesman, the scientist, thr 
technologist as well as thieves and scoundrels. 


Any detailed anal)sis of the Hindu ethos is outside 
the S9>pe ol this article, but a brief overview of Ms 
basic features will easily show some of the impedimenis 
that stand m the way to a massive industrial break* 
through. 


L ike the Roman god Janus, Hinduism is iwo-fa<rd 
and Ihe farve look in ABfififtirr itir^rflAnc Cin,« 


tj and (he laces look in opposite directions. One is 
P<Hitive. gentle and benign. It bids man tv ignore the 
gUner of Ihe cross and tinsel of sameffro —. ^e work* 
adav world. In the Upanishads (also called Vcdvniu) 
Maitrayee queried, "what shall 1 do with wbat Is not 
iBifflorta}?" and firmly laid the precedence that 1 true 
Hindu is to place on what it, eternal, enduring and the 
noomenonal over the ever-shifting panorama of the ephe¬ 
meral and the phenomenal. Manu reflected tbe same 
values when he directed that the control of the six 
enenUes — hist, anger, avarice, delusion, pride, and 
envy — was the supreme goal of mankind. The Aroma 
of the Upantshadt wafted to many lands near and fni 
and messages of the sages trilled through the eras. It 
was tb« sheet anchor for manv in I hr stormy sea of 
fife, but io the social and political upheavals that foT 
lowed tbe beginning of Muslim hegemony in India i.e.. 
from the invs<ion of Mahmud of Ghazni (1000 A,l>. 
circa), much of the Upanlsbadic teadiJngs must have 
appeared to those engaced in the grim struggle for sur¬ 
vival as pine dreams from a cuckooland. The ethical 
teachingi of the Vedanta, developed long before the be* 
^aning of the Christian era. waoeO as India advanced 
inio the Middle Ages 


Tlw other face of Hinduism is punitive, censorious, 
iddina ?tixl nciatrve, U is the race of tbe ruthless 


forbidding sod negative, U is the face of tbe ruthless 
patriarch who stemmed (be (ide of social change, pre¬ 
served the stilus quo. tbe Brahnun forever in the 
highest rung of tbe echelon and the Sudra in the lowest. 


It made Mrity of body and soul a matter of ritual rules 
and ntual rites rather than one of physical cleanliness 
sioority ^ and miegrity. A sudra however 


clean, sdll defiled whatever he touched. Even his shadow 
defiled, if It fell on him, a lugh<aste Hindu. The fifth 
or the panefiomo. outside tbe four uomaa of the Uiados 
~ Brahmins. Valshyss. Kshatriyas and Sudras, who 
were bom from tbe mouth, chest, thigh and feet of 
Brahma respectively, ^ polhited whoever cast his ease 
upon chem; consequently they were condemned to stay 
indoors during daylight 10 some parts of tbe country 
.tnd wer*' allowed to come out only at night 


The spirit of soda) fragmentation that ia reflected 
IB the romposiUun of the vamc4 further accentuated ai 
India advanced into the Middle Ages and the number of 
cables proliferated into three thousand jsHs, diacrJnUpa* 
iioo between one groop and another being drawn on 
flimsy grounds without reference to iny esaential dlffe^ 
eoce m the nature of the occupations. Those who

Sordid tbuughu or acts Deeded, for their Dnrifio- 
tion» Dot peaitence oor torment* of coBsdeocc nit per* 
formaaoe of ritual rites. A plethora of riteal rules, 
which laid dowo the directioo ooe abould face when 
defecetloa and which other when eatioc on which day 
to travel east and on which day west aod ao od, bound 
the Hindu to a rifid and routine performance of his 
duties from which little variatioo was possible Ihe 
oriaiD of most of these rules and tbeir supposed ratio* 
naie. if ever any. wbid) led to their fracd^. are loct 
in the oblivioo of Indian history which is well known 
for paucity of records. But the rules reveal • frame 
of mind that sought to meet nature*! perils as well as 
fortune*! vagaries by magic and ritual rather than by 
Ktraien and prowess. This also explains the prohfere- 
tios Of deities besides rbe trioHy of the Hindo’s three 
great gods, Brahma. Vishnu and Maheswara. 

It is the commandment to conform to all aaftctions 
of traditions not necessarily Vedic, that have made cpo* 
formism .to authority a basic feature cd the Hiadn 
stereotype This has also made the Hindu how to the 
plethora of rules which litter hU admiaistratios aad 
cooArms that he is unwilling to take personal rt^onaibi* 
lity for hia actions and caotMt move without external 
support It should he noted that the niks that the 
Hindu follows are different from moral principles, as 
sins arising from any violation of the former can be 
ftoned for and virtues may be earn^ in excess uf the 
simple e:^dient of a both in the Ganga. or distrlMtlag 
gifts to orabmins or puja to a deity. This ethoe ol 
washing off sins by external methods rather than lot^ 
All cta»e of mind and heart fa also axtesded to nx^ 
lules. iiie po»>ibiliiy of e.*sy stonement has made i 
serious impact on the oation's morality. 

r R other important feature of the Hindu stereotype 
that is virtually nbi^uitoui throughout the country 
is the implicit faith In the transmigration of the wqI 
which is deemed Indestructible aod is destined to be 
reborn in a nrw body after death, suffering poaisbrnent 
or eqioying rewards in bis new birth comraenwrate wl^ 
the lapses or merits of the deeds be performed in the 
previous birth. This is a view that takea away remn* 
slbihties for one’s actions to agents beyond one's du^ct 
control, exempts one from responsibilities for ooe'a 
action which are preordained and puts the conseoueiKes 
of one’s action beyond the horizon of one's vWon. thus 
blurring the concept of '’ifkieot caoae and abridglag 
man's status as a doer and a change agent. 

The concepts of moyo aod Nitkkmna Xomo alao 
dampens the ethos required for building a bard^driving 
industrial aodety. The theory of mayo — that the re* 
ports of the senses are iiluaOry. like the mistaken 
identification of a rope as a snake — though pnmagaled 
chiefly by the Vedanta and the Yoga is todw ^ ran- 
nlng theme virtually of all spiritual esUbUsnaeats In 
the land. It is echoed by all spiritual aod theocratic 
overlords and though it deters few from the path of 
easy gain, it discourages bard work for objectives which 
after all may be worthless. Sines knowled^ of the rea¬ 
lity cannot be obtained either through ne a ens ea or 
reason but only through yogic trancss ai^ meditation, 
kuow*bow of which is not accessiUe to coounoo man. a 
whole class of professionals caDed puriuUw has grown 
up in India, claiming to have the powers to mediate 
between the common man aod his god due to their 
vpedat faculties, l^cy fleece the oowary aod the bel> 

lets who are much too exhausted to move without 
supernatural intervention. 


The gospel of Karma Yopo or NiiJmma 
preached bv the Bhavagad Gita, directing one to do the 
work appoioti^ for the station in whld ooe Is b« 
without desire for fruit thereof, also takes away the 
onlv plausible incentive that a man may have for putting 
in hard work In an industrial society l.e. high reward. 
However, the al^emy of aodal chenge hns long traao 
formed the nrinciple of ^KshkoiM ICormn Into that «g 


Nkhkorma Komb* l.c. desire for fruft without work, and 
to a In^ entOBt Is reSMUSlble for the enaseleas 
demaoda for higher wages wjtboni reference to prodneo- 
vtty and foe work to rule. Continuous militaiy defeats, 
starting with the invasion of Mahmud Chaau, around 
iOOl /LD. largely due to conformity to obsolete rules of 
warfare, lack of stratagy. lack of uoi& among the prio 
cei. contributed lo a steady decline of Hindu arms and 
political power throughout India. The Hindu reaction 
to (be sarinking domain of inliucal povrer was to re* 
gr ass aod wilb^iw into the shell of his archaic institu* 
timsa. The poUtJeal uncertainties that followed the an* 
terregnDiDS between the empires, the memories of the 
ravages by rampaglni burgies. Piodpris. thugs etc 
also made a deep Impression on the historical conscious 
ness ^ the Hindus. Father*to*soo warnings, transmit 
ted for generations, net to trust anyone have created, 
along with other psychological reactions following the 
military defeats, an anxiety trait on a sodal scale. It 
has also led to the hardening of mores and customs 
aod have made the modern Hindu conformist, timid, 
anxious, reticent, shy of fight and work. It has encour- 
iged the all*PcrvadJDg attitude 'ITob while the sun 
sblnes and run' and has made expediency (he summam 
hoaxni of life for most people. It has made dishonesty 
la business and impurity in the products we sell the rule 
rather than the exception as in the West. 

'pKE anxiety trait which Is a characteristic feature of 
1 the Hindu personalUy today and a trait the average 
of wbkh is higher here than it is for the average of the 
U.SA.. U.K.. Japan. Italy and France as noted by 
Kaymood B. Caitel (in his The Seientif\e Anaiiuts of 
PefSoiMh(v) follows partly (rom this impUrit frar of 
(be uncertain past aM the dangers of pollution due to 
uowittiag violation of the myriad customs and purity 
rales. No one watdtiai pasaengers in a public vehicle 
paatiag hv a Uopla CfiB miss the lighl of so many of 
them rblolnc their bands In supplication to the deity. 
Thera is always a pressure on tne mind which inhibits 
hmovating strategies to meet new situations either in 
business or In private life for which the essential pre* 
requisite U an open and carefree mind. 

In fact, many of the lapses in the Indian perform¬ 
ance In the field of induitrialisitioa and economic 
deveSopmeni in general, follows today directly from our 
ethos. Tt is not that Hindus are inlellectually inferior 
to West Europeans and Americans. Their records In 
tinlversitifs tnere are generally excellent. But when 
(te engineer who has topped bi« class in a U.S. univer* 
sfty is assigned to build a bridge, his performance h 
scarcely comparable to the performance of European 
and American eogioeers. performinK the same job. 
The difference in performance follows directly from the 
different elbos of the two people. 

The tame way. the choice of the most suitable 
path among the alteniatives, improvising new methods 
when routine methods fail, (he essence of dedsion* 
making comes tardy to a conformist mind which will 
always prefer to go by the beaten track rather than 
what is novel and new; question of leadership in 
industry is also bedevilled not only by caste alignments; 
even If some could rise above it. what sticks ou is giv* 
ing value to formal qualifications, birth, heredity and so 
on aod secondary weigbtage to ebibry. This is toe essen¬ 
tial spirit of the caste culture. The Indian executive's 
dedication to administrative rules also follows from the 
tradition of purity—rules which today have been extended 
to bureauaatk procedures. The iotergroup Intrigues 
sod diqnes that fragment our orgaoisational hfe may 
also be an indirect expression of tile same spirit of 
fragmentation that created multitudes of castes or 
jatas.

And so began 
a series of foreign trips by tbe 
Cbiinnao. Project plans were 
fioaUsed in the United States, 
Designs uqre borrowed from Arne* 
rican Arms without ever considenag 
their suitability for the country's 
needs, A plagiarised plan was 
drawn up on the basis of certain 
Western institutions. To lend res* 
pectability (o this hoax of a ’projeA 
report.' meetings of chosen apeoali* 
sU were arranged and the proiect 
was approved. 

Throe yeai» later, as the proiect 
neared completion il suddenly dawn¬

An average Indian disabb'd mar

ame to acqofre the National Inati* 
tute for Prosthetics and OrliMet 
IVaioing (NIPOT). A retired artay 
surgeon and a subedar were broughl 
from the Poona antra to cwnplM 
the teadting foculty. Sabjecu tike 
anatomy, physiology, bithmeebania, 
worksb^ practics and cUoical worh 
were coasidered nnimportaDt. 

Around a crore of rupees have so 
far been sunk into NTPOT and its 
infra>stn)Cture. Bui there are oei* 
tber patients nor any handiapp^ 
persons to be rchamlitited. The 
physfotberapUts and oecopatianal 
therapists who had joined NIFOT 
are laavtng one by one. The 
ALIMCO chairman, of coursa, kaepa 
flying to Olatpur to perfom an am* 
putatioa or two ana ia a while. 

NIPOT has been in exivtena for 
three years now but the commlttae 
to frame and reammand the cwrl* 
cula lor theoiy and praetka at the 
Institute has been coiuUtoted only 
recently.

Tlie sik of faked works of art has 
long been a profiutde punolt. A well- 
known case is that of Hans vas Moegere 
of Holland. At hb paintings were not 
recognised, he began to fake pictures bv 
Vermeer, All wcol well until the second 
world war when be was accused of sell' 
ing national art treasures to the Nadi. 
Re thee had to admit that be had been 
fooUog art experts for years The Mbce 
did not beHeve Ibis renfesaioo and ask* 
ed him to paint a Vermeer. Before their 
very eyes, usmg colours thought to bare 
been lost for centuries. Van Meegeni 
emoted "Jesus PrrncUng lo tbe Temple**. 
The tiny cracks in tbe pilot aod tbe 
signature of Vemeer defied even Infra¬ 
red rays. 


History*> greatest frauds have been 
perpetrated by financiers of uncaimy 
aMliiv Whiialer Wrii^t was an EngUsh 
mininc chemist who settled in America. 
By living very fregaJIy. he saved enough 
to buy his first mining right for £500. 
Before even he was SI. be bad amasied 
a million by speculstion. In 1589 he 
returned to Londra and in another nine 
yenrs floated 41 rampasks with s sotel 
capital of £22.555.000. 


Wright lived in grand style. He ran a 
racing yacht and a steam yachi and bad. 
a fobuloos mansloii vrorth £1.250,000. He 
built a 12 mi)e stoDo wall around tbe 
estate aod even removed a lake and t 
hillock obstructing his view. 


Suddenly, lo 1900, (be Loadem and 
Globe Finance Corporation, his largest 
mmpany, crashed. Tbe vast structure of 
Pyramid Finance crembled and it was 
found that 91 per cent of tbe share- 
holdings were worthless. Wright was 
arrested in 1905 and given Kven yean 
of penal servitude. On bis way to bcar- 
ceratioo be took poison. 


Horatio Bottomley was ■ man who 
modestly described himself as Hbe aol* 
dier's friend, the poor man’s shield and 
tbe country's isspfiratfn'. This British 
Parliament Member bad his day when, 
during tbe First World War. the Gov¬ 
ernment launched tbe ^^orT l^in hi 
£5 bonds. Bottomley started a Victory 
Bond Club, through whidS people cnuld 
buy the bonds in mstabnents or ISa. fid. 
It was a big snecess and In to time be 
collected £495.000. When the subacriV 
ers asked to be given back tbeh Boaey. 
they found that nothlai was forthcoaing. 


Later it was discovered that Bottomley 
bed used up £150.000 of ll. 


Hiere ii nothing lo conmare D tha 
blstOfT of fraud wtb tbe Tammany Hall 
racket which looted the New York rate- 
payen of £150,000,000 between 1069 tod 
197!. The *Bob$* of this operation Was 
WilUam Marry Tweed. Ho had an iron 
grip on the city corporation. The autho* 
rities were obliged to pay £7000 for fiSO 
worth of pencils from one of TVveed'a 
numerous companies. Fventually tbe 
'Boss* was brought to trial, but Ibe case 
fell through because the Jury had all 
been bribed. 




The careers of these swindlers have 
(heir lighter side too. George Pgrkei 
spenakved in selling famous New Yort 
hu tidings to visiting *out' 0 f*town’ yokels 
Beginning in 1853. he sold tbe great 
Brookivn Bridge on an average of twice 
a week. If aoae yokel wanted thi 
bridge really badly, the benevoleni 
Parker would sreept a down payment fm 
tbe pbonay deeds and tbe baJanca ai 
regular Intervals. Tbe old Madlsoa 
Square Gardens, and the statue el 
Liberty were among Parker's prise sains. 


Very few pranksters have ever achiev¬ 
ed fame comparable to that of WilUam 
Horace de Vere Cole, While at Trinity 
College, Cambridge (in IdOS), he perpn- 
(rated tbe famous 'Sultan of 'Zanribar' 
hoax. Drefsed in the guise of a torelgu 
crown prince. Cole later secured the 
full number of guns in salute from tbe 
Aoyal Navy. Agaio if was Cole who 
carried out tbe 'Picidilly Roadmending 
Fiasco'. With a gang of uodergraduata 
’navriea', Cole tore up tbe road along 
Picadllly. in tbe been of London. The 
police cooperated splendidly and (he 
putdic provided a ready audience. 


Once Cole’s friends cballcoged him to 
lie on hli bade in tbe middle of tbe 
busiest traffic centre in Paris for 30 
ralnulu during tbe peak hour. At mid¬ 
day. 0 ramshackle motor truck wheeled 
to a standstill right lo the middle of the 
Place de L'opera. With profuse apologies 
to the gesticulating gendarmerie. Cole 
unpacked bis toollut and disappeared 
under the pantecbnlcon. The police 

budly directed the leeniiu'{ lianlc ervund 
the brokendowo vehUn. After SO 
miDutes of leisurely tinkering with span* 
aers and imiKbei, Cole reK:merged and. 
with 4 charming wave, drove o9 to 
enUect bii wager.

Yrt this is exactly what some 
Americao researchers are doing 
jn California Their aim: to pre¬ 
serve bodies of dead parsons and 
bring them bark to Ufe at a later 
date, when cures are available for 
iho diseases that killed them. 


Already more than a dosen 
men and women are eotembed in 
a deep froren «taU In as under 
ground storage site near Lu» 
Angeles in thr Vnited States. Rn 
closed in capsule.^ ibat look lik^ 
giant vacuum fia»ks, their bodies 
are first packed iP ke. then in 
solid carbon dioRide talso known 
as dry fee) ond wrapped in tin 
foil. The whole package is then 
kept at 8 frigid minus Idf degree 
temperature in a hath ot ligaid 
nitrogen. 


These people have been dead 
for year.i. some of them for more 
than a decade But they all died 
with the hope that acme time m 


future, may be even centuries 
frum now. medical science will 
have progressed aoough to find 
cures for today's iocurable 
diseases. In tbeir life time these 
men and women were pioneers ot 
cryogenics >> the scienre of ax- 
iremely low temperatures. Apart 
i rom cure from diseases, some 
'idhcrenis of the technique even 
believe in the possibility of rejn 
venation. IVv foresee a future 
when the aging process could be 
reversed and they could regain 
Iheir lost youth 1 
The idea of frrrhng hacnan 
b«>dies tor lairr resurrectioo first 
^mpeared in )M4 in a book. The 
Prospect of fmmor (a lifv. written 
by an Americao physicirt Dr. 
Kobert Ettinger. The idea became 
extremely popular in the U S.A .

Itow does Ireesing help lo pre 
serving the bodies? It is known 
that cooling slows down the varl 


ous body proceasoa ana reducea 
(he oxygen and energy demand 
of the tissues and cells. It is for 
this reason that bibernating aok 
mals can survive without food for 
months. At liquid nJirogon tem¬ 
perature the Vital diemical reac 
tions io living (issue alow down by 
over S.OOO million times^in fact, 
they virtually come to a slop. So 
thu tissue or orgao can be pre* 
'irved almost iadcfioilely. 

What about reanimaLioD? Expo- 
riments wirb ovaries of mice hive 
shown that this can be done. 
After being kept at minus 1B6 
degrees, the ovaries have been 
successfully grafted back into tbc 
animals’ bodies and they function¬ 
ed normally. Hearts of chick em¬ 
bryo. treated in a similar man* 
ner. have begun to brat again 
after thawing Success has also 
been achieved with rapid freerJng 
uf blo^ as well as human sperms 
>ind skin tissue. But. at the 
moment, techniques are not ad¬ 
vanced enough to freesc the en* 
lire brain and other tissues with¬ 
out damaging the vital cells, 
fven so. science may ultimately 
iw able to conquer Ibat problem 
io«>.

<I?VCRY man, every art ha* its hypocrisy. The vrorM 
JZf fed with little truth and many lies', says Romaio 
RoiUnd. I can netlher vouchsafe for every min apd 
every art. nor for the world at Urge, but applied to 
Delhi's pohiicians and Ihetr murky politicking, Romaio 
Rolland's dictum ^eems to be an understatcmesi. 
Every man and every art. locluding the art of politics, 
may have its hyjMicrisy. but vtbat will happen il 
poutlciao^ accept it as a philosophy of life and tbe 
government adopts it as policy ? 'That is what seems 
to be happening ui Delhi's corndors of power. Congresf 
men and JanatawJlIahs both arc playinc tbe game with 
abandon and with no bolds barred, liielr styles and 
tbe substancr. at times, are so similar that it h diAcull 
to distinguish one from the other. JanaU leaders, may. 
however, very wctl claim the dubious disicnction 
being one*up over thcii competitors. 

Ihe Janata pulituians opened their account at 
Rajghat, with a ctiemony marked by a sombre and 
aolunn note.

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polilidaos of difTering ideas, ideals and ideobglcs tis« 
a common idiom and share the same platform, the 
result is coofuvion vmrse coiilounded. That is whal the 
Delhi poUiidaas seem to be promoting these days, 
Notwilhstaoding the protestalions of the Janata leaden, 
the Janata Party is based on a hypocrisy of common 
ideals, but nothing betrays Us hypocritical character 
more than the hypocritical utterances of its senior and 
not so senior leaders. 

Prom tbe Prime Minister down to the lowest Party 
functional y. every Janata leader has his fads and 
idsosvncracies. One such fad is austerity and this is 
where their bypocrisv is the most pronounced. Before 
assumiog the role of ruleiv, the Janata leaders were 
very critical of the ostentatious life-style of their pre* 
decfssors. tbolr foreign trip> and their big, posh 
bungalows. Now the rulers have changed, out the 
rules are tbe same. The now rulers are living In the 
same sprawling bungalows, overfurnished bv their pre* 
decessors—the West Bengal government Is retaining a 
hou*e thet Mr. S, S, Ray rented land was rouridly 
abushed for) Id Delhi, ^ey have adopted the same 
bfestvle With minor variations, to suit their con* 
venienre; and they continue to talk of Gandhi and 
iusteritv. The President uf the Republic and an et* 
Janata leader, took the iuke loo far and loo serU>usi>. 
by deriding in l acale Ra^hlrapati Bhavan and live In 
a simple and modest bouse (He is yet to move into 
Hyderabad House though). He also announced a 
draitic cut in his monthly salary, to demonstrate his 
penchant for Candhlan austerity and simple living. But 
sw sooner had he announced his Gandtuan approach 
aod ideas of the Prestdoncy than he had to go In for 
a vrrv expensive and un Gandhfan course of treatment 
for his cancerous lung. He flew to America with a 
team of dortort, a host of offlerrs and relatives and 
returned alter a successful operaUon to live lo a 'simple 
tod modest bouse*. 

AAotber fad of some of the Jaoata pullticiaos. 
headed by Prime Minister DesaJ, which has retched the 
alarming proportions of an obsession, Js prohibition, 
Mr Decal’s passion for prohiUtioo is understandable, 
in the context of his claim to be the only true ciandhlan. 
But CatMlhiji did nit believe in the use of force which 
Morar|ibhai is threatening to use in enforcing his policy 
of probibitioa. Has Mr. Desai become more Gudhiin 
than Gandhi himself? Before enjoining people not to 
drink, has tbe Prime Mtiiistei made auro that all his 
Cabinet colleagues, Party leaders and bigh*uw in hii 
own Secretariat have given up drinking? Prime 
Minister knows that his Cabinet and Party coEleaguei 
drink nnd on poli^ of prohibition can prevent them 
from drinking. Not even the prohibitive price of 
foreign liquor. But (hat has neither deterred nor dis* 
couraged him from issuing threats and warnings to 
hts Party men that action will be taken against them 
if they drink. As no such action bos been taken, and 
none U likely to be taken in fcjture, only two eon* 
elusions or inferences can be drawn. Either every 
Janata Party member has stopped drinking in deference 
to tbe Prime Minister's wish or Moririi's waraiogs are 
an exercise in bypocrisv. 

Hie latest in this prohibltinn hypocrisy pertalqg to 
the judges of the Supreme Omri and High Courla. la 

iv reported that judges will have to lake an oath that 

they will not drink as long as they are on the bench, 
But wby choose judges? Why should not a Minister 
take an oath that he would not drink so long as he is 
a Minister and if this is made obligatory, I am sure it 
would act as a dampener for those scrambling for and 
seeking ministerial emcc. But that would not suit the 
hypocritical politicians at Delhi aod< therefore, the 
Supreme Court and High Court Judges are targets. 

N othing has exposed Janata bypoaisy more than tbe 
recent arrest of the former Prime Minister.

And in 1800 peace was mad' 
between the British and Iba Nagaa. but even than tbo 
Nagas refused to sign a (reaty with the British. Wo 
ware among the very few in the British Entpiro who 
refused to make a treaty with the Briti^ we know 
that now we ar« living in a new situatina, bnt it is not 
that our situation is beyond comprehension. We know 
exactly what we are doing. In the course of time if 
the Prime Minister of India succeeds to eutermisatittg 
'he Nagas. we will still bave won. It will be India 
which has lost. Because, to use Gandbiii^a words, we 
shall have saved our honour. And India wiQ go down 
in history as the extennmator of a small nabcm. ^Vbat 
honour is there, in a large country committing genodde ? 
We hope that there will be some wise man in India wbo 
will understand the situation that confronts both the 
Nagas and Indians.

ihe plane Tost contact with ground control. After thr 
forced landing in a field, or *8 controlled force landing* 
AS the official spokesman said, • surviving member of 
Ihe crew walked some five km to a village and reported 
Ihe crash, adding that thv Prime Minister was safe. 

As far as the known are concerned, they 

\how Aat only those members of the crew who were 
in the cockpit died. Indicabne that there was a conscious 
attempt to bear the brunt of the impact ntostly oa the 
nose of the plane. It was a ralrulaied act of suidde to 
save tbe lives of the passengers. 

When Mr. Deaal returned to Delhi the next day a 
bfg crowd had assembled to greet him. Mr. Y. B. Qie 
van. Mrs. Tarakeshwari Sioha, M'vcral Jaaata Party 
kaders and several bureaucrats were there at Palam 
Airport A smiling Prime Minister was photographed 
With his family members. 

The next day—November fl—the bodies of tbe 
heroes arrived at Palam Air Force Station. Tike AN-12* 
transport aircraft carrying the bodies landed at $.11} p.m. 
Awaiting its arrival were Air Force ofieers end the 

families of the dead. The bladt coffins draped in tbe 
aational flag were placed on a carriage. Air Chief Mar

reau. Mr. John Lobo and Vice-Chief of the Air ^fl, 
Air Miv^l latif, laid wreaths on behalf of tbe Presi* 
dent, the Prime Mioiater and the Defence Minister.

•tuiufe of Jawaharial’s; the ideas are Jejune artd the 
prose without flavour. Ihe book aUo shows a matter-oi' 
fad mind und a muscular, saocumary (emperaneot. 
tciisUy diff«»rrnt to Jawebarlol’s highly strufig persoot' 
llty, pUguod by introspection/' I would be ullerly aut- 
priced if a person of Dr. tiopal’s intellect, tempetameat 
and motivatiun did not find Bose's book jejune, without 
flavour and .showing a muscular and sanguinary tempo 
ramrnt. Out I should have expected a bistoriu of Dr. 
Copal's standing to be able to dislioguisb between an 
aulobiography and wbal is not one. Bose's book, written in 
Europe and published in 193S is not bis autobiofrapby 
In any sense but au objective, raalter of fact and aoaly* 
tical account of the course of our slruigle of the period 
In question. t\egucdleu of personal likes and dislikes, 
it is historically important to escertain the impact that 
Dose’s book prMuced iii the time it was published. The 
tmk was banned in India immediately on iU publication 
and therefore we have no means of knowing what could 
have bern its impact at home. But we have some evl* 
dence of the Impail that the book Dr. Gopal found so 
uninteJlectual produced among intellectuals abroad. 
Boitiaifl RolJand recorded his estimate of Bose’s work 

thus: ”..So interesting the book seemed to us that

!h« history of the Indian Movement In it you .show the 
best qualities of the historiaoi luddity and high equity 
of mind Rarely it happen.*; that a man of action as you

profit.1 am admiring your firm political seose.” 

But then Holland was a known friend of India, her 
history and philosophy and Dr. Gopal might allege, ns 
in tha of Tagore, that Bose might have "induced”, 
him ’to lobby for him” !

of Leftism or sodalism or astj-impcrlalisjn Lies in reso¬ 
lute political action, often involving blood and iron, in 
moments of crisis and decision. Nobody denies that 
Nebru played a very notable role in the history of our 
struggle as a leading member of the Right Wine of the 
Indian National Co^ress, often though In Leftist dis¬ 
guise. A consummatf ictator occupying often the 
second and occasionally tne third position in the Gan- 
dbian hierarchy, Nehru's particular contribution has been 
the induction, for better or for worse, of ideas and 
ideals of British liberal damoaacy into our body politic.

Ooce'UpoQ-t'time has probably 
dune much harm to generations 
of Mya and girU^specially the 

( :irls. 'Once upon a time there 
ived a princess In a castle. She 
was fair and beaulifui and she 
had everything that she wanted', 
brought up on such dreams and 
on nursery rhymes like *your face 
is your fortune’, you can be sure 
that your little deugbters will 
grow to be discontented little 
Tyrants, unable to cope with the 
real world. 

Once upon a Ume there lived a 
beautiful princess in Aembagh 
Palace, Jaipur. She was one of 
the six most beautiful W'omen In 
ibe world, according to tbe fain* 
ous photograpber Karsh of 
Ottawa. Perhaps she was a clever, 
intelligent woman, aware of what 
went on around her. but. reading 
her memoirs, written by Shinta 
Rama Rau. you would think that 
she was a fairytale princess, 
spoilt and silly, and with a rulti* 
vtted ignorance of life's serious 
aspects. 

The Maharani herself. I gather 
from an interview she gave to a 
national tnagasine. thinks (bat in' 
justice bad been ^ne to ber per> 
scmality by bar co>autbor. But 
Sbanta Rama Rau. being a pro¬ 
fessional vrriter. had her eye on 
tbe American market (the book 
was simultaneously puhliabed in 
the U.K. and the United SUtes) 
The Americans, who have never 
had a real princeas. except some 
Hiawatha’s daughter, are only too 
happy to adopt one. if it Sts in 
With their fairy talea. Why only 
the Americans? The whole world 
loves a princess, recofaised or 
derecognised. (Indeed. dacn 
derecognition, they are mualh 
rooming out all over the place), 



and holidays tn Eur^. Having 
been so cocooned from the harsh 
facts of life around (and 
princesses are not the only ones 
so cocooned), she naturally can 
be pardooed for thinking (or 
appearing to think) (bat there was 
little that went on outside ber 
world. The servants, tbe gover* 
nesses, tbe ADCs were ell well* 
trained, the peasants always 
dianifted. full of self-respect and, 
of course, loyal. Ibe philosophy 
of life of the villagers made her 
"feel both admiration and. in a 
way, almost envy". Tbe snONts 
to Jainur were always glorious to 
watch from the Rambagfa Palace. 
She does speak of tbe maging 
poverty too whining beggara of 
thti alums of DeDU. Bomb^ and 
Calcutta, but apparently there 
was no poverty and no beggars in 
Jaipur. 


Her tlecikm campaign in 1961 
•s a Swauntra Party candkiata 
for Ibe Lofc Sahha, took her for 
the first time to remote villages. 
Rh« calls that tbe most extra* 
ordinary period of her Ufe.

K rative weallb, perhaps a now 
ycle or—luxury*-t traosistor 
radio. A failure nf the lains 
meant hunger, dying JivestocK, 
and possibly death for the family, 
too. Drought is far from rare iu 
Rajasthan, and in the old days 
tbe Bajput Mabarajss tried tn 
make arrangements Jo advance, 
by seeing to it that water and 
grain were taken to railheads 
where villagers could collect them, 
sod that camps provided with 
fodder were set up along tho 
roads to receive migrating cattle". 

''But," the Maharani laments, 
“after the merger of the States 
with the Indjin Union, these 
siessures no longer seemed urgent 
to the new Gavernment. Emer> 
gency measures were neglected 
when there was no longer a per¬ 
sonal Involvement of Hk aufhuri* 
ties with tfaa people, and \h** 
villigers of Rajasthan suffered 
more terribly than ever before".

Her husband, Jal, the MahBrsjft. 
died in Ibid while plaving polo. 
Gayatri Devi’s life has changed 
ud so has the life of her une-tima 
subjects. She bas accepted these 
changes with resigoatioo. Often 
in the evenings she would go to 
the terrace at Moti Doongri, a 
fort that Jai bad modelled for her 
as a palace. There she would 
watch "the particular moment in 
Jaipur's (wibght when the whole 
rity glows with a warm rosy 
light", 

"For a few minutes during that 
incx^ibly lovely time 1 can for¬ 
get tbe changes that have come 
to the dty and the people Jal 
loved and served so well 1 can 
imagine that Jai will soon appear 
to have a picnic dinner with me. 
as be so often did in Moti 
Doongri, and that afterwards we 
will drive back to our home in 
Rafflb^b Palace". 

And tbe princess lived nosUlgi* 
cfiUy ever after.

The recent death of Mr. B. N. 
REDDY was a severe blow to 
Indie's film industry. He was 
a winner of several prestl 9 i- 
ous awards, and recipient ol 
diverse laurels, all of which 
hailed his technical brilliance 
Shortly before his death, Mr 
Reddy was interviewed by 
B. SHY AM SUNDER. It was 
perhaps a fittin 9 honour that 
just before his death, he was 
awarded the Dadasaheb 
Phalke Award for I97S.

Mr. Reddy, 6d at ibe tune of

Mr. Reddy had many firsts to bis 
credit—he was the first in the entire 
Him industry to be honoured with 
the “Doctor of Letters**, in 1975 by 
tbe Venkateswara University. (Sotyo* 
nt Ray was honoured later) and the 
first to be awarded tbe Ptdma 
Bboshao, in 1974, Mr. Reddy in¬ 
troduced several of toda)**s top 
ardsts to the screen—Sowcar Janaki 
Jamuna. Vanishri. and others.

This 
subsidy ^stem should either be 
ctopped or amended to make the 
producer responsible for any btrm< 
lul effe^ of bis film. Secondly, tbe 
middle man. that Is the film distribu¬ 
tor, sboald be eliminated. It it 
the distributor who dictates terms to 
tbe producer and presses bim to 
io^t spi 9 scenes and anecdotes 
which are obecroe and ^rovocnllve 
He either (hreatens to slop advanc¬ 
ing fund« or refuses to distribute the 
films for exhibitioD. if bis terms ire 
not accepted. 171(1 has given Hee to 
set and violence beiog overplayed 
in msent-day films, a disiurbing 
trend for our cinegoers, spedallv 
yonngsters. Though there are a 
number of creative directors and 
producers In our industry tbis is the 
main bottleneck wbkh restricts tbeir 
talent. Only a lew people who dare 
to produce and exhibit on their own 
(like Hrishikesb Mukherjer) are able 
to create food films. 1>e best 
remedy for this great malaise is tbe 
removal of the middle man. which 
can only be done by natioailisiRg 
film distribution. Then tbe producer 
and director will become answerable 
to tbe Government distributing 
ageo^, whkh in turn can delete tbe 
harmful scenes and weed out tbe

Q: W^at ora pour viam on 
cansur^^rpT Hov should censorship 
be op^iM? 

A: Censorship is sudi a vague 
AOd niisu^ term that there can be 
no bard and fast manner of enfor^ 
ing li. Now I am on tbe National 
Censor Board and 1 have made it 
clear tbat we should have rigid 
reasoTsbip especially with regard to 
physical expoeare and scenes of 
violence. SeVimpoaition of a code 
of conduct on the part of the pro¬ 
ducers tbeffiscivea will finally solve 
tbe problem.

Indian i^tHnners. like most Other xreat expooeots of 
this art. have been most menartftjs when thcv have been 
in » {tositioA to attack. They have rarely been inclined 
ti>^nor <hould they be expected to—bWl defensively, 
sad for India to attack nn afl cylinders, her batsmen 
roust jtct enouffb ruas. This. then, is bound to be the 
mix of the entire situation: Will Indian bat&men be able 
to rope, with the quicker stuff, and that too. oo pitches 
where It is often difficult to dlstioiiuish the pitches from 
the surrouoding greenery on the “square"? Will they 
be able to negotiate the extra bounce and movemeot 
which Thomson and others are likely to utilize—and 
rehsh in doing so! 

India certainly showed a lack of purpose in the last 
series, bol if her batsmen can face op to the hostility 
trith the same determination that they showed against 
Holding rn the West Indies, and if they are supported 
by accurate and int«>tligenr howling then success should 
be assured. 

This India team may not be the most talented side 
which has repreronted the country—but it asst be 
the Dwst experienced, and there is no reason why. if 
the apuln end the better equipped playeri an leed 
tbe way. the otheri canoot folibw.

guarantee the future of Test cricket. With which aide 
will he i^ntify bimaelf while watching a match organlaed 
by the Faeker circus which will not nave the label (»F a 
"Teft" ? Australia may be playing tho Rest of the WotM, 
to start with, but the Rest of tbe World is auefa a va^e 
term that a victory to, say, Australia will sound hollow 
to fans in Meiboume and Sydney and aucensi for the 
Rest will have no meaning for anyone in tbe world. 
Wby. even tbe playert may lack the competitive urge 
to do well. After all they have signed up for money. 
Even though there will be incentives for good perform¬ 
ances. Ihe stakes are diflerent and there will be neither 
hotwur nor much glory involved. And of course the 
performances will not go into the hooka and be recor* 
ded for posterity. After a while It may all become a 
drudge for both the player and the fan.

Ftna everywhere would do doubt like to savour to 
tbe thrill of witchJof such etar performers ts Barry 
Richards and Derds LDlee aad Packer has sifned up 
some SO of them btft I doubt whether they would 
tike to watch them acalo end agaia. Without w com¬ 
petitive elemeot aod the ilmonhere that oaly a 
match cao Movtde, a Packer affair will be nothing but 
a circus. Personally, T would much rather watch a 
Raoji dash between Bombay and DethJ or Karnataka or 
even a purely local dash between tbe two old rivak, 
Dadar Union and Shivaji Park. A Test match la tbe 
salt of cricket even if it is not always blessed with 
quality.

The staggernig 
frei a player dommands are largely because <» the 
following that clubs like Santos and Bayern Municb 
have and the frentied excitement over the fate of their 
dubs in tbe f A, Cup or the European Cup or of tbe 
nations in th(> World Cup. Iliere can be no conpcti* 
tion without the official stamp of approval. Without 
that seal of juthoriiy, a match Is reduced to an exhibi' 
lion, it can only evoke curiousity. not ftcice partisan 
enthusiasm. Coming back to (he Packer cirnis, bow 
can a team picked by him be labelled as ‘Australia’ 
when It has not b^n .'hosen through tbe due iwocesaes 
and without open competition ? In fact, it sounds 
ridiculous 

The reason why the Packer circus has come dbout 
because the uffioal.s have sll dioog been able to put 
down the pleyci and secure bis services without having 
to pay the kind of money he should have been entitled 
to, the officials have not bad to face any exterOil 
threat. Kow that it has materiiliaed. they have hnn 
Quick to rcahse the dangers sod make amends. Take 
the tudiao team for the tour of Australia. Despite all 
the conti’oversies preceding the selection, an atmosphere 
of cordiality prevailed when the Players’ Assoaatson 
discussed the terms with tbe Board. And though do 
Indian was likely tg jein the circus, the players have 
been offered liberal terms. Each player has been offered 
Rs. 15,000 (a member .if tbe Players’ Association later 
regretted that the association bad iMt thought of asking 
for ns. 20,000) plus 15 dollars a day in Australia. On 
a rough estimale. each player will make more than Rs. 
50.000 in three months—fantastic riches by our standards 
—and there is no bar to his appearing ia commerdal 
advertisements and pocketing tbe extra money. 

Likewise, authorities in other countries are bound 
to be more generous towards players than they have been 
all along, iliey know they must and (bey can. Eogland 
has already shown tbe way. And once Test plavers are 
offered the kind of money earned by those who have 
signed up for Packer there can be little doubt wbo wiR 
emerge the winner. Public sympathy and support will 
always be there for Tests. Packer, on the other band, 
cannot take it for granted for ever. In course <tf time, 
even the players may not find the Packer circus ao appeak 
ing. Those vvho complained bitterly of tbe strict regime 
imposed by officials have found to their horror that 
Packer’s contract is just as demaodlog if not more. 
Test aiefcet may suffer an hiJtiaJ set back but It is bound 
to prove a passing |Asse. After alt, cricket has fu^ 
vivad in its pretest fons for a century and paaMd 
tbmugh several criaei. Surely, cricket will aot be the 
same without the Test match. Officials have their draw¬ 
backs. 00 doubt, bul frankly bow does the Wee of ODe 
man cootrolllni the game sound to yon ? It hasn’t be^ 
petted so far ia any sport and It musta*!.

Previously young, talented men knew that there was 
little future in taking up a career in a game that waa 
invented in the Brillsb Isles. A game that the British 
took with them wherever their empire spread Now 
they know that they will be paid a wage conunenaorale 
with their Ability snd the entertaiament that tbey pro* 
vide to countless thousands who still pay to wata the 
game.

Advantage Packer 

K erry packer aud Us erkket Dcrcenarks won a 

signal victory in their battle with tbe wvid's ok 
rky^ h^i autbonties on November 2S. Mr. Joaticc Slade 
ruled lo London that the banoing of the Packer 
piratei was s "direct ioterierence” with tbe players* 
contract! with Mr Kerry PsekeS' Mr. Justice Slade's 
judgment means that the banned pla^ri can bow 
play in tbe Super Test series m the knowledge that 
their careers will not be placed to jeopardy. 

This may not be the end of the matter fw the 
Test and County Chdeet Hoard. The International 
Cricket Coorereocn mav well decide to appeal agauW 
the dedsioo. which will throw the whole ftasne bade 
into the melting pot. 

The inference from Mr. Justice Slade’s ruling is 
that any pl^er bas the right to play for whom he 
Ukec provided that he doei not infringe ^ 
tual obligations to his coanty or State side. lae 
judge rvm that any ban impMed by the TCCB and 
tbe ICC was unlawful and *'unreasona^ restrW of 
trade". So the door baa been opened for the players 
to perforin for whom they like, to thdr own advintage. 
Thia neans tbit English County erkket, which argn- 
abb would hive been tbe greatest loser bad tbe 
judgment gone against Packer and tbe three pimrs 
who look High Court action. Tony Greig. John Snow 
and Mike Procter, can breathe easily sgain. 


Immediately, tbe dedsioo of Mr Justice Slade has 
perhaps more important iinplications. The Packer 
p\tftn become available for selection for tbeir 
aational sides though it seems unlikely that any Board 
will move from its stated policy of igooring players 
who have signed for *he drcu&. 

Pakistan, for instance, is hardly likely to recall 
stars like Asif Iqbal and Zabeer Abbas to play against 
England and it Is almost mconceivable that Australia 
wiU can op tbe likes of Dennis Lillee and Rodney 
M»h for their series agalost India. And noth!ag is 
more ccaoain than that Grdg, Knott. Underwood and 
Woolmer will remain in Australia for tbe Packer 
series rather than the MCC summon them to Pakistan 
and New Zealand. 

Tbe judge's decision is bemg regarded as a victory 
for naturaJ justice as well as a victory for the riabt 
(A players to gain as mueb material reward as posaiDle 
daring tbeir sporting lifetimes. A measure of the 
inrtice ^ ^ players’ case is that costs of £lb 0 J )00 
(Rs. 22^ lakhs) were awarded against TZC3 and ICC. 

Tbe TCCB and ICC would do wcU to let tbe 
matter rest tbtfo. for the threat of dM Packer circus 
is obviou^ far less than (bey Aral ' imagined. The 
games played so far bave not caMured puhUc 
oiterest id Australia and are no more nkely to do so 
anys^m else.

England, likewise, are swod* 
ing the winter Jo Pakistan wilhout the likes of Tony 
Greig, whom many of the cricket authorities hnve cast 
as the villain of tbe piece, Derek Undenvood. D<)U Wook 
tner, Alan Knott and Deonis Amiss. Although these 
players have been tbe backbone of an England side 
that fs ranidly establishing itself in the forefront of 
world cricket, they are uolikely ever to play for tbeir 
country again. In Pakistan there will be a number of 
fine young cricketera. They vriU be anxious to seiie the 
opportunity to prove to the selectors that England no 
longer his any need of the above-mentioned superstars. 
For whatever else tbe Packer circus has done, it has 
given tbe world cricket authorities tbe opportunity to 
rethink their whole attitude to tbe game and to Ibr 
men they employ. 

The one mJlUoD words spoken over the 33 days ol 
the High Court case in I^ondon did far more than air the 
dispute between Packer, the Intemalionai Cricket Con¬ 
ference and the English Test and County Crickvl Board, 
ft revealed tbe two hundred or so professional cric¬ 
keters playing in England as a diKonteoted and largely 
underpaid band. And alreadv there are signs ul a huge 
improvement in the lot of the profesdonal player 
Tost fees have been increased from £200 to £1.000 m 
match. Flayers touring Pakistan this winter will receive 
fees far in excess ni any prr^vious touring English 
player. And a massive programme of sponsorship for 
the Test and county game has been announced for next 
season, Tbe players will benefit and if Packer has done 
nothing else, he has awakened the abthorilies and they 
now realise that if the game la to survive in its present 
form they have to give the players a fair return for 
their services. If they had done so in tbe past then, 
perhaps, there would have been no need for a Kerry 
i*arker to burst on to tbe scene. 

Packer will go ahead with his series of Super 
Tests — and already be is planning to bring his cirms 
tu England neat summer. There he will face the same 
difficuhies that have arisen in Australia At present 
it seem* clear that none of tbe county or Test grounds 
will be available to him. But some major clubs have 
indicated a willlngnesi to make their grounds available. 
None have anything like tbe capMity of the recog- 
hired Test grounds and this in itself places >*Acker in 
some difficulty. Without large crowds he could face 
substantial losses with an English venture. The success 
of the Packer isiovemeni depends entirely on advertising 
revenue. Only with a large income from this source 
win Packer be able to maintain his avowed intention 
of presenting the world with a series of matche^ bt»l 
ween tbe world's top cricketers. 

In the first imtance the games will attract spectators 
ineioly because of their curiosity value but the <|uesiion 
has been ask^ and no doubt will be asked again — 
Will the public want to watch more than once or twice 
domestic metebes between hybrid teams that represent 
no one but themselves ? Tbe cricket authoriues th^k 
not. The only precedent for such a series of matches 
was a one^ff job. 

This was when the Rest of tbe World team played 
Fngland wheu, several years ago. the South Afneans 
were, banned from viarini England because of tbe 
rounti 7 *s radal poUdes. But those matches did have 
» real competitive value. At leut the Englaod side 
was playing for and representinc England, not a tele¬ 
vision magnate with an ippareotly unlimited supply of 
funds to pay bis players. That experiment has never 
been repeated for (be very good reason that there has 
been no need for it. Packer now feels that there is 
vuch a need. One doubts it, for surely nothing can 
replace the cut and thrust of the tetlle between twn 
iountrles in tbe Test arena, fighting for national prev 
tlge and honour

Bihar Minister in sex scandal 


Try AS one ft's Impossible to keep 

llher away trom the headlines. And In* 
variably, the State and Its leaders are showed 
up in a bad Il9ht. This time it*s a scandal 
surrounding Mr. Kameshwar Paswan. Minis* 
ter tor Welfare* and the Aftar Care Home 
in Patna. S. P. SAGAR reports.

But (tubious things keep happening at '*Ashra( 
Mahal" and influential sections of society have always 
cast an evil eye on the "After Care Home" of the Bihar 
Oovertunent. Hie latest is the story of s Bibar MinUter 
who walked into its corridors and the sez scandal that 
grew out of the visit. 

Oo July 17, »o the story goes, the Bibar Minister 
fur Welfare Mi. Kameshwar Paswan. arrived with a full 
baicb of omeers und hen^men for an iaspectioo of the 
reformatory. Ministers u) tbc past bad "lospected" tbe 
mstituUno only rarely. So this was ao occasion wbidi 
elmlrificd (hr inm.itcv of the "home". A batch of four 
girls received the Minister with a welcome song and 
j garland of fluwers. The Minister visited tbe interior 
of the (ionu*. th^' office premises etc. He checked up 
the «.tcick rcgistvrs and found some discrepandes. The 
ofhoals wet*! ,Hkt*d to go into these ITie allegation u 
tbit sinni vviin vbtt Minister there were five non-offldals 
too, whe show«'C interest in tbe living condition 

if ih* in Cl at CN .^o for so good. 

Ihv ^hiKtivk part of the story came later. The 
rilleKdiioii that early tbe oezt morning, Mrs. Vidya 
Sinhrf. the dav siipermTeodent of the Home and a 
'nid<Me wee;.jri, received a telephone call. A 

voice >«id t the Welfare Minister spiking." 
f'l.ibberki.i.sfod (he lady suf^rintendent asked twke if il 
w.is ••'dll' th.* Welfare Minister. This was CMifirmed. 

Thrn she Hjf ssked (c see him the same evening at 
I'ight dl hi$ ci'^idetue with tbe file of one of tbe 
inmates named Saviln Hie lady superintendent asked 
fur more di'io)i< dbout *he gicl referred to because, as 
she pointed out. ihcn^ were more than five Savitris. The 
Minister 5iinpos<-dl\ did not relish this 'evasive* reply 
and snapped th>* Imr.

When >he reached the Minister v house, she was 
usImtm IB du adjoining room where allegedly there was 
no third per&on present. Tlie Minister is tneo supposed to 
have inquired. “Have you brought the thing?" The super* 
|)Mcndent showed him the files. He flew into a rage 
Oont try to be too smart. Don’t you know for what 
you have been sunmonded here?" 

Allegedly, the Minister gave her enough hiois that 
unless she phrased him with tbc kind of stuff he wax 
alluding too. she would be in trouble. He is alleged 
to have pinpointed a particular girl who had Kung tbe 
welcome song and was extremely beautiful The poor 
girl (aged 16) wbo was referred to is one Rukmini. The 
suMrintendent was allegedly bullied, then offered tbe 
ineacem^ot of promotioos and was finally threatened 
when she refu^cd to yield- She went back to Ibr Home. 

After that, tbe superintaodeot continued (n rt^edvr 
anonmous calls ihreatenint bar. offariog fresh baits or 
wammi her that if she dnf not oblige the Minister she 
would he auspeoded Finally, on July a certain pa^ 
«oB who Is a well-known friend of tbe Minister, went to 
the Home and held parleys with the lady. Tbe superm* 
teodeni, with wbom 1 bad a long interview, is not tbe 
kind of womao wbo can be cowed down. 

Ueaavdiile, suddenly a propoaal came to tbe superiu* 
Undent that a certain gentlemaa waa willing to adopt 
the girl. Bttkmini. The propowl was spunieo ri^t away 
because Bukmini. 16 , was no Inager a diild who could be 
adopted. 

The superintendent time and again received hints 
that bar stubbornness may prove very costly. On Octo¬ 
ber 10. at about il a.ni. the Home received another 
shock. Hie Mlni.xter arrived on wbat was stated to be a 
surprise inspec^n into tbe 'bungliags of the After Cere 
Home*. TTiiB time there were fewer offidala but accom- 
panying bio were his security guard, his additional pri¬ 
vate secretary and one or two other men iodudiag a

He spotted a man sleeping in a room near tbe main 
gule. T^s man was later identified as s younger brother 
of a sepoy of the Home. He had come here to meet his 
brother and was temporarily staying there In the portion 
of tbe vepoy’< home which Is set apart from the premiaes 
meant for the inmates. The interior where tbe inmates 
live is well-guarded and la aliogether a separate premiae. 
'hie Minister started admonishing everyone asUng why 
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Karpoon rKdItur; Yti anotXtr 

m uoauthoiiwd penoo wt« ftUriog tberf. The nn w«« 
baDded to th^ pol)c« and a caa« of trespass was Mstim 
ted aftlost him 

Thf inspection ('ootinued for over three hovrs ad 
ever^bjoi. but cvervthiQf, was rJiamioed minutely. After 
tba Minister and bis men left, the ntfvous aperiotea* 
deat and the matron went to meet tne Janiates and. 
atleiedly. fouad them extremely MiUted All of them 
were bowiina that tbey had Wen subjected to utter 
bucnlbatioa by the men who bad come vntb the Minister. 
S^e mea bad come into the interior rooms and bad 
made indecent iestueei in order toseduatbem, while the 
Minister and the Home staff were busy ia ibe oIBce fn 
particjisr. the senjrity man, a private Mcretarv and the 
welhkoown friend of the Minister were all sia$lcd 
out. These people, they complained, teased the inmate*, 
offered them money and even tried to molest them. **Tf 
we are supposed tn do these thinfs here, then wby aot 
release ua so that we can do it outside In a dignified 
way with honour,” the firls told the snperiotendent. 


The supenniendfui made a complaint in wrHiod 
to her superiors. After this, the matter no longer re¬ 
mained confined to the Home premises and the welfare 
deportmeot of the State Oovernmeot On October 24. 
a local Hindi daily front pafied the episode. Pour days 
later, the lady super Inte*)dent was sent a special letter 
ehrousta a spraal peon to the effect that she had been 
tj^nsierred to Deosbar She wav asked to hand over 
over charge tn the litdy oihdivisianal welfare officer 
within 24 hours. 


When the sub>div>viDOaJ welfare officer arrived to 
take charge, the inmates protested vehemenllv, Tbey 
shonted slogaot and even hurled stones, with the result 
that the lady went back A report was sent that the 
inmates would not be reconciled to tbe .vitustioii 
created by this kind of transfer and the charge of the 
Home could not be assumed unless adequate police 
support wai provided. 

It wu ill too clear that the lady sunerintendeat 
was vary popular among the inmates who relt sbe was 
baing penalised for backing their cause. When I was 
talkiDg to the lady a whole number of tbe Home's girls 
were peeping out from tbe interior and loudly veidng 
their snp^rt for ber. Tbe matron, wbo had kept totally 
quiet over the issue, suddenly burst into tear* in des* 
^bini (be pitiable condition the superintendent bad 
baofl driven to. 


The auperiniendent then started movlu from pitUr 
to to seek Justlco ‘Hie matter readiM the leaders 
of tbe SiflgbarsD Samily and tbe ears of the Chief 
Miolfter. It drew ati instant responae from both place*. 
Iba lady's wibg of the Saogbarsb $tmJty, tba iUhila 


Sflifiarab Samity. decided to hold an inquiry into the 
affafr. Tba Qi^ Minister asked tbe welfare department 
to look into it. Some people felt tbe Chief Minister 
should not have asked the welfare deparln\Rn( to con¬ 
duct tbe iimairy since the Welfare Uintnier him»»elf was 
involved, the official Inquiry concluded thaf tbe superio* 
leodant was the root cause of the trouble ana bad 
tutored tbe ioreales to lodge >urb a complaint. 

On November 14. a peUiion was filed in the High 
Court on behalf of tbe superintendrot. She held tbal 
ber transfer was mala fide. She meniioned ail tbe 
details of the episode. Ibe case was beard on November 
1$ ODd tbe State Govemroeni was asked to iile a roun- 
ter affidavit to state its version of the ttnry. The Gov* 
erameni was given 1 $ days.

Widely rft 9 arded at ona of the world's 
finest off-ipin bowlers, E. A* S. PRASANNA 
rose to farne in the India team under the 
leadership of Pataudi. Then, in 1971. 
PataudI was removed from the captaincy^ 
and thln 9 s became rather different. In these 
extracts from his autobiography, "One 
More Over" (Published by Rupa l> Co.. 
1977, price Rs. 201, Prasanno relates the 
story of the posKPataudi days. 

A FTEH hBvidi taken 95 wicVeis in 16 Te«t5 I QSiuralty 
Ihoushi 1 was enireoclied ftrmly in the nelionul 
team. But the I970>71 season haO surprises in store for 
me. That Tiger was not wanteC any more as captain 
was wrtileo up the wall by ibe hand of the Chairman 
of the Selection Committee. Mr. Vijay Mercbant. Later, 
he used hit casting vote m Wadekar’t favour, when 
convention demanded ihal it should be given lor the 
man already in charge. Well, we bad a o«0 captain! 
Though I knew 1 would miss Tiger, whom I preferred 
both as skipper and as a friend. I bad no Jaleotion of 

S etting on the wrong Kide of Wadekar But certain 
fvelopinents had hk thinking. 

ft all began with the South Zone captaincy. 
Jaisimha. the captain, was ousted and replaced bv 
Venkat. The argument advanced was that Venkal had 
a chance to lead lodia^at least more than Jai. I won 
derrd why no one thought about me. since I was senior 
to Venkat. Not that I was interested in being promoted 
as captain, because f was already leading Karnataka in 
the Kanji Trophy. More then the captaincy, however, 
what worded me was that Veakat’s devnttoo to the 
South Zooc captaincy would affect the balance when 
it came to choosing between the two of us for the 
national team. When Venkat was appointed depoty to 
Wadekar, I knew that I was up against it. Ironically. 
Jaisimba, who evt^ryone thought was ffolsbed. was in¬ 
cluded (n the team to tour the West Indies, I felt 
that if he was to be selected at aU. then be should havi' 
been ceptatn Anjureotty, Venket was prederred be¬ 
cause Jil was earlier ihcught to be out of the moning. 
All this troubled me. So long 1 had been the code of 
tba walk! f wes conhdent. of course, that I could hght 
all the way. But. at the back of my mind, there was 
tbe fear that I might not gel sufficient opportuniUes to 
display my prowess, f have nothing against Venkat 
Ha Is, and atwavs will be. a close friend; bol he wa^ 
deAftitelv pushed up at that time. 

Jai and Salim Durrani, my old "cobbers", were on 
the tour, and f was certain to have a good line. My 


form was good and. with Chandra having been dropped. 
I knew that my place waa assured. If Chanda bad 
been in the team my position would have been loMcare. 
Durrani wns not my competitor, being the best all* 
rounder in the country and worth his pftce In the aide 
aa batsman alone. Mv fears of being Indiacriminaled 
agaiotl were apparently unfounded. 

The "brain" behind iur eventual succeu in the Test 
series was Jei. His poor form as a batsman certainly 
worried him. but every time Wadekar needed him he 
waa there to advise and help. He was the one who 
reminded Wadekar a I a rritical stage in the second Test 
at Port of Spain ITrlnidadl. of the presence Salim 
Durrani, who was. ss usual, aa enigma. The genius 
that he it, Salim had ''promised" the wickets of Solmri 
and Lloyd the previous evening, while we were lalking 
m Jai's room.

Moco of 42 to tba second tnalngi of the Test at Lord's. 
It was a di MS t n in every way. We had the same 
'Vuina trust* of Hfll—Colonel Adhikarl. as Maosger. 
Ajft. as skipper, vrith Venkal aa his deMty. An Indian 
toam bad gone to Sri Lanka in early 1974. winning one 
of tbe two unofildil Tests pisyed there. But. from the 
verr start, when vra emplaned 00 tbe long journey tu 
Lnndoo al Bombay, we knew we were going for a bai- 
taring. Confidenor was al bootlace level. 

At Eastbourne, during the fixture agslnsl Derrnk 
Robloa XI.

Finally, Wadekar played, aod ^ did Venkat 
Biijesh and Madan Lai made Ibeir debut in the Test I 
doa't thiok ure should have lost the first Test al Man 
dieater. Tbe Ughlight was a magnificent century (101) 
by Gavaskar, wbo batted against keen bowhcui and un 
frieodly weather (cold. wmd> and wet) with spartan 
tenacity. Abid Ali threw his ba( around with a vengeance 
and hammered Creig aod hia up>and*down oS breaks al) 
over. Bui, on a pttd» which gave little encouragemenl 
to spio, it was clear that our bowlers could do link 
against England’s baning We eventually lost the Tmi 
by 113 runa. 

At Lord’s, in the second Test. England made a record 
total of 629 runs, with three centunes. We batted well 
in the first innings taking our total lo 302. but we could 
not avoid the follow^n—327 runs behind. In our second 
essay, we were bundkd out for 42. not because of poor 
batting, bui some genuinely fine bowling bv Geofl Arnold 
and Chris Old. who look nine wickets between them. 1 
played in thiK Test instead of Venkal. and got tw4» 
wickets for 166 runs. There was some misunderstioti 
ing between Dedi and Wadekar on field placing during 
the Test I think, chastened by England’s dominance, they 
lost interest in the proceedings. Bui. it wasn’t good for 
(he side. The final Test at Birmingham ended in 
another massive defeat for u^by an innings and 76 
runs. By this time most of the lads were iust keen of) 
getting home. Wadekar hinted that he would be quitting 
the game on his return. We had nci rhance on this 
tour. The pitches were Plumb and lotally discouragiBg 
for the spinners. England's bast men balled (o a plan. 
Amiss. Greig. Denness. Edrich and finally, David Lwyd. 
helped themselves lo runs merrilv. And. we had no 
fight in us, 

We returned home in groups In 1971 the '‘great’* 
Colonel Adhikari made It a point to lead the lads back 
home to a redcarpet welcome. This time, he went oil 
lo East Africa on a coaching assignment. It iiirpriaed 
me how ihr national coach, who was a paid employee of 
I he Cricket Control Board. couM have a private coaching 
lootract. Of course, he would have obtain^ the 
necessary permission from the Board. But wa< be not 
Ibe Manager? He should have been with us whep we 
were reluming m shame. Very ckvvriy he sent all his 
baggage, and there were pknly of bags with us. The 
cricketers, on the other hand, were allowed (o bring 
only one extra bag 

Bach home there the usual probe b> a 
mil tee, b<Tore which we had to appear. The authorities 
had waited until the players returned, to find out (he 
reasons tor the debate. Meanwhile. West Zone sacked 
Wadekar as captain, following which he quit Tesi 
rrirket. The probe Commitiee ascribed our defeats to 
unfavourable weather conditions and poor play. There 
WHS An mention of dissension among the players. But. 1 
hold the view that the Colonel did not help in bringing 
<ib<>ut unity, if he takes credit for the 1971 victory, then 
he .should also take the bUme for the 1974 defeats. He 
crippled Wadekar and made him his mouthpiece. None 
of us have anylhiog against Apt. except that he allowed 
himself to be dominated by the Colonel. It was the 
Colonel who indirectly forced Aiit into premature retire* 
rnenc. Beause of the Cokoel. Wadekar became un 
popular with tbe players. Ajii b^me ao “establishment 
man", instead of being the iMd^ of his team. Wadekjgr. 
the captain, quit: but India could ilkaffoed to kae 
Wadekar. the batsman. Nobody in recent times has 
manned the nuniber*thr«e position with greater authority 
than Ajii. He left the encketing scene, a coofuaed and 
dlaiUuaiooad person, and oobappy. too We respect him 
IS a player Al least. I do. He was a successful captain, 
hut fell prey lo tkver minds, because be was impres* 
sionabk.

A: Its complacency. There are a 
large number of exceptionally talen¬ 
ted people—reporters and editors.

1 
know it's not pleasant to go soateb- 
ing around in the countryside, Bijl 
that's wbat journalism is ill about. 
There is a lot of elitism in Indian 
journalism. I once interviewed e 
sweeper and a chaiwalleh in Delhi. 
After the story wes published. I got 
a critical letter from a subeditor in 
Ahroedabad* a^ng roe bow I vrould 
leel if an Indian journaliit in Wa* 
shington were to talk to garbage 
collectors about President Johnson. 1 
would bave norrotlly thrown out the 
letter, but his attitude was lo t^* 
cal that I replied and told him that 
precisely was wbat American jourtial* 
ism Is all tbout 

My advice to yeong jeantaVsti 
would be, don't talk to eadi other 
but talk to ordinary people on wbat 
(b^ think about real iBoai coBoero* 
ing tbao.

I T wa& all over in tix liour&. The ryrlooc came hM 
the Andhra Pradesh coast and left in drunken 
circular wake destruction and dcvutaUonr the worst 
in rur history. This coastal area of brpalhtakiait acenk' 
beauty, with lakes, lagoons, pal/n trees and immeose 
crop weallb, was reduced to an endless ruin. Ibatch^d 
homes lav flattened like crushed ballerinas. Electric 
and Iflephone poles were twisted into erotesnue .^hape^. 
towns looked like surreaiistic paintinfs. Enormous 
trees and ^lender palms lay uproot^ and dead 
on the roadside. 

Cfirpsrs, skeletons and carcasses littered the road^ 
end for even seven to 'nahl days after the cvcione 
struck they lav^ •unAltroded. Then collectors plied tlir 
poor and wreiched of the villages with liquor and 
to I iced them to go near I he stench and remove it fui 
baroing. Police in Divi Taluka and Avanigadda brought 
fk) priseiim, dU lifers, from Raiamondhry Central Jail, 
and gave ibeni the task of burning the corpses. 

It was as if a board of drunken lorry drivers bad 
hurtlftJ through these areas, trampling on every upeigbi 
object, cr a herd of rogue elephants had vJdously 
knocked down everything that came their way. 

As Colonel Q. $. Bajsj of the Udian Army 
Mriillery,^ said. *'KveD to a war such widespread 
destruction is not possible Tlicre are only certain vital 


targets that are attacked. Ibe way buildings and 
factories have been reduced to manitjed structures ol 
steel and coAcrete. it would require repeated bombing 
to get this efTecl. Ooc would require a payload of 
milhoDs of tonnes of TNT fur such clesiruction," The 
nearest visual comparison one can offer of such destru^ 
tion i< Vietnam, perhaps. After years of bombmg and 
chemical warfare, forbidden by the Geneve Conventiou 
the Amcricatss were abtr to effect de^tructioD, killing 
and dcfoUalioo oa • maiaitudinat scale. 

Nature effected this in six hours. The worst 
bit are the districts of Krishna. Ongole. and Guntur 
Paflially affected were East and West Oodavri dlatria.' 
and ;>rikaku]am. Divi Taluka bore the brunt of thf 
havoc. Its 30 villages at the mouth of \ht River 
Krishna have been wiped out. by the tiUal wave, from 
the map of Andhra Pradesh. On the other side of the 
River Krishna which empties into the Bay of Bengal 
Is Rcypolh, where Lord Krishna is said to have stay^ 
for a while Many of the villages here were nil off 
from the world end this week trod November) the Ann> 
is taking its boats for a reconnaissance of the region.

Divi TaluWa. where 6.000 deaths 
beve been estimated, was ravaged both by the cyclone 
and 16 foot lidal waves. TTio weather bureau bad said 
that tbe waves would not be more than one and hah 
metres above normal but they turned out to be around 
16 feet or nine metres. G. Nanchauna. a young cirl 
wbose father, mother and five listers and one brnthev 
are all safe, said, "I'm from Farichawaida and we were 
ad at borne because it was raining heavily. In the 
evening our home collapsed over us. The water lesscn< 
^ at nine in the night and we all trekked six mdes 
to Nagalaoka where we are now sttying in the balcoov 
of a school." Sri Santuib, unsbaved and hungry, said. 
"Five of my famiiv died. Those of us who survived 
look shellcr m Pucra buildings tverything else was 
aubmerged and lost" 

K. Durga Prasad ttau. a young unemployed engineer 
of Mandapakala. cried in anger, "My village is 16 kms 
from the coast. On Saiurdav )9(b tbe winds were so 
strong that paddv bush Rew into our eyes and all over 
the plare like mi<5ile« At 4 3(f p.m. tbe first wave 
came roaring, about 12 feet high, and <wept ocrow our 
village. 1 «avrd ISO pcopV.* by pulling them on ihe 
iron tres«e» on my faiHer’4 rice mill. TVn atmul a 
fjnle later came a bigger wave, about 19 feel high. 1 
Know because it went over my walls which are tbei 
high Ti swept through with maniacal fury. We beve 
about S.200 people in our Paschayat area, and atom 
2.S0Q have died Our village has become a graveyard." 
A group of his villagers butted in togeiber. complaiung 
loudly that the Chief Minister and bis police did not 
care for their viil;iie ts so one had come to help even 
on the elsth day after the 19lh. And Rao addcKl. "We 
have a Tclegu saying: 'Mother has not given food 
but father has not given permissloD to beg The 
State CoverDraent, he explained, cannot bcip. bnt ii 
will not allow the Centre or the Army to help. Tbe 
Army engineers were tbe first to move into thic area, 
on the 21st and 22od. 

G. Goiinda Raju, who could only keep repeating 
"Toofin. toofan" Ityst his wife and three children, who 
were drownt^d cn the Tury oi tbe tidal wave. He saved 
two other children of nis and he was bow helping the 
others in distress. Eight days after the tragedv no 
authorities had yet come to tbe villages beyond 
Bowlder a pa Hi; the roads were Uttered with decompovd 
bodies and carcasses and aot eooagb tulldoaers were 
there to clear the way. "They would bave to walk 
eight or nine miles to come to us and which officer 
would do that?" one villager seid. Helicopters of the 
Indian Air Force made trips and dropped food 
packets but onlv over certain areas. &owadrrapoaMi U 
getting everything, complaised lome villagers from 
other p1aces< because tbe Education Minister had 
thrown tantrums and rasig&ed “We bave oo Minister

Toads create unacc'ouniable prod Her 
tions for people. Elaborating on ibis 
point, a gypsv girl has this stury lo 
tell: '*0iw day wc went to a larin 

houte. and found tbe farmer's wife al< 
mo>r dying because she thought she was 
bewitched bv a woman who came every 
day In Use form of a great toad to bee 
door and looked in. And, sure enough, 
while .she was talking, the load came, 
and the woman was taken such a way 
With fright rhai I thought she'd die. 
But t had a laugh to myself, for I 
knew ihai load^ lan not only be Umod. 
but will almost tame themaelvea. 
we gspsics talked together In Botnany. 
aod then ^kl wo could remove the spell 
if she would get u$ a pair of snears end 
a cup n[ salt. Then we caught the load, 
and tied the shears so as to make a 
cross. We then threw ihe UMd iniu ihe 
fire, and poured Ihe salt on it. So the 
witchcraft was ended, aod tbe lady gave 
us a good SDcat and ten shillings." 

ft. H. .Stoddard, in a poem, tells us 
a terrible lak. One dav a gentleman 
accidenUlly Irod on a load aud killed 
it. SimultatMously he heard a scream 
in the woods a little distance away, 
which was followed by an outcry. He 
went to see what was tbe matter, aod 
found a gypsy camp where they were 
lamenting the sudden dealb of a child. 
On looking il the corpse be was horri* 
fied to observe that it presented every 
appearance of having been trampled la 
death, its wounds being the same as 
those be had inflicted ob tbe load.** 

Tbe toad played a promiseat part 
in the assodatkm ol wilches in tbe 
year of 1610. A witcti who look part lo 
tbe conveoUoQ testified, ea admission 
that a mark like a toad was stamped on 
his eyeUd. and that a real toad was given 
to him which bad tbe power to make 
iti master ioviUbte. to Irassport him lo 
dittani places aod Xrvulvm him la the 
shape of maay toimala. 


Because of its repugnant looks, Qi 
toad does not occupy an edifying place I 
Ihe mythology of races. The Algonki 
Jodiaas, after having studied the plan 
physiognomy of the toad, decided tiu 
H indicated all Ihe vices, and made tb 
creature the mother of all witches. 

The ancient Persians believed tIu 
Ihe load was the symbol and pet c 
Ahrimao. the enemy ol light, and decla 
ed that hi> alicndanl dumuns look tb. 
form when they chose to persecute 0 
musd.. The Tyrolese regard tbe toad i 
a prototype of envy hence the proverb 
*‘EQviou8 as a toad". In the mediacvi 
times the tuad appears as symbolic c 
Greed or Avarice. 

The load is also tbe devil wh 
guard> Ihe money o> tlir mtsrrs. Thcr 
iv Ihe story of an old and wicked mis« 
who repented and wiclicd lo leave a 
money 1u the poor Hu I when hr oi>ene 
his gn'si Von chest, hi* found lhat ever 
mm in ji had turned lo u iiornble toa 
wilh sharp teeth. Thr priest saw in I 
divine retributloD aud told him lhat Go 
would have nonr of his money. Tb 
m^Ker, witling to be hut free wav lock 
ed up iti the chest wilh loads; ani 
tho next d.iy when t\ was opeoed tb 
cieatures had eaten hmi up. Only hi 
clean picked bones remained. 

About loads, ti IS ahn believed tha 
they themselves aie undergoing penane 
for deeds done m humaa form. A cum 
men story iv that the loads aie, I or thi 
must part people wiin made a vow tt 
go on pilgrimage bul died wilh the vov 
unfulhllcd. Il IS bi*rause of the remorsi 
that the poor creatures go hopping ab 
out astray, bewildered and perplexed 
striving to visii the shrines they hat 
intended lo visit when In human form. 

In common with Ihe frog, the toac 
is an emblem ot productiveness, anc 
ranks among creatures which are typei 
of erotic passion. It happend lo a youU 
at Katenburg that, being one day In i 
kmefy place by a lake there looked u} 
at him finm the water a being somewha' 
like A maid but more like a hideout 
toad. The load entered Iftlo a pie astir 
conversation wilh the youth and be 
came quite agreeable end friendly. H 
then a^cd the youth whether he wouk 
Uke to have anything particular to eat 
He mentioned cakes whereupon il dived 
aod brought some up which he ate with 
relish. This happened many tines k 
that, despite her appalLng ugliness, tbe 
youth fell in tove with her and offered 
marriage. Tbe toad maiden ioyfutfy 
consented. As soon 3> the ceremony wai 
over, she changed In to a lady of amat 
ing beauty, conducted him to the lake 
and "In this life they were seeo never 
more",

none. Ttte Seketors eventually agreed to let him lead 
jn all five Tests. Incredible man. this Tifer

He had to kad India without Bedi in the first Test 
at Bancalore. Bedi was not considered for selection 
becauae he had offended the pompous Cricket Board 
President. Mr. P. M. Rungta. Injuries to Tiger end 
Karokh Engineer prevented India making a fight of the 
match, and the resultant defeat had everybody on the 
defensive In Ihis Test. Indian cricket administration 
was seen at its worst When Tiger kft the field there 
was doubt ail around as to who was hi5 deputy. In a 
home senea the vice<aplain not nominated. Venkat 
presumed, having been vice-captidn on three overseas 
tnurs. (hei he had the *’rifbt" to lead the side m Pataudi's 
absence. But. insiructions came vooo afterwards from 
the powers-lhai-be that Cavaskar was to kud. The 
rmbarrassmeni of it ell. The capuiuev issue took a new 
lurn for the aecond Test at New Delhi. Tiger was out 
hreause of iniur)'. and Gavaskar who was appointed 
hi deputive for him had to cry off because of a 
fingei iniury vusleioed m an earUer Irani Trophy 
inuKh. rhe then vice’president of the Cricket Consol 
flnard. later 11k President. Mr, Ram Prakash Mehra. put 
hiy fiMH inio his mouth bv announcing a day before the 
match that Farok Engioeef would be leading the sida. 
Tilli half an hour before (he tost, nobody knew who 
would lead. Everybody who had played more than 10 
Tcsiv thought he bad a chance. Some of them carried 
iheir Indie blaurs to the ground in amidpation of the 
honour. Finally. Venkat led tba aide I wonder how a 
(Tkkel team, going into a Test match against a formid* 
abk opposition bke the West Indies, could feel united 
m a siiualioii like (his. Chandra was axed. Fortunately, 
J hfcd bowled well at Bangalore, otherwise I. too. might 
have been dropped. The second Test was another 
disaster 

We went to Calcutta, twodowo in the series Tiger 
was back at the belm of affairs. Gavaskar did not play 
.«ga»n because his finger was giving him troubk. Venkat. 
laptain in the previous Test, was dropped from the 
eleven. This is lodian cricket ■ We had to fight back. 
Iiger had given much thought to strategy this time, and 
had decided that he was iwt going to make the ones and 
iwos easy for the West Indies baUnien. He wanted to 
let them score in boundaries so that they would make 
mistakes. Of course. Naik’s dismissal with the first 
ball of Ihe match was a major setback. Then Sharma 
was run oul. and the pressure waa on. But Vfshy was 
there holding his end firmly. Tiger was rammed on the 
lace Iry a Roberts flier, and had to retire. Anshumun 
Caekward. a debutant, fought gallantly until Fredericks 
Chinaman pul an end to bis innings Tiger returned to 
Ibe fray and hammered Vaoburn Holder for 19 runs in 
one over. But the Indian (ally was modest. When tbe 
West Indies batted, I saw Tiger's genius as a captain. 
He kept the West Indians conslantl) under pressure. 
On a slow pitch, where the ball came diffident^ to tbe 
boi, be had medium pacers Madan Lai and Gbavri bowl* 
mg to them. Fredericks made an excelkot century, but 
Tiger's hustling tactics paid off. Vishy made a marvel* 
lous 139. treatiug tbe West Icvdiao bowlers UWe vfissals, 
which gave India's fighting chance. I'hen Chandra, who 
looked like being beaten oft the attack by the pufi* 
nacious West Indians, proved the match*winner, as Tig^ 
gambkd hka a ^aay punter. His dare-devil tactics paid 
off Tbe crowd worshipped him. I did not have a big 
bag. but 1 was instructed to bowl tight — the foil to 
Chandra and Bishen. Tiger got the best out of every' 
hodv. and wc woo by fiS runs. 

In Madras, the identical tactics paid dividends.

We won 
the Test by 100 runs, to square tbe series, and woot to 
BomUy for the dodder, bobbliof with conftdoace. The 
Bombay Test, however, proved to be aa aoti-climea lo 
many ways. Batlinf first, the West todies scored 604 
for six declared, to which Clive Lloyd contributed ao an 
beaten 242. We replied with 406. thanks to a danliac 
66 bv Sunil Gavaskar, a centarv (102) by Solkar and 66 
by vlshy. In spite of this, the West Indies won the 
match by 201 runs> and chacbed tbe series SI They 
certainly deserved it Yet. it hed b^n s ciote meldi. 
Tifer felled with the hat in botii inninfs, and we knew 
that it was the end of tbe roa dfor him. But. Tifer had * 
made • ‘'team'* out of ns. 

Tifer confessed that tbraughout the series be aotieed 
that his only good eya. which hid stood the atrein ao 
long, was now weakening, and that eirtra yard of pace 
he Inst at a cnidal juncture. But. he thought be had a 
mission to accomplish. That he did. He gave us back 
mir vlf confidenee and our self-respect. 

'PHERE can be only one Chandra. If another bowler 
* like him comes up, that person would have to have 
an identically peculiar tight arm. which lonks as if It is 
removable frum the rest uf the body. His arm is like a 
sling, unpredictable. 1 don’t think that Chandra really 
knows the speed at which the bell catapults out of bis 
l ight hand. When he started bowling he was n terror to 
the batsmen playing in I.eaguc cricket. On matting 
wickers he was unplayable. If he had been phy&icallv 
bigger he might have developed into a fist bowler. But 
Indian cricket has to thank its lucky stars that Chandra, 
sonwhow. remained a ’'spinner”, if one can honestly 
(tfMTibe him such. 

Early in his career. Chandra's mala wkket iakmg 
delivery was the in-coming one He was too fast off tlie 
pitch to turn the ball appreciably, but the ball wbippttl 
through like a rocket. From a distance he looked like a 
wrist-spinner, bowling big breaks from the bark oC his 
lisnd. Ilut, wlieu it came to playing him it was a diffe¬ 
rent ^tory. So many batsmen, not quite certain of the 
deviation, got Into the (rose awkward situations, only to 
see their slumps ihaHered. Sometimes their gestures 
and action.*: were too Funny for words. For most ot his 
career. Chandra never really thought much about his 
bowling. He just delivered tbe goods. Such a bowler is 
rtifficull to handle and to use as part of a pre-planned 
.slralegy, With Chandra there is no question of strategy. 
He is an attacking bowler, and he can be nothing else. 

I think Tiger used him the best of all. He gave him 
pientv of work to do. There were many aiUct who 
blamed Tiger for this, complaining that he would 
hasten tbe end of Chandra's Test career. However, no¬ 
body was more happy than Chandra when 'Tiger gave 
him long spells to 1 m wi. Chandra loves tbe game and. 
above all, loves to bowl. There is no question of his 
inff nver-bowled. That right arm of his gives him no 
trouble. It just keeps rolling overt 

In the past couple of years. Chandra has become a 
little slower, in trying to ^n bis leg-break. He has 
developed a ‘^loop." which is a recent ioDovatioo. He i< 
also tending to be orthodox. Of course, he is ra cable of 
tremendous pace, and the sharp delivery comini lo in 
the batsman i« a really dangerous delivery. He is now a 
( lever bowler. 

Chandra is a cent-per<eol team man. He Is without 
ambition, and is generally retiring ana oon-cunlroversutl. 

He loves music and solitude. He. loo. hat had his upa 
and down! When he was sent back from Australia after

The worst blow to his career was 
hit beiog dropped from the team to the West Indies in 
1971. For some reason or the other the selectors consi* 
tered him a risk not worth taking and left him out. But. 
for the trip to Rnglnnd also in 1971. be fongbt back into 
the side and his performance at The Oval, In the only 
Test India won on the tour, made him a national bem. 
Hli six for 38 in England's second innings is an iadea 
of the total command he exercised over the English 
batsmen, and will be remembered with pride as long as 
the game is played in India. Thereafter, there was no 
question of kaving him out. Ajit Wadekar, who suc¬ 
ceeded Tiger as Captain, said: *'When we have to leave 
out Cbandri from the side, a situation arises when we 
wish he was there." His best serie.« was in 1972*73. 
against England, when be bowled with such tremend* 
oui accuracy that it was unbchevoble. ft was the firsl 
rime 1 saw his bowling arm and bis right band work in 
perfect unison. When there i» any disharmony between 
the "sling" and the "floger flick" the ball falls short. 
He was superb throughout, end his faster ball, coming 
in a shade, caught (he best of balsmen on the wrong 
toot. For instance. Tony Creig adopted a completely new 
stance when tackling Chandra.

I DON'T think our selector.: ever think on sound lines. 

The way they “hire and brc". without rhyme or 
reason, is ridiculous. However, it is sad that, in the pro* 
cevs, some very fine players—batsmen, bowlers aod 
widtetkoepers—have suffered at thair hands. Anoiher 
Importiint itpeci. wbidi must be given a good deal of 
Ihought. is the luability of the selectors to determine 
finally, even alter a great deal ot expinmcnlation. whe* 
ther someone is in the top>bfackcl or not. For mstance. a 
player of the vndoubti^d ability of Apt Wadekar came 
into Test cnckot too late, while Milkha Singh was pushed 
in too early. A player develops Test trmperjnwnt 
through experience Kuw then can a pbver perform 
well if he is under mental stress, because he is uncer* 
lain of his future? I heve known inslonce of selectors 
Iplling a new pl.iyor that if he talk he is out. Ithh is 
not the right wav to go about il. nor can il help to get 
the best out Of o player. Milkha was certaiolv oot lack* 
Ing in cluss, as a batsman. But. once the selectors saw 
that he lacked the right temperament (only tbe selec* 
lors know what it means) he was dropped like a hot 
brick. Then there 1$ a truly gifted player like Hanumt>»» 
Singh, who should never have been dropped from the 
«quad to Australia and New Zealand in 1967-98. He 
pin? frd reasonably well in England on (be previous to»ir 
and everyboi^ concerned knew that he was a pluyer of 
undoubted pormUe and with a great future. He has 
played in 14 Tests, but has somehow failed to be rated 
as a top-natcher. Indeed, he made a spedacutar Te^i 
debut, scoring a century (104) in the fourth Test against 
England in New Delhi (1964). The selectors, however, 
could never quite decide whether he had it in him or 
not. They used him as a stop-ftap. which couldn’t have 
done much good to hi$ confi^nce. Whenever he was 
recall to duty be was under pressure and India lost 
him at the peak of KJs form. Here was a really good 
cricketer who has been terribly unlucky. 

Tbe case of Amber Buy is equally tragic. A 1^- 
handed batsman of class is a rare eommndity.* But.

Wbat this persoa apparently 
forgot was that, in Tndia, our batsmen gel predous link 
practice against Quick bowling and there are very few 
who cao stand up to real pace, t remember. Keith 
Miller. In 1967, rated Chandra as our quickest bowler 3 
A foreign tour may have made Ambar Roy a differcai 
and ■ better player; but that was not to be. 

We have no quick bowlers in tbe country, only some 
eiceilent medium'pacers. 1 remember, no my first over* 
seas tour»to tiu* West Indies—how a bowler bke Vasant 
Ranjane troubled the powerful West lodies batsmen. The 
selectors have also been blind lu tbe merits of a fine 
bowler like Chakravariy. He should have gone to 
Australia and New Zealand under Pataudi. Instead, 
others less deserving were pr«*terred. The case of 
Govindra), who made two overseas tuurs without playing 
a Test. IK unique. Hr would have learnt a lot. but after 
his return ho woi promptly diKardcd Then, why this

nil are the selectors doing? I Think. Cbakravarty and 
GovimJraj were unlucky to have failed to make the Test 
giade. I suppose, with Bedi, Veokat. Chandra and my* 
self around it is dlfTicult for other spinners to make the 
Test grade. Kumar, the Madras lec*spinner and tbe 
very best in the trad*, fell an early victim to the 
emergence of Chandra. But, the seizors have been 
totally blind to the need Ui encourige tbe others. Tiue 
the selectors cunnot think beyond the four of u« when 
ii conies to Test matches, but they have ctMisisleoily 
denied them other opportunities. Bowlers like Bombay's 
Padmikjr Shivulkar and the former Bengal and Dow 
Saura^hlra spinner Dihp Doshi belong to ibe top* 
brackcl. In any oilier country, they would have played 
Tost iritket lung agu.

It is true that Bisben 
had to play because he was the captain, but why ptay 
Venkat and Chandra? I should have thought that Dosht 
and Shivalkar could have been given a Test match each, 
to give them a taste of ioternatiODal cricket Inddental 
ly. they were the two outstanding spin bowlerr in the 
Dulecp Trapby touraeincot, which preceded tbe tour.

Roth type^ of bowlers need to have exi'elicnt control 
over length and line.

since itie ball has less time to gain purchase or lo grip 
the soil, a batsman can gel away. Pur Venkat. a **three- 
quarter'* Icagih is a must—nut close enough to the 
Misman to enable him to drive nor short enough to play 

sjile<huls, Tne (Hitstanding bowler that he is. VcpVat 
has developed his own xanaliuns. Bui. 1 have mention* 
ed this only lo stress the essential difference between 
the two uf us. And. for the benefit of the selectors-^ 
if they do not now^tbe two of us are different types 
of bowlers! 


'1'RAYELLING with an Indian rricket team abroad can 
A be fun. Hiat is. os long as you arc a bachelor. I 
know, we cricketers are envied because we gel oppop 
I unities to i ravel, I have Un’n lo the Caiibbcan tbrtce. 
England thrice. Now Zealand twice and Australia once. 
Just tefore ever) tour and that, toe, ju^t before the 
team b lo be announced, anyone with a chance of being 
select^ waits in nervous expectancy to know whether 
be is on or not. The moment you are **jD'*. there is 
tremendous relief. On niy Aral tour to the West Iodic* 
I was the *baby" of the side and anxious to see the 
wvrtd. There b no better place to visit than tba islands 
of the Caribbean. The Indian populatloa there is ex* 
trernely hospitable. Also, the ^sl country does not 
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t ou know that the pitch will be even slower lor you 
hat will set the spin bowlec'-the good oar. ol coorse 
—tbinMng. Thai is tbc genesis uf strategy. When tbe 
bowler comes op to bowl his Aeld-placing vrill be ron* 
dUioned by this initial appreciaiieo uf the pdeh It is 
true that the quality of the batsman one has to bow] 
t3 also has its bearing oo overall strategy, but then, 
every batsman in the world has to adapt his skill to the 
prevailing condiUoos. So, up tv a point, things are the 
lame for everv batanian. for example, on a slow pitch, 
where the ball comes diffidently tu the bal. the drive off 
the front fool is not a stroke advised by people wbn 
know unless tbc batsman gets right to the pilch of the 
ball So the bowler has to keep it up to the bat. Jnvit* 
log the bitsmau to. drive. 

That I am on the short side has certainly roDtribut«Kl 
to making me the tyw of bowler 1 am. Vers early. I 
knew that 1 had to depend on two factors—sbarp spin 
and variations in fight, I could not be a '*hitter'\ like 
Venkat is forced to be because he stands over six feel 
and lets the ball go from a height of at least eight 
feet What 1 want to stress is that there arc two dis¬ 
tinct types of off spin bowlers—the “hitter* and tbo 
“fligbter.** The former has to spin, but hia variations 
arc basically in the change of pace. This sort of 
bowler IS generally hard to come down the pitch to aod 
vriti be a “container * on a good pitch. Given a Pit^ 
which gives him assistance, this sort of bowler will be 
unplayable, primarily because of the quicker pace at 
which be arrives on to the batsman. In my type of 
bawling, on the other hand, ooe has to accept, at somn 
stage or the other, the bowler will have to take a lot 
nf punishment. T come tbrugb slow enough for the 
batsmen to come down the pitch. Hence, to survive. I 
have to resort to varlalloos. It is not that Ibe 'Tiltfbr**. 
b^ 00 variations. He has. Generally, this type of bowler 
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spart ray «tfon to moko tbiofs fonfertoWc. That firit 
trip waa. indeed, i pleisure. But ibe two rabsequem 
loora of the Caribbean, despite their intereatmf aspects, 
made me feel bome'Sick. Perhaps “homesick" isn't the 
rifbt word, but some of these tours do tend to stretch. 
Aod. if a player in'l doio| particularly well be In* 
variably wants to get back home and away from tl alL 

When I was sinale 1 enjoyed myself as much as 1 
could. Ihouih. with the stingy allowance of two 
pounds a day sanctioned by the Cricket Cootrot Board, 
it is diAcuU to say how! But in those days, without 
any worries about my family, it was easier to hod 
entertainment. This is natural and. I am sure, even 
somebody like Sunil Gaveskar. who is so dedicated to 
the game, will agree with me. I am all lo favour of 
tours which don't last 'oager than eight weeks, even if 
the schedule is tight. After all. cricket tours are not for 
pleasure, and every member of the party wants to play. 
Uut. when the>e long tour: are hallwav through. I 
ihink most of the players are homesick lodiao cricket* 
rrj are not used to so nmeU cricket and soon Ihrv 
become stale. There is always nerd for a lay-off. In 
fact, 1 shall go so Ur as to sa> that, un 11*55 there is a 
thorough change in the cricket structure of the ci»umry 
—a professional set up—half the players will nut be 
able to last out » long tuur As jt is. our players aie 
not mentally and physically capable of standing up to 
rxieoded tours. 

There Is also the added tension of being “unofficial 
ambauadors' ut thu country. Kor instance, there is a 
ban on players talking to certain people—represenU* 
lives of ihe Pcevs. Hadio and other media, t have 
watched visiting teams to India and the excellent re- 
lutioos they have* with the Pressmen arcomuanying 
them. But. when the Indian learn goes abroad, good 
relations with Ibe Indian journalists covering the luui 
depend cnijiely on wheihi'r the Manager 1 $ on good 
ternis with lh<*m. If the Manager does noi like them 
then the players arc not expert^ to talk to them. At 
limes, on lours, wv li*el like a bunih of schuolihlldren 
un un excummu. 

The allow.in<o paid to players is another aspect of 
teurs which is very important. I don't think the officials 
oi the Cricket Control Boaixl know, or want to know, 
the exleni ti> which prices hove gone up abroad On 
my first tour the daily allowance was one pound. 1 
rlidn't mind then. Why? Becau>e. I didn't know what 
to dn with the money Besides life was so much cheaper. 
When I gained experience and developed friendships al 
home and abroad, the one pound paid by the Board 
was bcoming an umbarras^ruent In 1971, the Board 
' generousU' raised the ailuwanec to two pounds, with 
cut taking into accuunt that prites abroad had gone 
up as much at 20 tin>es. Wo cricketers like to Iwing 
hack a few souvenirs for our families and trteods. but 
we cannot do so unless we are able to save money in 
other ways. Some of us convinced the Manager. Keki 
Tarapore. in the West Indies iu 1971. that we could do 
with mcKe money. We suggested that he pay os five 
pounds a day, on the understanding that we wouldn't 
cat c»ur meaLs at the hotel. 'The urge to save money 
was SO gi'eet that wc began skipping breakfast Loneb 
iind tea were available to us on the ground during a 
match, and wo managed with dinner at a snack bar. 
We avoided travelling by taxi and preferred to walk, 
consoling ourselves that we should walk a mile after 
dinner to keep fit. In England this suited us. We 
TTissed breakfast because wc knew Ibat, according to 
Die custom provailing, we would be served tea and 
biscuits on County grounds. What a rush thare used 
to be for the biscuits! If anyone bad seen the ocraiohlf 
for biscuits one would have thought that the Indian 
cricketers bad never seen biscuits Mfore, 

I'hese are some of the “pains' of a tour. Of 
course, cricket gives us a chance to see the world and 
Die opportunity to play against outstanding players. 
Anybody waniiog to learn has plenty of scope to do so.

All this led to 
the eliminatioQ of snaD-pox, cholera, 
plague and kalx'asar. and a sixulft* 
cant derreaae lo infectious diseases 
like diphtheria, measles, poliomyelitis 
etc that previously used to snatch 
away the lives of e vast number of 
infants everv year And at tbe same 
time breast-feeding rooms, nurseries 
and kindersariens bave bern set up 
eB over the country.

strong Party aftiliations and who undoubtedly were 
guidf^ by Ihc Party leader.* out«ide.

The victory was to formldab'e and erat* 
fyinK (hat nobody bothered about details then but there 
are allcKation* now that nen then at manv places, 
pirticulariv Muuffarpur where Mr &s>rei* Fernandes 
was the linata candidate in absentia, h.ilf the B.SS 
ADVP radres went awav t'' other constilueiicvcs to work 
for Jana Sangh BLD candidates. 

As soon as it w.is ricar that eleciinns would be 
held tfl form n new Covrmment in the Slate, the four 
(onstilKenis of the Janata Parly stirted c.ibithitfi to 
incrciise ihrtr respertive representation in the new 
Assepiblv. ThiK was an ex*'rcise from which the student 
leaderOiip was totally exetiided. The n''w Ministry was 


formed and the students, whom J? had Imbued with 
decree of extra politicat morality, have since watchea 
with dismay and despair the new rulers ccltlng side, 
trarked from their vision of instant democrocy by the 
tomforts of power and the spirit of muformlty these 
ceiier.ite. The March elections.^and the June ones also- 
called for a mass participation in a natKm.il wukinfi up; 
the cadres remain wide awake, waiting for I he millenh 
uoi. but the leaders hsve allowed themselves to be 
m.issa^ed into tranquillity.

Tbe 1973 Patna university studeuts* uniofi elect* 
tioni were the first there fought between cleerly-defined 
orgeoJiatJonv. There was the Ai(•India Students* Pede* 
ration, the Youth Congress end the Akbil BheratJya 
Vidlyerlbi Perished. The last orgaoisalioo has cooels' 
tanlly deoiad. and has been consistently disbelieved, 
that it is the students* wiog of the (ex) Jane Sangh. At 
that lime the ABVP controlled mon of the north lodlaa 
univcriititi end it won at Patna also. After Mr Atal 
Beharl Vajpryi end Mr Nareysu hid agreed oq the 
modalities of the Bihar agitation, the ABVP boys ido* 
ed the movement, stopped all their routine work and 
ceased referring to themselves as ABVP cadres; they all 
then belonged to the Chhatra Sangbarsh Samity and 
the ABVP claims that it provided the kadership in most 
sertors. This, (hev uv. annoyed the other poUticel 
foostituenu and eUo Mr Narayan bimtelf and lowaids 
the end of 1974. wheo the momentum of the oiovo* 
ment had slowed dowo. he formed the Chhatra Yuva 
Sanghersh Vahini, which admitted only oon^Pirty 
youtha Towards the end of I97S, by which time fiiuat 
of the ABVP leeders were either underground or In 
iall. it delinked itself from the bydben almost defunct 
Saneherab Samity end resumed opereting on Its own. 
In March this veer, tbe ABVP returned to the Ssng* 
bareh Semiry fold end worked for the Jenata viciory* 
Between Marrh end Jane. It said It wanted no ticket* 


pobtka* and loft the Sifldty. Shun tbea it baa bad oo 
dhwet with tba Jaoata Goveraoeat (a Bihar. 

The VtdyaBil Ptflshid fa tha Boat waO'knft mi 
ftndeat body in Bihar^lT of tbe 24 ofne» 
beam elected In tbe recant univenity uaion electione 
tbronghout tbe State were ABVP candidatea—and tbere 
are alM the Yuva Janata and the Jaoata Yuva Morcha— 
the two rival youth bodies of tbe Janata Party. Plus tbere 
if JFf own Chhatra Ynva Sangbarsh Vahini. which has 
distittct political aims but is strictly a noQ*Party affair. 

MB. BAM AN A KD *nwari*$ house is a modest structure 
and the sitting room has few pieces of furniture. Mr 
Tiwarf is now an MP and his son Shivanaod, people in 
Patna keep tening me, made a habit of being arrested 
on minor criminal charges and being released on )))8 
father’s intervention. Such loud rumours have uot 
affected the easy politeness of the leader of the Yuva 
Janata in Bibar; Mr have tbe paans stained his well*srt 
teeth under a thick moustache. He wears u dbou ant< 
pink shirt on tbe morning I visit him and, pfissibly 
because it is too early, there are nn hangcrs*on. except 
for one young mao wearing fashionable shoes who mi» 
silent for as bour, smug in his selMmportance. 

Yes. Shivanand cannot agree more, the btato Gov 
eminent is a disappoinim^ni but the Yuva Jnmta Just 
dues not have the orgeuisetionel structure l<> be efirc* 
tive In either co-operation or roofro;itntron. Pew Sung 
harsh Samity leaders have foined the Vuvj .lanHtu and 
the Vidyarthi Pari shad U a totally separate organisation, 
so YJ is struggling to find its feet. Since they cuu^ot do 
anything atone, they have tried for joint moiv,.ienTs 
but the unify of 1974 or even of la<t March is now tot.il> 
hr lost. 'There is no big enough Cause now.'* lie says, 
tl is diffkvit for the Vahini and the YJ to work togr 
ther. both are so riven with ronlr.idictions. A common 
rally could be arranged recently only after a acrica of 
minor comoromiaes but some Vidyarthi Panchad bovii 
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who wished to join did not do so when they were uKed 
to sljm the *8sthe petre' wli'ch cjlled for an end to the 
practice of wearmf the holy thread sad other ^mbob of 
caste. C8ste*pAhtTcs was dormant durinc iHe 1974 move- 
nent but is alive and kid<ing now. The Chief Minister ha’ 
formed a Chbatra Yuva Sadachar Samity with members 
from all ihe vouth nrjtamsatjnru "but the problem is 
(hat Karpoorlji picked all the members hjmvlf." And 
how can you have Sadarh.ir when “the first thing"— 
declaration of assets by lealslntors—is not <fnn^. He is 
not going to Phvlparas to help the Chief Minister in 
his bv^lectinn ramoaign. “We h.ive always maintorned 
that the practice of making an MP the Chief Minister, 
which entails two by-elerttons, is baa. * Anyway, the 
Yuva /anata. like the pcnple are w.iltiiig tor Jl**s lall 
but he has derbred ;i onr-venr mn'atnrmm on a glia' 
tiona which MiiN (he prrsrntly disorganised Yuva 
Janata fine. fshlv^Orinrl cannni visualise sn agitation 
withoat JP and considers it most unfortunate that Mr 
iVaravnn haf. not drvrinped n srrnnd'hne of leadership. 
AMONG ihcMi that JP did try m prnim is Mr. Laitu 
Prasad Yadav A Patna University student leader and 
romment during tbe r974 rnovernent. he is now an MP. 
met him B( ilie Sonepur fair Short and ngik. com* 
pirif* with a ear and a bevy of yrs*boys, he flared up 
wlirn I asked him why they were not protesting the 
IndifferenT record of ihe State admimsiraiion. hut 
regained his cotnpo.suro soon enough and referred to 
the one year perind of truce that JP had set "After that 
you'll sec. Tf the Government does not allow us (o ccr 
operate with ii.

u bcadquarters is lucked away on tbe first floor of a 
bouse in » nsidcntinl area of Patna and dc'piie a sign* 
l^ard in large letters, man^ in the area do not know 
where it iK. A little girl knew, however, and directed vs 
i^p the stairs. The door was shut from inside and was 
opened to cur knocks by Arun Kumar Das. short, with 
a few days' growth of beard and a khadi shirt with an 
axillary tear.

lisp, vigofuuslv supports him. Arun aays the Vahioi has 
been busy organi'^ing amlcorTuptloa drives The first 
tareet was hospitals and the Health Minister — Mr. 
Jabir Husain who has since resigned — had agreed to 
cooperate. But the Vohinl boys had faced sliff re^st* 
anre to their probe efforts at many places. They had 
come b.^ek to ihe Health Minister and given him Iwv 
mfmths' time to clear the mess. Or else? "We start a 
fight." What about JP’s gracc-vesw? "Look, it is not 
the lime fartor merely. The limit is actually on the 
p<*opIe's patienrr."

Arun spoke with deliberation and would not hazard 
an answer to my question on the respective sireneth of 
the Bihar vouth groups but he does not tbink the Vahiiil 
can launch a Stato-wise programme before three or four 
years.

"But wby must JP be here? Tbe revohitiMary condk 
Lions will throw up new leaden. Look al tbe career of 
JP himself. He became a Lokanayak la 1974 but he bad 
bMO preaching the same theories for the lest so many 
years and befure 1974. the man wbo now draws thou* 
saftds had from ten to twenty listeners at his village 
meetings. Leodorship is no problem if the conditions 
are propitious and the people ready." Gan tbe Vabioi 
aver buvf mass oppeJ, considering that it premises only 
a betirr moralUy. no power?<Tbr 1974 movemrot wao- 
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ted a dear overthrow of gov e rn a tent) "People ksow 
power is a corruptltig force." 

Tbe Vabiai admits anybody between Id to SO. Most 
live at home and work for It bui there are some full* 
time members. They are paid no allowance but coupons 
cjgoed by JP are sold tfl over the country and tbe 
money collected goes into buying provisions which are 
distributed among the local units. Life is frugal; there 
is no pain. dgareUe or lea in the Vahini omee. 

OAPPEfl AND scir*assured Sushif Mody also does not 
have any of these minor vices: be stopped all this in 
jail under the Emergen^. He is now the State aecre- 
tary of the Vidvarlhl Parishad, the strongest single stu* 
dent group in Bihar. Tbe operative woiti, Sushil soys, 
is 'student*. "Our slogan was : Politicians, hands off 
campus. Students will not certainly stay away from politics, 
but this will be For their polilicaf education and not 
participation." That they leave to the Jana Sangh, 
what? "Why do you sav ao? We bad and have emo¬ 
tional attachmrnts to the Jana Sangh but wr are not 
tbelr student 'wing*. We take no di^ciions from them 
and, yon know, our members cannot be members of anv 
political Party nor are they supposed to go to airports 
or railway stations to receive political leaders. They can 
go and bear them speak of course." The B$S U not a 
political Party, so the ABVP ran he affiliated with it ? 
"Ye», we consider the ftSS to be a good organisation and 
want it to grow better and,stronger bul we have no for 
mal affiliation with the Sangh. Aq Individual can. how* 
ever, be a member of rxith the RSS and the ABVP.” 

Sushil says the Bihsr Government is not only oaC, l( 
IS positively corrupt but tbe AIMndia Working Commit* 
tee of the Parisbsd bas given the Government one year. 
"They still have six months but 1 feel a movement is 
inevitable. The Government also knows this. 1 think. 
Some of our boys have been arrested." Cm the ABVP 
fight alone ? "W* shall try for unItv. We have already 
given offers for joint work on ruraf reconstruction pro 
jects but these do not seem to hold much appeal." Who 
will lead surh a united movement ? JP ? "He is per* 
fectly acceptable to us but we are not blind followers. 
His programme, If and as he gives one. will have to hr 
judged issue by issue." How can the ABVP claim majo¬ 
rity support, when it is basically a sectional organisation ? 
"But why ? There is a Muslim member in our working 
committee. No, there is no Muslim office*bcarer In anv 
of the Bihar university unions. But there is no casteism 
in VP*'. 

Wbo are SushiVs personal heroes ? "Well, nobody 
in politics. Men tease to insnire when they era in 
power. Vivekananda. Hlak, Subhas Bose. And. of 
course. JP. Not merely for 1974 and after but for his 
Steadfast refusol to bave power" Whet i< their line on 
Mr. Karpoori Thakur's by-election ? "We want him to 
win but we won't work for him. 

Hie Vidyartbi Parishad has its offices in two rooms 
on the first floor of a building In an area which. tbe 
resldeots say. was raided often by tbe pnlico during thi> 
Emergency Iwt the ABVP people would be tipped off by 
some watchful residents who would al^o help them 
escape. 

There is a statue of Sii Aorobindo which his mother 
would not know as his, a garlanded pictme of Shiva*!, 
one of Subhas and a painting of Saraswatl vritb 

religions motifs. Boys and a girl are working on post- 
err to welcome Subramaniam Swamy tn a functiou. Tbe 
atmosphere is relaxed, confident and determioed. 

Thb is the picture of youth in Bibor today. They 
know another round is inevitable and the battb lines 
this time will be drawn between friends In (hr last 
fight. Whether Ihe leadership will be given by JP or 
some disgruntled section ru^ed at being politically out* 
manouevred or by tome undefined morauty-mad group 
or by a dlsripUn^ Rightist front Is nut clear; nor th? 
outcome It may lead to a total revoluboo or may wlpr 
ont all the gains of tbe last partial one. But everybody 
ts keeping his fingers aosaed aod the antidpatloo is 
eicitifig. Fruitrallonj will heglfi only If It ends Id 
smoke.

The men indulged (n all kind$ of stunts 
spoke in erode, erass Imgo. all to Impres the women. And 
the women students sat there, as if they were martyrs 
The (viiduilvis quarrelled often with the men; perhap» 
they too were interested m impressing the wornes. These 
special buses instead of bringing the sexes closer contri 
buted to the creahoQ of mutual dislike and suspicion; they 
were soon taken olT the roads. 

W ILLIAM Reich, the unorthodox German Communist 
of the '50s belieied that it isn't enough to establish 
a claukss society; he fervently advocated total aaxual 
freedom.

Some of my friends spent a few months in Holland 
and West Germany in 1970; they fell in love with the 
new left gospel.

As usual 
Germans, they claim, took the lead 
in the matter. Tht practice of 
applying the urine (not orw’s own) 
on ^in diseases, or body aches and 
cuts, was common in Germany in 
tbe beginning of the ISth century, 
they say. A sdentific study of the 
•ubject was pul ftwward in the be* 
tinning of this century by a German

U.S.A. and elsewhere got 
down to work. An Ttalian doctor in 
1927 is said to hove attempted with 
success the use of auto-urlne therapy 
hv inlertions He cured the diseases 
«)f the urinary tract. However, urine* 
therapy was forgotten during the 
Second World War, but was revived 
in the mid 'forties When Armstrong 
wrote bis famous book. "Water of 
life", wbkh inspired e naturopath 
in Cuiarat to write bis own version 
of it. titled. "Mansv Mootra.*' 

Will auto-urine therapy ever gain 
mass acceptance? 

It mav. if all the research work 
(hat is being conducted on the sub 
lecl around the world proves the 


mfractaloM esntfee power that fa 
aacHbed to urine therapy by Ita 
protagonists. A iiealthy mao may 
never be wlUiog to drink his urine 
sa a preventive cure, but a sick man 
may be induced to undergo the 
treatment, which does not necessa* 
Illy have to br oi«il. Ji can aUo br 
imparted through injections. Very 
many people, I am tr^ld. diink then 
urine, mil ihcv do not admit it for 
fear of being ostracized. 

A patient at tme o( itu* Shivambii 
Cure Clioics (there arc at kasi 
three in Bombay) told me "Morar 
libhai also drink« his urine, but the 
people dismiss the fact as an act of 
idiosyncrasy on h^ p,»ri. Bui if the 
people In my oiBce nnd uul t drink 
urine they might slay ,msy from 
me, * 

The common man's reaction—one 
nf repulsion—lo those who drink 
(heir urine may not be justified. But 
it is a fact. Drinking urine is not a 
'natural' thine to do. This attitude 
may change in the lulure If modern 
«cieflcc accepu the therapeutic uti* 
iities of the urim*. A urint* ihera* 
pist with wlinm I was diKuaaing 
this particular aspect of the subject 
remarked: "If the West lakes to it. 
our people will follow. We like to 
borrow our own gifts,*'

Nohru oece told me that the two 
straiihiest mvn he b <d come octom in India were Pirrv 
abottamdns Tundon nd Morarii Desai. 

I developed arvat personal regard for Mnror^i foi 
his couragfous sc><nd In givina pr<»tection to Muslima In 
the undivided Kombuy State during the dark days of 
anitioa. He was then Hume Minister of the State and 
is chl^. that good man. B. C. Kher. had given him j 
free Hand Murarji perlnrtned bis diAcull task with 
ireal per^unal cunvicilon and euemplary competence 
Ho other Conarr4,s leader fuDctiooing in the Staler 
bicluding C B Pant, was a patch on Uorarji in this 


matter. This regard for him has persisted in me ever 
since. Nehru was greatly impressed by Morarji'^ 
perfoemancfi. 

When the news of Morarji’s defeat in the AssembU 
cofutituency during the first general elections in 19S1>S2 
reached him, Nehru coo>idr‘red it a freak occurrence 
and at once stated publiciv. "lie is the victorious leader 
of a victorious Party." Morarji succeeded B. G. Kher a»> 
Chief Minister of ^mbay and later won a by*e]cctloo. 

Nehru brought Morarji tu Drlbi and he became a 
Union Cabinet Minister on 14 November. 1956. Paittji 
was already the Home Minister in the Union Govern 
ment. Within a few davs of Morarji's entry into the 
Union Cabinet. U. Maliiaii MP. who was Deputy 
Chief Whip of the Congress Party in Pariinment, came 
to see me and said that Morani llcsii would like to be 
li«<ed a* number three m the Cabinet, immediately aftri 
Pantji. I mention^'d this to the PM who hovi(<ilnd for a 
moment, but when I nuotev) ihc example of Paniji, he 
agreed and informed rhe Cabinet Secretary accordingly 

While he was Finance Mlnjsrcr, Morarji one • toW 
mr that he was perturbed ai the talk of abolishing the 
status of Bombay as a Union Territory and merging il 
with Maharashtra, and added that if it wav done, h< 
would resign from Government and retire from public 
life. I smiled in disbelief and told him thoi he would 
not resign and tbe question of his retiring from publk 
life would not arf«r. As movl politicians. Morarji i$ 
not cnmnletely free from eating nis words to add to bP 
frugal diet.

In 19S3. wh^n 1 mived In Bombty with tht ?V 
tfom London. \ told Morarii that B. G. Khar was aerv 
ing sherry sod ^ight wines to foreign guests at tiM 
High Commissioner's residence and that he bad told m* 
^hat in the unUkelv event of his returning as Chief 
Minister m Bombay be would substantially modify the 
prohibition policy. Mnrarii was surprised aad said that 
he would bo writing to Kber 

Ihe legendary Motilal Nehru gave op alcnboUc 
drinks os part of CongrcM discipline. Later, when he 
fell ill. his di^ctors, including B. C. Kny. advised him to 
take drinks in mnderote Quantities Hie old man rrfu^ 
ed. Kov then so'^ke to fisndbiji, H>e great man imme 
diatelv advised Motilal Nehru to five up the ibslineDe*. 
I dnubt very much if Morarji would have been ao 
dexible. 

During the visit of British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillin in Delhi. British High CommKsinner Malcolm 
MacDonald gave n <ntall dinner party at his residence 
The chief ruest wiu Nehru, Morarji was one of tb* 
invitee* 1 wn* al«o invited. I normally avoided dipk^ 
matic functions, but since I personally liked Malcolm 
MacDonald I derided to attend At the narty I discovered 
that evreyniie was holding a glass nf frvit juice.

Sensing tbe mood of th«' Party. Nehru suggested 
< hanging of the Convtitu’i«’n of the Congress Party in 
Parliament to have two Deputy Leaders, wbo were not 
Ministers, to be elected .—one each from both Houses. 

INDIRA VS MORARJI 

Durinc the Ch.nrbc invasion Nehru's mind was 
poisoned by some, chiefly Indira, against Morarii who 
wus wron«:ly accused of mlrigucs against Nebra. 
Morarji is a man woo would never stoop so low. He is 
courageous enough to come out into tbe open. I knew 
for a fact that before the split in the Congress, w^p 
Indira's position was shaky, one politically important 
Minister In Indira's Cahinel went to Morarji and offered 
his wholehrorterl help in ousting her. Ho told Morarji 
that R was of the utmost Importance and urgency to 

S et rid of Indira and went to the extent of at^ng that 
forarit need not even take him into his Cabinet.. 
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Morarji wis thcD the Depa^ Prime MIolster uKl 
FinaDcr Minister. Morarji replied that so loag as lie 
was a member of Indira's Cabinet loyalty demanded 
that be should not lift a fineer against her. He added 
that he could oppose her only after re^ifnisg from her 
Crblnet and that too openly. Morarji expreued his 
readiness to follow the latter course at the appropriate 
time That Cabinet Minister continues to be a ‘'big'Wig^ 
in wbat 1$ left of the Congress today. 


R ecently, Morarji said, with a measure of satisfac* 
iton. iRdi whrn Bulaaoin and Khrushchev visited 
Bombay, he had issued liquor permits to them bot that 
they did not use them and did ool drink while in Bom* 
bay; further he stated that they wished they could 
introduce prohibition in ihe Soviet Union. I never 
I bought thpt Morarji could be so naive. Bulganin and 
Khrushchev did not, of course, go to the Malunga 
liqunr shop with the permits. They most have thrrwm 
them away. Khrushchev was a heavy drinker, lYie 
Soviet pnriy had brought with them vast quantities of 
vodka AS well as brandy, wines and champagne. These 
were carried wherever they went, including Bombay, and 
rhev drank everywhere, mcludinc Bombay. They also 
imbibed coconutjuicc. while in the Sooth, one momlnc. 
for a ch.inRe ? 

Mororji has considerable respect for veietarians. 
One ul the great qualiUea he discovered in Rukmini 
Arundale, whom he whimsjcully sponsored as a candidaie 
of ihc ofRrc of Presidrni of India, is that she is a 
irgrlarlan. Actually neither she nor Morarji U a 
vrcrlari.in. There is no such thing as vegetarianism. 
Milk, butter, ghee and curd are not vegetables, they are 
nnini.il prudiow Thr l.iti* K M. Mun.shi once told me 
that nn unferillizrd egg was a vegetable. His theory 
WAS thut vrgri.irianj.sm meant not tahmg life. I askeo 
him if he had ever talked So Sir Jagadisn Chandra Bose 
or to hU rulij'h<>’«ror Dr Po<hi S^n ebout life and fe«l' 
inga in trees, plants, vegetables, fruits end nuts. He 
Aiimitird hi'« <aiior.icice. I hope Morarji. in his releolirss 
:md heroic determ<aattnn to be the perfect Adam will 
nri give up rnllk hiitfer ehrtc. curd, vegetables, fruiti 
und Tiuis Otherwise, he will have to live on bolts !

Several times in the past Morarji and I have dls- 
(Mx«(('d Dr^hititi''o I enre a«ked him bow be became 
<1 fanatical prohibltianist Had there been any incident 
m hiv Ihe wbicb turned him that wayt He Slid that 
iherc had been a rase nl a young man. in bis home 
town, who forced his sister to have sex with him 
when hr was drunk. 1 told him that the youthful 
CmprrDr Nurc had sex with his beautiful, young and 
voluptuous mother Agripina when neither was drunk. 

Now Morarji wants to impose total prohibitioD on 
the peoolc of India within a minimum period of four 
KHrs. He ha» asked the Chief Ministers to coact lawe 
within a year. He does not give a thought to tbe ana 
of Rs. 4,500 million (which was the excise rev enge from 
the sale of all types of alcoholic drinks in I97B77> or 
more per vear because it is *‘tainted'' money. Neither 
does he give a thought to the enormous amount of 
untainted money which will be needed for country-wide 
enforcement of prohibition. Nor la he mudi concerned 
about'»ihe fate of the SOO.OCO people who are directly 
or indirectly dependent on tte toonstry and tbe trade 
in «lo6ho1ic drioka for emplomeot. I have wondered 
why Morarji does nut coa$i«r the enormooa exdae 
revenue ftwn dgetftres and oiber forms of tobecco u 
tainted money. Morarji win ramafai bUnd to tbe 
wideapfead ilrasef end the total morel degredatioa 
which total probiMtlon will bring, aa be did in Bom bey. 


Morarji baa qneted Ibe Constjtutjon. Our lengthy 
written ConatitgtloQ contains many irrelevant things. It 
anTOwly escaped being further cluttered with a pro¬ 
vision for ‘'monkey-worship*'. 

] wonder if Morarji has considered, among other 
things: (i) the possible reactions among tbe members 
of the defence services who are officially entitled to 
draw their liquor raMons (mostiv rum> ^ven in a dry 
Slate. Does be want to tormeni the ;aw80s who stand 
sentinel in bleak aod inhospitable regions of lidttcr cold 
in the Himalayas? Does Morarji know that Marshall 
Zhukov threw fajs armies into the battle of Berlin after 
making the men fully drunk with only four words on 
their Um. “Death to the German^**? No army will fight 
fierce battles on coconut juice (ii) Foreign diplomatic 
and consular misaJons in India will remain as islands 
where pr^ibition carmoi be enforced, (lii) There are 
certain tribal and coastal regions where the people are 
traditionally addicted to local brews as a part of tboir 
culture. 

Morarji said reientty ih«i drinking Ik against our 
endent culture. He has perhaps forgotten that sotno 
was a powerful drink of our ancients. 

Morarji does not drink, does not smoke, does not eai 
meat, does nol eat eggs, does not eat fish, does not take 
coffee, does not take lea, and stopped sex when he was 
V —a formidable array of virtues this! His only 
positive a*tachment ts poliiics which, in e*ivenci\ is the 
pursuit of power. Han he e.vchcwed politics also and 
gone for vonoprostho (jungle exile) In accordance with 
*'our ancient culiure’. he would have bid some chance 
of being hailed as a snlot. Jesus Christ drenk wine, 
ate meat and fish, and even converted water into wine 
at the marriage at Cana for other people. And he said, 
'That which goelh in detileth not a man. but thnt which 
cometh out—covetousness, wickedness, deceit, lascivious¬ 
ness. pride.'* Atrocious things these!

There are two gateway« 
on cither side oo the Hock face; when 
the dock strikes the hour, tinv borsemrn 
fully armed, dasb out of the ntes aod 
charen at .•>Qe another.

lolled bv the number ot tiniti thr> 
exchange blows wlih their lanc'os. T^it 
ouancr is scu&dcd by the kicking of two 
bells by a miniaturr mao. scored at x 
distance. 

The flrsi astroflomical clock was in> 
vented by the factious Clprman astrnnomar, 
Nicholas Cratier. Apart from telling the 
lime, the clock trIU the phase of the 
moon and its variations in addition to 
the high waU»r mark al London Bridge. 
It is equipped with a cotnplpte calrncfai 
which tells the date, the month and alio 
how many days old Ihc year is. Installed 
in Hampton Court, the dock is said to 
have first stopped when Anne of |>en* 
mark passed away. Burnouj bas U that 
if a resideni of the plate dies, ihr clock 
aulomalit jllv conics to s vlandstill and 
has tu br started aKaiti 

Npw York aUo has many marvellous 
clocks to boast of. Onr pxrUcular vlxk 
with four dials, each with a diameter of 
26 feet 9 inches, is said to be the largest 
clock in the world. Each numeral oo its 
lacc IS four feet high; the minute band 
is 17 feel in length and weighs 1000 lb. 
The hour hand is \Z feet 4 inches and 
weighs 700 lb Worked by electricity, 
the dock is installed on a tower 700 feet 
high with a 2Sftcrc floor apace. 

Yet another clock that de.servcs men¬ 
tion is one de.signed by an Amertcan, 
David Rittenhouse. Jt has six dials, and 
the main one has four hands which 
show seconds, minutes, hours and days 
.Analher shows the movements of tbe 
planetR round the sun. A third shows 
tbe moon revolving round the earth; yet 
aaother Rhows th« niov<*meRt of Saturn. 
Hie flftb dial shows whether tbe sua 
time is fast or slow. The sixth musically 
sounds tbe quarter hours. Is addition 
ibe cluck has yet another feature tike 
a Juke-bftx, there are ten tuses; oo coins 
are necessary: you have only to preti t 
knob and your seledioo will roll <wl.

The tremendous explosion 
of English is even more relevant tbao tbe crawliog 
growth of literacy. For. with far wider use of (he 
bOfUsb language, even tbe dtadels of lower middle 
dess Indian life have been stormed by aggressive tastes 
and fashlona Youth is no longer content with Qationab 
Stic orthodoxy. It wants to dabble io new idioms. H 
demands more from life, ft is far better infArmed than 
were earlier generations, and it cannot be bothered 
reading those classical works on which its parenis were 
Burtufed. It may be a sad thing that flashv magasipes 
should have taken over from frind*improving boeka. but 
this too is I feature of tbe snobblsn^mode^asv ethos 
of tbe times wr jive in. 

Actually, e; ^boosting bas always been the serloo* 
bustMis of the ree«. The Image Is Important above oR 
else; end Lord NArthrlftfo once summewd a staff meet- 


maiioa which spares people tbe labour of wading thro 
ngb pages et aewspnnt. Let it oot be thought that 
/n(Pa Today Is not an extremely good publication. Iff 
probably one ol the best in the country. inAnitoly 
more satisfying tbao LinA which seems mysterionsh to 
have frne underrround. But rt has become the talking 
point of Delhi end Bombay maialy because it so readi¬ 
ly folPl< the expectation of those who thir.«t for “in 
side** infArmatiop. People who wnuld ruin themselves 
serving PVeezomint creme de menlbe jn^(e»d of the 
va«tTv cheaper Hayward's, can admit to reeding itidla 
Today rather then Thn# or NeiMwcek without loss of 
face.

But even with magazines that are not hampered by 
a missionary function (like HinunaS which ii still trying 
Ui wed moratily to politics, or rruiUier whuse plougniag 
of a lonely turrow does occaslonaJly turn up u nugget 
of the purest gold), with journals that are not cooAned 
to a narrowly spediUied vein, there is stil) a very real 
danger of falling Into t groove aad becoming typ^. 
With tbe exception of the Economic and Touftcol 
fYaaklk, whose sober formula seems to be everlasting, 
this fate bas befallen most of the periiMlJcals tbit lur*

^eod tallois to write as if thev did The secimdhund 
i>asily rilurbivhed. So with the substance of keyhole 
iournslitm The butler presumably saw somelhmc and 
lold somebody who in turn mentioned it to a friend 
who...and so on and so forth. The end of the dam 
rhain is hrmlv erasped by one of three or four notabi 
llhes in Delhi's charmed circle of reporierv l’raod> 
tVilliams*s belief that Mhe )auroalist is tr.nlilionaMv an 
'•nicrtainer: he muM entertain or find another trade" 
iiistlAos the phcnomenoii. 

IV Norlhclilfe nnalysis may more literally anpK to 
'ht proposed desisn journal from Bombay, inside Out 
side. Such publicatihfls have always existed m a curiou« 
iimbo and it ii ^ai<l th:it the only time the editor of the 
hi|h1y successful Ideal Homes ever met ibc proprietor 
was when Lord ^ouihwuod summoned him home, point' 
ed tu some blank walls and ordered him to Ml the 
spaces as he thnueht best. Many an Indian maaoate is 
eoually unrrreptiv« to art Interior decoratinn is alvs 
all the race in Delhi. Bombay and Calcutta and there 
IS nn food reason whv those with more money than 
sensibility should not have a maaasine to advise them. 

If such enterprise seems to have bypased tbe 
South, it is probubly because the Southern Stales l^r 
by a diffcrcnc ethic. Ihe ehlorcseceDcc of magasine 
fuurnaliim with its dUtincl values aud compulsions may 
seem trivial to those who arc content with the stodgy 
columns ol the Hindu, because magatiniQ arc in stern 
iompetition with each other, they are vaguelv thought 
Ilf as unreliable. Their apparent frivolity, and Jmcresl 
mit in the news but in wbat lies behind the news, may 
niso appear bewildering But Northern Indian mage' 
rlnes sell well la the ^uth which imphes that old 
ways do not dre so hard alter all, Youog rradcrx do not. 
however, alwavs go hand in nend with older promoiers. 

Two explon&tions for beiog la tbe business—both 
.idvanced bv 6ritish*Ceaadian I'ress lords—may ool be 
irrelevant in this context. Rov Thomson saw proBis as 
the only motive. Deaverbrook. however, claimed r “I 
run mv paper purely for the sake of making propaganda 
and with no other motive". Both arguments cannot an* 
riv In Northern India. Neither in the Soirth. South Todia 
has not suffered the political buffeting whkb make* pns 
pnganda an end in itself, lo its cautious way. it ran also 
probably think of far more lucrative Investments than 
f^nglisb'bnguage periodicals. 

How calculating the South can be is such maUcr> 
wds exempiined by S. S. Vasao of Gemioi who was 
Ivnd ol saymg that a good him should have somethtog 
lor the eyes, something (or the ears, a lot for the heart 
'Od only a very little for the mind. He attributed the 
Bengali daeme's moribund coodhloa to Us obsusfioii 
wjih the mind. II Vassn were alive today and ioclined 
III dabble in jountaUsm. hr might have repeated that 
I(•rf 11 ula with inUant success to ■ glamorous new pu^ 
licatfoD. 

His reasoning certamly gppJJei to Ibc magaaioes 
published truni Calcutta, witb uia aaceptivu ol baaoog. 
v'liiob long ago ilied tne uiacu and white cuinpaojon 
ieUioid Which posfibty uJiereO more tor toe mmu toaa 
(lues tug culwur versivo. Ocugrapby dues, however, seem 


to detamiM cootest Porlunoa, HtmtaMwu** and Fur* 
tptctivt ail faintly echo liian's famous dictum oo Ben* 
gale role, with f'erapvcittw staking an explint claim to 
the lost halo of tbe Muoent Kauiimi. Rerbaps this Is 
one reason why never hit it olt with Calcutta's young. 
Bombay's frivolity is fully reflected in Afirrur. burye 
India, which really deserves to sell eoasiderablv more 
ihf*n what if does, is typical^ tbe rarefied atmospbrru 
of Delhi. Nowhere else would evposures and disclosures 
be purMied wiih such relentless seal or be of such grip 
ping Interest. Sever Is national. Its pink and gold ting¬ 
ed faniaxy world pruvidev an escape .ntn deluMon lor 
all age« in all citir*. Bombay is the best place to weave 
and export such dreams for the deprived. 

T he Sun too t$ t national phenomenon, though noi 
an original one. Ceorge Newnes was a SCSveai-ald 
Manchester xalcs representative and a great snipper of 
paner* in the last century.

teOfBf an IBusaroted Mory mastered, as mugazlaes get 
into stride. The effort iswuod to improve as more and 
more puhlicatioos appvoodi a pUteeu when lay*out, for- 
mat, picture display, price, bouse advertising, sales tech- 
aiques and distributioa sy^ams will all assume greater 
rmportance f^ survival, ft has been said that nebodv 
realiv knows what the public wants except it« Tnon^v's 
worth, and in the maeatine business, as In any other, 
his money's worth is wbat the buver can never gel too 
muA ef. 

Bot the ultimate cballenge of competition can only 
be met by the editor. The ideal ol editing ws» some* 
where adapted from Jefferoon's definition for govern* 
meal; '*He edits best who edits lease'*. But the Indian 
editor's task Is far more complex, for he starts with the 
handicap of an inadequately grasped language. It i$ 
compounded by the need lor constant vigilance, tbe 
ability to revi« perspective. Ibe foresight never to be 
taken by surprise in a world where tbe casual reader, 
tumiai from page to pate, should also never be cer^ 
tain of wbat he might come up with next. 

GcneralLzatlons obviously have no place. The list of 
components is simple, but putting them all togelber in 
the prescribed proportions is not enough to create ■ new 
life. A cerlatn spark will be missing. Nobody knows 
what it is. Nobody can tell bow It can be captured. It 
can only be recognized. Not duplicated. 

Somehow, by unseen processes, magasines do. bow* 
ever, seem to draw this magic suitenaoce, to find the 
elan vital, from surrounding ufe. Our daily newspapers 
operate is a sociological vacaum; relics ot the past pur* 
veviog dimly remembered vtlues tu readers with long 
memories. Magatine ioarsalism on the other bend Is 
vigorously rooted In the Seventies. It may bo braah. 
vuleer, crude; but it Is seldom Irrelevant. In that inte* 
grated harmony with life as It Is lived. In that repoort 
of The umbClical cord with tbe scene which gave birth 
to it. ties an enormous potential for tbe future.

Yes. even though we are entirely self-sufficicnl in 
culture, for Culture with a capital C we depend alroosi 
entirely on imp<'rls. 

But now the Westernised Oriental Gentleman fWOC) 
is making a fetish of Indlaoness. And because he is so 
sell conscious about it. nc looks so uncomlortable m it. 
Suddenly the rutiurewallahs have abandoord lb!»ea and 
are lionising Vijay Tendulkar, llie Indian play in English 
Is now occupying stage crnin* of Ihe In Scope. Wnkh 
woulJn'l be such a bad thing if only Ihcv didn't pul on 
such exaggerated Indian accents. It would be so nucb 
mure nMural if on ^lage they spoke as they do off it. 
Or would It? Considering the fact that most of thes« 
actorv (themselvrs culture vultures) apeak only clipped 
Cambridge, nasal Berkeley or Just fake haw*haw aover* 
tlsing Lnglivh 


Foreign plays of course arc far from abandoned. 
They arc of two typea^those you go to see and those 
to which you go to be »ccn. 'Ihc first type is madden¬ 
ingly silly. Ihe second i$ absurdly obscure. 

Cullurc vultures go lo plays which are performed 
on bare boards in asexual jeans and T-shirts and have 
the aclurs walking mure among the audience than on the 
stage. Their play readings are called visual enactments. 
9i though enactment, could bo anything other than 
visual The hni-pnllni, .onnr things, only go to farcical 
bedroom comedies with l.tocy sets and sexy costumes. 

Like the actors, culture vultures never dress up to 
go to a play. They spend plenty of time, not lo mention 
money, trying to look casual The mm wear Levi 
cords and Wrangler shirts ur sHk kurtus and crisp 
psiamo^ Tlicy carry either mirrorwork jhofov slung 
over their shoulders or soft leather puuchux dangling 
from their wikIv ("for fags and ha^b"! The women 
wear deep bordered ''Calcutta saris" and large red bitidis 
l*hev carry ouisised lealher bags. Both wear Ko'bapuri 
chappals.

Apert from the the-less you-underatand-i!-the belter* 
lhe*p 1 iy dreuit. the other watering-hole of the culture* 
vulture Is the him festival. Unlike the plebs. the oat* 
riachs of culture never see films marked *‘A". They 
don’t see films which have won rn Oscar, they see films 
which won the Silver Bear or Golden Peacock or, better 
still, the one which won oottaiog at all, hut deserv^ to.

*At the end of ber wo years of novitiate she took 
ber flret vows of religion. She was then tnached to 
tbe High School for Bengali girls run by the Loreto 
nans at Entally, on Calcutta's eastern side. There for 
anme twenty years she laught geography and history; 
later she became Headmistress. She was also put In 
diarge of the Daughters of St. Aone. a diocesan Con- 
gregatfon of lodiaa Sisters, who wore a bkia saree and 
teoght in Ibe BengaU secondary school 

The l^reto nuns at EntaUy occupy a large property 
pnrwMd With the money bequeathed to them Vy a 
winftliy Protestant ptanier. In this spadous property 
^ Sisters run an English high school for over five 
bondred girls, boarders including a large number of 
orphans who pay no fees whatever. In tbe same pro¬ 
perty the Bengali high school bou$^ two to three 
hundred boarders end some day scholars, mostly from 
families of modest means. 

The Loreto nuns are well known for their college 
and six high schools in Calcuna. The; are geoerally 
eateemed and respected as hard working, religious and 
9s brst rate edncalors. A( EntaUy. Mother TercM 
dtvMed heienlf whoMheartedly to the uitellectual end 
mintuel formauon ol Bengali girb under the direction 
of Mother Cenacle, a Loreto nun from Mauritius, a 
saiatj) person 

'At EntaUy there was a Sodality of Ihe Blessed 
CowHimeid ew Pope 32 on 
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Virfio for tl>e wher« tb«y imbibed the sane ideat 
that bad brougbl M«lb«r Teresa to India.' 

*Yoa were Ihc spiritual director of tbat Sodality, 
(itber Henry V *Ycs. Betides ibe spiritual meeba^s 
there was a study club to which Hindu nirLs also a«kM 
to be admitted. ‘Riera we bad various activities. Every 
week a group v(>ited the Nilfatan Sarkar Hospital. 
rulJled the girU so as to have eorae costiAuity in tbe 
apostolate We first scot numbers one, two. three; the 
next week numbers two. three, four, then numbers 
three, four, five and so on. Hie ^rls grew entbunas- 
tic o^iit this work, which was mainly reUgioas; consol 
lOf tbe patients, theennf them op. rendenng them 
snail services, writing letters for them. Another group 
went 10 visit the slums. Behind the wall of the school 
there was the slum of Moiijhil. The girls went to du 
service there. Mother herself never went with them. 

'Mother »iw the dire poverty of many people in 
Mod around Calcutta. Sbe felt an inner prompbDg to 
do something to relieve tbe hardships of uie very 
poor and to lead them to God. Spiritually they were 
completely neglected — truly sheep without a shepherd. 
She realised that within the structures of orgaftcnd 
eduettMA, aimed maioly at tbe middle dames, in which 
she worked, it would be impossible le achieve this 
aim. Sbe bad to get out. of the system., and start 
something quite different. 

*M the same lime, some of the girls she was tcO' 
chiag and who visited the poor in the shims and the

log nuns so that they could devote themMtvei fully \i 
tbe aposlolate among tbe vary poor.' 

GOD'S CALL 

T hen came cod's can. it was; Mother Taresa tok 
me. 'on the rcath 'if September. 1946. la tbe triir 
that look flic to Darjeeling, the bill station in thi 
Himatiyas. that I heard tbe call of God.' Ir 
qmei. iAtimate prayer with her Lord, she heard dts 
tmrily what she says ws« for her, *a call within a call. 
The message.' she explains, 'was quite dear : I wa? 
ill leave tbe convent and help the poor whilst Uvini 
dmong them. It was an order, 1 knew where I belonged 
hut I did not know bow to get there.' 

^be bad already been called by God to the reli* 
gious life and there was never any question of aban 
doDing it Cad was calling her to another kind ti 
work and service in the religious life. 

Mother felt intensely that Jesus wanted her tr 
serve Him in the poorest of ihe poor, the uncared from 
the slumdwelkrs. tbe .ihondcmed. the homeless. Jesu' 
invited ber to serve Him and follow Him in actual 
poverty, material poverty, to practise i style of life 
I hat vrould make her similar to the needy in wbom He 
was preseni, suffered and loved. 

As ai the Annuadatioti Mary Immaculat'^ bad 
answered 'Yes. be It done to me according your 
word, according lo God's will.' to. whola-htartedly, to 
this call of God she heard in her heart. Mother Mary 
Teresa anawertd 'Yes'. She did not know bow It would 
be done, but sbe surrendered to Cod in unlimited 
faith. 

It was a flash of light on the road to Darleellng. 
u rrseeting with Jesus. Injecting i new spirit ana dJrec 
tion to ber apostoUc life. This Ugbt did not blind ber 
— she was prepared for It, accustomed ai tbe was to 
follow Cod's inspiratloii and having reflected as ibe had 
on the unfortunate lot of so many who bad bttle chance 
of knowing God’s inffnite love for them. Mother 
accepted. There was no encounter, no strugile, oo 
corepulsiM : obediently, lovlaib. she accentod. Was 
sbe not always to trust Him and do His wilf fully ? 

The Missiooarlea of Charity keep this day na *fna' 
piratlon Day', for truly It was the start of their 
Institute.

aM apart for the work to wbkh 1 have called them. 
So it was that after fasting and prvtr they laid 
hands oa them snd sent them off.' (Acts 13,2^ Hw 
ChristiaA community, aware that tbe call came from 
the Holy Sphit. sent ttaem off cheerfully, with pryv* 
and th^ bles&hig.

The Arch bishop applied St PeuVs advice to test 
the various spirits to And out if they come from God. 
He nave the young nun with strange ideas a sympaihe 
tic heariof as she outlined her plan to work acnong 
the poorest and most needy. Of course, to realise her 
plans she would have to leave her religious Congrega 
lion and form a new one. 

After speaking to ihe Archbishop of her plans 
she was transferrM to Asansol for reason of health 
But the Archbishop insisted with her Superior that she 
be brought back to Calcutta, since she had applied to 
him for pemilssion to U>ave the convent for a time 
Meaowhile, trouble arose In the school, fanned by tbo 
political situation of the day. The school authoriiies 
ct>uld not settle the dispute with the girK When 
Mother Teresa returned to Botally. she cukd the girl 
traders and within half an hour the trouble was over 
They could not resist her appeals to sanity. 

The magnetic ioAuence she exerted was to be the 
trump card which helped her to fulfil her desire to 
start her new congregation. 

M AKY yedrs Uter. I a«ked Mother : 'Did the Arch* 
bishop ever ask you for a sign from Gud?* 

'No. he did not auk me for a sign* 

'Did you give him one?* 

'No. I did nc't give him any.' 

Had the Archbishop done to. he would have set 
the matter immediately in a spiritual and .supernatural 
context. A ^luperior may do this. A rctigious who 
seems spechilly able to perform a ta^k at home, when 
he requests to be sent to the missions, may be told 
missions. The religious then convinces hU superior 
somehow. 

But In the case of Mother Teresa things did not 
iro $0 far The religious authority tried to discover 
whether Mother's vocation to a special work was not an 
illusion, but was true ard hjd ebaores of success. Some 
indications roovinced the Arebbisbop that tbe Piogei 
of God might be there. 

The Arst difficulty was political, and arose from the 
atmosphere and the r.entality prevailing in tbe days 
precMing arid foDowini tbe Independence of India. 

'One day.' said Fattier Heury. 'the Archbishop 
aiked me "What would you think of a European 
woman who dressed In Indian style and want out to 
work among the vary poor io the slums, at the head 
of a group of Bengtu girls? Would she. succeed? 
Would she be accepted ?** Ihe point was ; in those 
days of acute natiOBallstic feelings, wbaf vrould be the 
reaction of the thinking puhCc? Tfafs was before 
India became independent, when under tbe inspirntkm 
of Gandhi]i groups of Congressmen went out to do 
aodal service among Ihe poorer dasses.

Tbe sillers bid their triditioa. their owo ectivitiei, their 
ways of proeeediDf She winted i troop ihet would hr 
hiftily mobile, that would visit tbe people, that would 
work not oaly amonj ‘hr poor, but inioog the poorest 
of Ibe poor. She could not simply follow in others’ foot* 
>tepi. She wiQted to start from R<Titch. traio ber 
oovices io hrr uwn way. mike there imbibe ber vwa 
vpirit. The future wu to prove her rigbt. 

The Diuthteri of St. Anne Hved in tbe sime com 
pouod II Mother end worked ie tbe «boo] of St. Miry> 
where Mother Teresa had been beadmlstreu. They 
were understandably worried about tbeir future pros* 
pecta lad asked me, is 1 was then their spiritual ^viser. 
to speak to them oa the cooscoucncrs nf this new reli* 

( ious lostitute thet would compete with them for the 
ew fieofili girls who wished to eater tbe religious life. 
1 told them that this was a challenge to them.* 

Indeed th**)! hive multiplied, and tbeir CMfregatioo 
has iacreased lo sirenith. itutiacive. the variety of works 
undertaken, in self reNance. They now bsve their own 
Mother Ceneral; they run tbeir own schools and orpbaa* 
Ages very successfully. Competitioo bas proved to be 
•in excellent stimulus. 

It look sotne time and much discussien and prayer 
for light befr.re the Archbishop was ready to apply to 
Rome for permission to start in his arch^ocese a new 
religious Coairegatioo for women. At least ten novices 
had to join Mother. Constitutions would have to be 
drafted and sent to Borne for approval. The first step 
was to obtain from Rome exclaustratioo or permisston 
for a religious, bound by perpetual vows, to live for a 
time outside a coci' ent atm to be no longer under ft- 
llgious Superiors, but directly under tbe authority of the 
Bishop. 

Mother Teresa's request for exdaustratioa was duT> 
despatched to Botiie, to February 1948. When tbe per* 
mission arrived, Mother prepared to leave. 

'Did you have nf dificultiea with your rcligieua 
Superiors before you IKt*^’ i asked ber at tbe time uf 
>be fnbilte. 

Tlofle whatever,' abe nnswered, they wexe jBoat 
understanding and coniperitive.' 

ALONE IN THE DARK 

A nd so Mother Teresa, in response to God's caO. on 
the i6th of August 1948 walked out of tho caaveat, 
closed tbe door beluad her and found berself on a Cal¬ 
cutta street, alone, to tbe dark. 

God bad called ber to Umself to a very ipedal way 
TWenty-scven years later. Mocbcr confided to me: 

To leave Loreto was oy grtatost saoiftce. tbe most 
difficult tbtof I have ever dm. It was much more 
dlfhnit than to leave my fasJly and country to enter 
^eligiooi Ufa. Loreto meant evaythiag to na. 

Tn Loreto f bod received my ipidtaaJ tritolac I 



had become a religtous there. I bad given myself to 
Je«us in tbe Insiilnte. 1 liked the work. teacMoi tbe 
firls.' 

As an adolescent Agnes had been colled by God 
sad had turned to him. Following His call, she left 
her family, ber father's house, ber culture, ber country, 
all sbe bad beeo accustomed to see. to bear and to love, 
to go to a foreign land. In tbe first flush of youthful 
cathusiasm aad aenerosity it was not too dIAcult Bui 
tbe first period of tratotog would exact more self-denial. 

Then, gradually God was to invite ber to a more 
complete donation of berself, a second tumtof towards 
Hire in deeper failb and a reore intenae yetralng to do 
oufy what please.^ Him. This grace must bare come 
after aone years of religious tife, when she had acquired 
the habit doing tbe diftcult thing for God, of chasing 
to carry the Crw with Jesus* of thtoMog only of the 
Beloved, until she saw tbe world to God aad God to 
the world. Ibis grace is given or offered to many a 
person faithful to God's pace and ready for peat 
sanifices. 

One day, she racalved froa God a apedil invitation. 
Soree ebuaen souls are panted a greP grace, which 
may be offered once or twice oaly; if they accept it, 
they start on the road to holiness. 

God bestows ihb pace upon those He Andi nflt-

A FTER the break with her past way of life, a period 
r\ of trainiag afforded a welcome period ^ transition 
and reflection. Mother Teresa left Calcutta and pro 
ceedsd to Patna for a short course lo nursing and out 
door dispensary work under the fuidance of the Medical 
MissieBsry Sitiws of Mother DeB|el. To be of service 
to the poor, the had to know; therefore, she had to learn. 

At Patna, on the hank of the GaBee<. IlK Medical 
Missionary Sisters run an efficient hospiul to which iv 
atlarhed a popular and well attended outdoor deparl 
ment. The listers also direct an excellent nurses* train 
ing course. 

Is July 1969, as a patient in the hospital's surgkai 
department, I enquired aVmt ibe Cakutia student Sister 
She was still remembered as a keen student who had 
packed as much knowledge and experience into he* 
three or fmr mootbs' stay as anyone could acquire in 
short a time. 

At Patna, Mother Teresa also sustained the first 
shock and upset to her plaos sod ideas concerning tbf 
way of life i^he and the girls she expected to ^olo her 
would enibracc. She had intended to live in utter 
povcrly^tbry would Uve. dress and cat like tbe very 

C oor among whom they would work, in an effort to 
MOg them to God. and whom they would serve as eh<* 
sufferioi members of Christ 

Mother Deo gel, an Austrian* bom woman ef uolimi' 
ted teal tod energy, bad obtained from the Holy See tbe 
permission for her nuns to practise both surgery and 
midwifery in hospitals run by them, sometbiog new in 
tbe Catholic Church, fhus, sbt‘ could uodersund and 
sympathise with a oun wisbiog to start new ways and 
activities in religious llle. 

Mother Teresa expliioed to Mother Deogel end her 
Sisters that she planned to start a coogregatioa whose 
iiiembers would live like the poor in India. Tbe nuns 
diet vvould not even consist gf siaplc rice and pulses, 
which it modest enough, but would be just 'rice and 
sale* a diet considered to be holew the poverty line, the 
humblest of Bengali diets. 

‘Wr shall eat rice and salt,* said Mother Torosn with 
determ iaatioa. 

If you make your Sisters do that,* retorted Mother 
Oengel, emphaiically. 'vou vrill commit a serious sin. 
Within a short time those young girls will fall a prey to 
tuberculosis a^ die. How do you want your Sisters to 
work, if their bodies receive ao luslenaoce? The very 



poor work very little, become sick and die young. Do 
you want your dobs to vuffer that falef Or do you wish 
them to be strong and able to labour for ChrlstT' 

MOTHER TERESA accepted this expert advice. Sbe 
could not tempt God, could ooi ask His divine Providence 
to go continually agaisjt the laws of nature He had 
estaVlisbc<l. and work a continual miracle for (hr health 
of her Sisters, when food was available. Humbly she 
changed her plans Tbe Sisters would receive the suste* 
naoc*. their bodies required, their food would be sample, 
without luxury; obediently they would eat the portibo 
they were given. 

Years later, Mother told me' The Medical Missionaries 
of Patna said 1 was to feed my Sisters well; 1 have 
followed tbear advice.’ 

Indeed, years ago several Indian Bishops had trouble 
with poorly-fed nuns and semloariass who suffered from 
tuberculosis and other diseasea. The Bishops took ade> 
quote measures and among tba younger gniMratloB the 
irooble is over. 

Tke good Lord was traiolng His loving spouse, cor¬ 
recting here and there, moderaUng where ne^ be wbai 
ought have been otbrrwisa exceasive seal. Mother’s 
Sisters could ooi all be exp^ed to receive tbe same 
charisma and grace God had granted her with au^

A: The Hamal Faschayat wat 
formed 21 yaara afo. and ha» about 
4000 memteri ai present It la aa 
oriaalaaiiaa of hamala aa the name 
Haalf aoHoata. Iti cDembari who 
liavi bltbarto bad to depend oo toils 
of labour for their dai^ bread now 
have aome kind of security. This 
taeUiui of protection* was laddnf 
before the PaiKbayat was farmed, 
tbev were hltberta 'Unprotected 
Labourers*. Think of these people, 
and of whet will bap mo to then 
once they frow old or need toy 
kJod of assistance. 

Today the Panchayat is fast spread- 
iQf to further Aelds and is assur* 
loc a fair deal and better waaes tw 
lU Diemben. It Is running a labour 
cooperative society which has a 
memberahlp of M. and a turnover 
in the regioQ of Rs. 6 iakhs. It runs 
cbeap>tood canteens, as well as 
a Ral-wadI for the children of tbe 
hamala. It distributes free boohs 
and runs a chcap.medidoe dispen 
nary- 


Q: Could you tall oa haw yeu 
were drawn tnle Ibc acbeineT 

A: When I started my practice 
in this area the hamals started 
roming to me for treatment There 
were other doctors, but they chose 
me becau^ 1 had been trained in 
both branches —the Ayurvedic and 
the AUopalhic. This fact served to 
attract patients from tbe lower 
economic strata. Invariably my 
patients spoke about tbeir prob¬ 
lems. I was already very closely 
aasneiated with trade union activities, 
and It gradually occurred to me 
that 'something worthwhile' could 
be done to help these people. In 
fact Mr Amrut Kardile, wtio was 
already attending to tbeir problems 
■iagle handedly, initiated me to this 
Ciuae Tbey Inslated that I becMnt 
their President and so today 1 am 
the President of the Panchayat, and 



also of the Hamal Mapadi Federa. 
tion wbldi came into being 6ve years 

ago. 


Q: Be* 4M yeu become Involved 
la tbe Bk Gem Bk Paawatba 
campalfdt 

A: During my involvement with 
the Poona Munidpel Corporation ^ 
cam into contact with the famine' 
stricken and the dam-aflected pe^ 
pie. Tbis was after the Paocnat* 
diMSter in *61 and the Koyoa dam 
disaster In *67. I found that even in 
the rebabilltaboo centre* people 
were Incredibly caste consdous to 
the extent that tbe duller of housea 
for Ms bars always stood isolated. 
Mahatma Phule was fighting agilnat 
precisely this problem through hia 
'Satyasbodbaki' movement which 1 
have beeo trying to revive. wilb 
the same end in view. 


Q: WMh wbal i

A : Well, t should say afthuuAh 
there are soine oobceable changes, 
we sUll face resistance. In aorae 
areas I have eatablisbed a rapport 
with the youngsters, and they have 
consequently started fnctctiooing oo 
own. Alter tbe rec en t elec¬ 
tions the youpgsters are re^miding 
very well. Tbe villagers are now 
prepared to share tbe vHlafe well 
hitherto restricted to caste-Hlndos 
atae. with the Harljadi. If this can 
be called a iuCGees|, afTorts nude 
earlier bf othere aiae have a rtehb 
ful share In It

I am also quite aware 
that the hope ol transforoung these 
woikert into soldiers of a sodn- 
economic revolution remams but a 
mere hope. I believe it will continue 
to reitiaia a mere hope until 
a cultural revolution takes plate 
which can plant new values in his 
life iloAe. Something that will 
change him from the inside must 
napperi. 

Q: What Is yoor Mes of an Ideal 
society T And what do you expect 
from tbe pmfeBl>day sedety by way 
ai contrlbutlen f 

A : KesMct for others would be 
the most important factor in such a 
^aty. Relations should be based 
on equality. I feel that If everyone 
derides to do away with prejudice 
it will be • poKitIve roDtribution to 
the great cause of social change. 

Q: Your recent article Saaghaehl 
Dbortgabaji (which descrlbea the 
RSS during the Emergency ImprHoD- 
meal) has caused quite a sttr. Pe 
yon feel that Ibe KSS Is Incapable of 
chsuge? 

AThe very basis of the RSS is 
the strict observance of Hindu 
rituals. It accepts that a person 
is judged according to the 
dictates of his caste, religion and 
birth. This is nonseoM. It is pre¬ 
cisely this adama&t fanaticism 
which must undergo • rascal 
change, lo my opinion, old values 
which have become obsolete, should 
be discarded. 1 find, however, that 
SR attempt Is often made to restore 
them through school text-boo^ I 
take stroag objeettofl to this. Today 
tbe so-called 'progressive elements 
in thv Janata Party emphaose .that 
the RSS Is changing while tbe Hid- 
era of the RSS do not admit tke 
change. If India Is to become Mcuiar 
in its mal sense, a confrontation is a 
must
